May  it  please  your  Excellency , 

1.  We,  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education  in  Ireland, 
submit  to  your  Excellency  this  our  Fifty-ninth  Report.  In  this 
Report  the  statistics  connected  with  the  number  of  schools,  number 
of  pupils  on  the  rolls,  and  the  average  daily  attendance,  refer  to 
tie  year  ended  31st  December,  1892;  but  all  statements  con- 
nected with  the  expenditure  of  the  public  grants  refer  to  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1893. 

Schools  and  Attendance. 

2.  On  the  31st  of  December,  1892,  we  had  8,403  schools  on  the  lucr«Ms«f 
Operation  List.  During  the  year  96  schools  were  struck  off  the  sd>001'- 
Roll  or  suspended,  or  became  amalgamated  with  other  National 

schools ; 153  schools  were  brought  into  operation — viz.,  70  non- 
vested,  and  83  vested,  giving  a net  increase  of  57  schools  as 
compared  with  1891.  Twelve  of  the  school's  which  were  brought 
into  operation  had  been  previously  in  connexion  with  the  Board, 
but  for  various  causes  the  grants  had  been  withdrawn. 
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Attendance  3.  The  average  number  of  pupils  on  the  rolls  for  the  year  ended 
on  1&3W4  31st  December,  1892,  was  815,972,  and  the  number  on  rolls  who 
results  made  at  least  one  attendance  within  the  last  fourteen  days  of  the 

penoa.  month  immediately  preceding  the  Results  Examinations  in  the 

schools  examined  during  the  year,  was  694,294. 

am.  The  aTerage  daily  attendance  of  scholars  for  the  same  period 
was  495,254,  of  whom  243,504  were  boys.  This  was  a decrease 
of  11,082  in  the  total  average  attendance  as  compared  with 
1891. 

The  attendance  of  pupils  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  was 
very  seriously  affected  by  inclemency  of  the  weather  and  by  the 
prevalence  of  sickness. 


4.  The  per-centage  of  average  attendance  of  pupils  for  the  year 
to  the  average  number  on  the  rolls  was  60'7  ; whilst  the  per-centaee 
to  the  number  on  rolls  who  attended  on  any  of  the  last  fourteen 
days  of  the  month  preceding  the  annual  examinations  was  71-3 
These  per-centages  in  1891  were  respectively  61'4  and  72-2. 


5.  Our  statistics  show  that  331,404  pupils  made  75  attendances 
or  more  in  the  six  months  from  January  to  June;  and  that  309,269 
made  a similar  number  of  attendances  during  the  six  months  from 
J uly  to  December.

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The  number  of  pupils  over  three  and  under  fifteen  years  of  age 
in  average  daily  attendance  in  1892  was  478,024),  and  the  average 
attendance  of  those  who  were  fifteen  and  above  was  17,230. 

7.  The  year  has  been  rendered  especially  conspicuous  in  the 
history  of  National  Education  by  the  passing  of  the  Irish  Education 
Act  (55  & 56  Vic.,  c.  42).  This  measure  provides  for  the  com- 
pulsory attendance  at  school  of  children  of  not  less  than  six  nor 
more  than  fourteen  years  of  age,  in  corporate  boroughs,  towns  or 
townships;  for  power  to  acquire  sites  for  schools  and  for  teachers’ 
residences ; for  the  partial  or  entire  abolition  of  fees  paid  by  pupils ; 
and  for  a Parliamentary  school  grant  in  lieu  of  abolished  school 
fees  for  the  augmentation  of  the  salaries  of  National  Teachers. 
We  shall  have  occasion  to  make  further  reference  to  the  Act  in 
this  Report. 


8.  Our  grant  towards  the  erection  of  Vested  Schools  is  two-  ye,l6d 
thirds  of  the  authorized  cost.  At  the  termination  of  the  year  1892  *shooli. 
we  had  on  our  lisL  3,301  vested  schools,  classified  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Vested  in  Trustees,  . . . 2,288 

( b ) Vested  in  our  Board,  . . . 1,013 


Total 8,301 

In  245  cases  the  Vested  Schools  are  in  various  stages  of  progress 
towards  completion;  there  are  also  148  on  the  “ Suspended  List,” 
chiefly  owing  to  failure  to  maintain  the  minimum  average  daily- 
attendance  of  scholars;  and  there  are  11  Vested  Model  School 
Departments  which,  owing  to  similar  failure,  have  been  amalga- 
mated with  adjoining  departments  of  Model  Schools. 


9.  The  number  of  Non-Vested  Schools  in  connexion  with  us  on  Number 
the  31st  of  December,  1892,  was  5,506.  non-vested. 


These  schools  are  erected  from  funds  locally  provided,  or,  in  a Loang  f 
few  instances,  from  loans  available  under  the  Act  of  1884,  47  & 48  Non-vested 
Vic.,  cap.  22.  These  loans  are  repayable  at  5 per  cent,  per  annum  /r^°250 
(principal  and  interest  included)  in  35  years.  u 6 

10.  The  number  of  applications  for  grants  to  new  schools  dealt  Grants  to 
with  in  the  year  1892  was  190.  In  182  cases  we  gave  the  required  ne'T 
assistance,  either  as  grants  for  building,  or  as  grants  in  aid  of  the  sc  00  8‘ 
maintenance  of  non-vested  schools.  The  remaining  8 applications 
were  rejected.  Of  the  182  Schools  added  to  our  list  during  the 
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year  1892,  the  number  in  each  Province,  and  the  nature  of  the 
Aid  granted,  were  as  follows : —

In  the  year  1881  the  number  of  Vested  Schools  was  2,085, 
whilst  in  1892  the  number,  as  above  stated,  had  increased  to 
3.301. 

Numerous  applicants  have  already  expressed  their  desire  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  powers  of  the  17th  section  of  the 
Education  Act,  providing  as  already  stated  for  the  compulsory 
acquisition  of  sites  for  schools  and  school  residences,  in  cases  where 
the  required  sites  cannot  tie  obtained  on  reasonable  terms  except 
under  the  powers  of  the  Act.  It  has,  however,  been  found  that 
the  procedure  for  giving  effect  to  this  section  is  too  elaborate, 
and  we  have  accordingly  recommended  to  Your  Excellency  the 
necessity  of  having  submitted  to  Parliament  an  amending  Bill 
for  simplifying  the  processes  of  the  Act. 

11.  The  schools  in  connexion  with  us  on  the  31st  December, 
1892,  afforded  accommodation  for  803,900  pupils,  allowing  eight 
square  feet  for  each  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance, 

12.  The  number  of  applications  received  in  1892  for  loans  to 
provide  Teachers’  Residences  was  77,  of  which  72  were  approved. 

The  total  number  of  applications  since  the  commencement  of 
the  Act  in  1875  for  loans  to  provide  Teachers’  Residences  was  1,058, 
of  -which  1,007  were  favourably  entertained. 

The  total  number  of  applications  for  grants  towards  providing 
residences  in  connexion  with  Vested  'Schools  since  1875  was  107, 
of  which  72  were  sanctioned. 

13.  The  number  of  free  residences  for  Teachers  throughout 
Ireland,  as  returned  by  the  Managers  (exclusive  of  Convent, 
Monastery,  Model,  and  Workhouse  National  Schools),  is  1,420. 
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14.  The  religious  denominations  of  the  Managers  of  the  new 
schools  distinguishing  Clerical  from  Lay,  were  as  follows : —

23.  The  number  of  Model  Schools  in  operation  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  30,  of  which  4 (including  the  Central  Model  School) 
are  Metropolitan,  and  the  remaining  26  are  District  and  Minor 
Model  Schools.

Convent  28.  These  schools  are  divided  in  regard  to  salaries  into  two  classes ; 

Monastery  (ft)  those  whose  teachers  adopt  the  principle  of  classification,  and  are 

Schools.  paid  according  to  the  same  scale  of  class  salaries  as  teachers  of 
ordinary  National  schools ; and  (b)  those  in  which  the  amount  oi 
salary  awarded  is  regulated  by,  the  average  number  of  children  in 
daily  attendance.  The  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  second 
category  receive  a merit  capitation  grant  of  12s.  a head  on  the 
average  daily  attendance,  when  the  School  Examination  has  been 
entirely  satisfactory,  and  of  10s.  a head  when  it  has  been  fair  or 
passable.  Convent  and  Monastery  National  Schools,  whether  in 
receipt  of  class  salaries  or  capitation  grant,  are  in  addition  awarded 
Results  Tees  on  the  ascertained  answering  of  the  pupils  at  the 
Annual  Examination,  and  share  in  the  grants  under  the  Customs 
and  Excise  Act  of  1890  and  under  the  Education  Act  of  1892.

There  are  special  industrial  departments  for  girls  in  49  of  the 
Convent  National  Schools,  in  which,  in  rooms  set  apart  for  the 
purpose  and  furnished  with  the  necessary  appliances,  instruction  is 
given  by  skilled  teachers  in  various  branches  of  higher  needlework, 
embroidery,  lace-making,  & c.  The  teachers  of  these  departments 
are  paid  special  salaries. 

Workhouse  Schools.  . 

Workhouse  29,  The  number  of  Workhouse  Schools  in  connexion  with  us  on 
School.,  the  31st  December,  1892,  was  156. 

These  schools  were  examined  on  the  same  system  as  the  Ordinary 
Schools,  and  extracts  from  the  reports  of  our  Inspectors  were 
communicated  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  for  the  information 
of  the  several  Boards  of  Guardians.  The  salaries  of  the  Teachers 
are  determined  by  the  Poor  Law  authorities,  and  paid  from  the 
Consolidated  Fund;  hut  the  Poor  Law  Guardians  have  power, 
under  the  Act  38  & 39  Viet.,  cap.  96,  to  award  to  their  Teachers, 
from  the  rates,  the  amount  of  results  fees  payable  on  the  Inspectors 
reports. 


• Per-oentage  of  average  attendant  to  average  number  on  Roll*,  64'5, 
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The  total  number  of  pupils  appearing  on  the  rolls  of  these 
Workhouse  Schools  during  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1892,  was  8,760,  and  the  average  daily  attendance  was  4,861. 


Evening  Schools. 

30.  Forty-seven  Evening  Schools  were  in  operation  on  the  31st 
December,  1892.  These  schools  are,  as  a rule,  held  on  the  same 
premises  and  taught  by  the  same  teachers  as  the  Day  Schools 
connected  therewith.  The  number  of  scholars  in  average  at- 
tendance was  1,928. 

Training  Colleges. 

31.  During  1892  the  five  Training  Colleges  recognised  by  us 
continued  in  operation,  viz.  : — 

“ Marlborough-street  ” (Dublin),  for  males  and  females,  under 
our  own  Management. 

“St.  Patrick’s”  (Drumcondra,  Dublin),  for  males,  and 

“ Our  Eady  of  Mercy”  (Baggot-street,  Dublin),  for  females,  both 
under  the  management  of  His  Grace  the  Most  Rev.  Dr.  Walsh, 
Archbishop  of  Dublin. 

“ Church  of  Ireland  ” (Rildare-place,  Dublin),  for  males  and 
females,  under  the  management  of  His  Grace  the  Most  Rev.  and 
Right  Hon.  Lord  Plunket,  Archbishop  of  Dublin. 

“De  la  Salle  ” (Waterford),  for  males,  under  the  management  of 
the  Most  Rev.  Dr.  Sheehan,  Bishop  of  Waterford  and  Lismore. 

The  provisions  made  in  our  Rules  for  the  training  of  Teachers 
in  these  Colleges  are  as  follows  : — 

(a.)  A One  Year’s  course  of  training,  beginning  in  September,  open 
to  Principal  and  Assistant  Teacher’s  already  classed. 

(A)  A Two  Years’  course  of  training  open  to  Pupil-teachers,  paid 
monitors,  and  other  suitable  students  approved  by  the  Commissioners, 
jud  possessing  the  qualifications  prescribed  for  Third  Class  National 
teachers.  This  Course  is  also  open  to  Classed  Principals  and  Assistants, 
instead  of  the  one  year’s  course,  provided  they  shall  have  resigned  their 
appointments  before  entering  the  Training  College. 

■ (c‘)  ^ie  end  °f  the  first  year  of  residence,  the  two-year  students, 
ni  addition  to  extra  papers  upon  the  Art  of  Teaching  and  of  School 
Organization,  must  pass  creditably  in  the  course  prescribed  for  Third 
Olass  Teachers. 

(d.)  At  the  end  of  the  second  year  of  residence,  such  students  must 
pass  the  course  for  Second  Class  Teachers,  except  as  provided  for  in  the 

0 lowing  regulation,  viz.  : — “ A Queen’s  scholar  who,  on  entering  a 
mining  College,  ranks  in  either  division  of  second  class,  may,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  authorities  of  the  College,  on  the  termination  of  his 
course  of  training  be  allowed  to  take  first  class  examination  papers,  and, 

1 qualified,  be  promoted  to  second  division  of  first  class.  In  the  same

Training  (e.)  After  probation  for  two  years  as  Teachers  in  Public  Elementary 
Colleger,  Schools,  Students  will  be  entitled  to  Training  Diplomas  on  the  prescribed 
conditions. 

(f.)  The  Commissioners  also  recognise  an  Extern  Class,  which  is 
composed  of  a limited  number  of  duly  qualified  young  persons  who  wish 
to  become  National  Teachers.  At  the  end  of  the  Training  course 
they  are  examined  and  classed  as  Teachers,  according  to  their  merits 
and  qualifications,  and  after  two  years  probation  as  Teachers  of  Public 
Elementary  Schools  are  entitled  to  Training  Diplomas  on  the  prescribed 
conditions. 

During  tlie  past  College  year,  commencing  in  September,  1891, 
674  Queen’s  Scholars,  of  whom  349  were  males,  were  under  in- 
struction in  these  Colleges. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety-three  completed  their  course  of 
training.  Of  these  one  hundred  and  seventy,  who  had  been 
previously  employed  as  Teachers  of  National  Schools,  completed 
their  course  of  one  year’s  training,  and  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
three,  including  four  Extents,  who  (with  a few  exceptions)  had  not 
previously  been  Teachers  or  Assistant  Teachers  completed  their 
two  years’  course  of  training.

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34  Under  the  provisions  of  the  scheme  for  the  re-construction  Training 
of  the  Training  Colleges,  promulgated  by  the  Eight  Hon.  A.  J.  Colleges‘ 
Balfour,  Chief  Secretary,  in  his  letter  of  the  25th  of  November, 

1890,  the  fixed  grants  payable  for  each  Queen’s  Scholar  in  the 
Training  Colleges,  Marlborough-street  included,  is  £50  for  a male 
and  £35  for  a female  Queen’s  Scholar,  per  annum. 

In  addition,  however,  to  these  fixed  grants,  a bonus  of  £10  for 
each  year  of  residence  for  each  Male  and  £7  for  each  year  of 
residence  for  each  Female  Queen’s  Scholar,  is  made  on  the  award 
of  the  Training  Diploma  after  a Probationary  service  of  two 
years  in  the  actual  work  of  teaching. 

Mr.  Balfour  in  the  letter  above  referred  to  proceeds  to  say : — 

“ The  second  part  of  the  Government  proposal  relates  to  the  College 
buildings.  The  Marlborough-street  College  has  its  own  buildings  erected 
or  rented  and  furnished  at  the  public  expense.  The  Denominational 
Colleges  are  held  under  different  conditions  of  ownership,  and  their 
Managers  are  authorized  by  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education 
under  certain  limitations  to  include  three-fourths  of  the  rent,  rates, 
taxes,  insurance  and  of  the  interest  payable  on  loan  or  mortgage  in  the 
annual  certified  expenditure  of  the  Colleges.  This  is  no  doubt  a sub- 
stantial contribution  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Colleges,  but  it 
does  not  place  them  on  terms  of  equality  with  the  Marlborough  street 
College. 

“The  Government  desires  to  remove  this  inequality  in  the  future. 

In  other  words,  it  is  proposed  that  each  of  these  Colleges  shall  have  a 
free  home. 

“With  this  object  in  view  the  Government  will  cause  a careful 
valuation  of  the  buildings  and  premises  of  each  of  the  Colleges  to  be 
undertaken  and  if  Parliamentary  powers  can  be  obtained  they  will 
authorize  a loan  to  the  full  amount  of  the  valuation  to  be  made  by  the 
Board  of  Works  to  the  manager  of  each  such  College,  repayable  at  five 
per  cent,  (principal  and  interest)  in  35  years. 

“ Upon  the  manager  presenting  to  the  Commissioners  of  National 
Education  the  receipt  of  the  Board  of  Works  for  the  annual  rent-charge, 
the  Commissioners  will  recoup  him,  from  the  Education  Yote,  a 
corresponding  amount,  and  this  amount  will,  for  the  35  years  duration 
of  the  rent-charge,  be  in  addition  to  the  £50,  and  £35  annual  allowance 
per  student. 

“ Substantially  this  arrangement  is  equivalent  to  a gift  of  the  amount 
of  the  loan.” 

The  final  arrangement  of  the  Government,  however,  was— 

(1)  To  make  the  valuation  of  the  buildings,  premises,  and 

appointments. 

(2)  (Jpon  the  valuation  to  provide  in  the  Estimates  an  annual 
contribution  of  5 per  cent,  for  35  years,  from  the  Parlia- 
mentary Grant  for  National  Education. 

This  provision  relates  only  to  the  Training  Colleges  tinder 
private  management,  -which  were  in  connexion  with  the  Board 
prior  to  the  year  1891.

Under  these  arrangements  as  finally  settled  by  the  Treasury, 
we  have  been  authorized  also,  to  reimburse  to  the  Managers  of  the 
same  Training  Colleges,  the  sums  annually  expended  in  rents  for 
the  College  premises.

38.  These  Examinations  took  place  in  July,  1892.  Annual 

The  number  of  Teachers  examined  for  promotion  was  727  ; of 
Monitors,  1,836 ; Pupil  Teachers  from  Model  Schools,  136 ; and  of  1<ms’ 
Queen’s  Scholars  in  the  Training  Colleges,  663;  total,  3,362. 

There  were  850  young  persons  examined  on  the  same  occasion  as 
candidates  for  admission  to  the  different  Training  Colleges,  a 
considerable  proportion  of  whom  were  also  undergoing  examination 
in  their  capacity  as  Monitors  or  Pupil  Teachers.

39.  Monitorships  are  practically  scholarships  open  to  the  pupils 
of  the  schools  in  which  they  are  educated.  They  are  the  rewards 
of  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  and  of  industry,  ability, 
and  good  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 

40.  The  number  of  paid  Monitors  on  the  31st  December,  1892, 
was  1,725  Mates,  and  3,611  Females.  Total,  5,386. 

There  were  also  166  pupil  teachers  (118  Males  and  48  Females) 
in  our  Model  Schools.

Industrial  Instruction. 

41.  (1.)  Since  the  foundation  of  the  National  system  the  Indus- 
trial Instruction  of  Girls  has  been  provided  for  in  the  following 
fundamental  rule — 

“The  Commissioners  require  that  instruction  shall  be  given  in 
plain  needlework  in  all  Schools  in  which  Female  Teachers  are 
employed.” 

(2.)  From  1st  August,  1890,  the  minimum  time  to  be  devoted  to 
instruction  in  Needlework,  Knitting,  &c.,  for  girls  in  all  National 
schools  in  which  female  teachers  are  employed  was  fixed  at  one 
hour  daily  of  the  ordinary  school  time.  The  programme  for  Plain 
Sewing,  &c.,  has  been  revised,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  in  future 
girls  who  attend  school  for  their  full  course  will  be  capable  of  making 
their  own  clothes  and  of  rendering  useful  assistance  in  their  families 
in  the  ordinary  home  industries. 

Instruction  in-  needlework,  knitting,  &c.,  has  been  on  the  whole 
fairly  satisfactory.  During  the  year,  158,555  girls  were  examined 
by  the  Inspectors  in  Needlework,  &c.,  and  145,628  passed  the 
standard. 

In  concluding  her  Annual  Report  for  1892  the  Directress  of 
Needlework  writes  as  follows : — 

“I  am  satisfied  that  industrial  work  is  steadily  progressing,  and  I 
look  forward  to  a striking  improvement  in  thrift  and  tidiness  among 
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Irish  women,  when  the  present  school-going  generation,  trained  to  make 
and  mend  their  own  and  their  relatives’  clothing,  shall  have  grown  to 
maturity,  and  taken  up  the  responsibilities  of  life.” 

There  were  51  special  departments  of  Industry  in  operation  industrial 
in  1892  for  Embroidery  and  other  advanced  kinds  of  Needlework 
of  the  senior  pupils,  such  girls  of  the  National  Schools  as  have 
passed  the  ordinary  literary  course  of  their  schools,  and  young 
women  of  the  localities.  These  departments  are  nearly  all 
connected  with  Convent  Schools,  and  many  of  them  are  doing 
excellent  work  in  introducing  useful  and  profitable  industries, 
and  opening  channels  for  the  remunerative  labour  of  girls. 

At  the  Annual  _ Examinations,  the  monitresses  and  female  Exami- 
teaohere  are  exercised  in  patching,  darning,  and  dressmaking,  ^ontoes  e 
in  addition  to  the  ordinary  subjects  of  plain  sewing,  knitting,  in  Tndus^eS 
and  cutting  out.  tries. 

Instruction  _ was  given  in  255  schools  to  2,559  girls  in  the  Domestic 
important  subject  of  Domestic  Economy.  Economy. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  instruction  in  Handicraft  and  in  Handicraft, 
Spinning,  Weaving,  and  other  Cottage  Industries,  as  extra 
branches  upon  which  the  senior  classes  of  National  Schools  may  &«■ 
be  examined. 


Agriculture. 

42.  As  set  forth  in  the  table  at  page  36,  there  were  79,260  pupils  No.  of 
examined  in  the  Agricultural  Class  Books  by  the  District  Inspec-  Smined 
tors  in  the  Ordinary  National  Schools  at  their  Results  Examina-  in  theory, 
tions,  of  whom  48,083  passed.  Instruction  in  the  theory  of  Agri- 
culture is  compulsory  in  all  rural  schools  for  boys  in  the  4th, 

5th,  and  6th  classes,  and  is  optional  in  the  case  of  girls  in  the 
same  classes. 

The  total  number  of  School  Farms  in  connexion  with  Ordi-  School 
nary  National  Schools  on  the  31st  December,  1892,  was  45.  Farms>  &c« 
The  names  of  the  Schools  and  the  extent  of  the  farm  attached 
to  each  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  The  total  number  of 
pupils  examined  in  Practical  Agriculture  for  special  results  fees 
in  this  class  of  schools,  by  the  Agricultural  Superintendent,  within 
the  results  year,  was  666,  of  whom  605  passed  in  the  agricultural 
programme. 

We  had  also  28  schools  having  School  Gardens  attached,  for  the 
management  of  which,  and  for  the  agricultural  knowledge  displayed 
by  the  pupils,  we  granted  special  agricultural  fees,  upon  the  reports 
of  the  District  Inspectors.  The  number  of  pupils  examined  in 
these  schools  was  546,  of  whom  415  passed. 

43.  The  instruction  given  in  the  Dairy  Schools  at  Glasnevin  Dftiry 

and  Cork  continues  to  be  efficiently  carried  out.  mentS0‘ 
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The  number  of  Dairy  pupils  who  attended  during  the  two 
Sessions  of  1892  at  the  Glasnevin  Dairy  School  was  46.  At  the 
close  of  the  Sessions  the  pupils  acquitted  themselves  creditably 
in  the  prescribed  examination,  and  the  quality  of  the  butter 
made  by  them  in  competition  for  prizes  offered  by  the  Royal 
Dublin  Society,  shows  that  the  working  of  the  school  is  satisfactory.

The  Local  Committee  in  connection  with  this  school  continued 
their  useful  co-operation  in  watching  over  the  interests  of  the 
school.  In  consideration  of  the  growing  importance  of  the  Dairy- 
ing industry  of  the  country  special  attention  was  given  to  the 
instruction  of  the  Male  Students  in  all  branches  of  dairy  manage- 
ment. 

The  Dairy  School  at  the  Marlborough-street  Training  College 
continues  to  be  largely  attended  and  to  be  efficiently  conducted. 

itinerant  The  subject  of  itinerant  dairy  instruction  continues  to  receive 
Pairy  . attention. 

Instruction. 

During  the  year  at  the  Shows  of  the  Sligo,  Ballinasloe,  and 
Hollymount  Agricultural  Societies,  Dairymaids  sent  by  us  gave 
practical  illustrations  of  improved  buttermaking. 

At  the  suggestion,  and  under  the  authority  of  the  Government, 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  employment  of  an  ex- 
perienced Dairy  Instructor,  whose  function  is  to  visit  and  organize 
the  Creameries  and  Butter  Factories  throughout  Ireland,  and  also 
to  give  general  instruction  in  buttermaking  and  cheesemaking 
to  the  Students  of  the  Model  Farms. 

Beports  of  experiments  carried  out  on  the  School  Farms  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix. 


Kindergarten — Infants’  Departments. 

41.  During  the  year  special  encouragement  was  given  as  here- 
tofore to  the  instruction  of  children  in  organized  Infants’  National 
Schools  and  organized  Infants’  Departments  of  Female  National 
Schools  in  the  Kindergarten  system. 

The  number  of  schools  in  which  Kindergarten  was  taught 
was  284,  the  number  of  pupils  examined  was  31,027,  and  the 
number  of  passes  secured  was  29,635.

47.  The  Results  Fees  paid  from  the  Parliamentary  Grant  are 
determined  upon  the  answering  of  the  pupils  at  the  Annual 
Results  Inspection  of  the  Schools. 

Until  last  year  a moiety  of  the  amount  earned  by  tlie  Teachers 
was  conditional  on  the  amount  of  local  aid  raised  in  the  form  of 
pupils’  pence,  subscriptions,  &c.,  but  in  consequence  of  the  practical 
abolition,  under  the  Education  Act,  1892,  of  the  pupils’  pence, 
this  restrictive  condition  could  not  any  longer  be  equitably 
insisted  on,  and  accordingly  we  recommended  its  abolition.  With 
the  sanction  of  the  Lords  of  Her  Majesty’s  Treasury  we  are  now 
enabled  to  pay  the  moieties  without  any  condition  as  to  the 
amount  of  the  local  aid. 

In  Schools  in  Unions  whose  Guardians  contribute  out  of  the 
Rates  (under  the  powers  given  them  by  the  Act  38  & 39  Vic., 
cap.  96)  the  Teachers  receive  the  amount  earned  from  the 
Parliamentary  Grant,  and  one-half  that  amount,  in  addition, 
contributed  from  the  Rates  and  paid  also  by  us.  The  number  cf 
Unions  thus  contributing  in  the  year  1892-3  was  26  ; the  number 
of  schools  examined  for  Results  was  1,483 ; and  the  total 
amount  of  Results  Fees  paid  by  us  out  of  the  Guardians’  contri- 
butions was  £21,635  14s.  5 d.  But  of  this  amount  £15,078  6s.  has 
been  repaid  by  us  to  the  Guardians  out  of  the  Customs  and 
Excise  Grant,  so  that  the  net  amount  contributed  by  the  Guardians 
was  £6,557  8s.  5 d. 

(c.)  Gratuities. 

48.  Gratuities  were  paid  to  Teachers  during  the  year  out  of  the 
Parliamentary  Grant  for  the  special  instruction  of  their  Monitors, 
varying  according  to  the  year  of  the  Monitorial  service  from  £1 
to  £3,  and  amounting  in  the  total  to  £8,360. 

(cl)  Customs  and  Excise  Grant.  • 

49.  As  stated  in  our  Report  for  1891,  it  is  provided  that  out  of 
the  Irish  share  of  the  Local  Taxation  (Customs  and  Excise)  duties 
paid  to  the  Local  Taxation  (Ireland)  Account,  in  respect  to  any 
financial  year,  a sum  of  £78,000  is  to  be  annually  distributed. 

The  sums  accruing  under  this  Grant  are  paid,  in  non-contributory 
Unions,  to  the  teachers;  and  in  Contributory  Unions  they  are 
paid  to  the  Guardians,  as  a reimbursement  to  the  rates,  partial 
or  complete,  of  their  contributions  to  the  teachers. 

The  amount  paid  by  us  to  the  Teachers  of  the  Schools  situated 
in  Non-contributory  Unions  was  £53,818  15.9.  8d.,  distributed  at 
the  rate  of  3s.  per  pupil  in  average  attendance ; as  above  stated 
the  sum  paid  to  the  Guardians  in  re-imbursement  of  rates  was 
£15,078  Qs.lQd- 
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(e.)  The  Parliamentary  School  Grant  (Irish  Education 
Act,  1892). 

50.  This  Grant  of  £210,000  a year  was  payable  from  the  1st  April, 
1892,  (a)  in  augmenting  salaries  of  Principal  and  Assistant 
Teachers  by  20  per  cent.,  and  increasing  the  Grants  to  schools  paid 
by  Capitation ; (6)  in  granting  bonuses  to  Assistants  of  five  years 
standing  and  higher  than  Third  Class;  (c)  in  awarding  Third 
Class  salaries  instead  of  Capitation  to  small  schools  with  an  average 
attendance  of  20  and  under  30  scholars;  and  ( d ) in  distributing 
the  residue  (about  half  the  School  Grant)  as  a Capitation  Grant  on 
the  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils. 

The  net  increase  to  the  Teachers’  incomes  consequent  upon  the 
operation  of  the  Act,  after  making  allowance  for  the  abolition 
or  re-arrangement  of  the  school  fees,  is  estimated  to  amount  to 
about  £130,000  annually. 


Local  Aid. 

51.  By  the  Education  Act  of  1892,  parents  were  in  whole  or  in 
part  relieved  of  the  payment  of  school  fees  for  their  children. 
The  schools  fees  paid  by  pupils  were  abolished  from  the  1st 
October,  1892,  in  schools  where  the  average  rate  of  fees  received 
during  the  year  1891  had  not  exceeded  six  shillings  a year  for 
each  child  of  the  number  of  children  in  average  daily  attendance. 
In  Schools  where  the  average  rate  had  exceeded  that  sum  the 
fees  to  be  charged  were  not  to  be  such  as  to  make  the  average  rate 
exceed  for  any  year  the  amount  of  the  said  excess. 

Seeing  that  this  provision  of  the  Act  came  into  operation  only  in 
October,  it  would  be  premature  to  discuss  its  effects  in  this  Report. 
It  may,  however,  be  observed  that  under  the  65.  limit,  7,173  schools 
were  declared  by  the  Board  to  be  absolutely  free  on  the  1st  October, 
from  the  impost  of  school-fees.  In  the  remaining  1,071  schools 
the  excess  fee  that  may  be  charged  under  the  Act  was  only  2s. 
7| d.  per  pupil  on  the  average. 

52.  The  following  table  (which  excludes  Workhouse  schools, 
Lunatic  Asylum  schools,  &c.),  shows,  in  counties  and  provinces,  the 
amount  of  school  pence  of  pupils  and  subscriptions  received  in  aid  of 
the  incomes  of  Teachers  of  the  8,211  National  Schools  for  winch 
Managers  have  furnished  returns,  with  the  average  for  each 
school,  and  for  each  pupil  in  average  daily  attendance,  but  in 
regard  to  the  amount  received  in  school  fees,  it  is  to  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  total  or  partial  abolition  of  the  fees  only  took  effect 
in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.

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Books  and  Requisites. 

59.  The  amount  we  received  for  books,  school  requisites,  and  Booksand 
apparatus,  issued  from  our  stores  to  National  Schools  in  1892-3,  R8Tulslte»- 
was  £31,898  3s.  6d 

The  value  of  requisites  and  apparatus  granted  as  Free  Stock  in 
1892-3,  was  £1,092  9s.  lei.  School  Account  Books  to  the  value 
of  £504  16s.  5d  were  also  supplied  gratis  to  the  Schools. 

The  business  of  our  book  stores  has  proceeded  on  its  usual  large 
scale.  The  articles  issued  cover  the  whole  range  of  school  re- 
quirements in  regard  to  books,  apparatus,  kindergarten,  needlework, 
gee.  The  number  of  requisitions  for  goods  received  from  schools 
during  the  year  was  28,435,  of  which  28,119  were  purchases,  and 
31 6 were  free  grants.  The  number  of  reading  books  issued  during 
the  year  was  1,312,322,  and  the  number  of  copy  and  drawing 
books  was  2,535,380. 

The  books,  requisites,  &c.,  were  sold  at  their  cost  price,  and 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Parliamentary  grant  were  sent,  carriage 
free,  to  the  schools  or  to  the  stations  nearest  to  them. 

Private  Contributions  administered  by  the  Board, 

60.  The  “Carlisle  and  Blake”  Fund  is  at  the  disposal  of  this  Carlisle 
Board  for  the  special  recognition  of  distinguished  merit 

of  Teachers  as  school-keepers.  The  Premiums  are  £5  to  one 
successful  candidate  in  each  school  district  in  every  fourth  year. 

The  names  of  the  Teachers  who  secured  the  Prizes  for  1892  will 
be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

The  “ Reid  Bequest  Special  Prizes,”  varying  from  £25  to  £10  Reid 
each,  were  awarded  to  twelve  Male  Paid  Monitors  of  National  Beqmst. 
Schools  in  the  County  Kerry  for  superior  answering  in  Competi- 
tive Examinations  for  the  Prizes,  under  the  Will  of  the  late  R.  T. 

Reid,  Esq.,  ll.d.  The  names,  &c.,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

Teachers’  Pensions  Act  (1879). 

61.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  the  sum  of  £1,300,000  of  the  Pensions 
Surplus  Fund  of  the  late  Established  Church  was  appropriated  to  TerMho[s> 
assist  the  National  Teachers,  in  the  payment  of  their  Premiums 

for  Pensions.  The  aid  from  the  proceeds  of  this  fund  relieves  the 
Teachers  to  the  extent  of  three-fourths  of  their  Premiums,  and  the 
remaining  one-fourth  is  deducted  in  this  office  in  quarterly  instal- 
ments from  the  Teachers’  salaries,  and  paid  over  to  the  Pensions 
Fund.  The  amount  paid  to  the  Pensions  Fund  from  the  deductions 
from  the  Teachers’  Salaries  last  year  was  £9,120  13s.  Id 

The  number  of  Teachers  drawing  Pensions  on  the  31st  of 
December,  1892,  was  967,  and  the  total  amount  of  their  Pensions 
was  £33,526. 

Besides,  during  the  year  1892,  41  Teachers  retired  from  the 
service,  on  account  of  broken  down  health,  before  they  attained 
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the  age  for  compulsory  retirement  on  pension.  By  a very 
beneficent  provision  of  the  Act  these  Teachers  were  awarded 
gratuities  on  their  retirement  amounting  in  the  total  of  the  41 
cases  to  £3,980.  Total  paid  in  1892  to  retired  Teachers  from  the 
Pension  Fund,  £37,008. 

But,  in  addition  to  the  above  amount  paid  to  Teachers  under 
the  Pensions  Act,  there  was  a sum  of  £553  granted  from  the 
Parliamentary  Funds,  as  retiring  gratuities  under  the  old  system 
to  Teachers  who  did  not  join  the  Pension  Scheme,  thus  bringing 
up  the  total  sum  paid  to  retired  Teachers  in  the  year  to  £37,561. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  Number  of  National  Teachers 
who  in  each  year  since  the  commencement  of  the  Pensions  Act 
(1st  January,  1880),  were  in  receipt  of  Pensions  from  the 
Fund  ; also  of  those  to  whom,  on  Retirement,  Gratuities  were 
awarded,  with  the  Total  Amounts  each  year.

The  Teachers’  Pensions  Fund  was  strengthened  in  1891-2 
by  the  addition  of  £90,000,  granted  by  Parliament  as  the  equi- 
valent to  Ireland  for  the  English  “ School  Fee  Grant  ” for  that 
year. 
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Proposed  Scheme  for  Widows  and  Orphans  Fund. 

62.  With  reference  to  our  statement  in  last  Report  to  the  effect 
that  the  scheme  proposed  for  establishing  a fund  for  the  relief  of 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  National  Teachers  was  then  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Lords  of  Her  Majesty’s  Treasury  for 
sanction,  we  regret  to  be  unable  to  report  as  yet  any  final 
decision. 


Proposed  Extension  of  School  Programme. 

63.  Adverting  to  the  Act  of  last  year  we  consider  that  the  benefits 
conferred  on  the  Teachers  by  the  provisions  of  that  measure  justify 
an  expectation  of  improved  aims  on  their  part  in  respect  to  the 
culture  of  their  pupils.  We  have  under  consideration  the  adoption 
of  somewhat  more  stringent  requirements  than  heretofore,  especially 
as  regards  the  acquisition  by  Queen’s  Scholars  of  Certificates  of 
Competency  to  teach  Drawing  and  Vocal  Music,  and  also  as  regards 
the  responsibility  to  devolve  on  Teachers  for  giving  systematic 
instruction  in  those  subjects  to  their  pupils. 

School  Banks. 

64.  In  connexion  with  the  relief  afforded  by  the  Act  of  1892, 
by  the  abolition  in  most  cases,  and  the  reduction  in  all  other 
cases,  of  the  school  fees,  and  in  view  of  the  liberal  grant  to 
the  Teachers  in  lieu  of  them,  we  have  had  under  consideration 
the  expediency  of  calling  the  attention  of  the  Managers  and 
Teachers  to  the  opportunity  thus  presented  to  the  parents  of 
inculcating  habits  of  thrift  and  forethought  in  their  families  by  the 
deposit  of  the  weekly  pence  thus  saved  for  the  benefit  of  their 
children  in  School  Banks.  The  working  of  the  School  Bank  system 
is  easily  understood  by  children,  parents,  and  teachers.  We  have 
been  in  communication  with  the  Post  Office  authorities  with  a view 
to  its  adoption  in  the  National  Schools,  and  we  have  prepared  a 
Circular  which  will  be  issued  forthwith  to  the  Managers  explana- 
tory of  its  provisions,  and  inviting  them  to  establish  School  Banks 
in  their  respective  schools. 


Statistics. 

65.  Attached  hereto  are  comparative  tables  of  statistics  of 
proficiency  and  expenditure,  &c.,  for  a series  of  years,  and  our 
financial  statement  for  the  year  ended  31st  March  last. 

Commissioners. 

66.  We  regret  to  announce  that  death  has  during  the  year  deprived 
the  Board  of  the  valuable  services  of  two  of  its  members — one  the 
Reverend  Hugh  Hanna,  d.d.,  an  experienced  Manager  of  Schools, 
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the  other  Henry  Doyle,  Esq.,  c.b.,  the  distinguished  Director  of 
the  National  Gallery.  Their  places  have  been  filled  by  the 
Reverend  Hamilton  B.  Wilson,  d.d.,  and  John  E.  Sheridan,  Esq., 
respectively. 

67.  We  submit  this,  as  our  Report  for  the  past  year,  to  your 
Excellency,  and  in  testimony  thereof  have  caused  our  Corporate 
Seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  this  Eleventh  day  of  July,  One 
Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-three.

Local  Taxation  Act  (Customs  and  Excise),  1890 
(1.)  Rules  for  the  Distribution  of  the  Irish  share  of  the  Local 
Taxation  allocated  by  the  Act  53  and  54  Vic.,  c.  60,  as  Local  Aid 
to  National  Schools. 


1.  The  unit  of  distribution  will  be  obtained  by  dividing  the  amount 
available — this  year  £78,000 — as  nearly  as  possible  by  the  aggregate 
annual  average  daily  attendance  in  the  several  National  Schools  in  aid 
of  which  salaries,  or  any  other  money  payments,  are  paid  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  National  Education.  Fractions  of  a penny  to  be  omitted. 

2.  The  sums  accruing  to  each  school  under  this  Act  is  to  be  regarded 
as  Local  Aid  in  all  cases  in  which,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Board’s 
Rules,  such  aid  is  taken  into  account. 

3.  In  every  non- contributory  Poor  Law  Union  the  sum  to  be  allocated 
as  Local  Aid  to  each  of  the  Schools  entitled  to  participate,  including 
schools  paid  by  capitation,  will  be  obtained  by  multiplying  the  unit  by 
the  average  daily  attendance  at  the  school  for  the  twelve  months  ended 
the  last  day  of  the  quarter  preceding  the  date  fixed  for  the  annual 
inspection  of  the  school. 

4.  In  schools  in  which  one  or  more  assistants  are  recognized,  the 
principal  teacher  shall  receive  twice  as  much  as  each  assistant. 

5.  In  every  contributory  Poor  Law  Union  the  sum  to  be  paid  to  the 
Guardians  thereof  will  be  obtained  by  multiplying  the  unit  of  distribution 
by  the  total  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils  at  the  several  National 
schools  within  the  Union  in  aid  of  which  salaries  or  any  other  money 
payments  are  paid  by  the  Commissioners,  and  in  aid  of  which  contributions 
are  payable  out  of  the  poor  rates  under  the  National  School  Teachers 
(Ireland)  Act,  1875,  subject  to  the  restrictions  imposed  by  clause  ( b ) in 
section  3 of  the  Local  Taxation  (Customs  and  Excise)  Act,  1890. 

6.  The  sum  accruing  to  each  contributory  Poor  Law  Union  will  be 
paid  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  financial  year. 

7.  If  at  the  termination  of  any  financial  year  and  completion  of  the 
payments  there  shall  remain  any  amount  unexpended,  such  surplus 
shall  be  carried  forward  to  the  credit  of  the  next  following  year.

An  Act  to  improve  National  Education  in  Ireland. 

[27th  June,  1892.] 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen’s  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and 
Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  as  follows  : 


Compulsory  Education. 

1, — (i.)  In  every  place  to  which  this  section  applies,  the  parent  of  Duty  of 
every  child  not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  fourteen  years  of  age  shall  parent  to 
cause  the , child  to  attend  school  during  such  number  of  days  in  the  year  ®®ng^c^c 
and  for  such  time  on  each  day  of  attendance  as  are  prescribed  in  the 
First  Schedule  to  this  Act,  unless  there  is  a reasonable  excuse  for  non- 
attendance. 

(2.)  Provided  that  a child  over  eleven  years  of  age  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  attend  school  if  the  child  has  received  such  certificate  of  his 
proficiency  in  reading,  writing,  and  elementary  arithmetic  as  is  pre- 
scribed in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act. 

(3.)  Any  of  the  following  reasons  shall  be  a reasonable  excuse  for 
non-attendance  of  a child  ; namely, 

(a.)  That  there  is  not  within  two  miles,  measured  according  to  the 
nearest  road,  from  the  residence  of  the  child  any  national  school  or 
other  efficient  school  at  which  the  child  can  attend,  and  to  which 
the  parent  of  the  child  does  not  object,  on  religious  grounds,  to 
send  the  child ; 

(6.)  That  the  child  has  been  prevented  from  attending  school  by  sick- 
ness, domestic  necessity,  or  by  reason  of  being  engaged  in 
necessary  operations  of  husbandry  and  the  ingathering  of  crops,  or 
giving  assistance  in  the  fisheries,  or  other  work  requiring  to  be 
done  at  a particular  time  or  season,  or  other  unavoidable  or 
reasonable  cause ; 
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Appendix  b.  (c.)  That  the  child,  being  under  seven  years  of  age,  lives  at  too  great 

a distance  from  any  national  school  or  other  efficient  school 
which  he  can  attend,  even  though  that  distance  is  less  than  two 
miles ; 

(d.)  That  the  child  is  receiving  suitable  elementary  education  in  some 
other  manner. 

Prohibition  _ 2. — (1.)  A person  shall  not,  except  as  in  this  Act  mentioned,  take 
of  employ-  into  his  employment  in  any  place  to  which  this  section  applies

school.  (h)  who  is  under  the  age  of  eleven  years  ; or 

(ii.)  who,  being  of  the  age  of  eleven  years  or  upwards,  and  less  than 
fourteen  years  of  age,  has  not  obtained  such  certificate  of  his  pro- 
ficiency in  reading,  writing,  and  elementary  arithmetic,  as  is 
prescribed  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act,  unless  the  child 
is  employed  and  is  attending  school  in  accordance  with  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Acts,  1878  to  1891,  but  no  employer  shall 
compel  a child  to  attend  a school  to  which  its  parent  objects  on 
religious  grounds. 

(2.)  If  any  person  acts  in  contravention  of  this  section,  he  shall 
be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a fine  not  exceeding  forty 
shillings. 

School  3-~ (!\)  every  place  to  which  this  section  applies  there  shall 

attendance  be  a school  attendance  committee  consisting  of  six,  eight,  or  ten 
committee,  persons,  as  the  local  authority  of  the  place  may  determine,  one-half  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  local  authority  and  the  remainder  by 
the  Commissioners,  and  not  less  than  one-half  of  whom  shall,  where  such 
persons  are  available,  be  managers  or  patrons  of  schools  in  the  place, 
and  the  local  authority  shall  make  regulations  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Commissioners  as  to  the  time  and  mode  of  appointment  of  the 
committee  and  the  conduct  of  their  proceedings.  The  term  for  which  the 
members  of  the  committee  shall  hold  office  and  the  quorum  of 
the  committee  shall  be  as  prescribed  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  this  Act. 

(2.)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  after  a public 
inquiry  if  they  shall  think  fit,  the  local  authority  of  any  place  may  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act  divide  the  place  into  districts,  and  in  such 
case  a school  attendance  committee  shall  be  appointed  for  each  dis- 
trict in  manner  hereinbefore  provided. 

(3.)  The  school  attendance  committee  may  appoint  and  remove 
officers  and  prescribe  their  duties,  and,  with  the  approval  of  the  local 
authority,  fix  their  remuneration. 

(4.)  In  the  event  of  the  local  authority,  after  warning  and  reasonable, 
notice,  failing  to  exercise  any  power,  or  perform  any  duty  conferred  or 
imposed  on  them  by  the  preceding  part  of  this  section,  the  same  may  be 
exercised  or  performed  by  the  Commissioners. 

(5.)  The  expenses  of  a school  attendance  committee,  and  the  salaries 
and  expenses  of  their  officers,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  local  authority 
out  of  the  local  rate,  but  any  revenue  from  penalties  under  this  Act  in 
the  place  or  district  shall  be  applied  in  relief  of  the  local  rate. 

Attendance  4. — (1.)  If  any  parent  who  is  required  by  this  Act  to  cause  his  child 
enforce*-11^  a^en^  scbool  makes  default  without  reasonable  excuse  in  so  doing, 
ment  ^be  school  attendance  committee  shall,  after  due  warning  to  the  parent, 
thereof.  make  a complaint  to  a court  of  summary  jurisdiction,  unless  they  think 
that  it  is  inexpedient  to  take  such  proceedings,  and  the  court,  if  satisfied 
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of  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  may  make  an  order  (in  this  Act  called  dppendixB. 
an  attendance  order)  that  the  child  do  attend,  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  Act,  some  national  school  or  other  efficient  school, 
and,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  this  Act,  the  child  shall 
attend  some  such  school  in  such  regular  manner  as  is  specified  in  the  order. 

(2.)  If  the  school  attendance  committee  have  reason  to  believe  that 
an  attendance  order  has  not  been  complied  with,  and  that  there  is  not 
any  reasonable  excuse  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act  for  non-compliance 
therewith,  they  may  make  a further  complaint  to  a court  of  summary 
jurisdiction,  and  thereupon,  if  the  parent  does  not  satisfy  the  court  that 
the  order  has  been  complied  with,  or  that  he  has  used  all  reasonable 
efforts  to  comply  therewith,  the  court  may  impose  on  him  a fine  not 
exceeding,  including  costs,  five  shillings. 

(3.)  A complaint  under  this  section  with  respect  to  a continuing  non- 
compliance  with  an  attendance  order  shall  not  be  repeated  by  the 
school  attendance  committee  at  any  less  interval  than  two  months. 

5.  A person  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  taken  a child  into  his  Exception 
employment  in  contravention  of  this  Act,  if  it  is  proved  to  the  to  pro-

(2)  that  the  employment,  by  reason  of  being  during  the  school 
holidays,  or  during  the  hours  during  which  the  school  is  not  open, 
or  otherwise,  does  not  interfere  with  the  efficient  elementary 
instruction  of  the  child,  and  that  the  child  obtains  such  instruction 
by  attendance,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Act, 
at  a national  school,  or  in  some  other  equally  efficient  manner. 

6- — (1*)  Where  the  offence  of  taking  a child  into  employment  in  Exemption, 
contravention  of  this  Act  is  in  fact  committed  by  an  agent  or  workman 
of  the  employer,  that  agent  or  workman  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  as  if  he 
were  the  employer. 

(2.)  Where  a child  is  taken  into  employment  in  contravention  of  this 
Act  on  the  .production  by  or  with  the  privity  of  the  parent  of  a false  or 
forged  certificate,  or  on  the  false  representation  of  his  parent  that  the 
child  is  of  an  age  at  which  the  employment  is  not  in  contravention  of 
this  Act,  that  parent  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a fine 
not  exceeding  forty  shillings. 

(3.)  Where  an  employer  charged  with  taking  a child  into  his  employ- 
ment in  contravention  of  this  Act,  proves  that  he  has  used  due  diligence 
to  enforce  the  observance  of  this  Act,  and  either  that  some  agent  or

representation,  the  employer  shall  be  exempt  from  any  fins. 

(4.)  Where  an  employer  satisfies  the  person  about  to  institute  a 
prosecution  that  he  is  exempt  under  this  section  by  reason  of  some  agent, 
workman,  or  parent  being  guilty,  and  gives  all  facilities  in  his  power 
for  proceeding  against  and  convicting  that  agent,  workman,  or  parent, 
proceedings  shall  be  instituted  against  that  agent,  workman,  or  parent, 
and  not  against  the  employer. 
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AppendixB.  7. — (1.)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Acta  court  of  summary  jurisdiction 

Regulations  shall  be  constituted  of  not  less  than  two  justices  of  the  peace,  or  of  a 
a3eto  legal  divisional  justice  of  Dublin  metropolis,  and  every  judgment  of  such 
proceedings.  c0lu.fc  imposing  a penalty  shall  be  subject  to  appeal.

A certificate,  purporting  to  be  under  the  hand  of  the  dispensary 
medical  officer  of  any  district,  stating  that  a child  is  ill,  or  that  there  is 
illness  in  the  family  of  the  child,  or  where  the  child  resides,  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  of  the  facts. 

(5.)  When  a child  is  apparently  of  the  age  alleged  by  the  complainant 
in  the  course  of  any  proceedings  under  this  Act,  it  shall  lie  on  the 
defendant  to  prove  that  the  child  is  not  of  that  age. 

(6.)  Any  person  may  appear  in  any  proceedings  under  this  Act  by 
any  member  of  his  family  or  any  other  person  authorized  by  him  in 
this  behalf. 

(7.)  A school  attendance  committee  may  appear  in  any  such  proceed- 
ings by  any  person  appointed  by  them  in  that  behalf.

Where  the  age  of  any  child  is  required  to  be  ascertained  or  proved 
purposes  of  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  or  for  any  purposes  connected  with  the 
Acfc'  elementary  education  or  employment  in  labour  of  such  child,  any  person, 
on  presenting  a written  requisition  in  such  form  and  containing  such

site  for  such  school  or  residence  to  be  held  by  the  trustees  on  trust  for 
the  purposes  of  such  school  or  residence. 

(2.)  For  the  purpose  of  the  purchase  of  land  in  pursuance  of  this 
section,  section  two  hundred  and  three  of  the  Public  Health  (Ireland) 
Act,  1878,  shall  apply  as  if  it  were  herein  re-enacted,  and  in  terms  made 
applicable  to  such  trustees  instead  of  to  the  sanitary  authority,  and 
section  two  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  same  Act  shall  apply  to  Provi- 
sional Orders  made  for  the  purposes  of  this  section. 

Provided  as  follows  : —

maintained,  and  be  at  all  times  conducted  as  a national  school  or 
used  for  the  residence  of  a teacher  of  a national  school,  under  the 
regulations  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  time  being  in  force ; and 
for  providing  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees  from  time  to 
time  ; and,  generally,  for  all  such  matters  and  things  as  the  Com- 
missioners  may  think  expedient.

In  any  school  receiving  aid  from  the  school  grant  (and  not  being 
an  evening  school),  where  the  average  rate  (as  determined  by  the  Com- 
missioners) of  fees  received  during  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-one  was  not  in  excess  of  six  shillings  a year  for  each  child  of 
the  number  of  children  in  average  attendance  at  the  school,  no  school 
fee  shall  be  charged  after  the  first  day  of  October  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-two  for  any  child. 

(3.)  In  any  school  receiving  aid  from  the  school  grant  (and  not  being 
an  evening  school),  where  the  said  average  rate  was  so  in  excess,  the  fees 
to  be  charged  shall  not  be  such  as  to  make  the  average  rate  of  fees  for 
all  children  in  average  attendance  at  the  school  exceed  for  any  year  the 
amount  of  the  said  excess. 

(4.)  After  the  passing  of  this  Act  the  scale  of  school  fees  in  any  school 
receiving  aid  from  the  school  grant  shall  not  be  altered  or  fixed  except 
with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners.

Provisions  as  to  Application  of  Grant  for  Elementary  Schools. 

The  school  grant  shall  be  applied  by  the  Commissioners  in  accordance  with 
regulations  to  be  made  by  them  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Treasury,  as 
follows : — 

First. — In  augmenting  by  twenty  per  centum  the  existing  rate  of  class  salaries 
of  teachers  and  of  salaries  of  assistant  teachers,  and  by  three  shillings  and 
sixpence  the  capitation  grant  to  schools  receiving  such  grants  and  not 
having  teachers  paid  by  class  salaries.

Thirdly.— In  awarding  a third  class  salary  to  each  teacher  of  a school  having 
an  average  attendance  of  from  twenty  to  thirty  children. 

Fourthly The  residue  shall  be  distributed  as  a capitation  grant  as  nearly  as 

possible  in  proportion  to  the  average  number  of  children  daily  attending 
the  several  schools  in  aid  of  which  salaries  or  other  money  payments  are 
paid  by  the  Commissioners. 


(3.) — Rules  for  Administering  the  Parliamentary  School  Grant 
under  the  18th  Section  and  Fourth  Schedule  of  the  Irish  Educa- 
tion Act,  1892  (55  & 56  Vic.,  Oh.  42). 


1.  The  administration  of  the  School  Grant  under  the  Irish  Education 
Act.  commences  from  the  1st  April,  1892. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  school-fees  shall  he 
abolished  in  any  school,  or  whether,  on  the  other  hand,  an  average 
excess  fee  may  be  charged,  the  Fifth  Clause  of  Section  18  shall  he 
applied.  The  average  rate  for  the  year  1891  shall  be  computed  by 
dividing  the  school-fees  received  during  that  year  from  pupils  of  over 
three  and  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  by  the  average  daily  attendance  for 
that  year  of  pupils  within  those  ages. 

3.  In  schools  where  the  average  rate  of  school-fees  received  from 
children  of  over  three  and  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  during  the  year 
1891,  was  not  in  excess  of  six  shillings  for  each  child  of  the  number 
of  such  children  in  average  attendance,  no  school-fees  shall  be  charged 
to  any  such  child  after  the  1st  October,  1892. 

4.  In  schools  where  the  average  rate  of  school-fees,  during  the  year 
1891,  was  in  excess  of  six  shillings  for  each  child  of  the  number  of 
children  within  the  above-mentioned  limits  of  age,  in  average  daily 
attendance  at  the  schools,  fees  may  be  charged  to  such  children ; but 
so  that  they  shall  not  be  of  such  amount  as  to  make  the  average  rate  of 
fees,  for  all  such  children  in  average  daily  attendance,  exceed  for  any 
year  the  amount  of  the  said  excess. 

5.  School- fees  may  be  charged  in  all  schools  receiving  the  school  grant 
to  pupils  of  fifteen  years  of  age  and  above,  also  to  all  pupils  for  “ Extra 
Branches  or  “ Optional  ” Branches  taught  outside  the  ordinary  scnoo 
hours  3 and  none  of  the  provisions  of  these  rules  shall  apply  to  fee.

6.  All  schools  brought  into  connexion  as  National  Schools  on  or  alter 
the  1st  January,  1892,  shall,  if  receiving  the  school  grant,  be  free  o 
school-fees  for  pupils  over  three  and  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  irom 
1st  October,  1892. 
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**<>ols  are  excluded  from  benefit  of  the  school  grant. 

8.  Subject,  to  the  approval  of  the  Treasury,  payments  shall  be  made 
in  accordance  with  the  existing  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Com- 
missioners in  respect  to  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils,  as  provided 
in  the  First  Clause  of  the  Fourth  Schedule,  viz.  : (a)  in  augmenting  by 
20  per  centum  the  existing  rate  of  class  salaries  of  teachers  and  of 
salaries  of  assistant  teachers,  and  (b)  in  augmenting  by  Three  Shillings 
and  Six  Pence  the  Capitation  Grant  to  schools  receiving  such  grants 
and  not  having  teachers  paid  by  class  salaries ; the  latter  augmentation 
to  be  an  augmentation  of  the  existing  Capitation  Grants  as  now  com- 
puted under  the  existing  Rules  of  the  Commissioners  in  respect  to 
average  daily  attendance. 

9.  The  bonuses  for  assistants  under  the  Second  clause  of  the  Fourth 
Schedule  are  to  be  annually  granted  to  all  assistants  of  five  years  standing 
or  over  who  are  classed  higher  than  third  class.  The  average  daily 
attendance  in  respect  to  this  clause  to  be  computed  on  the  basis  defined 
in  the  foregoing  Rule  8. 

10  (a.)  Schools  hitherto  aided  under  the  system  of  Modified  Grants, 
that  have  an  average  daily  attendance  of  twenty  and  under  thirty  pupils 
over  three  and  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  shall,  from  the  1st  April, 
1892,  cease  to  be  recognised  under  that  system  ; and  shall  from  that 
date  be  recognised  and  aided  as  schools  coming  under  the  benefit  of  the 
Third  clause  of  the  Fourth  Schedule. 

(b.)  In  awarding  third  class  salary  the  average  attendance  under 
this  clause  is  to  be  computed  on  pupils  of  over  three  and  under  fifteen 
years  of  age. 

(c.)  Where  the  average  attendance  of  children  of  over  three  and  under 
fifteen  years  of  age  is  under  twenty,  the  school  can only  receive  a 
Modified  Grant,  to  be  computed  according  to  the  existing  Rules  as  to 
average  attendance. 

(d.)  Should  any  school,  recognised  as  a Modified  Grant  School,  have 
an  average  daily  attendance  of  twenty  and  under  thirty  pupils  of  three 
and  under  fifteen  years  of  age  for  any  quarter,  such  school  shall  for  that 
quarter  come  under  the  privilege  of  Rule  172c,  the  words  “thirty 
pupils  or  above  ” being  read  as— “ twenty  pupils  or  above.”  (See  Rule 
quoted  below). 

11  (a.)  The  payment  of  the  Residue  under  the  Fourth  Clause  of  the 
Fourth  Schedule  is  to  be  made  on  the  average  daily  attendance, 
computed  on  attendances  of  pupils  over  three  and  under  fifteen  years  of 
age. 

(b.)  The  Unit  of  Distribution  of  the  Residue  shall  be  found  by  dividing 
he  estimated  Residue  as  nearly  as  possible  by  the  aggregate  average 
da7  a^endance  for  the  calendar  year  last  ended  of  pupils  over  three  and 
under  fifteen  at  schools  receiving  the  School  Grant.

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Appendix  B.  f.^e  residue  for  that  month  ; and,  similarly,  if  a Teacher  is  not  granted 
salary  up  to  the  last  recognised  school  day  of  a month,  he  cannot  claim 
payment  for  that  month,  the  rule  being  similar  to  that  adopted  in  the 
case  of  payment  of  Results  Fees,  and  payment  of  Customs  and  Excise 
Grant. 

16.  In  schools  where  Assistant  Teachers  received  any  share  of  the 
school-fees  up  to  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  Act,  the  residual 
Capitation  Grant  under  the  Fourth  Clause  of  the  Fourth  Schedule  shall, 
in  each  case,  be  allocated  among  the  teachers  in  the  same  manner  and 
proportion  in  which  the  school-fees  were  allocated  under  the  existing 
agreements  between  the  Managers  and  Teachers  of  the  several  schools. 

After  the  passing  of  the  Act,  and  subject  to  all  existing  agreements , 
the  distribution  of  the  residual  Capitation  Grant  between  the  Principal 
and  Assistant  Teachers  may  be  regulated  by  agreement  between  the 
Managers  and  Teachers  of  the  several  schools  ; in  the  absence  of  such 
agreement,  and  in  all  schools  in  which  there  is  but  one  Teacher, 
the  said  grant  shall  be  payable  to  the  Principal  or  sole  Teachers  only. 
All  agreements  regulating  the  distribution  of  the  said  grant  shall  he 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners. 

17.  In  the  case  of  Model  School  Teachers  the  following  regulations 
are  to  apply  : — 

(a.)  The  twenty  per  cent,  increase  under  the  First  Clause  of  tho 
Fourth  Schedule  shall  be  computed  on  the  class-salary  portion 
of  the  salaries  of  Principals  and  Assistants  respectively. 

(6.)  The  Bonuses,  under  the  Second  Clause  of  the  Fourth  Schedule, 
shall  be  annually  granted  to  all  Assistants  of  five  years’ 
service  and  over. 

(c.)  The  general  Rules  determining  the  average  rate  of  excess-fee,  if 
any,  shall  be  applied  in  the  case  of  Model  Schools. 

( d .)  The  school  fees  of  Model  Schools  are  to  be  redistributed,  on  a 
basis  to  be  specially  determined  by  the  Commissioners. 

(e.)  New  agreements,  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  are 
to  be  entered  into  between  the  Commissioners  and  the 
Teachers  of  Model  Schools,  with  due  regard  to  the  Teachers’ 
right  to  three  months’  notice. 

18.  The  provisions  of  Rules  165c  ands;  166;  167a  and  c;  170; 
and  17 2d,  shall  apply,  mutatis  mutandus,  to  all  payments  made  under 
the  Act  out  of  the  school  grant.  (See  Rules  quoted  below). 

19.  Subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Lords  of  Her  Majesty’s  Treasury, 
the  condition  of  local  aid  for  payment  of  contingent  results  fees  shall  he 
abolished  from  the  1st  October,  1892,  in  respect  to  all  results  examina- 
tions for  periods  ending  on  and  after  the  31st  October,  1892,  the  school- 
fees  being  practically  abolished  from  that  date. 

20.  Separate  accounts  are  to  be  kept  of  the  several  classes  of  payments 
made  out  of  the  school  grant. 


Rules  referred  to  at  Section  19  above. 
(Grants  made  according  to  the  average  daily  attendance.) 


Rule  165  (c.)  When  the  average  attendance  exceeds  an  integer  by  a 
fraction,  the  latter  will  count  as  a unit.  Thus  29  *1  will  count  as  30. 

Rule  165  (e.) — The  number  of  pupils  present  must  be  recorded  every 
day,  in  the  Roll  Book  and  Report  Book,  but  when,  owing  to  severity  of 
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weather  or  other  exceptional  cause,  the  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  AppendixB. 
on  any  day  or  days  is  under  one-half  of  the  average  attendance  for  the  — 

month  in  which  the  day  or  days  occur,  the  attendance  of  such  day  or 
days  may  be  excluded  from  the  calculation  of  the  average.  The  cause 
of  such  exclusion  in  each  case  should  be  recorded  in  the  Daily  Report 
Book. 

Rule  166.  No  action  will  be  taken  consequent  on  a reduction  of  the 
average  attendance  below  30,  unless  such  reduction  shall  have  appeared 
in  two  consecutive  quarters,  after  which  no  salary  will  be  payable  unless 
the  school  comes  under  the  provisions  of  Rule  167. 

Rule  167  (a.)  Should  the  average  attendance  at  a school,  the  teacher 
of  which  received  class  salary,  fall  below  30  for  two  consecutive  quarters, 
and  should  there  appear  to  be  good  grounds  for  believing  that  such 
reduction  of  the  average  attendance  below  30  was  due  to  temporary 
causes,  such  as  prevalence  of  epidemics,  exceptional  severity  of  weather, 

&c.,  reasonable  time  will  be  allowed  for  the  re-establishment  of  the 
normal  average,  and  during  this  period  of  indulgence  the  school  will 
not  be  struck  off  the  roll,  or  the  salary  reduced. 

Rule  167  (c.)  In  Convent  and  Monastery  National  Schools  paid  by 
merit  capitation  grant,  should  the  attendance  be  reduced  in  any  quarter, 
owing  to  epidemic  or  other  exceptional  cause,  the  merit  capitation  grant 
for  such  quarter  will  be  calculated  on  the  average  attendance  for  the 
quarter  preceding  that  in  which  the  exceptional  cause  began  to  operate. 

Rule  170  (a.)  In  cases  where  schools  having  the  services  of  Assistants 

or  Workmistresses,  fail  to  command  the  requisite  average  attendance, 
managers  must  be  prepared  for  the  withdrawal  of  salary  at  the  close 
of  the  second  consecutive  quarter  in  which  the  falling  off  appears, 
unless  (6)  there  is  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  reduction  of  the 
average  attendance  is  due  to  temporary  and  exceptional  causes,  in  which 
case  salary  may  be  continued. 

Modification  of  Aid. 

Rule  172  (c.)  When  a school  aided  under  this  Rule  attains  to  an 
average  attendance  of  30  pupils  or  above  in  any  quarter,  salary  to 
Teacher  may  be  paid  as  in  ordinary  schools  for  such  quarter  only. 

Rule  172  ( d .)  Should  the  attendance  be  reduced  in  any  quarter, 
owing  to  epidemic  or  other  exceptional  cause,  the  capitation  allowance 
for  such  quarter  will  be  calculated  on  the  average  attendance  for  the 
quarter  preceding  that  in  which  the  exceptional  cause  began  to  operate.

General  Report  on  Marlborough-street  Training  College- 

Mr.  Purser,  Head  Inspector ; Mr.  Headen,  b.a.,  District  Inspector. 

Dublin,  1893. 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  we  beg  to  furnish 
our  report  on  the  Marlborough-street  Training  College,  for  the  year 
ended  ,31st  August,  1892.  As  we  were  in  charge  of  the  college  during 
only  a part  of  the  year,  our  personal  knowledge  of  its  affairs  is  very 
limited,  and  almost  confined  to  the  test  examination  of  the  Queen’s 
scholars  in  their  teaching  before  us. 

From  the  report  of  the  Architect  who  was  employed  by  the  Com- 
missioners to  effect  certain  alterations  in  the  residences — that  for  men 
being  in  North  Great  George’s-street,  that  for  women  in  Talbot-street — it 
would  appear  that  considerable  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in 
these  houses,  but  that  further  outlay  will  be  necessary  to  make  them 
quite  satisfactory.  As  the  Principals  informed  us  that  the  health  of  the 
students  was  good  during  the  year,  the  defects  in  the  premises  cannot 
be  very  serious  from  a sanitary  point  of  view. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  staff  of  professors  during  the  year;  but  in  the 
female  department  a vice-principal  was  appointed  in  addition  to  the  matron. 

The  Queen’s  scholars  are  drawn  from  all  parts  of  Ireland,  mainly 
however  from  the  North.  This  is  owing  to  the  large  number  of  Pres- 
byterians who  attend  here.  But  the  college  being  quite  undenomi- 
national, it  is  also  attended  by  Roman  Catholics  and  Methodists,  and 
to  a limited  extent  by  Protestant  Episcopalians.  Strict  regard  to  their 
religious  duties  on  the  part  of  all  Queen’s  scholars  is  enforced,  and,  so  far 
as  we  are  aware,  the  conduct  of  all  was  satisfactory  during  the  past  year. 

The  college  is,  as  stated  above,  mainly  recruited  from  the  Protestant 
denominations  except  the  Episcopalians,  and  therefore  chiefly  from  the 
North  of  Ireland.  A considerable  number  of  Roman  Catholics  from  a 
couple  of  dioceses  outside  Ulster  attend  also,  as  do  nearly  all  the  pupil 
teachers  from  the  Commissioners’  Model  Schools — the  last  mentioned 
class  forming  more  than,  one-seventh  of  the  whole.  Most  of  the  Queen’s 
scholars  are  admitted  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board’s  Inspectors, 
and  include  some  of  the  most  suitable  candidates  for  training  in  Ireland. 
The  number  in.  training  at  the  close  of  the  session  was  204  Queen’s 
scholars,  including  5 externs. 

The  course  of  training  is  nearly  the  same  in  this  establishment  as  in 
the  denominational  colleges.  It  includes  lectures  in  the  several  subjects 
of  the  teachers’  programme,  the  result  of  the  teaching  so  given  being 
tested  at  the  annual  examinations  in  July.  The  result  must  be  pro- 
nounced satisfactory  on  the  whole,  as  the  number  of  Queen’s  scholars 
who  failed  to  pass  the  examination  was  small.  In  addition  to  the 
ordinary  subjects,  many  Queen’s  scholars  were  examined  in  drawing 
and  music,  in  which  they  acquitted  themselves  fairly,  especially  the 
female  students.  These  latter  were  also  examined  in  domestic  economy, 
cookery,  hygiene,  and  kindergarten,  in  all  which  their  proficiency  was 
creditable..  Their  needlework  was  very  good.  The  men  were  also 
examined  in  elementary  carpentry,  which  is  popular  among  the  Queen’s 
scholars,  and  is  successfully  taught. 

. -*-ke  course  of  training  includes,  in  the  second  place,  teaching  how  to 
impart  instruction  in  the  different'  branches  of  the  school  work,  so  as  to 
develop  the  mental  and  moral  powers  of  the  pupils.  This  is  done 
partly  by  theoretical  explanation  of  method,  partly  by  criticism  lessons, 
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given  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  and  presided  over  by  a professor, 
who  asks  them  for  remarks  on  the  lesson,  and  himself  sums  up  the 
merits  and  defects  of  it ; partly  by  model  lessons  given  by  the  teachers 
of  the  practising  schools ; and  finally  in  part  by  actual  practice  in 
teaching  under  the  supervision  of  the  professors  or  teachers.  We  had 
no  opportunity  of  personally  inspecting  this  part  of  the  training  course, 
and  can  judge  of  it  only  by  the  result  of  our  test  examination  in  teaching. 
For  this  examination  each  Queen’s  scholar  of  final  year  prepares  three 
“ notes  of  lessons  ” • one  of  these  notes  we  select,  and  require  the  lesson 
(more  generally  a portion  of  it)  to  be  taught  before  us  ; we  then  propose 
a definite,  unprepared  subject,  usually  of  an  elementary  character,  which 
the  Queen’s  scholar  takes  up  for  a short  time  until  we  stop  him ; after 
this  he  listens  to  the  teaching  of  the  next  student,  and  then  writes  a 
short  criticism  on  it.  The  mark  we  give  to  each  Queen’s  scholar  is  not 
given  for  any  one  of  these,  but  represents  our  judgment  on  the  merits 
displayed  in  all  four  tests. 

The  “ notes  of  lessons”  showed  improvement  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year’s  notes.  In  the  actual  teaching  a somewhat  large  pro- 
portion of  the  Queen’s  scholars  failed  to  teach  creditably  the  subjects 
assigned  to  them  ; but  on  being  allowed  additional  trials,  and  being 
given  a further  opportunity  of  showing  what  they  were  capable  of,  a good 
many  of  these  did  well  enough  to  justify  us  in  allowing  them  a pass.  We 
took  into  account  that  these  failures  were  probably  largely  owing  to  the 
style  of  examination  being  comparatively  new  to  the  Queen’s  scholars. 
Further  experience  ought  to  lead  to  better  results  in  future  years. 

During  the  test  examination  the  College  Registers  were  before  us, 
but  as  they  were  not  kept  by  the  Professors,  we  could  not  make  much 
use  of  them. 


The  practising  schools  are  10  in  number,  and  vary  in  attendance  from 
30  to  300  pupils.  We  give  below  the  names  of  the  schools,  the  number 
of  pupils  examined,  and  passed,  &c.

These  Colleges  are  now  four  in  number,  the  increase  being  due  to  the  Head  ’ 
establishment  in  Waterford  of  a College  under  the  care  of  the  Brothers  Inspector, 
of  La  Salle,  in  addition  to  those  in  existence  when  the  last  General 
Report  was  published,  namely : “ St.  Patrick’s,”  for  male  Roman  Headen, 
Catholic  teachers,  certified  for  160  Queen’s  Scholars  ; “ Our  Lady  of  District 
Mercy,”  for  female  Roman  Catholic  teachers,  certified  for  150  Queen’s  lnsPecior- 
Scholars  ; “ Church  of  Ireland,”  for  male  and  female  teachers  of  the 
Protestant  Uimrch  of  Ireland,  certified  for  125  Queen’s  Scholars,  40 
men  and  85  women  ; “De  La  Salle,”  also  for  male  Roman  Catholic  Buildi 
teachers,  certified  for  70  Queen’s  Scholars.  These  Colleges  can  there- 
fore accommodate  270  men  and  235  women.  Teachers  of  other 
Protestant  denominations  are  trained  in  the  Board’s  training  establish- 
ment, Marlborough  Street,  which  is  quite  undenominational  and  open  to 
Queen’s  Scholars  of  all  religions. 

The  buildings  are  in  all  cases  of  a suitable  character.  The  Waterford 
house  is  intended  only  for  temporary  occupation,  as  a new  building  is  in 
course  of  erection  which  will  probably  be  one  of  the  largest  and  most, 
complete  of  its  kind  in  the  United  Kingdom,  carefully  planned  as  it 
has  been  to  fulfil  all  the  present-day  requirements  of  an  educational 
institution.  A large  wing  is  being  added  to  St.  Patrick’s  Training 
College  which  will  afford  much  additional  space  for  dormitories  and 
class  rooms,  and  will  enable  the  authorities  of  the  College  to  establish  a 
library,  a special  room  for  chemistry  and  physical  science,  and  other 
useful  additions.  . 

All  the  improvements  in  progress  in  the  Church  of  Ireland  Training 
College  have  now  been  completed.  The  library  is  a handsome  room, 
and  is  already  well  stocked  with  books.  A gymnasium  is  another 
useful  addition  to  the  College  buildings. 

Altogether  the  houses  and  premises  are  satisfactory  and. kept  in  good 
repair.  The  sanitary  arrangements  appear  to  be  good,  and  we  are  glad 
to  be  able  to  report  that  only  a moderate  amount  of  sickness  pr  evailed 
during  the  year.  Of  the  466  Queen’s  Scholars  present  at  the  beginning 
of  the  session  only  four  had  to  leave  owing  to  illness.  Slight  cases  of 
indisposition  are  treated  in  the  Colleges,  more  serious  and  protracted 
cases  in  some  of  the  city  hospitals.  The  De  La  Salle  College1,  as  well  as 
St.  Patrick’s,  is  furnished  with  ample  recreation  grounds;  the  other 
Colleges  are  confined.  ( _ 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  staff  of  “ St.  Patrick  s and  staff, 
of  “ Our  Lady  of  Mercy  ” Colleges  during  the  past  year  ; but  both  in 
these  and  in  the  other  denominational  Training  Colleges  the  staff 
continues  efficient. 

The  number  of  Queen’s  Scholars  passing  through  the  Colleges  in  Number  of 
1891-92,  who  were  present  at  the  end  of  the  course,  was  461— in  St. 

Patrick’s  144,  in  Our  Lady  of  Mercy  150,  in  Church  of  Ireland  103 
(37  male  and  66  female),  in  De  La  Salle  64  ; of  whom  98,  102,  51,  and 
25  respectively  were  in  their  final  year.  The  total  number  trained  by 
these  Colleges  is  2,012,  of  whom  1,856  are  believed  to  be  at  present 
giving  service  in  primary  schools  under  Government.  The  conduct  of 
the  Queen’s  Scholars  was  good,  and  we  can  happily  report  that,  accord- 
ing to  the  Principals,  no  serious  breach  of  regulations  occurred  during 
the  year.

As  already  stated,  the  general  health  of  the  students  was  satisfactory. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  provide  them  with  adequate  exercise,  outdoor 
walking  being  supplemented  by  gymnastics,  calisthenics,  and  drill.  In 
the  Colleges  with  grounds  attached  the  Queen’s  scholars  are  encouraged 
to  take  part  in  outdoor  games. 

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  course  of  training  described 
in  previous  reports  ; we,  therefore,  confine  ourselves  to  a general  sum- 
mary on  this  occasion.  The  course  consists  of  two  great  divisions — (1) 
instruction  Jin  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching  ; (2)  instruction  in 
the  subjects,  both  ordinary  and  extra,  included  in  the  Commissioners’ 
programmes  for  the  examination  of  teachers.  The  former  is  the  real 
and  important  business  of  the  Training  Colleges  ; the  latter  ought  to  be 
only  subordinate  to  it,  but  in  the  minds  of  most  of  the  Queen’s  Scholars 
we  fear  the  final  examination  for  classification  or  certificate  is  looked 
upon  as  the  most  important.  There  are  many  reasons  for  this.  Lists 
of  the  successes  of  each  College  at  the  annual  July  examination  are 
regularly  published  and  comparisons  made ; the  classification  and  pro- 
motion of  the  teachers  depend  on  the  same  examination,  and  these 
determine  the  amount  of  the  teachers’  fixed  salaries  ; failure  to  secure 
a second  class  certificate  involves  loss  of  training,  and  in  case  of  Queen’s 
Scholars  who  were  not  classed  (ie.,  certificated  as  monitors  or  teachers) 
this  failure  involves  loss  of  all  position  under  the  Board.  Furthermore, 
the  course  of  examination  in  July  is  mainly  concerned  with  the  Queen’s 
scholars’  knowledge  of  the  subjects  mentioned  in  the  teachers’  programme, 
and  is  but  little  concerned  with  their  knowledge  of  how  to  teach 
these  subjects.  The  training  diploma,  if  more  generally  known  and 
inquired  after,  would  afford  a remedy  against  some  of  the  evils  that 
result  from  this  excessive  regard  to  the  mere  classification  of  the  teacher. 
But,  as  a rule,  we  find  the  matter  of  diplomas  almost  unknown  among 
managers.  This  is  to  be  regretted,  as  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  diploma 
affords  a much  better  index  of  the  teacher’s  efficiency  than  does  his  cer- 
tificate of  classification,  since  the  former  represents  well  founded  opinion 
as  to  his  merits  during  training,  and  as  to  his  success  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  during  at  least  two  years  after  leaving  the  Training  College. 
There  is  no  mention  in  the  Commissioners’  rules  of  the  training  diploma, 
except  in  the  special  regulations  on  the  Colleges,  and  these  are  rarely 
studied  by  managers.  Before  leaving  this  part  of  our  report  we  wish 
to  refer  to  the  extra  subjects  taught  in  the  Colleges,  and  the  proficiency 
shown  in  them.  Under  this  head  we  include  vocal  music  and  drawing, 
concerning  which  the  regulation  is  (Rule  149,  H.  11) — “The  Commis- 
sioners require’that  in  all  Training  Colleges,  and  in  the  practising  schools 
connected  therewith,  satisfactory  provision  be  made  for  instruction  in 
drawing  and  vocal  music.”  This  rule  has  been  duly  observed,  but  a 
considerable  number  of  Queen’s  Scholars  have  not  availed  themselves  oi 
the  advantages  afforded  them  in  the  matter,  more  especially  in  the  case 
of  drawing.  The  proficiency  in  vocal  and  instrumental  music  was  very 
fair  and  this  we  attribute  to  the  strictness  and  definiteness  of  the  test 
applied  in  every  case,  and  to  the  difficulty  (especially  in  case  of  female 
teachers)  of  obtaining  a school  unless  a music  certificate  can  be  shown. 
We  cannot  say  that  drawing  was  as  successfully  taught.  The  other 
extras  are  more  or  less  ornamental,  as  they  are  seldom  taught  in  the 
National  Schools.  They  include  Latin,  French,  Handicraft,  and  Hygiene 
in  Colleges  for  men;  French,  Hygiene,  Kindergarten,  Domestic  Economy, 
and  Cookery  in  those  for  women.  The  Queen’s  Scholars  who  presented 
themselves  for  examination  in  these  subjects  answered  very  fairly  in 
most  cases. 

The  course  of  training  proper  is  twofold — theoretical  explanation  of 
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educational  methods,  practical  exemplification  and  praxis  of  these ■ AppendixC. 
methods  at  criticism  lessons  and  in  the  work  of  the  practising  schools. 

The  former  is  the  principal  duty  of  the  professors  of  method,  but  their  Purser 

expositions  must  be  mainly  based  on  the  text  book  recognised  by  the 
Board,  and  little  freedom  of  treatment  can  be  ventured  on  with  a class  Headen. 

ol  students  that  have  never  read  any  other  book  on  the  subject.  The  — 

professor’s  explanation  of  methods  will  arise  in  his  ordinary  teaching 
oi  this  text-book,  and  in  his  criticism  of  lessons  taught  before  him,  and 
both  these  must  necessarily  be  chiefly  founded  on  the  recognised 
manual. 

In  the  opinions  on  this  book  embodied  in  the  Reports  for  1889  and  Text-book 
1891,  which  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  here,  we  fully  concur.  on  Methods. 

We  further  think  that  even  if  the  present  manual  be  retained  as  the 
only  text-book  for  the  teachers’  examinations,  it  might  be  of  advantage 
to  have  several  others  on  the  Commissioners’  list  of  sanctioned- works, 
so  that  teachers  should  have  an  opportunity,  at  a moderate  cost,  of 
consulting  and  studying  the  opinions  and  suggestions  of  other  authors. 

In  a complete  teachers’  handbook  we  should  expect  to  find  the  fully 
established  principles  of  education  clearly  laid  down  and  explained  ; 
and  in  the  case  of  specific  subjects  these  principles  exemplified  and 
enforced  in  the  methods  recommended  for  such  subjects  ; to  find  under 
each  subject  specimen  lessons  and  notes  of  lessons,  not  merely  in  skeleton, 
but  fully  developed  and  explained,  and  throughout  the  necessity  of 
mental  and  intellectual  culture  insisted  upon,  not  merely  the  impressing 
of  a scanty  allowance  of  information  on  the  minds  of  the  pupils. 

The  Practising  schools  continue  to  be  efficiently  conducted,  and  are  Practising 
particularly  noticeable  for  the  good  order  and  discipline  that  prevail,  schools. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  record  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils  attending  St.  Patrick’s  National  School.  Additional  rooms  have 
been  given  to  the  Queen’s  Scholars  in  Baggou-street  National  School  in 
connection  with  Our  Lady  of  Mercy  Training  College,  which  has  led  to 
more  useful  work  in  the  practical  training  of  the  Queen’s  Scholars. 

The  usual  individual  test  examination  in  teaching  tock  place  in  May  Teaching 
and  June.  The  results  were  satisfactory.  In  only  eleven  cases  divided  te8fc- 
among  three  Colleges  did  the  Queen’s  Scholars  (278  in  number)  fail  to 
satisfy  us,  in  the  first  instance  ; and  on  a second  trial  we  felt  ourselves 
justified  in  passing  even  these  eleven.  In  two  of  the  Colleges  the  lessons 
were  exceptionally  well  taught  ; in  one  a good  standard  of  excellence 
was  reached,  while  in  the  fourth  the  students  did  fairly.  The  test 
applied  is  virtually  fourfold — (1)  the  preparation  of  notes  of  three  lessons; 

(2)  the  teaching  of  at  least  part  of  one  of  these  lessons;  (3)  the  teaching  of 
an  unprepared  lesson,  which  rarely  extends  beyond  the  course  for  fifth 
class  pupils  and  is  often  quite  elementary ; and  (4)  criticism  of  a lesson 
given  by  another  Queen’s  Scholar.  This  fourfold  test  is  applied  only  in 
case  of  Queen’s  Scholars  in  their  final  year  ; those  through  but  half 
the  course  were  required  to  teach  one  subject  of  their  own  selection, 
and  in  this  examination  all  acquitted  themselves  creditably. 

The  College  Registers  continue  to  be  carefully  kept  by  the  Professors,  College 
and  were  of  much  service  to  us  during  our  examination.  We  beg  to  Registers, 
express  our  opinion  that  the  Colleges  are  doing  useful  work  ; and  that 
with  greater  attention  to  principles  of  education,  and  an  earnest  zeal  to 
do  the  best  for  the  children  entrusted  to  their  care,  the  trained 
teachers  of  Ireland  will  prove  themselves  among  the  most  efficient 
servants  of  the  State.

Report  on  the  state  of  National  Education  in  the  eleven  districts  of 
the  circuit  in  my  charge.  This  circuit  consists  of  the  Counties  of  Cork 
and  Kerry,  and  portions  of  Limerick  and  Waterford.  The  table 
which  I give  below  shows  the  names  of  the  districts,  and  the  Inspectors 
in  charge  of  each.

Work  connected  with  my  Home  district , and  with  the  examinations 
of  teachers  and  monitors,  engrossed  the  bulk  of  the  year,  and  left 
comparatively  little  time  at  my  disposal  for  inspection  in  the  out- 
districts  ; still  I was  able  to  see  something  of  all  districts.  I was 
present  at  seven  results  examinations  held  by  the  District  Inspectors; 
I made  thirteen  check  results  examinations , and  wrote  short  reports 
on  95  schools  in  out-districts. 

In  my  home  district,  I made  49  results  examinations  and  100 
incidental  visits,  besides  dealing  with  a number  of  special  applications. 
From  the  1st  March,  1892,  to  the  28th  February,  1893,  I was  absent 
from  my  centre  for  90  nights  on  official  duty. 

I am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that,  as  a rule,  the  results  arrived  at 
when  I made  check  examinations  coincided  very  closely  with  the  marks 
awarded  by  the  District  Inspectors.  The  only  direction  in  which  I 
found  myself  differing  from  them  was,  that  in  some  instances  my  marking 
was  a shade  more  lenient  in  the  case  of  the  junior  pupils,  and  a little 
stricter  in  that  of  the  senior  classes. 

I believe  that  the  distribution  of  the  National  Schools  in  this  circuit 
agrees  very  closely  with  that  of  the  population  requiring  elementary 
instruction.  No  doubt,  however,  when  the  Compulsory  Attendance 
Clauses  of  the  Act  of  1892  come  into  force  in  1894  some  new  school 
buildings  will  be  needed  in  the  city  of  Cork,  and  in  many  municipal 
towns  some  of  the  existing  schoolhouses  will  require  structural  improve- 
ment. 

There  is  a decided  advance  in  the  plan  of  the  vested  schoolhouses 
which  are  now  built  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

In  the  city  of  Cork  the  new  vested  schools  in  charge  of  the  Sisters 
of  Mercy  of  St.  Mary's  of  the  Isle  were  finished  last  August,  and  now 
afford  as  good  examples  of  admirably  planned  schoolhouses,  built  at 
moderate  cost,  and  suitable  to  a large  attendance,  as  any  with  which  X 
am  acquainted 
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I find  the  majority  of  teachers  through  this  circuit  working  very  Appendix  C. 
hard  in  their  schools.  A considerable  proportion  of  the  younger  Re 
members  of  the  staff  have  raised  their  classification  to  1st  or  2nd  class.  Stateof  °B 
Put  I should  not  be  at  all  surprised  if  the  percentage  successful  in  ScllooIs- 
obtaining  promotion  was,  during  the  next  few  years,  not  quite  as  high  Mr  Jewell 
as  it  recently  has  been ; for  most  of  the  existing  teachers  who  possess  Htud 
the  skill  and.  book  knowledge  necessary  to  secure  promotion,  have  Inspector- 
obtained  a higher  class  already,  and  amongst  the  future  candidates Teacherf* 
there  will  possibly  be  a good  many  whose  schools  are  respectably  taught 
but  who  have  fallen  out  of  the  habit  of  study.  05 

That  important  part  of  the  teaching  staff,  the  monitors,  receives  in  Monitors. 
general  careful  instruction  from  the  teachers.  There  were  very  few 
failures  at  the  circuit  examinations  of  the  third  and  fifth  years  of 
monitorship,  and  the  percentages  obtained  were  often  high.  From  this 
praise  I regret  to  have  to  except  some  of  the  large  schools  where  ten  or 
twenty  female  monitors  are  engaged.  In  many  cases  the  answering  of 
these  monitors  was  barely  high  enough  to  save  them  from  censure, 
showing  that  neither  they  nor  their  teachers  had  displayed  sufficient 
industry  about  their  preparation  during  the  year.  It  is  possible  that 
the  difficulty  of  subsequently  obtaining  teacherships  for  such  a number 
of  girls  may  check  the  zeal  of  their  instructors. 

The  written. bi-mensal  examinations  which  I have  asked  the  teachers 
of  my  home  district  to  give  their  monitors,  have  effected  such  an  im- 
provement that  a monitor  rarely  fails  at  his  final  test.  I think  that  all 
teachers  who  are  intrusted  with  monitors,  might  with  advantage  follow 
this  practice;  it  is  surprising  how  easily  an  unsuspicious  instructor,  who 
resorts  only  to  oral  examination  of  tasks,  may  be  lulled  into  an  erroneous' 
estimate  of  knowledge  by  a young  person  who  is  artful  in  assent. 

In  schools  where  monitors  have  more  or  less  to  take  the  place  of 
assistant,  teachers,  it  would  be  well  for  managers  to  arrange  that  half  of 
the  monitorial  staff  should  be  in  their  senior  years,  and  therefore  effective 
as  instructors. 

As  a body,  I have  found  the  managers  of  schools  anxious  for  progress,  Managers, 
and  willing  to  carry  out  any  reasonable  suggestion  made  by  the  District 
Inspector.  There  is  just  one  point  in  which  I hope  they  will  in  future 
co-operate  more  fully  with  the  Inspectors — I mean  in  the  checking  of 
the.  school  accounts.  Large  grants  are  now  made,  both  directly  and 
indirectly,  on  the  attendance  of  pupils,  and  no  one  can  know  so  well  as 
the  local  manager  if  the  returns  made  by  the  teacher  are  correct.  I 
fear  that  there  is  a great  tendency  on  the  part  of  managers  to  assume 
that  all  returns  presented  to  them  by  teachers  are  accurate  and  do  not 
require  checking,  and  that  they  sign  their  names  without  due  inquiry, 

Now,  I think  it  most  desirable,  even  for  the  sake  of  the  teachers  them- 
selves, that  the  manager  should  inquire  carefully  about  all  figures  to  which 
he  certifies,  and  that  he  should  also  occasionally,  call  the  class-rolls  of 
pupils.  Probably  most  teachers  would  be  glad  of  this  ; everyone  who 
keeps  accounts  feels  how  satisfactory  a frequent  audit  is. 

I must  confess  that  though  I should  willingly  welcome  any  more 
general  awakening  of  public  interest  in  the  National  Schools,  I still  look 
forward  with  some  misgivings  to  the  establishment  of  the  school  attend- 
ance committees  of  1894,  and  can  only  hope  that  the  work  of  superinten- 
dence .will  then  be  done  as  smoothly  and  as  efficiently  as  at  present. 

Owing  to  the  abolition,  from  1st  October,  1892,  of  school  fees  in  all 
schools  where  the  average  fee  for  the  year  was  under  six  shillings  per 
head,  calculated  on  the  average  attendance,  the  greater  number  of 
schools  in  this  circuit  are  now  free.  Even  where  an  excess  fee  might 
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be  charged  the  teachers  have  in  many  cases  declined  to  do  so,  in  order  to 
protect  themselves  against  neighbouring  rivalry.  This  abolition  of  school 
pence  leaves  a considerable  sum  in  the  pockets  of  the  children  for  books 
and  fuel.  It  has  as  yet  had  little  or  no  effect  on  making  attendance 
more  regular,  nor  do  I think  it  will  have  any  such  influence.  No  doubt, 
however,  it  was  a necessary  step  before  education  became  compulsory. 

I consider  that  the  year  1892  was  the  most  unfavourable  to  the 
efforts  of  teachers  of  any  of  the  past  twenty  years.  In  the  sprint 
there  were  two  or  three  heavy  snowstorms,  one  of  which  was  the 
most  severe  which  occurred  in  the  south  of  Ireland  since  the  time  of 
the  Crimean  War.  In  addition  to  these  impediments  to  regular 
attendance,  influenza  and  other  minor  epidemics  weakened  the  physical 
health  of  many  pupils  and  kept  them  at  home. 

The  only  two  Model  Schools  in  this  Circuit  are  those  of  Cork 
and  Dunmanway ; the  latter  is  now  a small  and  comparatively  un- 
important school,  but  the  former  is  a large  and  flourishing  school 
attended  by  400  or  500  children  of  various  religious  denominations. 
The  Cork  Model  School  was  occupied  twice  during  1892  as  court  of 
assize  owing  to  the  burning  of  the  regular  courthouse  in  March,  1891,  and 
is  also  to  be  taken  again  for  the  same  purpose  during  the  present  month. 
These  irregular  closings  of  the  school  during  term  cause  pecuniary  loss 
to  the  teachers,  and  are  a source  of  dissatisfaction  to  the  parents  of 
pupils.  The  function  of  training  pupil  teachers  is  admirably  discharged 
by  both  Model  Schools.  Three  male  and  one  female  pupil  teacher  are 
in  training  at  Dunmanway,  and  seven  male  and  one  female  pupil 
teacher  at  Cork  Model. 

It  .is  my  experience  that  there  is  no  apprenticeship  at  all  equal  to  a 
pupil  teachership  for  turning  out  able  National  teachers,  and  I 
frequently  encounter  ex-pupil  teachers  in  charge  of  highly  efficient 
schools  as  I go  through  my  circuit. 

I have  met  with  some  good  reading,  and  intelligent  explanation,  where 
teachers  were  themselves  expressive  readers,  and  had  taken  pains  to  explain 
the  subject-matter  of  the  lessons.  However,  very  often  the  quality 
of  the  reading  in  National  schools  is  a blot  on  their  efficiency.  Many 
teachers  seem  to  think  that  the  reading  lesson  requires  no  preparation ; 
that  it  is  nothing  but  “ roaring”,  and  can  be  done  extempore,  like  the 
“ Lion’s  ” part.  I sometimes  hear  complaints  about  the  difficulty  of  our 
series  of  Readers,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  they  are  meant  to 
contain  graduated  difficulties — our  advanced  Readers  contain  prose 
extracts  from  Addison’s  to  Macaulay’s  time,  and  selections  of  verse  from 
Shakespeare  to  Tennyson.  I am  not  acquainted  with  any  series  better 
chosen  to  give  a correct  or  varied  vocabulary,  and  an  accurate  notion  of 
the  best  English  style.  By  reading  our  books  pupils  acquire  the  power 
to  read  works  of  adventure  or  fairy  tales  at  home,  if  their  parents  -wish 
them  to  do  so.  The  views  of  teachers  as  to  the  adoption  of  an  easier  and 
more  interesting  series  of  Readers  are  to  be  regarded  with  some  suspicion- 
self-interest  is  the  most  potent  factor  which  influences  opinion,  and  the 
greater  number  of  teachers  might  yield  to  it, and  adopt  the  series  which  would 
bring  results  fees  with  least  trouble,  if  it  were  left  to  their  own  choice.  It 
is  not  purely  for  the  sake  of  literary  delight  that  the  classical  schoolboy 
accompanies  pious  .ZEneas  on  his  wanderings,  or  plods  through  the 
speeches  which  Sallust  puts  into  the  mouths  of  Caesar  and  Cicero.  Elo- 
quence is  said  to  be  one  of  the  national  characteristics  of  Irishmen,  and  is 
it  not  well  to  keep  up  this  tradition  by  affording  our  youth  examples  from 
the  speeches  of  the  orators  who  wielded  the  democracies  of  the  last 
century  1 In  our  Sixth  Book  we  have  Chatham  thundering  against  the 
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advocates  of  tlie  American  war,  Grattan  tearing  the  pretensions  of  Appendix c 
Bonaparte  or  exalting  the  character  of  the  elder  Pitt,  Burke  exciting  ^ rts  on 
our  pity  for  the  fate  of  Marie  Antoinette,  and  Sheridan  hurling  his  State  of 
invectives  against  Warren  Hastings.  The  adventures  of  Aladdin,  or  Schools, 
hairbreadth  scapes  in  antres  vast  and  deserts  idle,  endless  skirmishes  Mr. Newell 
■with  Mingoes  or  running  fights  with  pirates,  would  doubtless  be  more  Head 
agreeable  reading  for  a boy,  and  a girl  might  read  the  history  of  InsPKi°r- 
Cinderella  with  more  avidity,  and  fancy  that  she  knew  at  least  one  foot 
on  which  a prince  might  fit  the  glass  slipper.  But  would  Readers  com- 
posed of  extracts  of  such  a character  be  as  profitable  as  the  series  of 
reading  books  now  in  use  in  our  schools? 

To  secure  good  reading  it  is  essential  that  all  errors  in  articulation 
and  accent  should  be  pointed  out  and  carefully  corrected.  The  children 
should  be  taught  to  read  in  an  easy  and  natural  voice,  and  never  be 
allowed  to  read  so  low  that  they  cannot  be  distinctly  heard  by  every  member 
of  the  class.  It  is  impossible  for  pupils  to  read  correctly  what  they  do 
not  understand.  Teachers  should,  therefore,  explain  to  their  classes  the 
meaning  of  all  difficult  terms  and  expressions,  and  in  the  case  of  the 
senior  pupils,  should  require  a brief  abstract  in  his  own  language  of  the 
lesson  or  paragraph  which  the  pupil  is  about  to  read.  Pupils  in  the 
higher  grades,  too,  should  be  taught  to  discover  and  appreciate  beauties 
in  the  style  of  the  reading  lessons. 

In  spelling  fair  progress  is  to  be  noted.  In  the  schools  where  spelling  is  Spelling, 
most  accurate,  I find  transcription  largely  practised,  and  passages  set  for  pre- 
paration from  which  it  is  known  that  the  next  day’s  dictation  will  be  taken. 

Penmanship  in  headline  copy  books  is  on  the  whole  clear,  and  fairly  Penman- 
careful.  I have  noticed  some  teachers  using  two  or  three  series  of  copy  'tip  and 
books,  which  seems  to  me  to  be  a decided  mistake,  as  the  children  are  Leyet 
puzzled  in  changing  from  one  style  to  another.  Taking  the  books  on  m®' 
the  list-  all  and  all,  I believe  no  series  produces  better  writers  than  that 
edited  by  Vere  Poster. 

I must  say  that  in  few  schools  have  I found  such  neat  miscellaneous 
exercises  in  grammar,  geography,  arithmetic,  &c.,  as  I was  accustomed 
to  meet  in  many  of  the  schools  in  the  Dublin  districts.  Some  progress 
is  to  be  noticed  in  letter  writing,  and  I think  a number  of  teachers  are 
now  bestowing  more  or  less  attention  on  composition : this  should  be 
taught  in  connection  with  the  grammar  of  the  senior  classes.  Nothing 
is  better  calculated  than  analysis  of  sentences,  used  as  means  of 
demonstrating  synthesis,  to  enable  pupils  to  write  their  mother  tongue 
with  propriety  and  ease.  For  the  same  end  transposition  of  poetry 
into  prose  is  a most  useful  exercise.  I mean  transposition,  not  only 
by  altering  the  order  of  words,  but  in  addition  by  changing  the 
ornate  phraseology  of  verse  into  plain  language. 

. -Arithmetic  is  a subject  which  is  generally  well  taught,  and  on  which  much  Arithmetic 
time  is  expended.  I am  glad  that  new  sets  of  cards  are  being  prepared, 
as  the  sets  now  in  use  must  be  more  or  less  familiar  to  the  teachers. 

As  a rule  grammar  is  not  a branch  which  is  scientifically  taught.  r. 
According  to  my  observation  the  Fourth  Class,  that  in  which  accidence 
is  begun,  is  the  weakest  in  grammar. 

Syntactical  parsing  is  usually  fairly  done,  but  the  knowledge  of 
analysis,  is  very  slight.  I would'  strongly  advocate  the  synthetic  method 
of  teaching  grammar  by  the  building  of  sentences,  the  method  pursued 
by  Arnold,.  Otto,  and  most  writers  in  teaching  a foreign  language,  which 
of  course  his  mother  tongue  is  in  many  aspects  to  a child. 

The  results  achieved  in  geography  are  pretty  fair,  but  not  of  a Geography, 
high  order.  The  teachers  who  use  blank  maps  as  well  as  lettered,  who

make  their  pupils  draw  maps,  or  fill  up  blank  outline  maps  with  details,  and 
who  strive  to  associate  interesting  facts  with  names  of  places,  naturally 
prove  most  successful  in  imparting  a knowledge  of  this  branch. 

I should  expect,  owing  to  the  large  result  fee,  a more  intelligent  and 
accurate  acquaintance  with  the  text-book  in  agriculture,  than  I usually 
find. 

Drawing  is  no  doubt  receiving  somewhat  more  general  attention,  and 
proficiency  is  improving  in  it.  Still  the  standard  which  has  been  reached 
is  not  a high  one,  nor  is  drawing  taught  in  any  large  number  of  schools. 
We  must  look  to  the  Training  Colleges  for  teachers  qualified  to  give 
instruction,  and  many  years  must  elapse  before  the  use  of  the  pencil  is 
taught  in  the  majority  of  Irish  primary  schools.  The  elementary 
drawing  taught  in  the  Kindergarten  is  certainly  an  important  thing,  for, 
in  a well  taught  infant’s  school,  I find  children  of  from  six  to  eight 
who  can  draw  combinations  of  straight  lines  quite  well  enough  for  a 
mark,  if  they  had  been  pupils  of  3rd  or  even  of  4th  class.  The  fees 
now  paid  for  drawing  are  extremely  liberal,  and  ought  to  attract  atten- 
tion to  the  subject. 

I certainly  think  that  the  sketching  of  solid  objects  should  be  introduced 
at  an  early  stage,  and  should  go  hand  in  hand  with  outline  drawing  from 
the  flat.  As  I have  remarked  in  previous  Reports,  I am  still  convinced  of 
the  correctness  of  my  opinion,  thatthe  useof  drawing  copieswith  the  pattern 
on  the  same  page,  where  the  pupil  is  to  draw  it,  is  most  disastrous,  cramps 
the  eye,  an  d leads  to  measuring.  I therefore  strongly  advocate  the  drawing 
of  obj  ects  on  the  blackboard  by  the  teacher,  or  the  employment  of  large  dia- 
grams such  as  canbe  hung  up  at  a distance,  andean  be  seen  by  thewholeclass. 

Since  the  new  scheme  tor  sixth  class  girls  and  the  revised  programme 
in  needlework  were  issued,  there  has  been  a very  decided  improvement 
in  the  execution  of  needlework  in  the  National  schools  of  this  circuit, 
and  a .practical  direction  has  been  given  to  it  which  must  prove  of 
the  utmost  importance. 

During  the  past  year  Miss  M.  Walsh  and  Miss  Thompson,  the  latter 
accredited  by  the  Scientific  Dress-cutting  Association,  272  Regent 
Circus,  London,  have  given  instruction  in  several  of  the  southern  dis- 
tricts. These  ladies  not  only  instructed  classes  of  the  senior  pupils  of 
large  schools,  but  also  formed  classes  of  teachers  in  the  afternoon  at 
various  centres,  and  I have  reason  to  believe  that  their  labours  have 
been  productive  of  much  good. 

The  importance  of  singing,  as  a mental  discipline,  is  considerable,  and 
vocal  exercise  is  not  only  a rest  and  a recreation,  but  one  of  the  most 
excellent  forms  of  hygienic  exertion.  The  Tonic  Solfa  system  is  spread- 
ing rapidly  in  this  circuit.  Singing  taught  in  accordance  with  it,  appears 
to  be  more  expressive  and  accurate  than  when  any  other  method  is 
adopted.  There  was  a public  contest  in  singing  between  some  of  the 
National  schools  of  the  city  and  neighbourhood  of  Cork  last  October,  in 
which  the  competition  was  very  keen,  and  the  correctness  with  which 
the  pupils,  all  of  whom  were  taught  by  the  Tonic  Solfa  method,  sang 
passages  at  sight  fairly  surprised  a large  and  critical  audience. 

The  transition  from  music  to  cookery  may  seem  abrupt. 

No  doubt  to  the  cave-dwellers,  described  in  Cymbeline,  the  culinary 
art  was  the  finer  of  the  two,  and  in  all  stages  of  civilization  it  certainly 
is  of  paramount  importance.  I.  am  glad  to  say  that  the  Cookery  classes 
in  the  Cork  Model  School,  at  St.  Joseph’s,  at  Blackroek  Convent  Schools, 
continue  to  perform  work  of  the  highest  utility.  The  conductors  of 
other  large  girls’  schools,  such  as  Midleton,  Kinsale,  Passage  West,  he., 
have  also  given  me  to  understand  that  as  soon  as  they  can  provide 
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suitable  rooms,  they  will  start  classes  where  the  preparation  of  whole-  Appendix  G.

S°“e  °wer  wIlere  there  are  a larSe  number  of  small  Mr  Newell 

children  drawing  slates,  building  bricks,  mosaic  slabs,  &e.,  are  given  as  Head, 

rewards  for  half  an  hour  or  so  daily.  The  kindergarten  system  seems  to 

deveCLToff  aU*nenClen0y  t0  Cram’  as  H concerns  itself  with  the  I.ks’ 

development  of  faculty,  rather  tnan  with  tbe  imparting  of  abstract  know-  Schools  and 

ledge.  A successful  teacher  of  kindergarten  would  not  ask  what  does  the  S‘r" 
child  know  but  rather  has  he  learned  how  to  learn.  I find  that  the  6 

system  quickens  observation,  begets  habits  of  attention  and  obedience, 

and  is  an  admirable  training  for  the  arts  and  trades.  Anyone  who  will 
study  our  modern  wallpapers,  carpets,  curtains,  and  oilcloths  will  at 
once  see  how  much  the  designers  of  the  patterns  must  owe  to  early 
kindergarten  instruction.  _ In  good  infants’  schools  I notice  that  the 
teachers  are  always  searching  for  some  new  development  of  the  “ gifts  ” 
or  how  to  give  a fresh  turn  to  games  and  exercises  ; for  young  children’s 
minds  crave  novelty  as  much  as  did  the  quick  and  artistic  Athenians  of  old. 

In  schools  near  the  seaboard  especially,  but,  indeed,  anywhere,  net- 
maknig,  long  and  short  splicing  of  ropes,  whipping  ropes,  some  of  the 
more  useful  knots,  such  as  bowline,  running  bowline,  overhand  knot,  &c. 
how  to  sling  a,  cask  with  the  head  knocked  in,  and  other  nautical 
matters  also  of  use  to  every  handy  person,  and  well  known  to  lads  in 
training  ships,  might,  I think,  be  a useful  occupation  to  teach  boys  of 
second  or  third  class  amongst  other  kindergarten  work.  Makinv  caps  Ac 
from  wool  on  toothed  frames  like  a hay  rake,  is  also  a useful  occupation 
for  an  infants  school,  and  has  the  advantage  of  leading  to  something 
useful the  lack  of  which  may  discourage  children  who  spend  their  time 
chiefly  m building  up  bricks  and  knocking  them  down  again. 

In  addition  to  the  branches  already  alluded  to,  Algebra,  Geometry  and  y„ion, 
Mensuiation,  Book-keeping,  Physical  Geography,  the  use  of  the  Sewing  Extra 
Machine,  and  advanced  Dressmaking  and  Domestic  Economy  text-books  Branch0s- 
are  taught  m many  schools,  and  in  a lesser  number,  French,  Latin’ 
Trigonometry  and  Instrumental  Music  are  taken  up— all  are  taught 
wrili  more  or  less  success ; though,  I must  say,  that  unless  the  teaching 
staff  is  exceptionally  strong  and  the  pupils  are  industrious  and  regular  in 
attendance,  I think  the  fewer  extra  subjects  attempted  in  a primary 
school  the  sounder  will  lie  the  proficiency  in  the  essential  branches. 

In  my  foregoing  remarks  I may  have  sometimes  found  fault,  and  Conclusion 
have  sometimes  estimated  the  work  done  too  humbly,  but  if  I have  done  Cmolusl°”' 
so,  1 have  done  it  with  a view  to  stimulating  teachers  to  higher  efforts, 
efforts  of  which  I believe  them  capable.  It  does  not  do  in  education 
ever  to  rest  satisfied  with  what  has  been  achieved ; the  motto  of  the 
educationalist  should  be  “ ever  forward.”  However,  the  results  of  my 
observation  during  the  past  year  in  the  eleven  districts  of  this  circuit 
make  me  confident  in  assuring  the  Commissioners  that,  taken  in  its 
general  aspect,  the  system  which  they  administer  continues  to  perform 
work  of  the  greatest  permanent  benefit  to  the  community,  is  popular 
and  is  appreciated.  •’  F 1

Gentlemen, — In  compliance  with  your  instructions,  I beg  to  submit 
the  following  General  Report  on  the  state  of  National  Education  in  the 
circuit  of  districts  entrusted  to  my  supervision. 

The  districts  referred  to  may  be  described  by  their  respective  numbers 
and  centres  as  follows: — 1,  Letterkenny;  2 and  2a,  Londonderry; 
3,  Coleraine;  5,  Donegal;  6,  Strabane ; 7,  Castledawson ; 13,  Ennis- 
killen; 14,  Omagh;  15,  Dungannon;  and  31,  Ballinamore.  They 
include  the  whole  of  the  counties  of  Donegal,  Londonderry,  Tyrone, 
and  Fermanagh ; the  greater  part  of  Leitrim ; a considerable  portion  of 
Antrim ; and  small  sections  of  Armagh,  Cavan,,  and  Sligo.  Within 
this  area  are  to  be  found  localities  very  widely  differing  in  degrees  of 
material  prosperity,  and  just  as  widely  differing  in  point  of  educational 
progress. 

The  statements  that  follow  are  mainly  based  upon  a . personal 
• experience  extending  back  for  a period  of  thirteen  months,  during  which 
I have  inspected  226  distinct  schools  widely  scattered  through  the 
circuit;  but  I also  make  use  of  information  derived  from  a close 
examination  of  the  records  of  the  several  districts.  I propose,  in  the 
first  instance,  to  offer  a few  remarks  on  the  school  buildings  and 
premises.  . . 

There  are,  throughout  the  circuit,  sufficient  schoolhouses : perhaps, 
too  many ; but  they  are  not  in  all  cases  conveniently  situated..  I have 
visited  several  localities  where  the  number  of  schools  might,  with 
decided  advantage,  be  reduced  through  the  selection  of  more  central 
sites. 

The  schoolrooms  very  generally  afford  sufficient  space  : indeed,  a large 
proportion  of  them  are  adequate  to  accommodate  the  increased  numbers 
expected  as  the  result  of  free  education  and  compulsory  attendance 
measures.  The  number  of  cases  in  which  the  space  is  already  insufficient 
is  sixty-eight. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  buildings  are  at  least  fairly  suitable,  and  are 
properly  furnished.  Many  of  the  houses  are  very  fine,  and  splendidly 
equipped ; but  there  are  seventy-six  wholly  unsuitable.  These  are 
mere  cabins,  badly  lighted,  having  cold  damp  earthen  floors,  and  low 
thatched  roofs  without  ceiling.  Such  schoolhouses  are  entirely  out  of 
character  with  a system  of  education  liberally  endowed  by  the  State. 
Large  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  fact,  that  Roman.  Catholic 
Managers  have  had  hitherto  extreme  difficulty  in  procuring  sites ; but, 
apart  from  this,  the  existence  at  the  present  day  of  many  of  these 
unseemly  and  uncomfortable  schoolhouses  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the 
apathy  of  certain  Managers,  few  in  number,  who  do  not  realize  that, 
having  undertaken  a most  important  public  duty,  they  are  blocking  the 
way  of  progress,  and  bringing  some  discredit  on  the  managerial  system. 
The  Ballinamore  district  holds  pre-eminence  for  the  number  of 
unsuitable  schoolhouses ; but  even  there,  a steady,  although  slow 
improvement  is  to  be  observed.  An  occasional  surprise,  is  met  with  in 
these  wretched  schoolhouses,  in  the  form  of  sound  instruction  and 
satisfactory  proficiency  ; but  as  a rule,  teacher,  pupil,  and  instruction 
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are  all  found  to  be  in  character  with  the  edifice.  The  rude  and  make-  Appendix  C. 
shift  surroundings  rarely  fail  to  keep  at  a low  level  the  aspirations  of  Reports  on 
pupil  and  teacher ; whilst  the  want  of  accommodation  is  certain  to  State  of 
paralyse  the  efforts  of  any  but  a consummate  organizer.  Schools. 

The  teachers  in  general,  by  their  mode  of  life  and  fidelity  to  duty,  ^ • 
command  a very  high  order  of  respect  from  all  classes.  They  are  as  a Head™  ' 
body  undoubtedly  zealous.  Many  are  highly  accomplished  and  Inspector. 
eminently  efficient ; most  are,  at  least,  fairly  successful ; and  where  London- 
want  of  success  exists,  the  cause  is  rarely  want  of  energy.  One  element  derry~ 
of  failure  will  at  once  be  recognised  in  the  following  classification.  Teachers. 

The  number  of  classified  teachers  employed  in  the  circuit,  including  Classifica- 
Assistants  as  well  as  Principals,  is  1,603.  Of  these — ° Jewhers 

71  rank  in  First  Division  of  First  Class. 

167  rank  in  Second  Division  of  First  Class. 

743  rank  in  Second  Class. 

622  rank  in  Third  Class. 

814  have  been  trained  in  a recognised  College. 

66  others  have  served  as  Pupil-teacher  in  a Model  School. 

166  others  have  served  as  Monitor. 

667  have  received  no  training  of  any  kind. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  tabulation  that  the  number  of  indifferently 
qualified  teachers  is  very  considerable.  There  are  over  five  hundred 
who  have  never  received  any  kind  of  training  for  their  duties,  and  who 
have  not  ability  enough  to  advanceout  of  the  lowest  class.  These  are  not 
cases  where  the  teacher  has  not  had  time  to  earn  promotion.  They  are 
chronic  oases  of  incompetency  : an  unhappy  legacy  from  former  times 
that  can  be  disposed  of  only  gradually.  They  constitute  an  element 
that  greatly  lowers  the  average  standard  of  the  teachers.

In  describing  the  efficiency  of  the  National  Schools,  it  is  necessary  to  Efficiency 
view  the  question  in  different  aspects,  and  to  define  the  standards  on  t*le 
which  my  judgment  is  based.  schools. 

-^ie  circumstances  of  various  localities  must  be  taken  into  account. 

The  same  rate  of  progress,  an  equally  high  clasification,  a similar  amount 
of  extra  work,  an  equal  correctness  of  speech,  and  gracefulness  of  de- 
meanour cannot  be  expected  in  all  places.  All  that  can  be  expected  of 
any  school  is,  that  it  is  making  the  best  possible,  or,  at  least,  good  use 
of  the  youthful  material  at  its  disposal. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  must  be  borne  in  view  that,  under  the  influence 
of  a good  school,  adverse  circumstances  are  always  seen  to  undergo  a 
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steady  though  perhaps  slow  amelioration.  Hence,  it  is  proper,  in 
j udging  of  efficiency,  to  ask  the  question — Has  this  school  won  the  con- 
fidence of  the  people  around ; and  has  it  developed,  or  is  it  developing 
amongst  them  an  appreciation  of  the  importance  and  urgency  of  primary 
education  1 It  is  always  important,  and  sometimes  difficult  to  determine 
to  what  extent  the  backwardness  of  the  people  is  due  to  the  worthlessness 
of  their  school ; or,  to  what  extent  the  worthlessness  of  the  school  is 
attributable  to  the  local  circumstances.  If  any  steady  social  progress, 
however  slight,  be  observable,  I think  the  school  may  be  held  excused. 
If  no  signs  of  such  progress  can  be  reported,  the  school  should  be  held 
responsible,  and  should  be  condemned.  Stagnation  is  inexcusable ; and 
retrogression  intolerable. 

A decreasing  population  has  not  only  left  fewer  children  to  attend 
school,  but  has  also  largely  increased  the  demand  for  child  labour,  and 
the  temptation  to  prematurely  make  use  of  it.  The  schools,  speaking 
generally,  have,  notwithstanding,  steadily  progressed.  They  have 
decidedly  developed  an  increasing  appreciation  of  the  value  of  education, 
and  are  making  good  use  of  the  materials  at  their  disposal.  There  are, 
however,  within  the  circuit  106  schools  that  are  making  no  impression 
on  the  stolidity  they  have  to  cope  with  ; a very  considerable  number  in 
itself,  although  proportionately  small — being  but  seven  per  cent,  of  the 
entire  number.  Whilst  viewing  with  intense  pleasure  the  splendid 
advantages  of  sound  instruction  and  careful  training  which  our  children 
now  have  in  the  vast  majority  of  the  National  Schools,  the  Inspector’s 
mind,  from  habit,  turns  on  what  is  yet  to  be  done.  In  these  106  schools 
which  I condemn,  the  interests  of  4,000  children  are  involved.  For 
many  of  these  children  this  implies  a life  of  poverty,  if  not  of  vice, 
instead  of  a useful  and  honourable  career.  It  is  my  duty  to  state  that! 
commonly  find,  in  these  schools  of  lowest  type,  a deplorably  low  tone  of 
morality — an  utter  disregard  for  truth. 

In  allowing  for  local  adverse  circumstances,  I do  not  mean  that 
different  standards  of  examination  should  be  adopted  in  different  places. 
A pass  mark  at  the  Results  Examination  is  a guarantee  that  a certain 
well-defined  amount  of  information,  or  skill,  or  reasoning  power  has  been 
acquired  by  the  pupil ; and  the  test  should  be,  and  is  as  uniform  as 
possible.  The  Results  Examinations  thus  afford  a definite,  though  not 
exhaustive  test  of  the  efficiency  of  the  schools. 

Judging  of  the  efficiency  simply  on  the  merits  of  the  Results  Exami- 
nations, and  omitting  from  consideration  those  schools  described  as  very 
unsatisfactory,  the  verdict  must  be  a very  favourable  one.  The 
obligatory  subjects  of  the  programme  are  all  successfully  taught,  although 
not  all  with  equal  perfection.  A t reading,  for  instance,  although  the 

pupils,  for  the  most  part,  secure  passes,  there  is  much  scope  for  im- 
provement in  point  of  distinctness  of  pronunciation.  At  grammar, 
the  proficiency  is  but  moderate.  The  pupils  work  the  arithmetical 
tests  on  paper  or  slate  with  accuracy  and  expedition;  but  are  not 
sufficiently  exercised  at  mental  calculation.  The  optional  and  extra 
branches  presented  for  examination  are  very  limited  in  range,  and  con- 
fined to  a very  small  proportion  of  the  schools;  but  such  as  are 
attempted  are  generally  well  taught.  They  include  book-keeping, 
geometry,  algebra,  vocal  music,  and  drawing.  Agriculture,  as  an  op- 
tional subject  for  girls,  is  rather  commonly  taught ; but,  as  a rule,  with 
little  success.  The  specimens  of  needlework  executed  on  the  day  of 
examination  and  the  garments  then  exhibited,  that  have  been  made  by 
the  pupils  during  the  year,  afford  evidence  of  a fair  amount  of  care 
bestowed  on  this  most  useful  branch  of  instruction  ; but  the  alternative 
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scheme,  that  is  to  say,  the  Industrial  Programme  for  Sixth  Class  girls 
has  not  been  generally  adopted.  Girls,  as  soon  as  able,  are  in  various 
parts  of  the  circuit  very  commonly  required  to  assist  at  home  at  the 
prevalent  shirt-making  or  such  other  industry  as  the  females  engage  in. 
To  this  home  employment  and  to  the  limited  time  during  which  children 
are  here  kept  to  school  is  to  be  ascribed  the  very  general  reluctance  to 
adopt  the  Industrial  programme. 

It  is  a fact  that,  in  this  province  where  the  people  are  so  intensely 
practical,  comparatively  little  importance  is  attached  to  industrial  train- 
ing in  the  schools ; the  prevailing  idea  being  that  as  the  children  can 
be  left  but  for  a very  limited  time  at  school,  the  main  portion  of  that 
time  should  be  devoted  to  literary  instruction. 

Having  stated  that  the  proportion  of  passes  at  the  examinations  is, 
speaking  generally,  satisfactory,  I proceed  to  offer  some  comments  on 
another  aspect  of  this  question  of  efficiency,  namely,  the  classification  of 
the  pupils. 

A pupil  who  has  passed  creditably  in  Sixth  Class  is  fitted,  so  far  as  a 
school  can  fit  him,  for  any  avocation  in  life  short  of  the  learned  pro- 
fessions ; and  is  admirably  prepared  to  enter  upon  the  higher  studies 
requisite  for  these  professions.  A pupil  who  has  passed  creditably  in 
Fifth  Class  is  fairly  prepared  for  apprenticeship  to  some  art ; and  a 
pupil  who  has  passed  creditably  in  Fourth  Class  is,  probably,  sufficiently 
equipped  for  the  life  of  an  unskilled  labourer.  The  legislature  has 
wisely  indicated  this  Fourth  standard  as  the  lowest,  deserving  of  recog- 
nition as  fitting  for  even  humble  life. 

The  proportion  of  pupils  who  pass  in  these  which  we  call  the  senior 
classes  is,  therefore,  a most  important  factor  in  determining  the 
efficiency  of  the  schools.  The  proportion  of  pupils  in  the  senior  classes 
of  my  circuit  is  considerably  lower,  I regret  to  find,  than  that  for  all 
Ireland ) and,  as  within  the  circuit  there  is  a wide  divergence  in  this 
respect,  it  will  be  inferred  that,  in  certain  parts,  this  proportion  must 
be  very  low  indeed.  There  are,  in  fact,  several  schools  long  established 
and  not  Infants’  departments,  that  have  no  senior  classes  \ and  the  cases 
are  numerous  in  which  the  number  of  pupils  ever  passed  in  any  senior 
class  is  utterly  insignificant.  This  is  an  unmistakable  sign  of  an  in- 
efficient school  that  is  making  no  mark. 

On  coming  from  the  Cork  district  to  Londonderry  in  the  early  part 
of  1892,  I was  immediately  and  forcibly  struck  with  the  comparatively 
small  proportion  of  pupils  in  the  senior  classes  in  the  north  ; and  I made 
it  one  of  my  first  duties  to  investigate  to  what  extent  the  schools  were 
to  be  held  accountable  for  the  deficiency. 

One  cause  of  this  contrast,  a pleasing  one,  is  very  obvious,  namely, 
the  larger  provision  of  employment  for  the  youth  of  the  North  in  the 
various  factories.  In  the  case  of  rural  schools,  in  purely  agricultural 
districts,  the  disproportion  is  equally  great,  and  must  be  accounted  for 
mainly  by  the  disposition  of  the  northern  parents  to  put  their  children 
to  work  at  an  earlier  age  than  that  at  which  the  children  in  the  South 
have  to  commence  the  life  struggle.  This  tendency  to  make  premature 
use  of  the  labour  of  children  exists  to  a deplorable  and  reprehensible 
extent  in  some  parts  of  Donegal,  where  large  numbers  of  girls,  many 
under  twelve  years  of  age,  are  every  year  hired  out ; and  proceed  from 
their  mountain  homes  to  the  rich  low  lands,  the  “lagans,”  to  herd 
cattle,  The  thing  is  so  common  that  there  is  a special  name  for  this 
yearly  migration.  They  call  it  “ laganing.” 
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Appendix  c.  the  following  table  I give  some  striking  statistics  in  reference  to

We  see  in  these  nine  schools  that,  out  of  1,435  pupils  enrolled,  369 
only  were  examined  ; that,  during  the  most  favourable  quarter  of  the 
year,  the  average  was  very  little  more  than  half  the  number  on  rolls ; 
and  that,  during  the  least  favourable  quarter,  the  average  attendance 
was  but  24  per  cent,  of  the  number  on  rolls. 

When,  in  April,  1892,  I visited  the  Gortahork  school,  I found,  out 
of  217  pupils  then  on  rolls,  only  28  present.  On  the  same  day,  in 
Carrowcannon  Gilds’  school,  1 found  37  present  out  of  a total  of  142 
on  rolls.  On  making  inquiry  in  this  latter  school  as  to  the  cause  of  so  in- 
significant a proportion  in  attendance,  the  mistress  said  the  absent  pupils 
were  “ herding.”  I pointed  out  to  her  that  a very  large  number  of  the 
absentees  were  infants  under  nine  years  of  age.  For  the  absence  even 
of  these,  the  mistress  offered  no  other  explanation ; but,  on  appealing 
to  the  pupils  to  explain  to  me  what  kept  these  small  children  away 
from  school,  a bright  girl,  of  about  twelve  years  of  age,  said  : — “ I will 
tell  you,  sir.  The  grown  girls  are  herding,  and  the  young  ones  stay  at 
home  to  keep  them  company.” 

Does  not  this,  which  I proved  subsequently  to  be  the  correct  expla- 
nation, point  to  grievous  local  dereliction  of  duty?  A vicious  custom 
has  been  allowed  to  take  root  and  grow,  so  that,  when  the  season  for 
herding  arrives,  not  only  those  required  for  work  withdraw,  but  the 
disappearance  of  infants  is  as  certain  and  as  sudden  as  the  flight  of  the 
swallows  in  their  season.  For  this  deplorable  defect,  I hold  the  schools, 
in  a large  degree,  responsible.  I find  the  teachers  of  them  are  almost 
all  of  the  lowest  class,  and  untrained.  The  present  teacher  of  Gorta- 
hork, who  ranks  in  Second  Division  of  First  Class,  was  but  for  a few 
months  in  charge  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  and  was  not,  therefore, 
responsible.  I hope  to  hear  of  his  effecting  a reform  ; although  the 
blot  is  now  so  deeply  ingrained  that,  probably,  only  legislation  can  entirely 
remove  it.  Whilst  these  schools  were  so  depleted,  the  schools  in  the 
next  parish,  that  of  Gweedore,  owing  to  the  exertion  of  the  manager, 
were  well  filled,  and,  in  some  instances,  overcrowded. 

In  those  schools,  attended  mainly  by  young  children,  special  provision 
should  be  made  for  infant  training.  During  the  summer  season,  the 
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young  ones  should  be  collected,  and  the  school  should  be  conducted  on 
the  principles  of  an  infant  school. 

An  incident  that  occurred  in  Connemara  whilst  I had  charge  of  the 
Galway  district  is  instructive  as  to  what  might  be  done  in  Donegal, 

There  were  at  Carraroe  two  schools  under  the  one  roof,  taught  respec- 
tively by  husband  and  wife.  The  attendance  of  girls  fell  so  low  that 
the  two  departments  were  amalgamated ; the  wife  being  recognised  as 
assistant  to  her  husband  in  the  mixed  school.  The  necessary  average 
0f  50  was  scarcely  sustained.  I frequently  stated  to  the  manager  that 
the  school,  if  properly  conducted,  should  command  a very  much  larger 
attendance,  and  urged  reform,  but  in  vain.  After  some  time  there 
was  a change  of  manager,  when  the  parish  priest  who  succeeded  replaced 
those  teachers  with  competent  successors,  and,  in  the  course  of  a few 
months,  had  in  operation  two  departments,  an  infants’  school  and  a 
senior  one,  with  an  aggregate  attendance  of  over  250  pupils,  and  a staff 
of  five  teachers  ! 

Donegal  is  not  poorer  than  Connemara ; and  I see  no  legitimate 
reason  for  this  anomalous  state  of  things  on  the  north-west  coast. 

Another  serious  cause  of  the  paucity  of  pupils  in  the  senior  classes  is 
to  be  found  in  the  preponderance  of  small  schools  taught  by  one  teacher. 

Grown  pupils  of  the  sex  different  from  that  of  the  teacher  are  not  at- 
tracted to  such  schools.  Few  boys  in  the  advanced  classes  are,  as  a rule, 
found  in  a mixed  school  taught  by  a mistress  ; and,  similarly,  compara- 
tively few  girls  are,  as  a rule,  found  in  a mixed  school  taught  by  a 
master.  Moreover,  such  schools  are,  very  commonly,  inferior  ones  that 
do  not  attract  grown  pupils  of  either  sex. 

The  multiplication  of  very  small  schools  is,  unfortunately,  a very  strik-  Undue 
ing  characteristic  of  this  circuit.  It  arises  mainly  from  the  variety  of  multiplica- 
religious  bodies  in  almost  every  neighbourhood.  The  process  of  making  very°small 
the  schools  practically  denominational  is  going  on  apace  ; not  because  schools, 
of  any  aversion  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  different  religious  persuasions 
to  have  their  children  mix  in  the  schools  ; but,  because  every  clerical 
manager  wishes  to  have  assembled  under  a teacher  of  like  persuasion  the 
children  belonging  to  his  church,  with  a view  to  their  religious  instruc- 
tion, and  a moral  training  based  on  it.  All  the  religious  bodies  are 
tending  alike  in  this  direction — one  as  much  as  another. 

Other  causes  have  contributed  to  this  multiplication  of  small  schools. 

It  frequently  happened,  at  the  establishment  of  a school,  that,  instead 
of  selecting  the  most  suitable  site,  the  founder  availed  of  some  incon- 
veniently situated  house  that  had  nothing  to  recommend  it  except  that 
it  was  vacant.  The  decrease  of  population  consequent  on  the  cessation 
of  some  industry  such  as  bleaching,  has  left  paltry  schools  in  several 
places  where  considerable  attendances  were  formerly  maintained. 

From  whatever  causes  arisen,  this  undue  multiplication  of  very  small 
schools  is  a serious  evil  from  an  educational  point  of  view.  It  tells  against 
efficiency  in  many  ways.  Insignificant  schools  with  necessarily  small 
emoluments  do  not  command  the  services  of  superior  teachers.  If  a 
good  teacher  takes  charge  of  such  a school,  it  is  merely  while  waiting  for 
something  better  to  offer.  He  does  not  settle  down  there  to  work. 

Such  a school,  again,  so  far  from  arousing  the  energies  of  the 
teacher,  has  a constantly  depressing  effect  ; and,  of  course,  it 
does  not  contain  the  material  for  healthy  emulation  amongst 
the  pupils.  The  greatest  evil,  however,  is,  perhaps,  felt  in  the  effect 
upon  discipline.  In  striving  to  keep  up  some  appearance  of  a school 
under  the  circumstances,  the  teachers  canvass  against  one  another,  with  the 
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Appendix  c.  result  that,  if  a pupil  is  rebuked  for  misconduct  or  urged  to  work  he 
ReportT on  leaves  for  the  neighbouring  school.  Quite  recently  a teacher  com. 
State  of  plained  to  me  that  some  of  her  pupils  were  induced  away  by  gifts  of 
Schools.  money.  Such  conduct  as  this  is  quite  unworthy  of  the  service,  and  is 
Mr.  highly  detrimental  to  discipline  and  therefore  to  efficiency.  From  the 
£3*".  desire  in  these  small  schools  to  hold  a pupil  at  any  cost,  premature  pr0. 
Inspector  m°tions  are  common  ; the  fact  of  failure  being,  in  many  instances,  con- 
London-  ceale(f  from  pupil  and  parents.  Finally,  it  is  in  such  schools  that 
deny.  fraudulent  practices  most  frequently  occur,  for  it  is  in  them  the  tempta- 
tion  is  greatest.

Peculiar  From  this  table  it  is  seen  that  most  of  the  schools  command  sufficient 
difficulties  average  attendance  for  but  one  teacher  with  or  without  a monitor— 
in  ° the UCt"  ^ie  type  °f  school  by  far  the  most  difficult  to  conduct.  Such  a school 
small 6 calls  for  far  more  skill  and  energy  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  than  a 

school.  larger  school  with  an  increased  staff.  Every  class  may  be  represented 
although  in  some  instances  but  by  one  or  two  pupils.  It  requires 
practically  the  same  amount  of  time  to  properly  instruct  two  as  twelve 
in  the  same  class.  There  are  nine  classes  amongst  which  the  teacher 
must  judiciously  distribute  his  attention.  He  requires  various  well- 
contrived  schemes  for  keeping  all  the  pupils  constantly  employed,  and 
for  detecting  the  evasion  of  work  on  the  part  of  those  not,  for  the  time, 
directly  under  Iris  instruction.  It  is  in  such  schools  that  the  helpless- 
ness of  the  average  teacher  stands  forth  in  painful  relief.  In  the  Train- 
ing Colleges  special  and  great  care  should  be  taken  to  instruct  the 
students  how  to  effectively  conduct  school  business  under  such  adverse 
circumstances.  It  is  of  the  first  importance  that  models  of  this  .class 
should  be  presented  to  the  observation  of  the  students ; and  the  models 
should  be  genuine. 

In  schools  taught  by  one  teacher,  without  any  assistant,  the  appoint- 
ment of  a paid  monitor  seems  to  me  of  very  questionable  utility.  The 
teacher  working  single-handed,  and  having  to  distribute  his  attention  so 
widely  over  the  various  classes,  cannot  attend  to  the  training  of  a moni- 
tor. A monitor,  in  his  case,  but  adds  another  serious  one  to  cares 
already  too  embarrassing.  Without  proper  training  the  help  of  the 
monitor  must  be  valueless,  and  may  be  detrimental.  Without  the 
chance  of  proper  training  no  monitor  should  be  appointed. 

In  schools  where  paid  monitors  are  employed  there  is  generally  a 
difficulty  about  the  employment  of  unpaid  monitors  ; a reluctance  on 
the  part  of  the  pupils  to  act  without  remuneration ; and  a diffidence  on 
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the  part  of  the  teacher  to  ask  them  to  give  gratuitous  help.  How  ■Appendix  c. 
schools  with  an  average  attendance  under  seventy  are  most  judiciously  Reports  ou 
to  be  provided  with  adequate  teaching  power  deserves,  in  my  opinion,  9fcate  of 
immediate  reconsideration.  Schools. 

Referring  now  briefly  to  the  manner  in  which  school  business  is  con-  Mr. 
ducted,  and  speaking,  of  course,  in  general  terms,  I must,  in  the  first 
place,  observe  that  no  good  system  for  overcoming  the  peculiar  difficulties*  inspector. 
of  the  small  school  prevails.  As  a very  general  rule  a considerable  pro-  London- 
portion  of  the  pupils  are,  at  any  moment,  found  unemployed — the  deny, 
provisions  of  the  time-table  being  but  nominally  adhered  to.  The  teacher  Or^aniza- 
who  has  singly  to  conduct  all  the  work  of  a school  should,  if  at  all  tion. 
thoughtful,  recognise  in  well-conducted  written  exercises  one  great 
resource  for,  as  it  were,  multiplying  his  power  of  supervision  ; yet  I 
observed  in  numerous  instances  grave  negligence  in  the  setting  and 
revision  of  these  exercises. 

The  work  of  preparation  for  the  results  examination  is  done  in  a 
rough  and  ready  way,  without,  much  attention  to  order.  There  is  rarely 
any  attempt  at  drill.  The  schools  do  not,  in  fact,  at  incidental  visits, 
present  an  attractive  or  business-like  appearance.  Ho  draft  circles  are, 
as  a rule,  marked  for  the  orderly  arrangement  of  the  classes  ; and,  to 
want  of  them  I attribute  in  no  small  degree  the  indistinctness  of  pro- 
nunciation to  which  I have  previously  referred.  The  pupils  are  generally 
found  crowded  in,  quite  close  to  the  teacher  or  monitor.  During  the 
past  year  I did  not,  in  more  than  six  instances,  see  a good  black-board 
illustration  given.  The  instruction  in  arithmetic  that  I observed  con- 
sisted, except  in  three  cases,  merely  in  showing  an  individual  pupil  how 
to  work  an  exercise  that  he  had  failed  to  do  for  himself. 

From  these  facts  two  important  inferences  may  be  deduced.  The 
first  is  that  much  better  results  may  be  attained  if  the  teachers  will  but 
study  and  adopt  better  plans  for  getting  work  done  ; the  second  is  that 
the  teachers,  whilst  very  properly  endeavouring  to  secure  the  largest 
possible  amount  of  fees,  should  not  lose  sight  of  their  obligations  to  their 
pupils,  and  to  the  State.  They  should  remember  that  the  discipline  of 
a well-regulated  school  is  of  even  more  value  to  the  pupil  than  the 
instruction  he  may  receive  in  it.  They  should  bear  in  mind  that  a 
public  school  should  at  all  times  present  an  orderly  and  business-like 
appearance.  If  actuated  by  no  higher  motive,  they  should  consider 
that  results  fees  form  but  part  of  their  stipend. 

Following  the  inquiry  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  still  further,  Practical 
I obtained  interviews  with  many  large  employers,  in  order  to  ascertain  J^ucation^6 
whether  the  boys  and  gii’ls  taken  from  time  to  time  into  employment  given  in 
are  found  to  have  been  well  prepared  in  our  schools.  The  result  of  this  National 
inquiry  was  most  satisfactory.  It  may  be  summed  up  in  the  statement,  scll00*s* 
that,  by  practical  men,  the  instruction  given  in  a good  National  School 
is  deemed  eminently  practical,  and  well  designed  to  fit  the  pupils  for 
their  duties  through  life.  Many  of  the  .best  business  men  in  this 
province,  which  is  so  deservedly  noted  for  good  business  qualities,  have 
received  their  education  exclusively  in  National  Schools,  and  are  very 
ready  to  acknowledge  their  indebtedness.  Some  useful  suggestions 
were  offered.  The  boys  who  go  into  offices  are  found  to  have  tedious 
methods  of  calculation.  This  points  to  a defect  that  I have  frequently 
adverted  to,  namely,  the  comparative  neglect  of  mental  calculation. 

Ihe  necessity  for  having  drawing,  mechanical  as  well  as  freehand,  more 
generally,  if  not  universally  taught,  was  very  commonly  and  very 
strongly  urged.  The  boys  who  go  to  carpentry,  or  the  like,  might  be,  I 
am  told,  more  expert  at  mensuration,  and  have  acquired  some  practical 
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Appendix  C.  familiarity  with  the  rule  and  tape.  In  the  case  of  girls,  it  is  thought 
Reports  on  that  more  expertness  might  be  acquired  in  the  schools  at  stitching 
State  of  button-holing,  and  the  use  of  the  sewing-machine.  Some  of  the  gentle- 
c °°  s‘  men  on  whom  I called  referred  to  the  advisability  of  giving  increased 

Mr.  attention  to  patching  and  the  mending  of  garments,  as  well  as  to  the 

Ilead  ng'  encouragement  of  girls  to  at  once  repair  a rent  in  their  clothes,  so  as  to 
Inspector,  always  appear  neat,  tidy,  and  economic.  The  education  given  in  the 
London-  Model  Schools,  and  particularly  in  the  Londonderry  Model  School,  was 
derry.  specially  referred  to  in  the  very  highest  terms  of  commendation ; and 
the  feature  most  especially  praised  was  the  facility  with  which  pupils 
from  these  schools  adopt  correct  business  habits.  This  is  obviously  the 
result  of  the  perfection  of  discipline. 

and^extra  Having  referred  to  the  comparatively  small  amount  of  extra  instruc- 
branchea*  tion  attempted  in  the  circuit,  I wish  to  add  some  observations  as  to  the 
desirability  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  difficulty  on  the  other,  of 
increasing  it. 

From  the  fundamental  nature  of  the  obligatory  subjects  of  the  school 


programme,  and  from  their  permanent  utility,  a superficial  knowledge 
of  them  is  not  sufficient.  Information  that  is  to  last  for  a lifetime 
must  be  firmly  impressed.  Hence  thoroughness  in  this  elementary 
instruction  cannot  be  too  strongly  enforced. 

On  the  other  hand,  a mere  introduction  to  the  more  advanced 
branches  of  study,  if  rationally  imparted,  is  of  great  value.  From  it,  a 
new  mode  of  thought  is  acquired ; fresh  mental  power  developed. 
Very  moderate  assistance  of  the  right  kind,  at  the  outset,  is  sufficient, 
although  all  but  indispensable,  to  enable  the  persevering  student  to 
prosecute  a new  study.  Hence  the  desirability  of  encouraging,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  introduction  of  certain  very  valuable  optional  branches. 

In  the  type  of  school  that  prevails  here,  the  single  teacher  cannot 
spare  attention,  within  the  very  limited  ordinary  school-hours,  for  any 
optional  work.  Any  extra  work  attempted  before  or  after  ordinary 
school-hours  is  not,  as  a rule,  popular,  nor  successful ; but,  in  schools 
where  a better  custom  has  been  established,  the  pupils  attend  as 
contentedly  during  the  longer  school-hours,  as  pupils  elsewhere  do  for 
the  shorter  time.  There  are  only  two  ways  of  meeting  the  difficulty 
to  which  I refer ; either  by  prolonging  the  school-hours,  or  by  moderating 
the  difficulty  of  some  of  the  standards  for  obligatory  branches.  The 
optional  or  extra  branches  to  be  introduced,  should  be  selected  fox 
each  school  by  the  manager,  purely  on  the  grounds  of  their  usefulness 
to  the  pupils.  Ho  teacher  should  be  permitted  to  introduce  any 
inappropriate  branch  merely  with  a view  to  results  fees. 

Within  my<  circuit,  there  are  six  Model  Schools,  having  eighteen 
distinct  departments.  The  three  departments,  male,  female,  and 
infant,  of  the  Londonderry  District  Model  School,  which  is  under  my 
immediate  inspection,  are  all  in  a highly  efficient  condition.  The 
attendance  has  gone  up  steadily,  year  after  year,  since  1887.  The 
average  attendances  in  each  department,  for  the  years  1887  and  1892, 
were  as  follows  : —

Besides  the  three  principal  teachers,  the  entire  staff  includes  six 
assistants,  sixteen  pupil  teachers,  and  four  monitors.  The  pupil  teachers 
and  monitors  are  most  carefully  instructed.  They  proved  very  successful 
at  the  examinations  of  last  year. 

The  fifteen  departments  in  the  remaining  Model  schools,  namely, 

Coleraine,  Ballymoney,  N e wto  wnste  wart,  Enniskillen,  and  Omagh,  have, 
with  two  exceptions,  received  very  favourable  reports  from  the  District 
Inspectors  in  charge. 

Adverting  now  briefly  to  the  working  of  the  monitorial  system,  I The 
observe  that  the  records  indicate  a remarkable  improvement  of  late  years,  working 
in  the  instruction  of  paid  monitors,  as  tested  at  the  annual  examinations.  ^oStorial 
Their  answering  last  year  was,  on  the  whole,  good.  The  staff  in  this 
circuit  is  very  limited,  as  may  be  expected,  seeing  that  in  54  per  cent, 
of  the  schools  the  attendance  falls  below  the  average  necessary  for  the 
appointment  of  a monitor ; and  yet,  many  more  candidates  succeed  at 
the  final  examination  than  can  be  provided  for  afterwards  in  the  service. 

In  conclusion,  I offer  a few  comments  on  the  supervision  of  the  schools.  Super- 
Amongst  the  managers  of  this  circuit,  as  elsewhere,  the  clerical  element  vision, 
largely  preponderates ; and,  according  to  my  experience,  advantageously 
so ; for  lay  managers,  as  a rule,  scarcely  ever  find  time  to  visit.  I have 
met  with  some  clerical  managers  who  themselves  never  visit  their  schools  ; 
but  whilst  such  instances  of  omission  are  exceptional  in  the  case  of  clerical 
managers,  with  lay  managers  they  are  too  frequent. 

When  the  manager  lives  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  school,  any 
serious  irregularity  of  a public  nature,  or  habitual  negligence  in  con- 
nexion with  the  school,  is  not  likely  to  escape  his  knowledge ; but,  to 
check  punctuality  of  attendance  of  teachers  and  pupils,  to  see  that 
business  is  conducted  in  good  form,  to  ascertain  whether  the  rolls  are 
called  in  time,  and  marked  with  due  care  and  with  fidelity,  in  fine,  all 
the  active  supervision  is  considered  by  most  managers  to  be  the  dutv 
exclusively  of  the  inspector ; and  by  the  inspector  such  supervision 
must  be  exercised,  or  not  at  all. 

Hence,  I am  of  opinion  that  the  schools  should  be  visited  incidentally 
by  the  inspectors  with  increased  regularity.  Clearly,  every  school  should 
be  visited,  without  notice,  at  least  once  a year ; and  frequently,  if 
necessary,  until  any  existing  serious  defect  is  eradicated.  At  the  ex- 
amination for  results,  only  a partial  acquaintance  is  made  of  the  school. 

It  then  has  on  its  holiday  dress,  which  often  hides  many  disfigurements. 

The  examination  shows  forth  certain  deficiencies  j but  throws  no  light 
on  the  nature  of  the  mismanagement  that  occasioned  them,  and  gives  no 
idea  of  the  organization.  At  a somewhat  prolonged  incidental  visit, 
several  important  matters  connected  with  the  working  or  history  of  the 
school  almost  always  come  to  light.  At  such  incidental  visits  oppor- 
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tunities  will  occur  for  leaving  valuable  suggestions  in  the  Observation 
Book. 

The  supervision  of  the  manager  and  that  of  the  inspector  should 
supplement  one  the  other  as  far  as  possible.  For  instance,  suppose  the 
Inspector,  at  an  incidental  visit,  to  find  the  teacher  late,  or  the  school 
in  disorder,  or  the  rolls  not  called  in  time  or  incorrectly  marked  or 
pupils  left  before  the  completion  of  the  school-day  : now,  the  seriousness 
of  any  one  of  these  irregularities  depends  very  much  on  whether  it  is  an 
habitual  defect,  or  was  merely  accidental.  The  inspector  may  not  be 
able  to  return  for  months  to  test  whether  it  is  the  one  or  the  other  • 
and  a second  visit  might  not  be  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  decide! 
When  the  manager  becomes  aware  that  the  inspector  has  observed  any 
defect  of  this  kind,  he  will,  if  really  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
school,  take  steps  to  ascertain  the  facts  and  to  suppress  any  abuse  that 
may  exist. 

One  thing  beyond  question  is  that  the  manager  should  either  exercise  a 
very  active  supervision  himself,  and  control  the  teaching  staff  with  a firm 
hand,  or  else  thoroughly  support  the  inspector ; otherwise  wholesome 
discipline  cannot  be  maintained.  I am  far  from  wishing  to  see  undue 
pressure  placed  upon  any  teacher.  The  duties  of  the  profession  are 
arduous,  and  the  result  of  the  best  efforts  often  disheartening.  A good 
teacher  should  be  held  as  a treasure ; but,  I hope  that  no  false  sentiment 
will  permit  the  youth  of  the  country  to  be  despoiled  of  their  right  to  a 
good  education,  and  that  neither  the  unprincipled,  nor  the  indolent,  nor 
the  grossly  incompetent  will  be  permitted  to  disgrace  our  service,  or  mar 
the  noble  work  in  which  we  are  all  interested.

Gentlemen, — I beg  to  submit  for  the  information  of  the  Commis- 
sioners the  following  General  Report  on  the  Dublin  (South)  group  of 
districts. 

It  embraces  ten  school  districts  exclusive  of  the  “ Limited  ” one  of 
which  I,  as  H ead  Inspector,  have  especial  charge.  The  official  centres 
are  Dublin,  Trim,  Parsonstown,  Portarlington,  Templemore,  Atliy, 
Tipperary,  Kilkenny,  Limerick,  and  Clonmel. 

This  list  of  centres  will  indicate  the  extent  of  the  circuit  which  has 
been  under  my  supervision  since  1st  February,  lb92. 

Recently  Parsonstown  and  Portarlington  districts  have  been  trans- 
ferred from  my  circuit  to  the  Dublin  (North)  group,  and  Waterford 
district  has  been  added  to  mine. 
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Ag  I wrote  a General  Report  last  year  on  the  Londonderry  group  Appendix  c. 
of  districts  of  which  I then  had  charge,  I did  not  expect  to  be  E8p^70n 
called  upon  to  write  another  report  this  year,  especially  as  I have  been  State  of 
only  a year  in  charge  of  my  present  circuit;  and  therefore  my  notes  SohooIs- 
taken  when  going  through  the  different  districts  were  not  taken  with  a Mr~P~.

Country.  . inspector’s 

I examined  last  year  4,844  pupils  at  results  examinations  in  my  ®Pec^ 

“ Limited  District.”  The  average  for  all  the  districts  in  Ireland  was  Dlstnct)* 
about  7,700  pupils. 

In  addition  .to  these  examinations  I examined  7 schools  for  results 
in  other  districts  ; 24  schools  for  “check  results,”  and  made  143  inci- 
dental visits. 

Ail  this  work,  added  to  the  time  occupied  in  special  inquiries  through- 
out the  range  of  my  circuit,  preparation  of  questions,  conferences, 
superintending  teachers’  examinations  and  marking  of  exercises,  will 
show  how  fully  the  time  of  a Head  Inspector  is  occupied  in  the  discharge 
of  his  official  duty. 

InDistrict  40a  there  are  7 Convent  schools,  Townsend-street,  Warren- 
mount,  Glasthule,  Sandymount,  Terenure,  Dalkey,  and  Rathfarnham 
41  ordinary  schools,  and.  the  village  model  school  of  Glasnevin. 

On  account  of  insufficient  attendance  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
amalgamate  the  male  and  female  departments  of  this  model  school. 

Classification  of  Teachers . — The  classification  of  the  principal  teachers  Clas&ifica- 
oi  this  district  is  unusually  high,  one-half  of  them  being  in  Hirst  Class  tion  of 
and  no  fewer  than  14  in  First  Division  of  that  class.  There  are  only  n‘ 
o ihird  Class  principal  teachers  in  the  district. 

Proficiency. — Although  the  proficiency  of  the  pupils  is  not  quite  up  Proficiency 
to  the  standard  which  that  high  classification  would  lead  one  to  expect, 
it  is  above  the  average,  and  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

Management  and  Accounts. — To  me  the  two  most  pleasing  features  of  Manage- 

e schools  are  the  zeal  of  the  managers  of  all  religious  denominations  ment 
and  the  invariable  care  and  honesty  with  which  the  school  accounts  are  acC£,unt3* 
kept. 

The  only  fault  to  be  found  under  the  head  of  accounts  is  the  little 
caie.  that  is  taken  by  the  teachers  to  ascertain  the  school  antecedents  of 
pupi  s who  come  to  them  from  other  schools.  Frequently  no  inquiry 
is^made  on  the  subject  until  the  morning  of  the  results  examination

cl  bad,  and  the  manager  in  this  case  is  doing  everything  in  his  &«\ 
power  to  secure  a suitable  building  site  in  order  to  erect  a creditable 
c ool-house.  Considering  the  difficulty  of  purchasing  ground  in  a 
ci  y,  the  premises  and  play-grounds  may  be  considered  satisfactory, 
n I61 +i.ai'e  °"^  ^Ve  .sc^00^s  without  play-grounds  of  some  sort ; and 
n y three  with  premises  which  may  be  classed  as  bad.  In  the  import- 
«n  matter  of  space  accommodation  the  condition  of  the  schools  is  not 
0 sa  lsiactory.  In  17  cases  they  are  overcrowded;  in  all  these  cases 
e managers  are  seeking  opportunities  to  remedy  this  defect. 

'urniture,  &c. — The  furniture  is  sufficient  and  suitable  in  nearly  all  Furniture, 
tile  schools.  &c.

Appendices  to  Fifty -ninth  Report  of  Commissioners  [1892. 

I have  noticed  one  want  which  I hope  to  see  supplied.  Until  this 
year  I had  never  examined  many  schools  in  a large  city ; hence  the 
ignorance  of  city  children  as  to  the  characteristics  of  country  as  dis- 
tinguished from  city  life  had  never  fully  impressed  me.  I feel  it  now, 
and  would  wish  that  every  city  school,  especially  in  the  poorer  parts, 
were  supplied  with  illustrations  to  show  what  the  country  is  like.  But 
painted  and  other  illustrations  will  he  useless  unless  accompanied  by 
oral  explanation  and  systematic  gallery  lessons. 

Reading , &c. — In  this  subject  I have  been  disappointed.  The  reading 
is  very  indistinct ; and  in  many  cases  inaccurate  and  hesitating.  Ex- 
planation, too,  is  below  what  one  expects  from  the  sharpness  and 
intelligence  of  city  children.  It  was  this  defect  in  explanation  that 
suggested  the  observation  in  the  last  paragraph,  Such  simple  terms  as 
“ farmer,”  “ crops,”  “ streams,”  are  quite  puzzling  to  city  infants. 

Writing. — There  were  very  few  failures  in  this  subject  during  the 
year.  Where  failures  appear  in  the  higher  classes,  they  are  nearly 
always  because  of  bad  “letter-writing,”  which  continues  to  be  an 
essential  part  of  the  writing  pass  in  those  classes. 

Arithmetic. — Generally  satisfactory. 

Dictation. — This  is  a weak  subject  in  many  schools.  This  is  a defect 
common  to  nearly  all  districts.  It  is  strange  it  should  be  so.  At  least 
one  conclusion  must  be  drawn  from  the  fact — viz.,  it  must  be  a difficult 
subject  to  teach  successfully. 

Grammar  and  Geography. — Generally  fair. 

Book-keeping. — In  city  schools  this  subject  is,  of  course,  more  im- 
portant than  in  country  schools,  and  yet  it  is  not  generally  intelligently 
or  usefully  taught.  There  are,  however,  a few  remarkable  and  creditable 
exceptions.  A few  leading  principles  well  taught  are  all  that  are 
absolutely  necessary. 

Geometry  and  Algebra. — These  subjects  do  not  receive  much  atten- 
tion. They  are  taught  in  comparatively  few  schools,  and  rarely  with 
success.  The  explanation  is  that  in  city  schools  few  pupils  have  before 
them  the  idea  of  becoming  teachers  ; they,  or  their  parents,  have  other 
objects  in  view.  Geometry  and  Algebra  are  of  very  little  use  for  boys 
who  are  destined  for  the  lower  grades  of  commercial  life,  or  for  the 
ordinary  pursuits  which  the  generality  of  the  boys  attending  the  schools 
of  this  district  are  likely  to  engage  in. 

Discipline. — I am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  favourably  under  this 
head.  As  I have  often  stated  in  my  reports,  discipline  and  explanation 
are  my  principal  tests  of  a teacher’s  worth.  The  Dublin  teachers  have 
satisfied  me  that,  as  a body,  they  recognise  the  value  and  absolute 
necessity  of  good  discipline.  In  very  few  schools  have  I observed  any 
negligence  in  this  part  of  the  teacher’s  duty,  although  I have  often  seen 
the  baton  of  order  in  weak  and  unskilful  hands.  Where  1 have  had 
occasion  to  urge  increased  attention  to  discipline,  I felt  for  the  teacher  s 
difficulties  on  account  of  their  surrounding  circumstances,  which  in- 
cluded the  character  of  the  children  they  had  to  train. 

Needlework  is  taught  in  30  schools,  and  the  proficiency  is  thoroughly 
satisfactory  in  28. 

Kindergarten  is  taught  in  14  schools,  and  with  considerable  success 
in  all. 

Handicraft  is  not  taken  up  in  any  school. 

Drawing  from  the  flat  is  well  taught  in  14  schools. 

Vocal  Music. — I am  sorry  to  say — and  it  is  strange  to  have  it  to 
say — that  vocal  music  is  not  a success  in  the  schools  of  my  district.  It 
is  attempted  in  19  schools,  but  in  only  8 has  it  been  fairly  taught.  1 see 
no  reason  why  better  results  should  not  be  secured.  The  children  have 
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good  voices ; and  the  programme,  whether  in  Hullah  or  Tonic  Sol-fa,  is 
reasonable.  Where  singing  is  only  taught  for  gaining  a fee,  it  is  rarely 
taught  at  all.  I hope  the  Training  Colleges  will  soon  be  able  to  supply 
the  schools  with  teachers  not  only  qualified  to  teach  this  subject,  but  to 
inspire  the  pupils  with  a love  for  it  for  its  own  sake. 

Other  Districts. — I shall  now  briefly  refer  to  the  other  school  districts 
in  my  circuit. 

I requested  information  from  the  District  Inspectors  of  my  circuit  on 
the  following  points  : — 

(1.)  How  the  alternative  scheme  for  Sixth  Class  girls  now  works  ; 
and  the  probability  of  any  further  development  of  it. 

(2.)  Classification  of  teachers. 

(3.)  The  success  of  monitors  (3rd  and  5th  years)  at  last  July  ex- 
aminations. 

(4.)  Number  of  cases,  if  any,  of  proved  falsification  of  accounts 
during  the  past  year. 

(5.)  Results  of  training  as  indicated  by  the  teaching  power  of  those 
recently  trained. 

From  the  replies  of  these  officers,  which  I have  carefully  examined, 
I feel  I am  warranted  in  making  the  following  observations  under  each 
of  the  foregoing  heads  : — 

(1.)  The  alternative  scheme  was  generally  adopted  in  some  districts, 
but  not  in  others.  Many  of  the  schools  which  took  it  up  at 
first  have  since  asked  for  and  obtained  exemption  from  its 
operation,  at  least  for  the  present. 

(2.)  There  is  very  little  difference  in  the  classification  of  the  teachers 
in  the  different  districts,  except  that  Dublin  (Souih)  and  Trim 
are  much  above  the  average,  and  Athy  much  below  it.  I be- 
lieve the  classification  on  the  whole  shows  a steady  advance. 

(3.)  The  failures  of  monitors  at  last  July  examinations  were  far  too 
many.  Templemore  and  Athy  had  a bad  pre-eminence  in 
this  respect,  while  Tipperary,  Kilkenny,  and  Limerick  were 
but  little  better. 

My  knowledge  of  these  districts  is  as  yet  too  scanty  to  enable  me 
to  express  an  opinion  as  to  whether  these  failures  are  due 
to  injudicious  selection  of  the  monitors  in  the  first  ‘instance, 
or  to  their  inattention  since  their  appointment,  or  to 
insufficient  instruction  on  the  part  of  their  teachers. 

(4.)  There  were  14  cases  of  falsification  discovered  throughout  the 
year,  and  1 2 of  these  occurred  in  two  districts.  This  implies 
a very  satisfactory  account  of  the  probity  of  the  teachers  of 
most  of  the  districts  of  my  circuit. 

In  the  course  of  my  examination  of  the  schools  in  the  different 
districts,  I was  not  at  all  favourably  impressed  with  the  proficiency  I 
met  with.  Of  the  31  schools  which  I fully  examined,  I met  only  2 
which  could  be  classed  as  good.  (I  do  not  refer  to  Model  Schools). 
Six  were  fair,  and  all  the  rest  middling  or  bad,  chiefly  the  latter.  I 
fear  I accidentally  selected  unfavourable  specimens.  I hope  that  is  the 
explanation.

Gentlemen,— I beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  as  my  general 
report  on  the  schools  in  the  Belfast  circuit. 

I was  placed  in  charge  of  this  circuit  in  February,  1892.  The 
districts  included  in  the  circuit  are  Ballymena,  Carrickfergus,  Belfast 
North,  Belfast  South,  Newtownards,  Downpatrick,  Lurgan,  Armagh, 
Monaghan,  Cavan,  and  Bailieboro’,  in  addition  to  a small  district  which 
is  under  my  own  charge,  and  which  is  made  up  of  schools  in  Belfast 
with  a few  country  schools  in  Down  and  Antrim.  Seven  Model  Schools 
are  found  in  these  districts,  namely,  Ballymena,  Carrickfergus,  of  which 
I have  sole  charge,  Belfast,  Newtownards,  Lurgan,  Monaghan,  and 
Bailieboro’. 

The  examination  for  results  in  the  Carrickfergus  Model  Schools  was 
conducted  by  me  without  assistance,  and  I took  part  in  the  examination 
of  the  Ballymena  Model  Schools.  The  other  Model  Schools  were  visited 
by  me  during  the  year,  but  I did  not  examine  fully. 

The  preparation  of  examination  papers  for  teachers  and  monitors,  the 
supervision  of  the  examinations  and  of  the  revision  of  papers,  and  the 
subsequent  classification  of  the  candidates,  took  up  a large  proportion  of 
the  time  which  I could  spare  from  the  necessary  work  of  my  own  dis- 
trict, and  special  inquiries  of  different  kinds  made  further  demands  on 
my  attention,  so  that  I could  devote  comparatively  few  days  to  the 
inspection  of  schools  in  districts  under  my  charge  I find,  however,  that 
during  the  twelve  months  ended  28th  February,  1893,  I visited  115 
schools  in  different  districts,  including  thirteen  schools  in  which  I 
examined  fulJy  as  for  results. 

The  schoolhouses  in  my  own  district  may  be  described  generally  as 
fair  ; there  are  a few  which  I would  call  good  ; there  are  only  two  which 
I am  compelled  to  pronounce  bad,  and  in  both  these  cases  I expect  that 
new  houses  will  shortly  be  provided.  In  the  districts  which  are  under 
my  supervision  1 have  met  with  a considerable  number  of  very  poor 
houses.  Some  of  them  are  hopelessly  bad,  others  are  bad  only  in  the 
sense  that  they  are  neglected  and  in  need  of  repairs.  In  Belfast  many 
of  the  school  rooms  are  defective  as  regards  lighting  and  ventilation,  and 
they  are  usually  cramped  and  shut  in  by  other  buildings.  In  many 
cases  their  only  playground  is  the  street.  Some  of  the  schools  are 
attached  to  places  of  worship,  and  architectural  necessities,  or  supposed 
necessities,  leave  these  rooms  with  few  and  unsuitable  windows.  When 
the  windows  are  confined  to  one  side  of  the  house  both  lighting  and 
ventilation  are  imperfect  and  unsatisfactory.  The  atmosphere  of  the 
room  remains  close  and  oppressive,  even  when  the  windows  are  open, 
and  if  the  severity  of  the  weather  causes  the  windows  to  be  closed,  the 


air  becomes  vitiated  and  poisonous. 

opting  jn  country  places  light  and  air  can  usually  be  obtained  at  compara- 

Ventilation.  tively  little  cost.  Expensive  and  ornamental  buildings  are  not  necessary 
and  hardly  even  desirable.  The  walls  and  floor  should  be  sound,  the 
roof  watertight,  the  windows  large  and  set  in  opposite  sides  of  the  house. 
The  windows  should  open  from  the  top,  and  perhaps  no  better  plan  can 
be  devised  than  that  of  lowering  the  upper  sash  by  side  pulleys.  The 
room  can  thus  be  kept  fresh  at  all  hours  and  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 
But  if  the  windows  do  not  open,  if  they  are  badly  placed,  if  they  are 
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found  in  one  side  of  the  house  only,  the  room  is  unfit  for  school  purposes.  Appendix  o. 
no  matter  how  it  may  look  to  a casual  passer  by.  Reports  on 

I know  one  school  not  many  miles  from  Belfast  which  exemplifies  in  Staterf °U 
a striking  manner  some  of  the  greatest  defects  of  school  architecture.  Schools- 
The  house  occupies  an  elevated  site ; viewed  from  the  road  it  is  a Mr.  a. 
striking  and  handsome  building  ; the  walls  are  high  and  well  built ; the  Hamilton, 
windows  are  large ; the  roof  is  imposing.  On  entering,  the  rooms  look  ?oad 
very  well ; they  are  ceiled  ; the  floors  are  handsomely  boarded ; the  walls  * 

are  wainscotted  with  wood.  But  the  windows  are  all  in  one  side  of  the  Pefects 
house,  the  rooms  cannot  be  ventilated,  and  they  are  so  overcrowded  with  Architec1 
furniture  that  class  movements  are  much  impeded.  The  whole  building  taw. 
is  an  example  of  money  wasted  or  misemployed.  At  much  less  expense 
rooms  could  have  been  provided  which  would  have  accommodated  a 
larger  number  of  pupils,  and  given  them  at  the  same  time  pure  air  to 
breathe  during  their  work. 

GetSood  _rooms  ^ you  can,  but  in  any  case  keep  them  in  good  order.  Repairs. 
Tins  advice  is  often  neglected.  The  necessary  repairs  are  left  undone. 

The  teacher  blames  the  manager,  justly,  perhaps,  in  some  cases,  but  very 
often  most  unreasonably.  Why  should  a broken  pane,  or  a loose 
hinge,  or  a shaky  desk  be  put  up  with  for  week  after  week  till  the 
manager  can  get  the  repairs  effected  ? I have  seen  the  tablets  which 
should  have  been  suspended  on  the  walls  piled  together  in  a corner  of 
the  room  because  through  some  oversight  nails  had  not  been  driven 
into  the  tablet  rails.  The  teacher  never  thought  of  spending  sixpence 
m the  purchase  of  a few  nails  : an  additional  sixpence  would  have 
supplied  him  with  a hammer  if  he  had  failed  to  borrow  one. 

. ^ more  attention  to  neatness  would  effect  a great  improvement  Neatness, 
m many  schools.  The  tablets  are  badly  hung,  in  no  fixed  or  definite 
order  two  or  three  on  one  nail.  The  maps  are  allowed  to  rest  against 
camp  walls  ; are  flung  across  an  easel  when  in  use  and  then  thrown 
carelessly  in  a corner  of  the  room.  Anything  that  comes  handy  is  used 
as  a pointer  with  which  the  maps  are  rubbed  till  varnish  and  colour 
disappear,  hi  ew  maps  are  not  readily  provided.  ‘ The  manager  refuses, 
the  teacher  hesitates,  and  thus  perhaps  loses  at  one  examination  a sum 
larger  than  the  price  of  a map  which  with  ordinary  care  would  last  for 
many  years. 

As  the  schools  which  I visited  were  not  selected  in  any  particular 
way  I may  assume  that  they  are  average  specimens  of  the  schools  in 
he  different  districts.  If  so,  I should  say  that  at  least  eight  or  ten 
per  cent,  of  the  houses  are  not  fit  for  school  purposes,  but  in  this  category 
J-  would  include  a few  rather  pretentious  buildings. 

The  first  step  towards  improvement  is  the  consciousness  that  change  is  signs  of 
required.  To  become  conscious,  even  dimly  conscious,  that  things  are  not  Improve- 
nght  is  a short  step,  but  a step  in  the  right  direction.  Fuller  know-  ment- 
ledge  will  bring  stronger  conviction  : conviction  by-and-by  will  ripen 
into  action.  I can  trace  an  awakening  of  this  character.  Managers  and 
eachers  are  sensible  of  the  defects.  Apologies,  explanations,  promises 
of  improvement  are  freely  offered.  I welcome  them  as  signs  and 
indications  of  coming  good. 

v?1  .excePti°ns  the  school  furniture  is  fairly  adequate  and  School 
suitable.  It  is  rough  sometimes  and  inelegant,  but  generally  it  is  Furniture, 
strong  and  serviceable.  Occasionally  the  furniture  is  in  excess.  The 
c esks  are  too  many  and  too  big,  the  forms  too  numerous  : very  frequently 
he  desks  are  too  high : they  seem  meant  for  men  not  for  children. 

Inis  is  not  an  uncommon  defect,  and  it  strikes  one  most  in  country 
places  where  of  late  years  school  life  has  become  much  abridged,  and 
grown  up  boys  and  girls  are  rarely  found  in  attendance, 
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Appendix  0.  In  many  of  the  schools  which  I have  visited,  my  attention  has  been 
K — drawn  to  the  early  age  at  which  pupils  reach  the  higher  classes.  The

Schools.  apie  with  an  infant  school  there  is  a mixed  school  for  pupils  who

High  class!-  or(jer  to  earn  the  maximum  results  fees.  The  precocity  of  the  children, 
fication  of  vanity  of  the  parents,  and  the  indiscreet  zeal  of  the  teachers  tend 
P ^ towards  the  same  end,  and  the  pupil  leaves  the  infant  school  at  eight 

years  of  age  having  passed  through  third  class.  The  real  difficulty  for 
himself  and  for  his  teacher  begins  with  fourth  class,  and  increases  as 
he  rises  step  by  step  to  the  highest  class.  If  the  teacher  s chief  end  is 
to  make  money  there  is  no  more  to  be  said.  But  then  why  is  the 
teacher  examined,  and  classed,  and  trained  and  pensioned  by  the  State  ? 
If  the  teacher  exists  for  something  different  and  higher  and  better,  is 
it  not  desirable  that  he  should  be  restrained  from  a course  injurious 
to  the  pupils  and  unfair  to  his  fellow  teachers  1 
Explana-  Perhaps  it  is  owing  to  that  sharpness  which  town  life  fosters  and  de- 
tola'1'17  v elopes,  that  explanation  seems  to  be  more  successfully  taught  thanl  have 
found  it  previously.  In  their  general  reports  Inspectors  often  complain 
that  explanation  has  not  received  sufficient  attention.  I dare  say  I have 
made  the  same  complaint  more  than  once.  Possibly  I expected  too 
much.  The  pupils  are  young.  They  come  generally  from  homes  in 
which  there  is  little  reading  and  no  literary  training.  They  are  so 
absorbed  in  the  mechanical  difficulties  of  reading,  that  they  have  no 
time  for  puzzling  out  the  meaning  of  the  words.  Taking  all  these  things 
into  account  I am  inclined  to  say  that  explanation  is  fairly  well  attended 
to,  and  no  doubt  it  will  be  more  assiduously  taught  when  it  becomes 
fully  understood  that  explanation  now  forms  part  of  the  pass  mark  in 
reading. 

Reading.  Of  reading  generally,  I may  say  tliat  tlie  percentage^  of  pass  marks  is 
higher  than  the  true  proficiency.  What  I mean  is  this  : reading  to  be 
of  real  value  must  be  practised  till  it  becomes  easy.  If  it  is  got  through 
with  difficulty,  it  will  soon  be  abandoned.  In  itself,  and  in  what  1 
leads  to,  reading  is  by  far  the  most  important  branch  in  the  programme, 
It  is  the  opening  of  the  eyes  to  the  blind.  People  who  possess  the  sense 
of  sight  cannot  realise  what  it  is  to  be  blind ; it  is  scarcely  possible  for 
those  who  read  with  ease  to  realise  what  it  is  to  be  unable  to  read.  1 
not  so  bad  as  blindness  it  is  a kind  of  blindness.  Things  are  seen 
and  yet  not  seen,  for  their  force  and  meaning  are  unknown.  The  names 
over  the  shops,  the  bills  in  the  windows,  the  posters  on  the  walls,  aie 
mere  blotches  of  colour  signifying  nothing.  The  teachings  of  science, 
the  lessons  of  history,  the  daily  chronicle  of  events  around  us,  are  utterly 
wasted  and  thrown  away,  unfelt  because  unknown. 

Common  j need  not  go  through  all  the  subjects  of  the  programme  in  order,  for 
errors  and  j sLonld  have  little  new  to  say.  All  these  branches  are  taught  with 
sturces.  varying  degrees  of  success  in  different  schools.  Perhaps  the  mos 
common  errors  that  I meet  with  are  the  confounding  of  the  programme 
in  grammar  of  fourth  class,  and  even  of  third  class,  with  that  of  filth 
class,  and  the  assumption  that  grammar,  particularly  in  sixth  class, 
means  parsing  and  nothing  more.  The  sources  of  those  errors  are  various. 
Partly,  no  doubt,  they  are  due  to  a careless  perusal  and  consequent 
misunderstanding  of  the  requirements  of  the  programme ; partly,  also, 
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to  the  grouping  of  several  classes  for  a joint  lesson  in  grammar.  But  Appendix  c. 
another  cause  is  sometimes  at  work — a conscious  attempt  to  meet  pre-  Reports  on 
cisely  the  tests  adopted  by  the  examiner.  S»ate  of 

When  a subject  is  complex  enough  to  admit  of  several  tests,  want  of  Schools‘ 
time  or  other  considerations  may  induce  an  examiner  to  confine  himself  Mr.  A. 
to  one  test.  If  he  is  not  very  watchful,  he  will  adopt  the  same  test  time  Hamilton, 
after  time,  though  he  knows  that  it  covers  only  part  of  the  course.  The  jfSpector. 

result  inevitably  is  that  the  teaching  of  the  branch  will  be  narrowed  

down  to  the  mere  test  selected,  though  the  programme  remains  unaltered 
and  the  examiner  neither  intends,  nor  has  the  power  to  modify  its  re- 
quirements. 

And  yet  many  teachers  seem  to  think  that  they  have  a legitimate  May  <be 
cause  of  complaint  if  at  a second  results  examination,  any  test  is  applied 
which  had  not  been  used  at  the  previous  examination.  This  was 
not  required  at  our  last  examination,  is  the  aggrieved  remonstrance, 
though  the  thing  required  is  plainly  and  fairly  within  the  limits  of  the 
programme. 

Much  of  the  apparent  want  of  uniformity  in  examinations  may  be  ^formity 
traced  back  to  this  source.  There  is  little  difference  of  opinion  as  to  tions.amina 
the  meaning  of  the  several  clauses  of  the  programme.  At  the  annual 
Conferences  doubts  have  been  removed  and  difficult  points  have  been 
explained.  The  examiners  are  agreed  as  to  what  is  required;  they 
differ  only  as  to  the  mode  in  which  they  are  to  look  for  it.  The  pupil 
who  fails  with  one  examiner  would  have  failed  with  the  other  if 
the  same  test  had  been  applied,  and  each  examiner,  if  he  had  the 
same  question  and  answer  before  him,  would  endorse  the  decision  of  the 
other.  The  apparent  discrepancy  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a part  has  been 
taken  as  adequately  representing  the  whole,  a course  which  is  seldom 
quite  safe  in  the  material  world,  and  never  in  the  mental. 


But  though  the  most  is  made  of  the  discrepancies  between  the  judg- 
ments of  different  examiners,  I have  confidence  in  asserting  that  these 
differences  are  comparatively  few  and  unimportant.  Eliminate  some 
personal  peculiarities,  establish  a personal  equation,  as  it  is  termed,  and 
two  examiners  who  are  absolute  strangers  to  each  other  will  report  on  a 
school  in  different  weeks  with  no  more  divergence  between  the  results

than  if  both  examinations  had  been  conducted  by  the  same  man.  I do 
not  say  that  this  always  happens.  There  are  many  causes  which  may 
occur  to  prevent  it.  The  same  boy  may  get  precisely  the  same  ques- 
tions on  two  days,  and  give  very  different  answers.  I have  known  a 
sulky  boy’s  fit  of  temper  to  ruin  his  examination,  and  to  produce  in  some 
subjects  an  apparent  discrepancy  of  fifty  per  cent,  between  the  marking 
of  two  examiners.  The  line  which  separates  a mere  pass  from  a 
failure  is  often  very  fine.  It  is  difficult  to  fix  precisely  the  amount  of 
blundering  and  incorrectness  which  may  be  condoned,  and  to  say  with 
confidence — this,  with  all  its  imperfections,  may  be  accepted,  while  that 
must  be  rejected. 

An  examination  such  as  this  should  not  be,  I will  go  further  and  say,  it  Mechanical 
cannot  be,  mechanical ; and  it  is  very  much  the  fault  of  the  examiners  eac  ing' 
if  the  teaching  is  permitted  to  become  mechanical.  This  term  mechani- 
cal is  much  abused  in  discussions  about  education.  It  has  gathered 


unpleasant  associations  round  it.  It  is  now  used  simply  as  a term  of 
reproach.  The  mere  utterance  of  the  word  fills  a man  with  a self-compla- 
cent sense  of  superiority,  and  saves  him  the  trouble  of  explaining  even 
to  himself  what  it  is  that  he  really  means.  And  yet,  five  times  out  of 
six  the  word  mechanical  merely  connotes  order,  regularity,  a fixed 
sequence  of  cause  and  effect.  Reading  is  mechanical.  Certain  letters 
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grouped  in  a particular  way  make  suck  and  suck  words,  and  as  often  as 
you  group  tkem  in  tke  same  way  tkey  will  form  tlie  very  same  words. 
Arithmetic  is  meclianical.  Two  and  two  make  four,  and  if  you  repeat 
tke  process  of  addition  a tkousand  times  you  will  never  find  tkat  two 
and  two  will  make  five. 

In  a certain  sense  tke  results’  programme  is  mechanical.  It  draws 
lines.  It  fixes  tke  limits  witkin  wkick  tke  examination  is  to  be  con- 
ducted. It  assigns  tkis  part  to  one  class,  and  tkat  to  anotker.  Very 
meclianical  is  all  tkis,  but  very  practical  and  sensible.  The  programme 
may  not  be  absolutely  free  from  imperfections,  but  it  is  a very  good 
programme.  Nine  men  out  of  ten  are  better  with  it  than  without  it, 
better  both  by  reason  of  its  guidance  and  of  its  restraint.  And  if  they 
abandoned  tke  programme,  would  it  not  be  absolutely  and  unavoidably 
necessary  tkat  each  for  himself  should  construct  a programme  of  his 
own  ? Construct  one  he  must  if  he  meant  to  advance,  to  make  real 
progress,  and  not  to  spend  kis  life  in  merely  marking  time. 

In  strong  contrast  with  tke  denunciations  of  mere  mechanical  work, 
and  regretful  allusions  to  the  good  old  times  when  intellectual  teaching 
prevailed,  may  be  read  appeals  to  managers  and  teachers  to  make  educa- 
tion more  practical,  to  abandon  tke  more  purely  intellectual  parts  of  the 
course,  to  teach  at  least  the  elements  of  trades,  and  to  train  tke  fingers 
rather  than  the  mind. 

I have  some  sympathy  with  tkis  side  of  tke  question,  though  its 
advocates  are  not  always  either  judicious  or  accurate  in  their  statements. 
I am  concerned  now,  not  with  Technical  schools  properly  so  called,  but 
with  ordinary  National  schools,  town  and  rural,  schools  which  supply 
tlie  means  of  education  to  the  vast  majority  of  the  population.  And 
speaking  only  of  such  schools,  I may  say  that  their  powers  and  capa- 
bilities are  much  over-estimated,  while  the  difficulties  which  they  must 
face  are  wholly  overlooked.  In  the  past  the  whole  force  of  the  current 
tended  in  another  direction.  Literary  and  scientific  instruction  was 
the  only  thing  worth  seeking  after.  Reading  and  writing,  and  arith- 
metic and  grammar  were  the  subjects  for  which  schools  were  maintained. 
Training  for  eye  and  hand,  except  what  was  called  forth  in  learning  to 
write,  was  utterly  ignored,  so  far  at  least  as  the  boys  were  concerned, 
while  as  regards  the  girls,  in  certain  schools,  and  under  favourable 
circumstances,  some  provision  was  made  for  instruction  in  sewing  and 
knitting.  Very  often,  even  when  the  schools  professed  to  teach  these 
branches,  the  pupils  received  the  most  valuable  part  of  their  instruction 
at  home,  while  their  time  at  school  was  devoted  to  a wretched  bit  of 
tatting  or  crocheting,  regarding  which  no  one  could  tell  when  or  how  it 
began,  and  no  one  could  venture  to  predict  when  or  how  it  would  end. 

In  respect  to  the  industrial  training  of  girls,  there  is  a decided 
advance  in  the  schools  generally.  The  attention  of  managers  and 
teachers  has  been  directed  to  the  subject.  Its  importance  is  admitted,  and 
while  in  some  of  its  developments  the  advocates  of  this  new  departure 
pushed  their  doctrines  to  an  extent  which  frightened  those  whom  it  did 
not  exasperate,  yet  on  the  whole  the  agitation  has  been  of  use,  and 
teachers  and  examiners  alike  have  profited  by  the  discussion.  The  rule 
of  the  Board,  which  requires  that  when  girls  are  taught  by  female 
teachers,  at  least  one  hour  daily  shall  be  devoted  to  industrial  pursuits, 
has  been  productive  of  the  greatest  benefits.  Evidently  a rule  of  this 
kind  was  much  required,  for  even  yet  in  many  schools  sewing  is  very 
imperfectly  taught,  while  cutting-out  is  merely  in  a rudimentary  stage. 

If  I have  sometimes  had  occasion  to  suspect  that  the  sewing  and  cutting- 
out  had  been  rather  neglected  during  the  year,  I cannot  complain  that 
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the  teachers  show  any  lack  of  interest  in  these  subjects  on  the  day  of  Appendix  c. 
examination.  They  are  then  only  too  willing  to  teach.  They  cannot  Repots  on 
hear  to  see  the  girls  struggling  with  difficulties  for  which  they  are  State  of 
evidently  ill  prepared  ; so  hems  are  turned  down,  threads  drawn,  button-  Schools~ 
holes  cut,  a stitch  is  picked  out  here  or  put  in  there,  the  teacher  seem-  Mr.  A. 
mg  placidly  unconscious  of  doing  anything  unusual  or  objectionable.  Hamilton, 

_ Drawing  is  taken  up  by  a large  number  of  the  schools  in  Belfast.  Con-  inspector. 
sidering  its  value  and  importance  as  an  introduction  to  technical  training,  — 

I should  be  glad  if  it  were  taken  up  universally.  In  some  of  the  schools  Drawing' 
which  I have  examined  drawing  is  carefully  and  successfully  taught ; 
in  others  the  teaching  is  perfunctory  and  ineffective.  In  some  schools 
the  teacher,  so  far  as  I could  see,  did  nothing  beyond  sharpening  a 
pencil  occasionally.  At  a certain  hour  the  drawing  copy-books  were 
handed  round,  the  pupils  drew  a line  or  two,  found  generally  that  the 
lines  were  wrong,  used  the  india-rubber  energetically,  and  presently,  at 
the  end  of  the  half  hour,  hustled  the  books  away.  In  one  female  school 
when  the  hour  for  drawing  arrived  every  girl  provided  herself  with  a 
slip  of  paper,  which  she  doubled  and  folded  till  it  became  a firm  sharp- 
edged  ruler  to  be  used  for  measuring  lengths,  and  for  guiding  her  hand 
in  drawing  straight  lines.  The  principal,  a trained  teacher  in  the  first 
division  of  first  class,  saw  nothing  wrong  in  this.  Another  first  class 
teacher  boldly  defended  the  practice,  and  thought  that  my  objection  to  it 
was  most  unreasonable. 


It  might  encourage  the  teaching  of  drawing  if  the  subject  were  re-  how  to  be 
moved  from  the  category  of  extra  branches,  and  made,  like  book-keeping,  encouraged, 
au  optional  subject.  The  Commissioners  possess  the  power  in  certain 
cases  to  dispense  with  the  necessity  of  obtaining  formal  certificates  to 
teach  and  gain  results  fees  in  extra  branches,  and  this  power  might  be 
liberally  exercised  if  teachers  who  do  not  hold  certificates  made  drawing 
a part  of  their  school  course.  The  Board’s  list  contains  so  many  sets  of 
drawing  copy-books  that  it  should  not  be  difficult  for  many  a teacher 
who  has  little  practical  skill  in  drawing  to  teach  the  subject  with  fair 
success.  It  is  not  impossible  that  after  a few  years  drawing  may  become 
an  ordinary  subject  of  the  programme  side  by  side  with  writing,  and 
Just  as  an  indifferent  penman  may  turn  out  good  writers,  so  a teacher 
■who  has  no  pretensions  to  be  considered  a draughtsman  may  produce 
good  results  in  drawing. 

I have  now  dealt  briefly  and  imperfectly  with  the  condition  of  the 
school  buildings  and  furniture,  and  with  a few  of  the  more  important  accounts, 
points  in  the  school  programme,  and  I have  only  to  add  a word  or  two 
about  the  school  accounts. 


In  a majority  of  the  schools  the  accounts  are  very  fairly  kept ; in  a N 
considerable  number  they  are  deficient  as  regards  neatness,  and  more  errors.6  ° 
or  less  imperfect.  In  some  cases  I have  found  absence  marks  erased  or 
cancelled,  but  generally  the  Boll  Book  is  unimpeachable.  Teachers  know 
that  the  absence  marks  must  not  be  interfered  with,  but  many  of  them 
seem  to  think  that  the  Beport  Book  is  of  no  importance,  that  in  it 
erasures  and  changes  of  figures  are  mere  trifles,  hardly  to  be  noticed 
and  not  to  be  commented  on.  I have  tried  to  show  that  erasures  should 
never  be  permitted,  that  an  error  if  it  occurs  should  be  corrected  in  a 
different  way,  and  that  repeated  errors  argue  great  carelessness  or  sur- 
prising incompetency. 

I have  taken  up  a good  deal  of  the  space  at  my  disposal  in  pointing 
out  defects.  This  course  was  almost  inevitable,  but  I wish  to  conclude 
with  a word  of  praise  and  appreciation. 

In  some  of  the  schools  in  my  own  district,  and  in  other  schools  in  this  Special 

difficulties. 
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• city,  there  are  men  and  women  who  labour  faithfully  and  diligently 
from  week  to  week  and  from  year  to  year  with  little  to  stimulate  to 
reward  or  to  cheer  them.  In  dull  close  rooms  that  swarm  with  chil- 
dren, badly  clothed,  badly  fed,  coarse  in  voice  and  manner,  sometimes 
dull  of  intellect,  always  careless,  and  often  hopelessly  apathetic — in  places 
from  which  brightness  and  beauty  seem  for  ever  banished — the  teachers 
spend  their  lives  toiling  at  an  all  but  hopeless  task.  They  grow  weary 
sometimes ; they  become  a little  callous ; their  patience  is  nearly 
exhausted  ; their  temper  is  a little  soured,  their  best  efforts  are  seldom 
appreciated  and  not  unfrequently  are  frustrated,  for  they  deal  mainly 
with  parents  who,  from  poverty,  or  ignorance,  or  vice,  can  give  them 
neither  sympathy  nor  assistance.  The  manager  of  the  school,  if  a 
clergyman,  visits  now  and  then ; if  a layman,  rarely  if  ever.  The 
Inspector  sees  the  school  perhaps  two  or  three  times  in  the  year, 
possibly  only  to  find  fault,  for  defects  stare  him  in  the  face  ; and  yet 
he  feels,  even  while  recording  failures,  that  the  teachers  are  doing  good 
work,  and  fighting  an  uphill  battle  against  tremendous  odds. 

I do  not  rail  at  the  results  system  because  it  does  less  than  justice  to 
such  a case.  I do  not  blame  the  system  because  it  does  not  do  what 
nothing  human  can  do,  namely,  reward  or  punish  with  perfect  wisdom 
and  perfect  equity,  but  I cherish  a feeling  of  respect  and  admiration  for 
the  men  and  women  who  toil  bravely,  discharging  their  duty  through 
much  difficulty  and  under  deep  discouragement.  I cannot  give  a pass 
mark  where  a certain  standard  has  not  been  reached ; but  sometimes 
while  I recorded  a failure  I felt  assured  that  efforts  had  been  made 
which  under  happier  circumstances,  would  have  secured  a gratifying 
success. 

That  the  schools  generally  have  advanced  seems  to  me  beyond  ques- 
tion. Individual  schools  may  have  stood  still  or  even  fallen  back,  but 
the  majority  are  progressing  ; the  teachers  labour  as  diligently  as  their 
predecessors ; the  conditions  under  which  they  work  are  much  more 
favourable.

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I beg  to  submit 
the  following  Report  on  the  state  of  National  Education  in  the  group 
of  districts  of  which  I have  charge.  This  group  includes  the  whole 
province  of  Connaught,  the  greater  portion  of  Clare  County,  and  a very 
small  portion  of  Westmeath.  The  schools  in  it  number  1,527. 

In  a few  places  additional  schools  are  still  required,  but  on  the  whole 
the  districts  in  the  Connaught  group  are  now  very  fairly  supplied.  In 
this  respect  there  has  been  great  improvement.  Twenty-three  years  ago 
(1868-70)  I had  charge  of  Tuam  district.  The  National  Schools  then  in 
operation  in  that  district  were  only  90.  The  boundaries  of  the  Tuam 
district havesince  been  changed,  but  taking  the  same  portion  of  the  country 
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as  that  which  formed  my  district  in  1 870, 1 find  that  the  schools  now  in  it  * 
number  156.  Most  of  the  schools  which  have  been  added  since 
have  commodious  well-built  houses,  and  in  this  respect  they  contrast,  g 
agreeably,  with  many  of  the  unsuitable  houses  formerly  in  existence. 

°The  increase  from  90  schools  to  L56  schools  shows  marked  progress,  jj 
The  fact  that  I formerly  was  District  Inspector  in  Tuam  enables  me  to  i 
trive  particulars  regarding  this  district,  but  I believe  that  a correspond-  / 
m"  improvement  has  taken  place  in  other  parts  of  Galway  and  Mayo,  g 
In  Roscommon,  Leitrim,  Sligo  and  Clare,  many  improvements  have  a so 
been  effected,  but  23  years  ago  these  four  counties  were,  educationally, 
in  a much  more  advanced  state  than  Galway  and  Mayo,  so  that  an  in- 
crease in  schools  is  more  marked  in  the  two  counties  just  named. 
The  recently-added  schools  have  not,  to  any  marked  extent,  interfered 
with  the  older  schools  ; they  have  merely  supplied  the  educational  wants 
of  localities  which  previously  were  too  remote  from  established,  schools. 

The  fact  that  the  schools  of  the  Province  of  Connaught  have  in  recent 
years  largely  increased  in  number  is  in  itself  satisfactory,  but  it  wou  c 
be  still  more  interesting  to  determine  whether  there  has  been  a corres- 
ponding increase  in  their  efficiency.  This,  however,  is  a more  difficult 
question.  I need  scarcely  say  that  “ efficiency  ” is  a relative  term  ; a 
school  may  be  classed  as  fairly  efficient  when  one  standard  of  compari- 
son is  adopted,  whereas  it  might  be  necessary  to  class  it  as  inefficient 
when  the  general  standard  had  become  higher.  So,  too,  the  efficiency  of 
a school,  or  of  a number  of  schools,  may  have  reference  to  mere  mstruc- 
tion  in  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  etc.,  . or  a broader  view,  may  be 
taken  and  schools  may  be  considered  as  aiming  at  education  in  its  higher 
and  more  extended  sense.  Inspectors  deal,  chiefly,  with  the  literary 
proficiency  of  pupils,  but  there  are  few  Inspectors  who  fail,  to  remark 
that  each  school  has  a special  character  of  its  own.  Two  neighbouring 
schools  may  have  the  same  “percentage  of  passes,”  and.  yet  may  . diner 
much  in  real  efficiency.  In  one  the  pupils  may  be  bright,  intelligen  , 
cheerful,  candid  ; in  the  other  they  may  possess  these  qualities  m a very 


limited  degree  or  not  at  all.  _ . . 

As  might  be  supposed,  the  most  important  factor  in  determining  the 
character  of  a school  is  the  character  of  the  teacher.  Except  those  whose 
daily  work  has  been  in  different  schools  few  are  aware,  of  the.  faithfulness 
with  which  a teacher’s  character  impresses  itself  on.his  pupils.  Plainly , 
therefore,  any  inquiry  into  the  efficiency  of  schools  includes  in  it  an  in- 
quiry into  the  efficiency  of  the  teachers. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  in  recent  years  much  has  been  done 
to  improve  the  position  of  teachers.  I think  it  is  a very,  moderate 
estimate  to  say  that  since  I formerly  had  charge  of  Tuam  District  the 
incomes  of  teachers  in  this  locality  have  more  than  doubled.  Formerly, 
too,  there  was  no  provision  for  worn-out  teachers,  whereas,  now,  all  such 
can  claim  a retiring  pension.  Of  course  the  great  object  in  improving  the 
position  of  teachers  was  to  secure  increased  efficiency  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties.  Elementary  truths  cannot  be  too.  frequently  repeated,  and 
it  is  an  elementary  truth  that  schools  exist,  primarily,  for  the  benefit  ol 
the  children  who  attend  them.  Teachers,  managers,  inspectors,  may  be 
necessary,  but  the  pupil’s  education  is  the  primary  object  of  all  schools. 
When  a child  goes  to  a school  the  child — or  the  parent  for  the  child- 
places  at  the  disposal  of  the  teacher  almost  the  only  possession  which, 
generally,  the  child  has,  viz.,  his  time ; and  in  return  the  child  claims,  or 
has  a right  to  claim,  that  this  time  should  be  utilised  in  such  a way  as 
to  produce^  most  benefit  to  him.  If  a child  spends  some  years  m a 
school  where,  from  any  cause,  he  is  neglected,  no  human  power  can 
afterwards  compensate  the  child  for  the  loss  he  has  sustained.  So  that 
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Appendix  c.  the  question  whether  schools  are  in  a properly  efficient  state  may  be 
Reports  on  expressed  in  a different  form,  viz. — Are  the  children  attending  these 
School^  sck°°ls  to  develop  their  mental,  moral,  and  physical  faculties  in3 such  a 

• manner  as  to  compensate  them  for  the  time  which  they  have  placed  at 

Mr.  M.  the  disposal  of  their  teachers  1 

Head™’  Ar  witJl  ev®ry  Prptession  teaching  requires  special  preparation.  Every 
Inspector.  one  now  admits  this.  It  is  fortunate,  therefore,  that  training  colleges 
Galway.  lmve  repen%  been  so  extended  that  every  suitable  aspirant  to  the  teaching 
- profession  can  now  obtain  admission  to  one.  With  increased  salaries  as 
-Sn?  Partial  motives  for  work,  and  with  increased  skill  partly  obtained  from  the 
required,  colleges,  we  may  confidently  look  to  the  future.  Confidently— yet  with 
confidence  slightly  clouded  by  the  consciousness  that  the  past  has  not fully 
borne  out  our  expectations.  I left  Connaught  in  1 870,  and  returned  to  it 
in  1892.  During  the  interval  new  schools  had  been  opened,  old  houses 
had  been  rebuilt,  teachers’  salaries  had  been  doubled,  training  colleges  had 
been  made  available  to  all.  When  I returned  to  Connaught  in  1892, 1 
naturally  thought  that  the  intervening  22  years  must  have  produced  very 
marked  improvements.  I found  improvements,  some  well  marked.  Some 
schools  are  now  conducted  with  great  efficiency,  some  with  fair  efficiency. 
But  there  are  still  several  in  which  the  efficiency  is  very  far  from  being 
what  one  might  reasonably  expect.  As  far  as  one  can  compare  things  of 
such  different  natures,  the  increase  in  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  was 
not  proportionately  as  great  as  the  increase  in  the  number  of  schools; 
or  as  the  increase  during  the  same  period  in  the  teachers’  incomes. 
The  teachers  are  now,  as  they  were  22  years  ago,  willing  and  anxious  to 
work,  but  many  of  them  still  want  the  skill,  system,  and  method, 
without  which  their  exertions  lose  much  of  their  value. 

Managers.  Some  of  the  more  intelligent  and  more  zealous  managers  now  realize 
the  great  value  of  skill  and  system  on  the  part  of  their  teachers.  For 
vacant  schools  trained  teachers  are  generally  procured.  But  much  of 
Training.  ^me  °f  a student  in  training  is  necessarily  devoted  to  preparation 

for  Ins,  or  her,  examination  in  literary  subjects,  so  that  the  time  devoted 
to  the  “ practice  of  teaching  ” is  comparatively  small.  Nor  is  a highly 
organized  “ practising  school  ” in  the  city  of  Dublin  best  calculated  to 
prepare  a young  teacher  for  the  work  to  be  done  in  a poor  school  in 
Mayo.  . In.  the  practising  schools,  too,  a student  has  only  to  teach  one 
class  in  his  own  school  in  Mayo  he  has  not  only  to  teach  one  class,  but 
also  to  arrange  so  that  five  or  six  other  classes  may  be  usefully  employed. 
Organizers,  Seeing  these  things,  some  of  the  managers  to  whom  I have  alluded 
have  obtained  the  services  of  one  of  the  Board’s  organizers.  The  organ- 
izer deals  with  the  school  as  it  actually  exists.  After  studying  its 
circumstances  and  its  defects  she  makes  the  best  arrangements  possible 
carries  these  out  for  some  time  in  presence  of  the  teacher,  and  then 
causes  the  teacher  to  carry  them  out  under  her  supervision.  Very  much 
good  has  already  been  done  in  this  way  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kil- 
timagh  and  Kilkelly,  and  I believe  that  the  employment  of  organizers 
may  be  made  to  give  extremely  valuable  assistance  in  the  training  of  our 
young  teachers.  Unfortunately,  there  are  at  present.only  two  organizers 
for  all  Ireland ; and  for  exclusively  boys’  schools  there  is  no  organizer, 
The  monitors  will  be  the  future  teachers,  and,  consequently,  their 
training  is  a matter  of  great  importance.  The  fact  that  a very  few 
years  change  .monitors  into  teachers  has  been  forcibly  brought  under  my 
personal  notice.  Often  during  the  past  year  as  I entered  a school  a 
middle-aged  master  or  mistress  met  me  with  a smile  of  welcome,  adding 
m explanation, — “ 1 was  monitor  in  your  time,  sir,  in  such  a school.” 
And,  as  a rule,  the  influence  of  their  training  as  monitors  is  supreme  in 
determining  their  value  as  teachers.  Those  trained  in  good  schools  are 
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generally  good  teachers;  those  trained  in  middling  or  inferior  schools  Appendix  C. 
are  unsuccessful  as  teachers.  The  plain  conclusion  from  this  is  that  Reports  on* 
monitors  should  be  given,  exclusively,  to  good  or  very  good  schools.  As  Stateof 
the  supply  of  trained  monitors  is  in  excess  of  the  vacant  teacherships  au 
which  are  available  for  them,  some  such  limitation  would  ultimately  be  Mr.  M. 
beneficial  to  monitors  and  to  the  teaching  profession  generally.  In 
every  school  which  I have  visited',  and  in  which  a monitor  was  engaged,  inspector. 

I have  examined  carefully  the  arrangements  for  monitors’  extra  in-  Galway, 
struction.  In  general  these  are  in  accordance  with  rule.  The  Board’s 
rules  also  enact  that  a monitor  must  not  teach  more  than  three  hours 
daily.  This  rule  also  is  observed,  but  almost  invariably  the  monitors 
teach  during  the  full  period  of  three  hours.  For  a young  person  of 
thirteen,  fourteen,  or  fifteen,  three  hours’  teaching  is  quite  as  much  as 
can  reasonably  be  expected.  Effective  teaching  is  wearying  work  to 
keep  up  the  attention  of  a class  of  ten  or  twelve  requires  much  exertion, 
and  whatever  value  a monitor’s  teaching  may  have  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  it  has  little  or  no  value  when  the  monitor  is  tired.  In 
general,  monitors  make  up  the  prescribed  literary  course  fairly,  but 
many  of  them  do  not  receive  sufficient  instruction  in  the  practical  art 
of  teaching.  They  are  sent  at  once  to  teach  a junior  class.  It  seems 
to  be  a common  belief  that  any  person  can  properly  teach  juniors, 
although  three  centuries  ago  the  celebrated  schoolmaster,  Mulcaster,  Mulcaster. 
exposed  this  error.  “ The  first  groundwork  would  be  laid  by  the  best 
workman,”  Mulcaster  says  in  his  Positions.  And  again, — “ It  is  the 
foundations  well  and  soundly  laid  which  makes  all  the  upper  building 
muster.”  “ But  because  good  scholars  will  not  abase  themselves  to  this, 
it  is  left  to  the  meanest,  and  therefore  to  the  worst.” 

The  annual  school  examination  of  monitors  in  first,  second,  and  fourth 
years  takes  place  at  the  same  time  as  the  results’  examination  of  the 
school.  As  far  as  literary  subjects  are  concerned  this  is  quite  right, 
but  every  Inspector  knows  that;  the  day  of  the  results’  examination  is 
one  of  the  least  suitable  for  testing  a monitor  in  “practical  teaching.” 

If  possible,  therefore,  this  should  be  done  at  a secondary  visit.  I think, 
too,  that  towards  the  close  of  the  fifth  year — the  last  year  of  a monitor’s 
apprenticeship — some  effort  should  be  made  to  test  a monitor’s  ability, 
not  only  to  instruct  a class,  but  also  to  take  charge  of  a “ division.”  and 
to  make  “ changes  ” properly. 

The  promotion  of  teachers  is  now  much  more  rapid  than  it  was  Promotion 
formerly,  and  as  a consequence  the  proportion  of  teachers  in  the  higher  of  teachers, 
classes  is  now  much  greater  than  it  was.  To  the  teachers  who  have 
obtained  promotion  this,  of  course,  is  an  immediate  pecuniary  gain,  and 
so  far  it  is  a matter  which  must  give  satisfaction.  But  I very  much 
doubt  whether  too  rapid  promotion  is,  for  the  teaching  profession  as  a 
body,  desirable.  In  other  professions  a man  has  to  work  for  many 
years  before  he  can  attain  a foremost  place.  In  the  Civil  Service  it 
takes  fifteen  or  twenty  years  to  reach  one’s  “ maximum  salary.”  A 
young  teacher  may  have  the  highest  class — First  of  First — when  twenty- 
three  years  old.  At  eighteen  he,  or  she,  is  classed  (32).  If  he,  or  she, 
then  obtains  an  assistantship  in  a fairly  good  school  he  is  promoted  to 
31  when  twenty  years ; and  at  twenty-one  he  obtains  22.  He  then  goes 
to  a training  college  and  returns  when  twenty-two  with  l2.  As  soon  as 
he  returns  he  makes  application  for  leave  to  attend  for  promotion  to 
First  of  First,  and  if  the  school  in  which  he  is  assistant  has  been  well 
taught  he  is  eligible,  and  accordingly  at  twenty-three  he  obtains  the 
coveted  place  First  of  First.  All  this  time  he  may  have  given  no  proof 
of  his  ability  to  manage  a school ; he  has  merely  been  responsible,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Principal  Teacher,  for  his  division.  Probably 
his  high  classification  (l1)  soon  enables  him  to  obtain  the  principalship  of 
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a school,  but  from  twenty-three  to  sixty-three,  should  he  continue 
teaching  so  long,  his  exertions  cannot  be  stimulated  by  the  hope  of  pro- 
motion in  rank.  I think  this  is  not  a healthy  state  of  things,  and  that 
it  would  be  better  for  teachers  if  promotion  were  made  to  depend  more 
on  actual  success  in  school-keeping. 

In  a former  report  I drew  attention  tc  the  importance  of  ascertaining 
correctly  the  ages  of  children  when  first  entering  school.  My  experience 
in  Connaught  fully  confirms  what  I had  previously  observed  elsewhere. 
In  many  cases,  possibly  through  no  fault  of  the  teacher,  the  ages  entered 
are  not  correct,  and  as  the  length  of  time  which  a child  may  spend  in 
the  lowest  class  depends  on  the  recorded  age,  the  child  may  lose  one  or 
more  years  of  its  school  life.  My  experience  of  schools  has  not  brought 
under  my  notice  any  simple  method  which  would  secure  more  benefits 
for  pupils  than  a correct  record  of  ages  accompanied  by  suitable 
arrangements  for  each  year’s  work.  Recent  changes  in  the  mode  of 
paying  teachers  tend  also  to  show  the  importance  of  correctly  ascertain- 
ing the  pupils’  ages,  but  in  directing  attention  to  this  matter  I am  far 
more  influenced  by  its  educational  importance  to  the  children  than  by 
its  financial  aspect.

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I beg  to  submit 
my  report  on  the  condition  and  prospects  of  National  education  in  this 
district. 

District  No.  1,  of  which  Letterkenny  is  the  official  centre,  embraces 
the  north-western  portion  of  Donegal.  It  is  bounded  on  the  east  by 
Lough  S willy,  on  the  north  and  west  by  the  Atlantic,  while  its 
southern  boundary  coincides  roughly  with  a line  drawn  from  Convoy  to 
Ardara.  The  interior  of  the  district  is  a wild  and  desolate  mountain 
region.  Between  two  proximate  schools  on  the  road  from  Letterkenny 
to  Dungloe,  a distance  of  1 3 miles  intervenes ; and,  on  the  road,  to 
Gweedore,  Currin  and  Dunlevvy  Schools  are  no  less  than  15  miles 
apart.  Most  of  the  schools  are,  therefore,  situated  along  the  borders  of 
the  district. 

There  are  157  schools  in  operation,  one  of  which  is  an  evening  school. 
There  are  10  Island  Schools  and  3 Poor  Law  Union  Schools.  Within 
the  past  few  years,  efforts  have  been  made  to  provide  suitable  school- 
houses,  but  in  this  respect  much  yet  remains  to  be  done.  Four  vested 
and  5 non-vested  schoolhouses  have  been  recently  erected,  while  3 
others  have  been  considerably  enlarged.  In  addition,  the  preliminary 
steps  have  already  been  taken  towards  the  erection  of  6 schoolhouses. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  are  at  least  8 schoolhouses  with  earthen  floors ; 
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there  are  several  with  thatched  roofs ; and  there  is  one  with  a wooden  Appendix  C. 
roof.  In  this  respect,  the  parish  of  Templecrone  enjoys  a bad  pre-  Reports  on 
eminence,  several  of  the  schoolhouses  in  this  parish  being  scarcely  State  of 
distinguishable  from  the  surrounding  cabins  of  the  peasantry.  Schools. 

Last  year  a teacher’s  residence  was  built  at  Kerrykeel,  making  a total  Mr.  P.  J. 
of  5 State-built  teachers’  residences  in  the  district.  This  is  a small 
number  compared  with  the  total  number  of  schools  in  the  district.  Letter- 

I now  come  to  the  consideration  of  the  literary  character  of  the  ken_L_ 
schools  themselves.  The  last  census  returns  appear  to  show  that  an  Teachers’ 
abnormally  high  percentage  of  illiteracy  exists  in  Donegal.  In  Letter-  Resldences' 
macaward,  the  percentage  of  illiterates  is  given  as  58,  and,  in  Gweedore,  Schools Cr°f 
it  even  reaches  60.  Nevertheless,  though  some  portions  of  the  district 
are  not  progressing  as  rapidly  as  might  be  desired,  there  is  a general 
upward  movement ; and  Gweedore,  in  particular,  has  made  such 
extraordinary  progress  within  the  past  few  years  that  it  can  now 
compare  favourably  with  any  parish  in  the  district.  This  will  be  seen 
from  the  following  statistics  : —

These  returns  show  that  the  number  on  rolls  in  Gweedore  in  1892 
was  much  the  same  as  it  was  in  1887,  while  the  number  examined  has 
increased  by  about  sixty- three  per  cent.  Furthermore,  the  increase  has 
not  been  confined  to  the  pupils  in  the  lower  classes,  but  is  distributed 
pretty  uniformly  throughout  the  higher  classes.  Again,  according  to  the 
last  census,  the  percentage  of  Donegal  children  attending  school  to  the 
population  is  about  14  ; but  in  the  case  of  Gweedore  it  goes  up  to 
20.  These  facts,  favourable  as  they  are,  are  hardly  of  more  im- 
portance than  their  cause.  Such  satisfactory  results  are  due  to  the 
splendid  efforts  of  the  Manager,  Rev.  James  MacFadden,  p.p.,  as  well 
as  to  the  industry  and  zeal  of  the  teachers  ; and  they  afford  an  excellent 
model  to  those  portions  of  the  district  in  which  education  is  on  a much 
lower  basis.  It  may  be  worth  while  to  compare  Gweedore  with  the 
neighbouring  parish  of  Cloghaneely.  In  the  latter  parish,  the  number 
of  pupils  on  rolls  on  29th  February,  1892,  was  1,146 — much  the  same  as 
m Gweedore — and  of  these  only  307  were  examined,  being  less  than 
half  the  number  examined  in  Gweedore.  This  parish  (Cloghaneely) 

■will  also  give  a striking  illustration  of  one  of  the  chief  defects  in  the 
education  of  this  district,  namely,  the  relatively  small  number  in  the 
higher  classes.  Of  307  pupils  examined,  there  were  only  twenty  in 
fourth  class,  seventeen  in  fifth  class,  and  three  in  sixth  class,  showing 
that  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  higher  classes  was  only  3*5  percent,  of 
the  number  on  rolls.  This  will  account  to  a large  extent  for  the 
abnormal  degree  of  illiteracy  indicated  by  the  last  census  returns. 

Pupils  who  go  no  higher  than  third  class  are  generally  classed  as 
illiterate  ; and,  in  the  case  of  Irish-speaking  localities,  pupils  of  fourth 
class  on  leaving  school  are  apt,  from  their  ignorance  of  English,  to  lapse 
into  illiteracy.  1 


(1887).  (1892). 
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If  we  seek  the  cause  of  the  comparatively  small  numbers  in  the 
higher  classes,  it  will  be  found  in  the  poverty  of  the  district,  and  in 
the  conditions  of  existence  which  that  poverty  enforces.  Donegal 
peasant  life  is  pretty  well  known  now,  but  it  may  not  be  out  of  place 
to  refer  to  it  here,  as  showing  its  bearing  on  education.  The  grown-up 
male  members  of  the  family  proceed  to  Scotland  and  the  North  of 
England  for  harvest  and  other  work,  while  the  boys  and  girls  from  nine 
or  ten  years  of  age  upwards  are  hired  out  for  periods  of  six  months  to 
farmers  in  portions  of  Donegal,  Derry,  and  Tyrone.  They  return  in 
the  winter  months  to  overcrowd  the  schools  and  to  embarrass  the 
teachers.  Hiring  fairs  are  held  periodically  in  Strabane,  Derry,  Letter- 
kenny,  and  elsewhere.  To  these  fairs  boys  and  girls  often  travel  a dis- 
tance of  thirty  miles.  Veritable  slave-markets,  these  hiring  fairs  are  a 
relic  of  barbarism.  The  poor  children,  like  so  many  head  of  cattle, 
stand  on  the  market  place,  while  the  farmers  and  their  parents  try  to 
strike  a bargain  as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  for  their  services.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  to  comment  on  the  evil  of  dragging  away  children  of  this 
tender  age  from  the  influences  of  school  and  home  before  their  characters 
have  time  to  be  fortified  by  education  against  the  corroding  influence 
of  vice.  Were  it  not  for  the  high  moral  tone  of  the  people,  handed 
down  from  generation  to  generation,  this  barbarous  system  would  be 
likely  to  prove  a fertile  field  for  the  production  of  evil.  Besides  those 
children  who  are  at  service  at  a distance  .from  their  homes,  there  are 
others  still  younger  who  are  employed  in  the  neighbourhood.  I actually 
saw  two  pupils  only  six  years  of  age  who  had  put  in  a period  of  service. 
It  may  well  be  wondered  what  children  of  this  age  are  capable  of  doing. 
But  feeble  as  they  are,  they  are  able  to  inspire  a sheep  or  a cow  with 
sufficient  terror  to  prevent  it  from  encroaching  on  a potato-garden 
or  a corn-field.  It  is  not  the  abundance  of  stock,  but  rather  the  absence 
of  boundaries,  that  renders  herding  so  necessary.  It  is  usual  to  see  two 
or  three  children  together  where  one  would  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose, 
for  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  a more  lonely  occupation  than  herding;  and 
childhood,  even  more  than  age,  needs  companionship. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  measures  may  be  taken  at  no  distant  date 
to  secure  the  compulsory  attendance  of  children  throughout  the  country, 
it  may  be  well  to  consider  how  certain  portions  of  this  district  ought 
to  be  dealt  with.  The  case  is  so  peculiar  that  any  measures  adopted 
must  be  cautiously  and  tentatively  applied.  If  parents  find  it 
necessary,  in  order  to  support  themselves  and  their  children,  to  hire 
out  their  children  at  the  age  of  eight  or  nine,  the  question  arises 
whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  compel  those  children  to  attend  school 
until  they  are  fairly  acquainted  with  the  4th  class  programme.  If 
a law  were  put  in  force  to-day,  obliging  all  such  children  to  attend 
school  regularly  until  they  attained  the  age  of  eleven,  the  north- 
western sea-board  of  Donegal  would  doubtless  be  reduced  to  very 
great  straits.  The  matter  would  present  but  little  difficulty,  if  the 
material  condition  of  the  people  were  improved,  and  if  the  parents  were 
made  to  realize  what  they  owe  to  their  children.  In  Gweedore,  the 
attendance  is  kept  at  a maximum,  by  the  managerial  efforts  of  the 
Rev.  James  MacFadden.  The  teachers  have  to  furnish  him  with 
monthly  lists  of  the  pupils  who  absent  themselves  from  school,  when 
the  parents  are  called  to  a strict  account.  As  a consequence,  it  not 
infrequently  happens  that  even  those  pupils  who  are  at  service  for  six 
months  attend  school  so  regularly  for  the  remaining  six  months  that 
they  qualify  by  attendance  for  examination.  Of  177  pupils  on  the 
rolls  of  Derrybeg  National  School  as  many  as  138  completed  100 
or  more  attendances. 
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The  schools  are  not  attractive  enough  for  the  younger  children,  their  appendix  o. 
day’s  work  generally  consisting  of  a dull  alternation  of  tables  and  tablets.  Reportg  0Q 
There  is  no  attempt  made  to  relieve  the  monotony  by  the  introduction  State  of 
of  appropriate  exercises.  The  appointment  of  efficient  teachers  is  an  Schools, 
important  factor  in  securing  regularity  of  attendance.  In  four  cases  in  Mr.  P.  j. 
this  district,  within  the  past  few  years,  a change  of  teachers  has  Kelly. 
increased  the  average  attendance  by  about  40  per  cent.  This  will  now 
lead  me  to  refer  to  the  qualifications  of  the  teachers  themselves.  The

There  are  156  principal,  and  only  11  assistant,  teachers.  It  will  be 
seen  from  the  small  number  of  assistants  that  there  are  but  very  few 
large  schools  in  the  district.  Though  some  of  the  very  best  schools  in 
the  district  are  conducted  by  third  class  teachers,  yet  the  large  number 
in  third  class  will  account,  to  a large  extent,  for  the  unintellectual 
training  given  in  many  of  the  schools.  The  mere  passing  of  the  third 
class  examination  is  not  enough  to  constitute  a successful  teacher.  I 
suppose  it  is  as  true  to  say  of  a teacher  as  of  a poet,  that  he  is  “ born, 
not  made.”  Mere  learning,  at  all  events,  is  not  enough,  unless  a teacher 
has  received  a special  training.  If  a Fellow  of  a University  were  sent 
straight  away  from  his  academic  studies,  and  set  to  teach  a primary 
school — or,  for  that  matter,  to  inspect  it — he  would  find  himself  as  much 
in  the  dark  as  if  he  had  never  set  foot  within  the  portals  of  his  alma 
mater.  We  must,  for  the  time  being,  bring  ourselves  down  to  the  level 
of  our  pupils’  minds,  or,  if  we  do  not,  our  pupils’  minds  will  remain 
much  as  they  were.  If  a teacher,  therefore,  is  to  be  a success,  he  must 
be  well  educated,  he  must  be  trained  in  the  art  of  teaching,  and  he  must 
have  a special  aptitude  for  his  work.  The  number  of  trained  teachers 
in  the  district  is  comparatively  small,  and  it  would  be  well  if  there 
were  a more  general  desire  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered 
by  the  Training  Colleges.  The  teachers  are  generally  industrious, 
though  there  are  some  among  them,  as  in  other  callings,  who  have 
missed  their  vocation.  The  teachers,  however,  are  by  no  means  wholly 
responsible  for  the  unintellectual  training  given  to  the  pupils;  for, 
unless  they  have  the  co-operation  of  parents  and  pupils,  success  will 
he  well  nigh  impossible.  If  pupils  do  not  attend  regularly,  teachers 
have  to  try  to  do  in  a short  space  of  time  what  should  be  done  per- 
sistently and  uniformly  throughout  the  year;  and,  as  is  well  known, 
what  is  rapidly  learned  is  readily  forgotten.  In  fact,  the  work  to  be 
of  permanent  value,  must  not  be  carried  on  more  quickly  than  the 
capacities  of  the  children’s  minds  will  permit.  Too  much  stress  cannot 
be  laid  on  the  importance  of  securing  efficient  teachers.  Within  the 
past  few  years,  four  schools  in  this  district  have  been  so  completely 
altered,  in  regard  to  attendance,  discipline,  and  literary  proficiency, 
that  they  could  scarcely  be  recognised  as  the  same.  Two  of  the  teachers 
are  trained,  and  the  four  referred  to  are  second  class. 
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In  the  course  of  my  inspections,  I have  sometimes  met  with  really 
clever  youths,  and  have  felt  it  a pity  that  they  should  be  doomed, 
through  poverty,  to  delve  and  plough.  This  difficulty  would,  to  some 
extent,  be  met,  if  managers  could  establish,  within  certain  areas,  a more 
advanced  type  of  National  School,  wherein  pupils  could  learn  Latin, 
Greek,  French,  and  other  subjects,  a knowledge  of  which  would  be 
requisite  for  professional,  civil  service,  and  other  examinations.  Such 
schools  have  already  existed  in  other  parts  of  Ireland,  and  some  of 
them  have  met  with  remarkable  success.  I do  not,  of  course,  suggest 
that  the  youth  of  the  country  should  be  brought  up  with  a contempt 
for  manual  labour,  but  it  is  desirable,  as  well  in  the  interests  of  the 
State  as  of  the  individual,  that  pupils  of  exceptional  ability  should  get 
an  opportunity  of  making  the  best  use  of  their  talents. 

I now  come  to  another  matter  somewhat  affecting  education  in 
this  district.  Within  a radius  of  three  miles  from  Letterkenny  there 
are  as  many  as  Id  schools,  and  there  are  11  or  12  within  two  miles  of 
Ramelton.  The  number  of  small  schools  in  the  district  is  exceedingly 
large.  These  schools  may  be  of  use  where  it  is  necessary  to  bring 
education  within  reach  of  the  younger  children,  but  otherwise  they  are 
of  little  advantage. 

This  circumstance  is  due,  partly  to  the  fact  that  good  teachers  are  not 
inclined  to  take  small  schools,  and  partly  to  the  want  of  emulation— and 
there  never  was  a successful  school  that  did  not  stimulate  the  ambition  of 
youth  through  the  medium  of  emulation.  Again,  within  certain  limits, 
the  larger  the  school  the  more  efficient  becomes  the  teaching  staff.  If  two 
schools,  each  with  an  average  of  35,  be  united,  the  new  school  can  have  not 
only  two  teachers,  but  two  monitors  ; and  doubling  the  number  in  any 
class  does  not  by  any  means  double  the  difficulty  of  teaching  it.  This 
district,  therefore,  stands  at  a disadvantage  in  consequence  of  the  great 
number  of  small  schools. 

Physical  Drill—  All  teachers  should,  I believe,  have  a knowledge  of 
the  elements  of  physical  drill.  It  is  easily  acquired,  and  could  be 
turned  to  valuable  account  in  the  schools.  It  is  a pity  to  see  so  many 
children  growing  up  with  awkward  gait  and  crescent-shaped  backs, 
when  it  could  be  partly  or  wholly  averted  by  proper  physical  exercise. 
Nothing  is  move  pleasing  than  to  see  an  upright  mind  set  in  an  upright 
frame.  The  drill  could  be  carried  on  in  the  playground  during  play- 
time, and  would  prove  a pleasing  and  profitable  substitute  for  the 
meaningless  play  that  is  generally  indulged  in.  If  necessary,  the 
seniors  and  the  juniors  could  be  put  through  the  exercises  on  alternate 
days.  Teachers  who  have  been  trained  ought  to  be  acquainted  with 
these  exercises. 

Reading. — Mechanical  reading  is  taught  fairly  well,  though  there  is 
much  room  for  improvement  in  regard  to  audibility,  distinctness,  and 
fluency.  There  is  hardly  any  attempt  made  to  explain  the  language 
and  the  subject-matter  of  the  lesson-books.  This  is  especially  the  case 
in  Irish-speaking  localities  ; although  here  the  defect  is  accentuated  by 
reason  of  the  difficulty  experienced  by  the  pupils  in  finding  English 
words  to  explain  what  they  understand.  An  English  student  of 
Latin,  if  required  to  explain,  in  Latin,  a Latin  passage,  might  find 
himself  in  a similar  difficulty.  This  subject,  more  than  any  other, 
demands  the  skill  of  the  teacher,  and  affords  the  greatest  scope  for  the 
intellectual  development  of  the  pupils.  The  teacher  must  have  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  youthful  mind,  and  must  know  how  to  lead 
it  gradually  from  theknown  to  the  unknown.  If  pupils  were  occasionally 
required  to  take  their  eyes  and  minds  off  their  books,  and  divert  them 
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to  the  familiar  facts  and  objects  around  thorn,  teachers  could  more 
easily  bring  home  to  their  minds  the  meaning  and  the  truth  of  what 
they  read.  These  remarks  apply  to  poetry  as  well  as  prose.  It  is 
greatly  to  be  regretted  that  teachers  do  not  make  use  of  the  poetic 
preces.  to  appeal  to  the  feelings  of  the  heart.  In  the  whole  programme 
there  is  nothing  so  much  as  poetry  that 1 

“ Forms  the  soft  bosom  with  the  gentlest  art, 

And  pours  each  human  virtue  in  the  heart.” 

Yet  most  teachers  seem  to  think  it  enough  that  pupils  should  remember 
the  mere  words. 

Writing  is  very  fairly  taught,  but  it  would  be  well  that  the  senior  WriK  „ 
pupils  should  have  more  freedom  and  expertness  in  the  use  of  the  S' 
pen.  The  writing  is  too  slowly  executed.  The  pupils  of  fifth  and 
sixth  classes  appear  to  me  to  spend  too  much  time  in  imitating  head- 
lines. It  would  be  better,  I think,  if  they  were  to  try  to  preserve 
the  same  style  of  writing  in  their  letters,  and  to  spend  more  time  at 
letter-writing.  In  letter-writing,  grammar  and  punctuation  are  bad  • 
and  there  is  entirely  too  much  of  the  stereotyped  “I  write  you  these 
few  hues.  The  letters,  no  matter  to  whom  addressed,  are  generally 
ended— “ Yours  truly,”  or  “ Your  obedient  pupil.”  1

Grammar. - If  a stranger  were  to  read  many  of  the  letters  written  in  Grammar 
the  schools,  he  would  wonder  if  the  pupils  were  ever  taught  grammar. 

They  are  certainly  taught  grammar  in  a certain  way,  but  there  does 
not  appear  to  be  a strenuous  effort  made  to  secure  correct  writing  and 
speaking.  There  is  of  course,  this  difficulty,  that  pupils,  on  leavingthe 
school-room,  revert  to  the  language  of  the  people. 

<?eoprop%.— The  proficiency  in  geography  is  fair,  except  in  fifth  G.0„raohv 
(2nd  stage)  and  sixth  classes.  If  the  pupils  were  supplied  with  text-  8 P J' 
books  and  were  obliged  to  learn  home  lessons,  they  ought  to  experience 
no  difficulty  in  securing  passes  in  this  subject.  The  pupils  very  rarely 
have  atlases,  which  is  a great  drawback  in  the  study  of  geography 
Agncultwre.-li  the  tree  is  to  be  judged  by  its  fruit,  the  teaching  of  . . „ 
agriculture  m this  district  has  been  a failure.  It  has  been  brought  in 
theory  and  practice  to  our  doors,  but  all  to  no  purpose.  There  were  a 
few  agricultural  schools  m this  district,  only  one  of  which  is  now  in 
existence.  It  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  Errigal,  and  its  position  is  in- 
dicated by  a board  planted,  on  the  farm,  which,  but  for  this  index, 
might  pass  unobserved  amidst  the  surrounding  wilderness.  At  all 
events  the  visitor  , is  more  likely  to  be  struck  by  the  model  appear- 
ance of  the.  mountain  than  that  of  the  farm.  The  truth  is,  if  a horse 
be  not  thirsty  it  is  idle  to  lead  him  to  the  water’s  brink.

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marvellous  to  see  the  expertness  with  which  second  class  girls  can  knit. 
This  faculty,  at  first  acquired  by  practice,  has  at  length  become  in- 

Subjects.— Irish;  though  extensively  spoken  is  not  taught  in  a 
single  school  in  the  district.  Many  of  the  teachers  who  speak  Irish  do 
not  possess  certificates,  and  even  those  who  do  are  not  disposed  to  teach 
it  It  may  be  said  of  Irish,  as  of  extra  and  optional  subjects  m 
general  that  the  irregularity  of  attendance  and  the  relatively  small 
humbers  in  fifth  and  sixth  classes,  discourage  the  teachers,  and  preclude 
the  possibility  of  teaching  these  subjects  with  success.  Music  and 
drawing  are  taught  in  only  two  or  three  schools. 

School  Accounts.— Since  I took  charge  of  this  district  in  1890,  three 
teachers  have  been  dismissed  for  falsification  of  school  accounts,  and 
four  or  five  others  have  been  severely  punished  for  similar  offences. 
What  astonished  me  most  was  to  find  that  teachers  who,  m all  other 
wavs  would  act  honestly,  appeared  to  have  no  scruple  about  falsifying 
their  accounts  In  extenuation  of  this  dishonesty  it  is  urged  that  the 
Commissioners  have  laid  down  rules  which  subject  the  teachers  to  strong 
temptation.  But  if  this  principle  were  pushed  to  its  logical  result,  it 
would  extenuate  the  violation  of  every  moral  law,  provided  only  there 
be  a stronv  temptation  to  do  what  the  moral  law  forbids.  Teachers 
who  act  fraudulently  appear  to  forget  that  they  have  entered  into  a 
contract  with  the  Commissioners,  and  that  to  prove  false  to  that  contract 
is  a simple  act  of  dishonesty,  condemned  alike  by  all  systems  of  ethics. 
If  a rule  be  based  upon  reason,  it  ought  to  be  unhesitatingly  obeyed 
If  it  be  a capricious  rule  it  ought  still  to  be  obeyed,  but  in  that  case  it 
would  be  the  duty  of  teachers  to  protest  in  the  proper  way,  through 
their  managers,  against  the  enforcement  of  such  a rule.  Teachers  of 
most  experience  know  well  that  the  Commissioners  are  not  apt  to  tun 
a deaf  ear  to  their  reasonable  representations.  One  thing  is  certain, 
that  any  teacher  who  respects  himself,  who  stands  m fear,  not  of 
external  punishment,  but  of  the  reproaches  of  his  own  conscience,  rf 
not  require  human  supervision  to  urge  him  to  comply  with  the  precepts 
of  honesty.  It  would  be  well  if  managers  showed  less  readiness  t» 
shield  offenders  from  the  consequences  of  their  own  misconduct.  Merc; 
is  admirable  in  its  way,  but  it  is  entirely  out  of  place  when  it  become) 
the  foster-parent  of  dishonesty.  Before  leaving  this  topic,  it  is  m; 
pleasant  duty  to  state  that  I believe  all  the  teachers  at  present  in  the 
; district,  with  very  few  exceptions,  indeed,  are  persons  of  unquestionabl) 

mtI  shall  now  conclude  by  stating  that  the  teachers  as  a body  do  their 
work  faithfully;  that  in  regard  to  the  number  of  pupils  examined  and 
' the  quality  of  the  work  done,  we  are  slowly  but  steadily  progressing] 
but  that  owing  to  the  extreme  poverty  of  a large  portion  of  the  district, 
the  irregularity  of  attendance  and  the  premature  withdrawal  of  pupil 
from  school  cannot  disappear  until  economists  have  found  a means  ti 
rendering  the  parents  less  dependent  on  the  labour  of  their  children.

my  third  report  on  the  state  of  education  generally  in  this  district,  so  Mr.  H. 
far  as  concerns  the  schools  in  connection  with  the  National  Board,  during  ^ 

the  year  1892.  _ _ — 

I must  premise  that  no  change  has  been  made  in  the  limits  of  the 
district  since  my  last  report,  which  was  the  year  1890,  the  first  having 
been  for  1888. 

In  these  two  reports  I gave  a somewhat 1 detailed  statement  of  the 
work  that  was  being  done  in  the  individual  -subjects  of  the  school  pro- 
grammes  authorized  by  your  Board  ; so  much  so,  indeed,  that  to  go  oyer 
the  same  ground  again  to  any  extent  is  unnecessary.  I believe  that, 
generally,  a slow  and  gradual,  though  perceptible,  improvement  has 
taken  place,  and  that  this  improvement  continues ; though  undoubtedly 
" ample  room  and  verge  enough  ” still  exist  for  further  advance  in  all 
departments  of  the  school  work  in  all  parts  of  the  district.  The  subjects 
in  which  the  most  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  are,  I believe, 
Grammar  and  Geography,  and  Writing  comes  next.  I may  mention 
here,  in  passing,  that  I have  found  Thom’s  No.  11a  most  useful  book, 
not  only  for  the  junior  pupils,  but  for  the  bad  writers  of  the  higher 
classes.  Reading  is  stationary,  and  hardly  satisfactory  ; explanation  of 
the  words  and  phrases  in  the  lesson  read  at  the  examinations,  and 
acquaintance  with  the  subject  matter  of  the  lesson  books,  are  so 
bad  that  lam  forced  to  believe  that  this  portion  of  the  subject  is  neglected 
in  nearly  all  schools.  It  is  so  impossible  to  secure  anything  like  high 
proficiency  where  every  attention  is  not  given  to  explanation,  &c., 
that  this  policy  of  neglect  seems  quite  inexcusable ; it  is  certainly 
unintelligible  in  the  case  of  any  teacher  who  hopes  to  win  the  highest 
positions  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  Board  to  bestow.  Arithmetic 
shows  a well-marked  improvement  in  the  junior  classes,  and  it  seems 
probable  that  this  improvement  will  not  be  lost  as  the  pupils  proceed  to 
the  higher  division.  Spelling,  as  gauged  by  the  letters  written  by  the 
pupils,  is  not  by  any  means  satisfactory  ; a difficult  passage,  when  dic- 
tated 'is,  as  a rule,  sufficiently  free  from  errors  to  secure  a pass  mark  ; 
whilst  in  the  letter  written  when  the  pupil  is  not,  I suppose,  so  much  - 
on  his  guard,  the  simplest  words  are  incorrectly  spelled.  I note,  in 
passing, °the  frequency  with  which,  in  the  letters  written  during  the 
examination  subordinate  sentences  are  left  stranded  without  a principal 
sentence  ; the  oft  recurring  “ the  ” for  “ they,”  and  vice-versa — both  to 
me  unintelligible  mistakes,  but  both  implying  want  of  intelligent  super- 
vision—and  inattention  to  stops,  especially  the  period,  and  to  capital 
letters. 

Very  little  is  done  in  the  way  of  teaching  the  extra  subjects;  and  this,  “J™ 
too,  though  I have  been  trying  to  foster  them  by  speaking  of  them  at  my  in-  “ J0C  3' 
cidental  visits,  and  by  giving  as  easy  questions  in  them  as  my  duty  permits. 

In  the  majority  of  the  schools,  however,  the  pupils  leave  at  so  young 
an  age  that  there  is  very  little  opportunity,  very  little  inducement,  to 
take  up  anything  beyond  the  obligatory  programme.  On  the  other  hand, 
suooess  is  frequently  not  attained  owing  solely  to  the  fact  that  no  more 
time  is  devoted  to  instruction  in  them  than  the  minimum  required  to 
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secure  payment  of  the  fees — namely,  two  separate  half-hours  per  week. 
Even  if  the  pupil  attended  regularly  throughout  the  year  his  chance 
of  doing  well  is  not  secured  by  this  arrangement ; with  the  usual 
standard  of  attendance  the  probability  of  his  success  sinks  to  the 
vanishing  point. 

Of  the  142  principal  teachers  in  this  district,  exclusive  of  the  3 third 
class  teachers,  in  the  Workhouse  Schools,  100  are  men,  and  42  women. 
They  are  classed  thus  : —

that  is,  of  153  teachers  paid  by  the  Board,  no  less  than  62  are  in  the 
lowest  class. 

The  number  of  teachers  who  have  been  trained  since  1885  is  18  men 
and  17  women  ; of  these,  17  had  been  either  teachers  or  monitors  before 
attending  a College. 

Inclusive  of  the  Model  School  at  Newtown-Stewart,  and  of  the  Con- 
vent School  in  this  town,  but  exclusive  of  the  three  Workhouse  Schools, 
there  are  now  in  this  district  143  schools  in  operation.  Their  classifi- 
cation in  regard  to  proficiency  as  determined  by  the  examinations  held 
during  the  year  just  expired,  is  as  follows : —

These  figures  bear  out  the  statement  that  the  proficiency  is  slowly 
advancing,  though  but  slowly.  That  more  than  one-third  of  the  whole 
number  is  classed  as  u poor,  or  bad  ” is  not  satisfactory.  But  many  of 
them  are  in  the  hands  of  teachers  in  the  lowest  grade  who  are  rapidly 
approaching  the  age  for  retirement ; and  experience  tends  to  show  that 
there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  the  substitution  for  them  of  younger, 
fresher,  and  trained  men  or  women  will  lead  to  work  of  a greatly 
improved  standard.  At  the  same  time  the  enervating  influence  and 
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the  deteriorating  effect  on  the  district  as  a whole,  of  the  disproportion-  Appendix  c. 
ately  large  number  of  small  schools  must  not  be  overlooked.  In  this  R ,tg  on 
district,  in  no  less  than  42  instances,  the  average  attendance  does  not  State  of 
exceed  30 ; whilst  in  21  others  it  is  less  than  35.  Schools. 

I specially  excluded  the  Poor  Law  Union  Schools  from  the  above  Mr.  Hi 
classification  in  order  to  emphasize  the  condition  of  the  attendance  t'oai, .' 

in  these  schools.  In  Castlederg  Workhouse  I found  an  average  strajjm0- 
attendance  of  4,  of  whom  3 were  examined ; in  Stranorlar  the  Workhouse 
numbers  were  12  and  11  respectively;  in  Strabane,  28  and  21.  Schools. 

In  the  cases  where  the  buildings  are  vested  in  the  Commissioners  they  School- 
are  as  a rule  kept  in  good  condition.  In  one  or  two  instances,  houses, 
however,  there  is  evidence  that  the  local  parties  do  not  give  the  little 
attention  that  is  necessary  to  maintain  the  thoroughly  satisfactory  state 
in  which  the  buildings  were  left  by  the  contractor ; but  this  want  of  care 
is  far  from  being  general.  The  houses  vested  in  trustees  are  generally 
in  fair  condition.  Two  schools  of  this  class  stand  out  as  being  badly  in 
need  of  repair ; but  I have  spoken  of  them  to  the  managers,  and  am 
led  to  believe  that  what  is  necessary  will  be  done  without  much  delay. 

Of  the  non-vested  houses,  one,  Meenglas,  is  very  unsatisfactory, 
showing  almost  every  defect  that  a school  building  can  possess.  There 
is  no  other  school,  however,  within  anything  like  a reasonable  distance, 
bo  that  the  pupils  in  that  immediate  locality  must  attend  it  or  none.  I 
need  hardly  say  that'  I constantly  bring  the  state  of  this  building 
under  the  notice  of  the  parties  concerned,  and  I have  now  some  grounds 
for  looking  for  an  improvement.  Two  others,  Aughnamerrigan  and 
Gortichar,  are  badly  suited  for  schools,  though  the  former  admits  of 
improvements  which  would  bring  it  up  to  the  standard  of  the  other 
houses.  Legfordrum,  Castlefinn  Hale  and  Female,  Garnkenny, 
Magherakeel,  and  Meenbane,  present  many  objectionable  features,  being 
small,  badly  lighted,  and  badly  furnished.-  In  the  case  df  the  two  last 
named,  I believe  that  the  managers  will,  shortly  take  steps  to  enlarge 
the  houses,  or  to  rebuild  them  entirely.  I have  spoken  to  the  managers 
of  two  other  schools,  Greenan  and  -Douglas,  pointing  out  that  they 
should  be  enlarged. 

It  is  too  early  as  yet  to  speak  with  any  certainty  of  the  effects  on  the  Effects  of 
attendance  of  the  abolition  of  school 'fees.  I think,  however,  that  in^'S*11 
most  schools  an  increase  in  thenumbers  is  observable ; yet,  in  one  or  two  of  s“oolF88,‘ 
the  better  class  the  teachers  state  that  the  attendance  has  declined.  I 
should  suppose,  however,  that  this  declension  is  more  probably  due  to 
some  other  transient  cause.  I may  add  that  all  the  schools  of  the 
district,  except  the  Model  Schools,  are  now  free,  by  order  of  the 
managers.

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The  general  proficiency  of  the  pupils  indicates  a steady  advancement,  Appendix 
especially  in  writing,  arithmetic,  and  spelling,  both  oral  and  written.  Rep"^on 
Reading  is  weak  in  the  junior  and  middle  classes,  tolerably  fair  in  the  State  of 
senior  classes,  but  in  all  it  is  deficient  in  clearness,  fluency,  and  expres-  Schools, 
sion.  Grammar  and  geography  are  decidedly  weak.  In  the  former,  too  Mr^aw. 
much  attention  is  given  to  learning  long-winded  definitions  by  rote  from  ^ugan. 
the  handbooks  without  practical  exemplifications,  as  applicable  to  the  Lurgan- 
language  of  everyday  life  as  well  as  to  that  which  is  written,  A General 
similar  defect  may  be  observed  in  the  teaching  of  the  latter  subject.  Proflciency- 
Geography  deals  with  things  in  space  or  surface  ; and  attempts  to  teach  Defects 
these  things  without  also  teaching  their  relativity  must  be  barren  in  observed, 
results.  In  both,  for  instruction  to  be  successful,  we  must  give  life  and 
awaken  personal  interest.  How  few  of  our  pupils  know  the  relative 
positions  of  New  York  and  Dublin,  fewer  still  the  course  of  the  Great 
Pacific  Railway  or  the  Overland  Route  to  India.  How  few  of  our 
teachers  point  out  the  tracks  taken  by  Columbus  from  an  obscure  Spanish 
port  in.  his  wonderful  voyages  of  discovery — of  Vasco  de  Gama,  in  seek- 
ing for  the  Moluccas,  or  of  Magelhaens,  in  his  heroic  search  for  a western 
route  to  the  East  Indies.  These  examples  are  merely  slight  illustra- 
tions of  what  I mean  to  convey  by  “life  and  personal  interest”  in 
teaching. 

The  Extra  branches  taught  in  the  schools  of  the  district  consists  mainly  Extra 
of  vocal  music,  drawing,  and  algebra.  There  are  other  extras  taken  up,  branches- 
but  in  a very  limited  degree.

Before  allowing  a pass  in  vocal  music  I require  each  candidate  to  sing  y0Cal 
the  ordinary  diatonic  scale  correctly.  The  training  of  the  voice  is  quite  music- 
indispensable  in  any  system  of  instruction  on  the  subject. 

In  examining  for  a pass  in  drawing  I insist  upon  having  the  examples  Drawing, 
or  patterns  drawn  on  the  black-board  by  the  teacher,  the  pupils  to  copy 
from  these.  This  plan  at  once  tests  the  teacher’s  skill,  and  prevents 
the  mischievous  practices  of  measuring  and  tracing  on  the  part  of  the 
candidates. 

The  average  attendance  has  on  the  whole  considerably  increased  increase 
during  the  past  three  years.  I calculate  this  increase  at  about  10  per  attendant 
cent.  In  a large  proportion  of  the  schools  the  average  attendance  has  a en  ance 
increased ; in  some  it  has  remained  stationary,  while  in  many  others  it 
has  decreased.  This  decrease  is  due  in  some  few  instances  to  temporary 
local  causes,  but  in  the  majority,  to  disturbances  i*  the  relative  numbers 
of  the  population  of  certain  localities,  from  emigration,  or  from  migration 
of  the  inhabitants  of  these  localities  to  the  various  manufacturing  or 
industrial  centres. 

In  the  135  National  schools  within  my  district,  I find  that  the  atten- 
dance has  increased  in  63  ; that  it  is  stationary  in  25,  and  that  it  has 
diminished  in  47. 

There  are  very  few  evening  schools  in  the  district,  all  of  which,  with  Evening 
°ne  exception,  are  poorly  attended.  There  were  ten  in  operation  during  scboolB-

the  past  three  years,  at  present  there  are  only  seven,  of  these  latter  several 
are  in  a merely  struggling  state. 

Two  of  these  schools  are  situated  in  rural  districts,  and  are  attended 
by  farm  labourers  and  other  adults  desirous  of  improving  themselves ; 
five  are  in  the  manufacturing  centres  of  Portadown,  Lurgan,  and  Gilford, 
and  attended  by  factory  workers.  The  ages  of  the  pupils  range  from 
16  to  27  or  28,  and  nearly  all  are  of  that  class  of  persons  who  have  not 
had  any  previous  opportunity  of  attending  school,  or  whose  early 
education  had  been  completely  neglected ; some  few  had  been  at  school 
when  children,  but  have  almost  forgotten  all  that  they  had  previously 
learned. 

There  are  several  drawbacks  which  interfere  with  the  success  which 
this  class  of  schools  deserves.  There  is  no  local  interest  in  their 
welfare,  no  encouragement  for  their  establishment  where  chiefly  needed, 
the  teachers  are  those  who  conduct  the  day  schools,  and  it  is  hard  to 
suppose  that  they,  after  five  or  six  hours  work  during  the  day,  can 
bring  the  necessary  vigour  and  enthusiasm  to  the  efficient  discharge  of 
the  peculiar  duties  of  a Night  School  \ and  the  class  of  persons  for 
whom  these  schools  are  intended,  are,  most  frequently,  after  a long 
hard  day’s  work,  indisposed  to  occupy  themselves  at  school  work  in  the 
evenings.  In  fine  weather  it  is  almost  impossible  to  get  them  to 
attend.  The  length  of  the  hours  for  work  at  the  factories  is  also  a 
very  serious  impediment,  and  for  which  there  ought  to  be  some  remedy. 
A large  proportion  of  the  gii'ls  attending  the  Female  Evening  Schools 
are  not  let  out  from  the  factories  until  7 o’clock,  so  that  after  getting 
home,  taking  some  refreshment,  and  cleaning  themselves,  they  are 
unable  to  reach  the  school-room  until  half-past  7 o’clock,  or  a quarter 
to  8. 

The  pupils  of  such  schools  are  to  be  treated  differently  from  those  of 
ordinary  day  schools.  They  must  be,  as  it  were,  humoured,  and  their 
individual  traits  studied  and  considered.  They  cannot  be  drilled,  and 
arranged,  and  ordered  like  boys  and  girls  in  day  schools,  nor  can  the 
programmes  of  the  National  School  Classes  be  strictly  applied.  Most 
of  them  attend  merely  in  order  to  learn  reading,  writing,  and  elementary 
arithmetic.  The  beginners  are  nothing  beyond  a senior  infant  class  in 
reading,  yet  they  must  be  classed  and  presented  for  examination  as 
First  class ; and  this  defect  in  grade  of  proficiency  runs  on  up  to,  at 
least,  Third  class. 

Again,  those  in  the  advanced  classes,  although  able  to  pass  in  reading 
and  writing,  almost  wholly  fail  in  the  arithmetic  standard.  Those  in 
even  fifth  and  sixth  classes  are  unable  to  get  further  than  the  compound 
rules. 

Hence  the  Results  Fees  earned  for  reading  in  the  first  class,  and  for 
arithmetic  in  the  senior  classes  are  very  poor.  The  teachers  complain 
of  this,  but,  under  existing  rules  there  is  no  remedy  ) those  grown  girls 
progress  pari  passu  in  only  two  of  the  essential  subjects,  they  lag  behind 
sadly  in  arithmetic.  Of  course  a remedy  can  be  suggested.  Such 
pupils  might  be  classed  on  the  Falk  system  in  arithmetic,  and  Results 
Fees  paid  according  to  annual  grades,  as  at  present  is  the  case  with 
Algebra  and  a few  other  extra  subjects. 

I find  that  the  operation  of  the  Industrial  Programme  is  almost  a 
dead  letter  in  this  district.  The  great  advantages  and  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  the  Alternative  Scheme,  for  the  instruction  of  the  more 
grown  girls  in  useful  and  Ornamental  Needlework,  are  availed  of  in 
but  very  few  instances.  This  defect  is  unfortunately  the  outcome,  of 
circumstances  in  the  locality.  Lurgan,  with  all  the  smaller  outlying 
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towns,  such  as  Portadown,  Banbridge,  Gilford,  Dromore,  and  Moira,  AppendixC, 
forms  the  centre,  famous  for  the  Damask  weaving  and  Handkerchief  R ~~ 
trades.  The  factory  work  in  connection  with  these  trades  permeates  Stat^of  °U 
the  entire  district — it  flows,  as  it  were,  into  every  home;  and  every  Sehools. 
family,  the  children  of  which  attend  National  Schools,  is  in  some  form  urTcTw. 
or  other,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  recipient  of  earnings  from  this  Dugan. 
source.  Lurgan, 

It  is  scarcely  credible,  but  such  is  the  fact,  that  even  the  very  Employ- 
young  members  of  the  family,  including  girls  from  8 years  old  and  JggLg 
upwards,  are  kept  hard  at  work,  some  at  winding  and  preparing  the 
yarn  for  the  shuttle  and  loom,  others  at  what  is  technically  termed 
“drawing,’’  top-sewing,  hem-stitching  of  lawn  and  cambric  handkerchiefs; 
also  what  is  known  under  the  name  of  Italian  or  drawn-work,  for  the 
ornamentation  of  bed  and  table  linen.  The  Factory  Act  does  not 
reach  these  children  ; but  it  may  be  taken,  that  in  many  cases  they 
are  kept  as  hard  at  work  in  their  own  homes  as  if  they  were  with- 
in the  walls  of  a factory.  This  refers  to  the  distant  rural  homes. 

Of  course,  thousands  of  young  girls  living  in  the  towns  and  in  the  im- 
mediate neighbourhood  of  factories,  are  employed  as  factory  hands  at 
the  spinning,  weaving  or  sewing  machines.  To  their  credit,  however, 
the  parents,  with  all  this  temptation  to  earning,  try  to  send  their 
children  to  school,  at  least,  up  to  Class  V,,  with  tolerable  regularity ; 
but  beyond  that,,  the  girls  strive  to  give  their  whole  time  to  earning. 

All  this  may,  in  a great  degree,  account  for  the  comparative  failure 
of  the  beneficial  Industrial  Scheme  within  my  district.  As  a matter 
of  fact,  the  few  girls  who  remain  for  Class  VI.  are  intended  either 
for  shop  assistants  or  milliners,  to  whom  a thorough  knowledge  of 
arithmetic  would  be  more  necessary  than  needlework,  while  some 
few  others  remain  for  a finish  to  their  literary  education. 

The  consequence  of  all  this  is,  a very  large  proportion  of  the  girls  ignorance 
of  the  community  are  wholly  unable  to  do  the  simplest  useful  needle-  of  &irls  in 
work,  including  cutting-out  and  knitting.  work.6" 

A partial  remedy  for  this  lamentable  state  of  things  might  be  had  parti  i 
by  encouraging  industrial  work  in  evening  schools  for  girls.  It  would  remedy 
be  a beneficial  supplement  to  the  spirit  and  practice  of  the  Industrial  proposed- 
Programme  were  it  extended  to  this  class  of  schools. 

_ Such  instruction  would,  I think,  be  a great  blessing  to  those  grown 
girls  both  for  their  present  welfare  in  affording  a practical  inducement 
to  attend  the  school,  and  for  their  future,  by  enabling  them  to  become 
more  useful  housewives. 

The  teachers,  generally,  are  efficient  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  T 
of  their  several  duties,  devoted  to  their  work,  and  decidedly  improved  Ac1’0’ 
in  technical  skill;  this  is,  no  doubt,  the  necessary  outcome  of  the 
admirable  system  of  training  in  the  respective  Colleges,  which,  owing 
to  the  encouragement  from  recent  regulations,  have  been  extensively 
availed  of.  Owing  also  to  their  lately  increased  incomes,  and  con- 
sequent improvement  in  position,  the  teachers  are  more  settled  as  a 
body,  more  attached  to  the  occupation  as  a business  for  life,  and  now 
very  few  indeed,  probably  none,  would  wish  to  leave  it. 

I desire  here  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  cordial  aid  and  co- 
operation received  from  both  managers  and  teachers,  and  of  the  kindly 
sympathy  accorded  in  the  discharge  of  the  arduous  and  varied  duties  of 
inspection.

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I beg  to  submit, 
for  the  information  of  the  Commissioners,  the  following  general  report 
on  the  schools  under  my  inspection. 

The  limits  of  the  Omagh  district  have  undergone  no  material  change 
since  the  date  of  my  last  report  in  1890.  Three  schools  have  recently 
been  added,  two  of  which,  Tullyvar  and  Killeshill  (2),  were  formerly 
conducted  in  connexion  with  the  Church  Education  Society ; and  one, 
Clanabogan,  has  been  built  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Scott.  Two  vested  schools 
have  been  erected,  one  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Bailey,  at  Carntall,  the 
other  by  Rev.  B.  Daly,  p.p.,‘in  the  town  of  Bally gawley,  to  replace 
the  most  objectionable  schoolhouse  in  the  district.  Ederney  Hill  build- 
ing has  been  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a class-room ; a grant  has  been 
made  for  enlargement  of  the  Irvinestown  male  and  female  schools  ; and 
a few  structural  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  other  school 
buildings. 

The  district  still  contains  some  unsuitable  and  badly  situated  houses. 
The  following  I hope  soon  to  see  superseded  by  new  buildings : — 
Altimuskin,  Trummogue,  Aughafad,  Recarson,Eearney,  Letteree,  Knock- 
nagor,  Trillick  (1),  and  all  three  schools  at  Pomeroy. 

Most  of  the  school  buildings  are  kept  in  good  or  fair  repair  ; but  I 
cannot  say  that  there  is  often  much  display  of  taste  or  care  in  keeping 
the  rooms  cheerful  or  attractive.  It  is  astonishing  to  find  a teacher 
who  has  been  perhaps  twenty  or  thirty  years  in  charge  of  a school 
allowing  the  walls  to  be  bare  of  useful  or  ornamental  pictures  and 
diagrams,  and  the  school  destitute  of  such  appliances  as  a globe,  a 
compass,  or  a thermometer.  Where  there  are  any  grounds  attached, 
they  are  seldom  well  cared  for,  and  scarcely  ever  used  for  the  cultiva- 
tion of  flowers.  The  houses  are,  in  general,  well  lighted,  warmed,  and 
ventilated  j and  nearly  all  in  healthy  situations. 

In  a considerable  number  of  schools  the  desks  and  furniture  generally 
are  old  and  badly  constructed,  and  occasionally  the  joints  are  loose  and 
the  desks  shaky,  and  few  teachers  take  the  trouble  of  improving  them 
with  their  own  hands,  indeed  some  don’t  know  how.  In  many  works 
on  geometry  it  is  stated  that  the  Seventh  proposition  of  the  First  Book 
of  Euclid  is  of  no  use  except  as  a lemma  to  the  Eighth,  which  can  be 
proved  without  it ; yet  it  is  a most  important  proposition  in  practical 
work  ; it  shows  that  three  rigid  bars  connected  at  the  ends  in  the  form 
of  a triangle  cannot  change  their  relative  positions.  This  principle 
supplies  a practical  rule  in  carpentry,  which  is  often  ignored  ; if  a desk 
is  shaky,  fasten  on  a slanting  bar  to  form  a triangle,  and  the  shaky 
joint  becomes  firm.  Every  school  should  contain  a hammer  and  nails, 
and  other  necessary  materials,  so  that  small  defects  of  this  kind  could 
be  promptly  remedied  ; and  the  suspension  of  maps  and  pointers,  and 
occasional  painting  and  whitewashing,  might  very  well  be  done  by 
teachers  themselves,  who  have  plenty  of  time  at  their  disposal  for  the 
purpose. 

In  nearly  all  the  schools  a fair  supply  of  requisites  is  maintained, 
especially  of  reading  books  and  copy-books.  A few  schools  are  badly 
supplied  with  maps,  but  in  most  cases  the  large  maps  furnished  by  the 
Board  are  well  provided.  The  supply  of  text-books  on  arithmetic, 
grammar,  and  geography,  is  often  defective,  and  sometimes  I find 
pencil-holders  used  as  pen-holders.

The  managers,  as  a rule,  discharge  their  duties  efficiently. ; visit  the  M»mger>. 
schools,  and  take  a general  interest  in  their  progress  ; and  are  generally 
willing  to  carry  out  any  suggestions  not  involving  much  expense  for 
the  improvement  of  their  schools.  ■ . 

The  teachers  are  166  in  number,  of  whom  there  are  25  m first  Teachers, 
class,  82  in  second,  and  59  in  third. 

So  far  as  their  general  conduct  goes,  I believe  the  teachers  to  be  a 
very  respectable  and  worthy  body,  discharging  their-  'duties  with 
diligence  and  regularity,  and  held  in  regard  by  their  neighbours. 

Their  pecuniary  position  has  of  late  years  been  considerably  improved  , 
and  I think  the  time  has  come  when  a more  stringent  examination  at 
entrance,  and  a fuller  professional  knowledge  might  be  insisted  on ; 
and  when  admission  to  the  office  should  be  limited  to  candidates  who 
have  satisfactorily  served  an  apprenticeship  as  monitors  or  pupil- 

There  is  considerable  anxiety  for  promotion  among  a limited  number 
of  the  teachers,  but  the  majority  appear  to  have  given  up  hope  oi 
attaining  any  higher  position.  Even  of  those  that  do  apply  for  _ admis- 
sion  to  the  July  Examinations,  I am  generally  obliged  to  refrain  from 
sending  forward  a considerable  number  of  names,  from  defects  in  the 
proficiency  of  the  school,  or  other  reasons.  It  seems  strange  that  so 
many  teachers  are  content  to  remain  in  the  lower  classes.  The  way  is 
open  ■ the  Commissioners  are  willing  to  admit  every  candidate  who 
qualifies  by  efficient  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  yet  the  list  of  applicants 

is  never  very  large  . _ . , , 

It  is  to  be  feared  that  the  amount  of  professional  knowledge  among  Examma- 
the  body  is  not  great.  Eirst  class  teachers  alone  can  be  considered  as  ton  of 

having  attained  the  qualifications  required  for  a public  instructor;  and 

it  would  be  desirable  to  make  it  understood  that  a teacher  s liability  to 
examination  does  not  cease  with  his  enrolment  in  third  class,  or  even 
in  second  All  members  of  these  classes  should  be  liable  to  be  re- 
examined’ whether  they  wish  or  not.  So  soon,  as  a teacher  ceases  to 
be  a student,  he  becomes,  as  a rule,  an  inefficient  teacher.  After  a 
certain  number  of  years  in  third  class  a teacher  should  be  re-examined 
for  continuance  of  classification,  or,  if  other  conditions  are  fulfilled,  for 
promotion ; and  the  same  rule  should  apply  m second  class  And  a 
larger  part  of  the  examination  than  at  present  might,  with  advantage, 
be  given  to  the  science  of  teaching,  to  educational  methods,  and  educa- 

The  monitors  in  the  service  at  present  in  this  district  are  6L  Monitors, 
males,  27  ‘females.  They  are  generally  fairly  prepared  in  the  sub- 
jects of  their  programme ; but  I fear  that  there  is  little  training  in 
proper  methods  of  teaching  ; and  their  attempts  to  give  the  lessons  pre- 
scribed under  the  head  of  method  are  not  often  satisfactory.  Indeed  it 
would  be  strange  were  it  otherwise,  for  their  teachers  themselves  are 
seldom  proficients  in  the  art  of  evolving  the  powers  of  children,  and 
leading  them  on  to  the  acquisition  of  knowledge.  At  incidental  visits 
I often  take  note  of  the  work  of  the1  classes,  and  rarely,  indeed,  is  it  my 
lot  to  hear  a lesson  really  taught ; the  procedure  is  in  many  cases  a 
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Appending  dose  adherence  to  the  rule  of  rote— mechanical  working  of  sums  in 
Reports  on  arithmetic,  pointing  of  places  on  the  map  in  geography,  parsing  of  sen- 
State  of  tences  in  grammar,  word  correction  in  reading,  sound  regardless  of 

Schools.  sense  jn  repetition  of  poetry.  There  are,  of  course,  exceptions  ; hut  we 

Mr.  w.  J.  have  little  teaching  of  the  earnest  kind,  where  the  teacher,  with  a mind 
Browne,  full  of  his  subject,  places  it  before  his  pupils  in  copious  detail,  connects 
°“5L;  with  their  previous  knowledge,  and  throws  light  and  illustrations 
Monitors,  upon  it  from  all  sides.  A little  of  this  sort  of  teaching  would  be  a 
welcome  relief  to  the  too  frequent  course  of  question  and  answer  in 
imitation  of,  and  supposed  preparation  for,  the  results  examination.  In 
proportion  as  the  subjects  are  so  taught,  will  be  the  success  at  the  ex- 
amination ; ' in  proportion  as  the  teaching  is  consciously  and  purposely 
directed  to  imitate  and  prepare  for  examination,  will  be  the  failure.  If 
teachers  would  impress  on  their  monitors  that  all  good  teaching  con- 
tains at  least  three  things,  explanation,  interrogation , repetition , in  the 
order  here  given,  they  would  do  a great  deal  to  improve  their  teaching. 
Programme.  In  some  respects  the  Monitor’s  Programme  seems  to  need  amend- 
ment. The  number  of  subjects  might  be  reduced,  and  the  amount  in 
some  subjects  increased.  The  algebra  for  first  and  second  years  is  rather 
easy,  and,  indeed,  the  same  might  be  said  of  the  geometry.  The  ex- 
aminations on  special  subjects  and  teaching  cannot  very  well  be  carried 
on  at  the  results  examination ; and  much  better  effects  would  be  pro- 
duced by  a group  examination  of  monitors  at  some  convenient  centre  if 
this  plan  could  be  re-introduced. 

School  In  the  greater  number  of  schools  the  accounts  are  honestly  kept ; but 

accounts,  p baye  from  time  to  time  had  to  report  a considerable  number  of  irregu- 
larities under  the  following  heads  : — 

1.  Erasure  of  absence  mark,  to  qualify  a pupil  for  examination  by 
giving  him  100  attendances. 

2.  Direct  falsification  by  marking  pupils  present  who  were  absent. 

3.  Leaving  one  roll  unmarked,  while  recording  the  numbers  accu- 
rately in  Report  Book,  and  after  school  hours  changing  the  figures,  or 
inserting  a I before  the  correct  number. 

4.  Incorrect  addition  of  monthly  attendances  of  individual  pupils. 

5.  Intentional  or  accidental  misplacing  of  an  absence  mark  for  one 

pupil  instead  of  another.  This  sort  of  mistake  I often  find  at  inciden- 
tal visits.  There  can  be  very  little  excuse  for  any  of  these  mistakes  • 
a teacher  is  not  hurried  in  marking  his  rolls,  and  should  always  check 
the  numbers  before  entering  them.  A teacher  should  be  disqualified 
from  receiving  fees  for  any  pupil  regarding  whose  attendances  any 
irregularity  has  been  reported.  All  the  cases  referred  to  were  suitably 
dealt  with  by  the  office.  J 

The  leave  of  absence  book  and  the  attendance  board,  are  in  general 
almost  universal,  use*.  ’ 

Inspection  During  the  year  just  ended  I examined  for  results  all  the  schools  in 
wort-  operation  for  the  year  (148),  except  two,  which  were  taken  by  an  assisting 

Inspector;  one  I examined  twice.  I also  visited  every  school  inci- 
dentally once ; 42,  twice ; and  5 three  or  more  times,  sending  in  147 
results  reports  and  203  incidental  reports,  besides  many  primary 
application  and  special  reports.  J 

In  the  actual  examination  of  schools  I spent  787  hours,  and  in  travel- 
ling about  600  hours  ; examined  6,925  pupils,  and  travelled,  mostly  by 
car,  4,244  miles.  When  along  with  these  items  is  taken  into  account 
the  time  occupied  in  marking  papers,  writing  reports,  and  carrying  on  an 
extensive  correspondence,  some  idea  is  given  of  the  ordinary  work  of  an 
Inspector  of  Schools, 
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Classified  on  the  basis  of  answering  at  the  results  examinations  alone,  A ppendixG .

In  every  school  this  class  is  a most  important  one,  and  teachers  would  Infants, 
find  it  useful  to  give  considerable  personal  attention  to  it.  I still  some- 
times find  the  infants  kept  all  day  at  spelling  and  reading,  and 
occasionally  all  the  time  on  forms  and  floor,  without  any  desk  work. 

This  gives  them  at  the  outset  habits  of  idleness  and  listlessness  and 
distaste  for  school  work,  likely  to  remain  with  them.  They  should  from 
the  first  be  brought  into  the  general  life  of  the  school,  alternate  from 
floor  to  desk  with  the  junior  division,  and  have  as  great  variety  of 
lessons  as  possible.  Simple  conversational  lessons  on  common  objects 
should  be  given ; coloured  and  other  pictures  should  be  used,  pictures 
not  of  still  life,  but  with  many  figures,  men,  animals,  plants  ; and  their 
powers  of  observation  and  description  should  be  carefully  developed. 

In  a large  number  of  the  schools  the  reading  is  fairly  good,  i.e.,  the  Reading, 
words  of  the  lessons  are  known  and  pronounced  accurately,  they  are 
tolerably  well  grouped,  and  the  pauses  are  attended  to ; and  in  many  schools 
the  meaning  is  grasped  and  clearly  expressed.  It  must  be  confessed, 
however,  that  is  not  the  case  in  the  majority  of  the  schools,  and  that  it 
is  often  painfully  evident  that  the  lessons  are  not  understood.  The 
method  of  explaining  a lesson  has  been  so  often  pointed  out,  in  books 
and  by  example,  that  it  is  inexcusable  in  any  teacher  to  ignore  it. 
Teachers  complain  that  home  lessons  are  not  prepared ; if,  after  ex- 
planation of  each  lesson,  its  substance  were  set  for  examination  next  day, 
the  lesson  would  probably  be  learned,  and  the  exercise  would  probably 
be  popular.  Six  or  eight  questions  given  out  next  day,  to  be  answered 
in  writing  on  slates,  would  be  sufficient ; but  these  questions  should  be 
carefully  prepared  beforehand,  and  should  require  a clear  knowledge  of 
the  lesson,  and  a little  thought. 

Explanation  having  first  been  taken  care  of,  the  reading  should  next 
have  attention ; and  in  connection  with  this  there  should  be  more  model 
reading  by  the  teacher,  and  more  simultaneous  reading  by  the  pupils. 
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I cannot  record  any  marked  change  in  the  penmanship  of  the  dis- 
trict. Careful  imitation  of  the  head  lines  in  any  of  the  series  of  copy- 
books in  use  would  lead  up  in  a short  time  to  a good  hand  ; but  this 
imitation  of  the  model  requires  somewhat  more  trouble  than  most 
teachers  are  disposed  to  give ; besides  marking  the  mistakes  in  the 
copies  written,  the  instructor  should  use  the  black-board  to  illustrate 
and  enforce  his  corrections. 

The  written  exercises  for  the  higher  classes  show  little  variety,  and 
not  much  inventiveness.  Letter-writing,  paraphrasing  poetry  into  prose, 
and  prose  into  poetry,  condensing  a story,  or  summarising  a lesson, 
arithmetic,  parsing,  business,  forms,  imaginary  correspondence — these 
furnish  plenty  of  material  for  written  work ; and  every  subject  of  in- 
struction may  be  utilised  for  the  same  purpose.  But  in  all  such  exercises 
correctness  of  form  and  perfection  of  writing  should  be  aimed  at,  and 
no  slovenliness  of  language,  or  want  of  punctuation  should  be  tolerated. 
In  the  beginning  the  exercises  should  first  be  done  on  slates  or  separate 
papers,  and  the  correct  work  alone  should  appear  in  the  exercise 
books. 

Arithmetic  is  on  the  whole  fairly  attended  to,  though  exception  may- 
be taken  to  the  method  of  teaching  it.  Working  sums  by  rule  appears 
to  be  the  practice,  learning  principles  and  reasons  and  mental  calcula- 
tion the  exception  : whereas  the  mental  calculations  are  the  real  basis 
of  all  arithmetical  work,  processes  and  rules  being  formulated  induc- 
tively from  the  results  of  such  calculation ; the  use  of  the  slate  coming 
in  only  when  the  numbers  are  so  great,  or  the  processes  so  complicated, 
as  to  overtax  the  memory. 

Pupils  who  can  work  apparently  difficult  questions  in  arithmetic 
are  often  unable  to  explain  the  operations  they  perform  ; and  oral  ques- 
tions on  the  definitions  and  principles  of  the  science  are  left  unan- 
swered. 

But  the  value  of  arithmetic  as  a training  in  scientific  methods  and 
accurate  thinking  is  incomparably  greater  than  that  of  the  mere  act  of 
working  sums  ; and  the  teacher  who  goes  in  for  practical  work  alone 
misconceives  the  position  of  arithmetic  in  education,  and  fails  in  his 
duty  to  his  pupils. 

Spelling  is  in  general  moderately  taught.  There  is  no  reason  why 
all  the  words  of  the  reading  book  on  which  a class  has  been  engaged 
for  an  entire  year  should  not  be  thoroughly  known  by  all  in  the  class ; 
and  the  present  standard  of  marking  is  very  lenient ; so  that  bad 
spelling  in  a school  is  inexcusable. 

The  dictation  exercises  are  in  general  properly  read,  and  punctuation 
attended  to : but  in  many  cases  the  marking  and  correction  are  not 
fully  carried  out. 

Grammar  is  probably  the  worst  taught  subject  in  our  schools.  Think- 
ing is  here  essential,  and  if  thinking  is  not  made  the  habit  of  the 
school,  of  course  there  can  be  no  great  success  in  this  branch.  Guessing 
often  appears  both  in  oral  work  in  the  junior  classes,  and  in  written 
parsing  of  the  higher  pupils.  The  text-books  on  grammar  are  little 
known;  the  declension  of  nouns  and  pronouns,  comparison  of  adjec- 
tives, and  conjugation  of  verbs,  are  seldom  thoroughly  familiar ; and 
the  structure  of  the  sentence  and  the  relations  of  its  principal  parts,  are 
very  rarely  known. 

English  grammar,  as  usually  taught,  is  of  little  use ; as  it  might  be 
taught,  it  is  both  a valuable  mental  discipline  and  a useful  auxiliary  in 
the  subsequent  work  of  life.  Syntax  and  analysis  of  sentences  are 
usually  placed  last  in  our  grammars ; logically  and  in  practice  they  should 
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come  first ; for  we  use  sentences  before  we  learn  the  use  of  separate  Appendix  0. 
words  ; and  the  teacher  who  begins  with  letters  and  words  inverts  the  Reports  on 
natural  and  proper  order  of  study.  A sentence  is  like  a plant.  State  of 

Without  some  preliminary  knowledge  of  the  plant  as  a whole,  a study  L 1 

of  root,  leaf,  flower,  were  vain ; when  we  have  first  learnt  something  Mr.  W.  J. 
about  the  plant  itself,  we  can  easily  fit  in  all  knowledge  gained  respecting  Q^f™ne> 
roots,  leaves,  and  flowers.  So  when  a child  has  learnt  the  function  of  a . * 
sentence  in  making  a statement,  he  is  prepared  to  understand  the  use  of 
the  words  used  in  forming  the  sentence. 

The  syntax  of  our  language  is  very  simple,  the  accidence  very  meagre  ; 
in  these  respects  English  is  the  simplest  language  in  the  world.  If 
teachers  would  thoroughly  grasp  this  fact,  and  concentrate  their  attention 
on  the  essentials,  failures  in  grammar  would  soon  disappear. 

The  proficiency  shown  in  knowledge  of  derivation  is  seldom  very 
great. 

The  answering  in  geography  is  usually  somewhat  better  than  that  in  Geography. 
English  grammar ; but  cannot  be  called  good.  The  excellent  maps 
supplied  at  a cheap  rate  by  the  Board,  and  the  many  admirable  text- 
books available  by  the  teacher,  render  bad  teaching  of  this  subject 
inexcusable ; and  yet  there  is  much  bad  teaching.  Third  class  usually 
know  the  outlines  of  the  map  of  the  World  fairly  well ; but  Fourth 
class  often  fail  to  exhibit  an  advanced  knowledge  of  the  map  of  the 
World,  and  a general  but  accurate  knowledge  of  the  map  of  Ireland. 

Fifth  class  generally  show  a fair  knowledge  of  the  maps  of  Europe  and 
Ireland  ; but  the  higher  stage  often  break  down  in  the  detailed  geography 
of  Ireland  and  in  the  maps  of  the  Continents ; and  in  Sixth  class 
the  knowledge  of  the  British  Islands  and  British  Possessions  is  frequently 
rather  vague;  and  there  is  very  little  acquaintance  with  the  origin 
and  nature  of  the  connection  of  the  different  parts  of  our  Empire. 

A teacher  who  would  take  the  trouble  of  studying  out  a full 
course  of  lessons  on  the  subject,  entering  the  heads  in  a note  book, 
including  the  position,  climate,  and  productions  ; the  languages,  customs, 
religions  of  the  people,  with  their  towns,  government,  &c. ; filling  in 
from  time  to  time  illustrative  anecdotes  or  striking  facts  met  with  in  his 
reading ; and  who  would  thus  teach  from  a mind  saturated  with  the 
subject ; would  find  that  geography  is  a most  fascinating  study,  and  can 
be  made  the  medium  of  conveying  instruction  in  many  other  subjects  as 
well.  This  refers  to  local  geography,  which  might  be  made  the  basis  of 
instruction  in  the  other  branches ; but  with  the  higher  classes,  the  subject 
should  be  largely  developed  on  a foundation  of  mathematical  and 
physical  geography.  Thus,  instead  of  the  long  lists  of  names  generally 
set  to  be  learnt  by  rote,  we  should  have  an  intelligent  acquaintance, 
every  day  growing  clearer  and  firmer,  with  the  earth’s  history  and 
condition,  and  serving  as  a basis  for  scientific  knowledge  of  all  kinds. 

Every  school  should  have  a globe,  and  every  globe  should  be  in 
frequent  use  ; and  blank  maps  should  be  largely  employed  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  others.  As  the  two  uses  of  a map  are  to  show  the  relative 
positions  of  places  and  their  distances  apart,  the  pupils  should,  as  soon  as 
possible,  be  made  familiar  with  latitude  and  longitude,  and  be  exercised 
in  finding  the  latitude  and  longitude  of  any  specified  place  ; in  finding 
places  whose  latitude  and  longitude  are  given  ; and  in  measuring  the 
distance  from  one  place  to  another. 

Map-drawing  is  a useful  exercise.  When  done  on  a definite  and  Map-^ 
accurate  plan,  it  has  the  effect  of  fixing  in  the  mind  the  geography  of  a { rawm°' 
country  better  than  anything  else.  It  exercises,  in  fact,  the  mind,  the 
eye,  and  the  hand,  and  impresses  the  leading  features  on  the  memory. 
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The  only  exercise  of  this  kind  required  by  our  programme  is  a map  of 
Ireland — by  Sixth  class.  This  is  often  a mere  shapeless  scratch  in  the 

nature  of  a caricature  of  our  country,  showing  no  skill,  knowledge,  or 
training.  In  some  cases  an  elaborate  scaffolding  of  parallels  and 
meridians  is  erected,  with  greater  or  less  approach  to  accuracy  ; but  the 
filling  in  of  details  is  meagre  and  inaccurate.  A map  of  Ireland  suffi- 
ciently correct  for  educational  purposes  is  easily  drawn  on  a simple  plan 
constructed  from  a previous  analysis  of  the  map.  I have  shown  or  sent 
copies  of  this  plan  to  some  teachers,  with  the  result  that  their  pupils  at 
least  see  that  there  is  a plan  by  which  a map  can  be  drawn  ; and  I hope 
to  find  it  more  widely  adopted. 

Book-keeping  is  not  extensively  taught,  but  is  sometimes  neatly  done 
and  fairly  understood.  It  might,  with  advantage,  be  confined  to  the 
two  highest  classes,  and  the  text-book  should  be  revised  in  such  a way 
as,  while  retaining  its  simple  character,  to  afford  a greater  variety  of  short 
exercises  each  sufficient  for  one  lesson. 

Needlework  is  fairly  attended  to  in  nearly  all  the  schools  where  there 
are  female  teachers  or  workmistresses  ; and  in  many  it  is  well  taught. 
The  present  programme,  with  its  specification  of  work  to  be  done  by 
each  class,  is  an  improvement  on  the  old,  and  secures  greater  variety  ; 
bat  I do  not  think  there  is  any  very  marked  advance  in  the  character  of 
the  work.  Many  pinafores,  shirts,  chemises,  and  other  articles  of  ap- 
parel are  now  made  by  the  girls,  so  that  their  time  is  utilised  with  some 
tangible  result ; but  in  many  instances  the  materials  have  to  be  supplied 
by  the  teachers.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  pupils  will  become  accustomed 
to  supply  the  necessary  materials  to  make  and  mend  their  own  articles 
of  dress,  and  to  darn  their  own  stockings. 

The  alternative  scheme  for  Sixth  class  girls  has  been  adopted  in  the 
Omagh  Model  School,  and  in  a few  other  schools  throughout  the  district ; 
but  in  most  cases  the  managers  obtained  exemption  from  its  operation. 

Drawing  is  attempted  in  only  a few  schools,  and  is  but  indifferently 
taught.  I hope  to  find  it  more  extensively  introduced  hereafter. 
Geometrical  and  object  drawing  should  be  added  to  the  programme. 
Mere  copying  of  freehand  drawings  is  a preliminary  to  useful  work,  but 
is  now  taken  as  a substitute. 

Music  is  taught  successfully  in  14  schools.  So  far  as  I can  judge,  the 
voices  are  well  trained,  the  exercises  generally  well  done,  and  the  subject 
fairly  understood.  Here  again  the  revision  of  the  programme  has  been 
a distinct  improvement. 

The  Extra  subjects  taught  during  the  year  were: — Algebra,  Geometry, 
and  Mensuration,  Physical  Geography;  Latin,  Greek,  Hygiene,  Sewing 
Machine  and  Dressmaking,  and  Kindergarten  (in  the  Model  Infant 
School).  I have  but  little  to  remark  on  these  subjects.  In  most  cases 
they  were  well  or  fairly  taught.  In  Geometry  and  Mensuration  the 
results  were  lowest.  This  subject  demands  thorough  teaching,  and  sup- 
plies a good  test  of  the  character  of  the  work  done  in  a school ; it  is  to 
be  regretted  that  its  comparative  difficulty  prevents  its  being  extensively 
taught.  In  Algebra  and  in  some  other  subjects  pupils  have  sometimes 
been  presented  whose  answering  showed  so  little  knowledge  that  they 
should  not  have  been  sent  in. 

Our  schools  being  primary,  the  extra  subjects  should,  I think,  be 
limited  in  number,  and  should  lead  up  to  the  intermediate  school  course. 
The  present  programme  of  extra  subjects  appears  to  call  for  revision  and 
simplification.  For  the  subjects  of  Algebra  and  Geometry  and  Mensura- 
tion, I would  suggest  the  substitution  of  a three  year  course  of 
Elementary  Mathematics , embracing  all  those  subjects ; another,  Ele-

mentary  Physics,  embracing  Mechanics,  Hydrostatics,  Light,  Sound, 
Heat,  Magnetism,  and  Electricity;  and  a third,  Natural  Science,  in- 
cluding Geology,  Botany,  Zoology,  and  Animal  Physiology. 

As  some  proof  and  utilisation  of  superior  attainments,  I would  also 
recommend  that  every  First  class  teacher  should  be  required  to  teach  at 
least  two  extra  subjects,  every  Second  class  teacher  at  least  one,,  and 
that  Third  class  teachers  should  be  confined  to  ordinary  and  optional 

subjects.  , . , 

In  few  cases  have  I had  reason  to  complain  ol  any  detects  in  the 
moral  tone  of  the  schools.  Copying  is  made  practically  impossible,  and 
attempts  at  prompting  are  quickly  discovered  and  stopped. 

A little  drill  is  much  needed  in  some  schools.  The  pupils  often  do 
not  stand  upright,  walk  firmly,  speak  distinctly,  or  obey  orders  promptly, 
and  changes  are  in  some  schools  badly  made. 

The  Omagh  Model  Schools  continue  prosperous  and  efficient.  At 
the  end  of  1892,  Mrs.  Margaret  Skeffington  retired  on  pension,  after  a 
continuous  service  of  thirty-three  years  in  the  female  department. 
Under  her  management,  gentle,  firm,  and  skilful,  this  department  en- 
joyed an  uninterrupted  course  of  success,  imparted  a thorough  elementary 
education  to  thousands  of  girls  ; and  was  of  incalculable  benefit  to 
Omagh  and  its  neighbourhood.  Mrs.  Skeffington  bears  with  her  into 
her  retirement  the  goodwill  and  respect,  of  all  who  knew  her,  the 
grateful  recollection  of  many  former  pupils,  and  the  consciousness  of 
having  done  a good  life-work  for  her  country.  She  is  succeeded  by 
Miss  Letitia  Emerson,  from  Waterford  Model  School,  who  comes  with 
a good  reputation  as  a teacher. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I have  to  express  my  sense  of  the  great 
courtesy  and  kindness  of  the  managers,  and  of  the  assistance  and  co- 
operation I have  received  from  the  teachers  generally.

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I beg  to  forward 
for  your  consideration  the  following  report  on  the  district  which  has 
Dungannon  for  centre. 

No  change  in  the  limits  of  this  district  has  been  made  since  my  last  District 
report  was  furnished.  _ . unchanged. 

There  are  at  present  153  schools  in  operation ; six  of  them  are  Schools, 
evening  schools,  and  the  rest  day  schools.  Two  of  the  day  schools  are 
in  connection  with  workhouses,  one  is  a Convent  school  conducted  by 
the  Sisters  of  Mercy,  and  the  remaining  144  are  ordinary  day  schools.

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During  the  past  year  five  new  sclioolliouses  have  been  erected.  One 
is  for  a new  school,  and  was  built  by  the  parish  priest  of  Portadown,  in 
a remote  portion  of  his  parish,  which  was  thought  to  be  outside  the 
range  of  existing  schools.  The  other  four  have  replaced  school  buildings 
which  had  become  too  small,  or  otherwise  unsuitable.  Three  of  these 
sclioolliouses  are  vested  in  trustees,  and  were  partly  erected  by  the 
usual  state  grants,  and  the  other  two  are  non-vested.  The  former  are 
lofty  and  capacious  edifices,  well  adapted  for  educational  purposes,  and 
well  equipped  with  modern  furniture  and  appliances.  One  of  them,  a 
magnificent  two-storey  building,  contains  four  large  rooms,  and  is  in 
charge  of  the  Sisters  of  Mercy  in  Cookstown,  and  the  other  two  replace 
the  old  and  unsuitable  schoolhouses  at  Dernaseer  and  Galbally.  The 
schools  at  these  two  places  were  inconveniently  situated,  and  the  manager 
determined  to  replace  them  by  a double  school,  erected  mid-way 
between  the  two.  By  the  erection  of  this  school  at  Crosseavanagh,  one 
of  the  most  dilapidated  structures  which  ever  did  duty  as  a schoolhouse 
has  been  wiped  away,  and  Galbally  N.S.,  which  was  an  eyesore  among 
the  small  and  unpretentious  dwellinghouses  that  dotted  the  surrounding 
hills,  is  now  a tiling  of  the  past.  Over  the  Crosseavanagh  schools, 
which  occupy  the  ground  floor,  a large  industrial  hall  has  been  built  as 
a second  storey,  and  for  the  first  time,  I believe,  in  the  history  of 
national  education,  an  industrial  teacher  has  been  appointed  with  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education,  to  teach  not  only 
the  girls  attending  the  day  school,  but  also  extern  pupils,  the  various 
branches  of  needlework.  I shall  refer  to  the  work  done  in  this  indus- 
trial hall  in  another  part  of  this  report.  The  new  non-vested  school- 
houses  are  by  no  means  so  imposing  as  those  which  are  vested,  yet 
they  are  very  suitable,  and  will  fulfil  admirably  the  purposes  for  which 
they  were  built.  The  one  at  Cannagola,  near  Portadown,  is  a remark- 
ably neat,  compact,  and  complete  building,  while  the  other  at  Garland, 
near  Dungannon,  is  commodious,  plain,  and  suitable,  and  its  only  draw- 
back is  that  the  site  is  not  so  good  as  could  be  wished,  or  as  might 
have  been  obtained.  This  school  practically  supersedes  the  Gortnaglush 
school,  as  the  population  of  the  locality  is  not  large  enough  to  maintain 
two  rival  schools  under  teachers  and  managers  of  the  same  religious 
denomination. 

During  the  past  year  also  several  schools  have  received  repairs  of  a 
more  or  less  extended  character,  and  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  state 
that  the  Benburb  Male  and  Female  Schools  have  been  considerably 
improved  through  the  generosity  of  James  Bruce,  Esq.,  and  that  the 
schools  at  Tullyarran  and  Kilnaslee  have  been  thoroughly  repaired 
through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Brown,  of  Donaghmore,  whose  husband, 
a few  years  ago,  erected  at  his  own  expense,  the  Drumnatern  National 
School. 

Two  or  three  of  the  school  buildings  are  of  a medium  character,  but 
the  majority  of  them  are  good,  and  for  the  first  time  in  a long  series  of 
years,  it  can  now  be  recorded  that  there  is  not  a bad  or  unsuitable  school- 
house  in  the  limits  of  the  district. 

While  I am  able  to  report  so  favourably  of  progress  in  school 
buildings,  I find  there  is  not  the  same  scope  for  a favourable  report  as 
regards  school  appliances  or  apparatus.  In  a great  number  of  schools 
no  provision  exists  for  supplying  and  renewing  maps  and  other  essentials, 
and  hence  there  is  a tendency  to  rest  contented  with  the  minimum 
appliances  which  will  satisfy  the  inspector  ; but,  as  a rule,  both  managers 
and  teachers  have  evinced  an  anxiety  to  provide  any  apparatus  I have 
deemed  necessary. 
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It  may  be  inferred  that  in  many  schools  the  walls  are  not  utilized  as  Appendix  G. 
they  ought,  and  that  they  often  present  to  the  visitor  a bare,  cold,  and  Reports  on 
uninviting  look.  In  addition  to  the  essential  maps  and  apparatus,  I State  of 
should  like  to  see  the  school  walls  brightened  with  the  natural  history  c 
prints  and  other  charts  found  on  the  Board’s  lists  of  requisites,  and  Mr.  E.  P.

10,  in  the  Convent  school  is  170,  and  in  the  ordinary  day  schools  Ventilation- 
ranges  from  18  to  110.  . Average 

In  22  of  these  ordinary  day  schools  the  average  attendance  is  under  attendance. 
30,  in  64  of  them  under  40  ; while  in  13  it  is  over  70. 

There  are  91  male  and  53  female  principal  teachers  in  charge  of  these  Teachers, 
schools,  and  they  are  assisted  by  1 male  and  20  female  assistant 
teachers,  and  by  a staff  of  59  monitors.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  majority  of  the  schools  are  in  charge  of 
trained  teachers,  and  that  the  majority  of  untrained  teachers  still 
remain  in  the  lowest  or  third  class.  It  will  also  be  noticed  that  the 
number  of  teachers  who  hold  first  class  certificates  forms  a small 
proportion  of  the  whole,  but  I am  glad  to  record  that  the  number  is 
gradually  increasing,  and  that  the  candidates  desiring  to  compete  for 
promotion  have  never  before  been  so  numerous. 

The  monitors  receive  regular  and  careful  instruction,  and  it  is  due  to  Monitors, 
the  teachers  to  state  that  no  monitor  in  the  past  year  failed  to  pass 
with  credit  the  prescribed  annual  examination.  In  addition  to  the  w0rk- 
above  staff  there  are  fifteen  workmistresses  employed  to  give  the  girls  mistresses, 
in  mixed  schools,  taught  by  masters,  instruction  in  needlework. 

As  many  of  the  schools  are  small,  and  cannot  maintain  an  average  Number  of 
attendance  to  warrant  the  appointment  of  either  an  assistant  or  monitor,  small 
the  whole  work  of  the  school  necessarily  devolves  on  the  principal  teacher, 
and  as  98  of  the  schools  in  this  district  come  under  this  category,  it  be-  teacher  in 
comes  a question  of  primary  importance  to  inquire  into  the  means  taken  to  them, 
prepare  teachers  for  a work  so  arduous  and  difficult.  Two-thirds  of 
the  schools  in  this  district  are  each  in  charge  of  one  teacher,  and  by 
consequence  most  of  the  young  teachers  who  come  to  this  district  find 
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themselves  confronted  with  the  task  of  arranging  work  for  seven  or  eight 
different  classes,  and  of  keeping  them  vigorously  employed  ; and  the 
ability  which  they  bring  to  bear  on  the  solution  of  this  problem  is  the 
measure  of  their  success  as  schoolmasters.  As  a rule,  their  ability  in 
this  respect  is  not  of  a high  order,  and  even  those  who  have  come  from 
training  colleges  do  not  show  such  skill  in  managing  a school  as  might 
reasonably  be  expected. 

There  is  a strong  temptation  to  allow  some  classes  to  remain 
practically  idle,  while  the  others  are  kept  fairly  busy.  I am  well  aware 
of  the  numerous  causes  which  militate  against  the  efficiency  of  small 
schools,  but  the  tendency  of  the  present  time  is  to  establish  them,  and 
hence  the  question  of  making  them  as  efficient  as  possible  is  assuming 
more  importance. 

In  large  schools  where  there  is  a teacher  for  each  class  the  work  is 
different  from,  and  much  easier  than,  the  work  in  small  schools.  In 
the  large  school  imparting  information  to  a single  class  is  the  whole 
duty  of  the  teacher,  in  the  small  school  it  is  this,  and  much  more.  For 
teachers  of  large  schools  a course  of  training  is  hardly  a necessity,  for  those 
of  small  schools  it  is  absolutely  essential,  and  the  success  with  which 
a Training  College  can  prepare  its  students  to  conduct  small  schools 
ought  to  be  the  measure  of  its  efficiency  as  a Training  College.  I do  not 
undervalue,  the  work  done  in  enabling  students  to  pass  creditable  exam- 
inations, and  gain  high  classification,  but,  after  all,  this  is  only  of 
secondary  consideration  in  comparison  with  the  training  which  enables 
them  to  conduct  successfully  and  efficiently  an  ordinary  National  School, 
and  it  is  this  part  of  the  College  training  which  is  constantly  thrusting 
itself  under  the  notice  of  the  inspector.  The  extent  or  accuracy  of  the 
teacher’s  scholarship  is  not  prominently  brought  to  light  in  the  school- 
room, but  his  power  of  communicating  information  and  of  keeping  all 
his  pupils  constantly  employed,  is  always  conspicuous.  From  the  oppor- 
tunities which  have  been  afforded  me  of  testing  the  work  of  young 
teachers  in  the  schoolroom  I must  say  that  most  of  them  teach  a single 
class  with  a good  deal  of  judgment  and  skill — they  are  capable  tutors — 
but  they  do  not  show  the  same  facility  in  managing  seven  or  eight 
classes — are  not  as  capable  schoolmasters.  It  would  be  very  desirable  if 
a school,  similar  to  the  majority  of  Irish  National  Schools,  were  attached 
to  every  Training  College,  and  placed  in  charge  of  one,  and  only  one, 
efficient  schoolmaster,  where  the  best  and  most  approved  plans  of  school- 
keeping could  be  seen,  and  where  the  students,  during  their  visits,  would 
be  treated  rigidly  as  visitors,  and  not  as  monitors  or  pupil  teachers.  Such 
a school  would  soon  prove  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  whole  country. 

The  school  accounts  are,  in  general,  neat  and  truthful.  Occasionally 
there  are  omissions,  and  perhaps  the  registers  are  the  books  in  which 
deficiencies  most  abound.  Names  of  pupils  are  sometimes  omitted  from 
the  indexes,  and  the  dates  of  striking  off  and  re-admitting  pupils  are  not 
always  entered.  I have,  however,  found  it  my  duty  to  direct  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  to  a few  cases  in  which  a strict  regard 
for  truth  had  not  animated  the  teachers,  but  with  these  instances  before 
me,  I am  still  justified  in  stating  that  as  a body,  the  teachers  have  acted 
with  integrity  and  uprightness,  and  that  their  account  books  are  accurate 
and  exact  records  of  fact. 

Reading  is,  on  the  whole,  pretty  fair,  and  in  a few  schools  is  excellent, 
but  it  is  not  likely  that  excellence  in  reading  will  become  universal 
in  our  schools.  The  usual  time  allotted  to  this  subject  is  one  half- 
hour  each  day  in  the  senior  division,  and  one  hour  in  the  junior  division, 
and  as  there  are  four  distinct  classes  in  each  division,  the  time  given 
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by  each  child  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  teacher  for  reading  Appendix  c. 
aloud  is  very  limited  3 and  hence,  although  the  words  are  known  with  Reports  on 
very  fair  accuracy,  there  is  not  much  facility  or  fluency  in  combining 

them,  or  in  conveying  the  sense  with  any  degree  of  intelligence  to  a 

listener.  In  most  other  subjects  a home  task  can  be  given  to  supplement  Mr.E.P. 
the  school  instruction,  but  in  this  important  branch  the  value  of  t le  Dungannon 

home  work  is  very  often  doubtful,  and  altogether  depends  on  the  will  

or  ability  of  the  parent  to  assist  the  reader.  In  schools  where  discipline  Influence  of 
is  lax,  and  the  pupils  noisy,  reading  is  of  a very  indifferent  character.  cipline  on 
The  general  noise  prevents  the  teacher  hearing  what  the  child  reads,  reading, 
and  thus  mis-called  words,  indistinct  enunciation,.  and  other  blemishes 
remain  undetected,  and  the  habit  is  soon  acquired  by  the  reader  o 
passing  over  long  or  difficult  words,  or  replacing  them  by  an  easier  and 
often  unmeaning  substitute.  „ 

Explanation  of  easy  phrases  is,  in  general,  bad  3 and  I tear  that  tew  Explana- 
teachers  give  adequate  attention  to  the  subject-matter  of  the  lessons  m tion 
the  Reading  Books.  If  the  words  are  articulated  with  sufficient  celerity 
and  coherence,  their  meaning  is  not  much  inquired  into.. 

The  poetical  passages  are  always  known,  and  recited  with  fair  accuracy  Poetical 
and  expression.  _ . .. 

Spelling. — The  junior  classes  are  fairly  proficient  m oral  spelling,  Spelling, 
but  I cannot  report  so  favourably  of  the  senior  classes,  and  especially 
of  the  Fourth  Class.  The  dictation  test  is  a stumbling-block  to  a good 
many  of  the  pupils,  and  this  arises  in  a great  degree  from  the  want  of 
suitable  transcription  exercises  3 from  the  slow  and  desultory  manner 
in  which  the  dictation  exercise  is  carried  out,  and  from  the  hurried  and 
nearly  useless  system  of  finding  and  correcting  errors.  The  transcription 
exercise  is  well  calculated  to  secure  accuracy  of  observation,  and  cor-  Causes  of 
rectness  of  reproduction,  and  if  faithfully  practised  would  ensure  high  incorrect 
proficiency  in  the  art  of  spelling.  The  dictation  exercise  is  not,  as  a spelling, 
rule,  sufficiently  brisk  or  animating.  The  teacher,  who  is  usually 
engaged  with  other  classes,  reads  short  disjointed  phrases  at  wonderfully 
long  intervals,  and  this  induces,  in  the  pupils,  a carelessness  in  both 
writing  and  spelling.  The  amount -written  is  seldom  half  of  the  quantity 
which  ought  to  have  been,  and  the  detection  and  correction  of  mistakes 
are  seldom  efficient  or  complete.  I have  often  been  told  that  the 
teacher  has  so  many  things  to  look  after  that  mistakes  and.  slips  will 
remain  undetected,  but  instead  of  excusing  the  system,  this  is  another 
living  proof  that  small  schools  are  not  calculated  to  produce  the  finished 
work  which  might  be  expected  under  a system  of  co-operation  and 
division  of  labour.  At  the  best,  dictation  is  inferior  to  transcription 
as  a teaching  exercise,  and  should  invariably  be  .used  to  discover  the 
fidelity  with  which  some  passage  had  been  transcribed  by  the  pupil,  as 
well  as  to  test  his  progress  and  proficiency. 

Arithmetic.—  More  of  the  school  day  is  devoted  to  this  subject  than  Arithmetic, 
to  any  other,  and  as  a consequence  the  proficiency  of  all  classes  is  famy 
good.  The  junior  division  is  usually  well  prepared  for  examination,  and 
comparatively  few  pupils  fail  to  pass  in  this  branch.  All  the  prescribed 
rules  are  known,  and  as  the  test  questions  are  simple  applications  of  the 
rules  they  are  worked  with  very  fair  despatch,  and  errors  are  not  very 
numerous.  In  the  senior  division  also  the  proficiency  is  of  a very  fair  Proficiency 
character.  Questions  given  as  simple  application  of  the  rules  are 
readily  solved,  but  those  which  are  not  direct  application  of  these  rules 
and  which  require  some  thought  are  not  so  often  or  so  readily  solved. 

The  whole  course  of  Arithmetic  is,  however,  taught  to  the  highest 
classes,  and  those  pupils  who  have  gone  through  the  two  stages  of  sixth 
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class  are  well  fitted  to  grapple  with  any  questions  which  occur  in 
commercial  life.  Mistakes  occasionally  appear  in  the  solutions  which 
betray  a lack  of -careful  or  skilful  tuition,  and  in  fourth  class  especially 
mistakes  of  this  kind  are  constantly  occurring.  In  compound  subtrac- 
tion  the  greater  quantity  is  often  taken  from  the  less,  or  in  reduction, 
division  is  employed  where  multiplication  is  required  ; and  in  decimals 
a frequent  source  of  error  is  the  failure  to  keep  the  “ points  ” in  their 
proper  position.  Such  mistakes  should  be  constantly  noticed,  and  the 
attention  of  the  pupils  directed  to  them.  Mental  Arithmetic  and  tables 
are  also  fairly  well  taught,  and  easy  questions  in  the  former  are 
answered  with  comparative  quickness  and  accuracy. 


Writing.  Writing  receives  a very  fair  share  of  attention  and  continues  to  be 
carefully  and  effectively  taught.  The  sets  of  head-line  copy  books  are 
now  so  admirable  that  there  is  not  much  excuse  for  bad  or  even  mediocre 
writing  in  any  school,  and  it  is  cause  for  congratulation  that  few  pupils 
Letter-  111  subjects  I am  able  to  add  that  a distinct  advance  is  notice- 

waiting.  able  both  in  the  form  and  the  matter  of  the  “ letters  ” of  the  highest 
classes.  The  attempts  made  by  the  pupils  to  put  their  thoughts  on 
paper  are  fairly  satisfactory,  their  work  is  readable  and  free  from  any 
doubt  as  to  what  the  writer  wishes  to  say.  The  vocabulary  is  naturally 
limited,  but  practice  has  banished  the  dread  of  composition  which 
formerly  prevailed,  and  a letter  of  ten  or  twelve  lines  on  some  simple 
subject  is  written  in  plain,  correct  language  with  fair  celerity  and 
success. 


Grammar.  . ^rammar  1S  stl^  one  of  the  most  backward  subjects.  Even  in  the 
highest  classes  the  parts  of  speech  are  often  missed,  and  failures  to 
determine  whether  verbs  are  regular  or  irregular,  transitive  or  intransi- 
tive are  common.  The  subject  is  taught  with  commendable  regularity, 
Instruction  ^ the  l:,llPlls  fail  to  appreciate  or  comprehend  the  instruction.  One 
not  of  the  greatest  drawbacks  to  progress  in  this  branch  is  that  the  eye  of 

effective.  the  scholar  is  never  impressed  to  aid  his  mind.  The  black-board  is 
seldom  employed  during  a lesson  on  grammar,  and  yet  one  would 
naturally  expect  that  a few  verbs  written  on  the  board  and  some  brief 
directions  given  to  the  pupil  to  guide  him  in  determining  whether  they 
are  regular  or  irregular  would  so  imprint  themselves  on  his  understand- 
ing that  mistakes  would  ever  after  be  impossible. 

Geography.  Geography . — The  proficiency  in  geography  is  pretty  fair  in  the  third, 

fourth,  and  junior  fifth  classes.  The  maps  prescribed  for  these  classes 
are.  taught  with  fair  success,  but  here  and  there  a school  is  met  in 
Failure  wluck  tlie  instruction  has  proved  notably  ineffective.  I have  before 
arising  from  me  tlie  not®s  of  a school  in  which  the  pupils  had  been  accustomed  to 
unskilful  nape  tlie  places  in  order  as  given  in  the  text  book  of  geography,  and  to 
tuition;  or  point  them  in  order  on  the  maps,  and  so  thoroughly  mechanical  had  the 
work  become,  and  so  much  a matter  of  routine  and  bereft  of  the  slightest 
mental  effort,  that  although  every  child  was  able  to  rhyme  off  whole  lists 
of  places,  and  to  point  them  on  the  map  in  the  order  of  the  rhyme,  not 
one  of  the  pupils  could  make  a tolerable  attempt  at  pointing  out  a place 
which  was  removed  ever  so  little  from  its  order  in  the  text  book.  I 
instance  this  case  only  to  accentuate  the  fact  that  bad  answering  or  no 
answering  does  not  always  indicate  negligence  of  or  inattention  to  duty, 
but  often  the  want  of  skill  in  conveying  information,  and  in  preparing 
pupils  for  examination.  In  the  senior  fifth  and  sixth  classes  the  pro- 
ficiency is  not  quite  so  high,  yet  an  honest  effort  .to  reach  the  require- 
ments of  the  programme  is  made,  and  where  failures  occur  the  fault  is 
not  so  much  in  want  of  skill  or  diligence,  as  in  want  of  an  accurate  and 
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precise  conception  of  the  limits  of  tlie  programme.  There  is  no  portion  Appendix  c 
of  the  Results  Programme  so  little  understood  as  the  paragraph  which  Reports' on 
prescribes  the  Geography  to  be  known  by  senior  fifth  class.  This  is  the  State  of 
more  surprising  as  the  paragraph  is  explicit  enough,  and  the  “ Examina-  Scho°l8- 
tion  Roll,”  which  is  in  the  hands  of  every  teacher,  plainly  indicates  by  Mr.  e.  p. 
its  headings  the  relative  importance  attached  to  each  division  of  the  Dewar.

The  technical  terms  used  in  Geography  are  usually  known,  and  their  Programme- 
definitions  as  given  in  text  books  are  learned  by  rote,  but  here  the  ^ediniS 
knowledge  on  these  points  ends.  The  simplest  practical  questions  re-  terms, 
main  unanswered.  The  map  of  Ireland  is  drawn  by  the  pupils  of  sixth 
class,  with  moderate  correctness,  and  they  are  in  general  pretty  fairly 
acquainted  with  the  leading  facts  of  mathematical  geography. 

Agriculture. — The  proficiency  in  agriculture  is  considerably  lower  Agriculture: 
than  one  would  expect  in  an  agricultural  community.  The  text  book  j^*fcruction 
is  diligently  read,  and  the  pupils  are  questioned  on  the  subject  matter,  effective, 
but  no  attempt  is  made  to  compare  the  methods  of  the  text  book  with 
those  adopted  by  practical  farmers,  and  which  the  pupils  must  not  only 
have  seen,  but  have  helped  to  put  into  practice.  * It  is  j ust  possible 
that  the  bulk  of  the  teachers  may  not  know  enough  about  practical 
work  to  enable  them  to  make  their  instruction  useful  or  interesting, 
but  in  any  case  their  efforts  to  impart  theoretical  knowledge  are  not 
effective.  The  subject  receives  attention,  and  is  as  faithfully  taught  as 
any  other  branch.  In  most  of  the  mixed  schools  taught  by  masters 
both  boys  and  girls  receive  instruction,  and  the  proficiency  of  the  latter 
is  almost  equal  to  that  of  the  former. 

_ N eedlework. — This  branch  receives  sufficient  attention,  and  shows  a Needle- 
high  degree  of  proficiency.  The  programme  is  carefully  observed,  and  ■work, 
the.  various  descriptions  of  sewing  are  executed  with  considerable 
rapidity  and  regularity.  The  specimen  garments  prescribed  are  always 
prepared  for  the  examination,  and  are  invariably  well-shaped  and  neatly 
sewn.  Progress  is  being  made  in  cutting  out  simple  articles,  but  there 
is  room  for  much  improvement ; I have  suggested  that  two  half  hours 
each  week  be  devoted  to  practice  in  cutting  out  simple  garments.  The  Industrial 
industrial  programme  for  sixth  class  girls  has  not  been  adopted  in  ProSramme* 
many  schools,  but  where  it  has  been  introduced,  very  fair  success  has 
been  attained.  The  girls  have  acquired  dexterity,  and  give  promise  of 
becoming  proficients  in  the  use  of  their  scissors  and  needles.  It  is  only  Reason 
right  to  state  here  that  there  are  adequate  reasons  why  this  programme  Extensively 
has  not  been  more  extensively  adopted.  Pew  girls  remain  at  school  adopted, 
long  enough  to  reach  sixth  class,  and  any  who  do  remain  are  looking 
forward  to  obtain  situations  where  literary  rather  than  industrial 
training  will  be  helpful. 

I shall  embrace  this  opportunity  of  referring  briefly  to  the  new  Industrial 
industrial  apartment  attached  to  Crosscavanagh  National  School.  aPartmenfc- 
The  hall,  which  occupies  the  second  storey  of  the  school  buildings,  is 
fifty  feet  by  sixteen  feet,  and  is  fitted  up  with  suitable  work  tables  and 
sewing  machines.  Extern  pupils  as  well  as  school  girls  who  have  passed 
one  examination  in  sixth  class  are  admitted,  and  the  hours  of  work  are 
from  nine  o’clock  a.m.  to  six  o’clock  p.m.  for  the  externs,  and  from  Hours  of 
twelve  o’clock  to  three  o’clock  for  school  girls.  Already  about  forty  afctendance* 
girls  are  receiving  instruction,  and  the  number  will  only  be  limited  by 
the  size  of  the  hall,  and  the  supply  of  sewing  machines.  Each  worker 
spends  at  least  one,  hour  per  day  in  practising  some  of  the  industrial

occupations  required  from  sixth,  class  girls,  and  the  remainder  of  the  day 
is  devoted  to  remunerative  employment.  The  manager  of  the  school  has 
obtained  a constant  supply  of  work — such  as  making  shirts,  drawers, 
etc.  —from  Belfast  firms,  and  the  workers  have  become  so  skilful  and 
expert  that  the  wages  earned  by  them  now  vary  from  5s.  to  9s.  per  week, 
according  to  the  energy,  assiduity,  and  skill  of  the  worker.  The  Board 
of  National  Education  has  consented  to  pay  a skilled  workmistress,  who 
is  qualified  to  give  instruction  in  the  ordinary  and  advanced  kinds  of 
needlework,  and  to  superintend  the  workers  and  give  them  proper  direc- 
tions when  engaged  at  the  work  sent  by  the  city  firms.  So  far  the 
school  has  been  a marked  success,  and  there  is  every  ground  to  antici- 
pate that  the  success  will  become  more  marked. 

Optional  branches  are  not  numerous,  but  those  which  get  most  atten- 
tion are  Vocal  Music,  Algebra,  and  Geometry.  Physical  Geography 
and  Drawing  are  taught  in  a few  schools,  and  Instrumental  Music  and 
French  in.  two.  As  these  branches  are  taught  by  highly  qualified 
teachers,  the  proficiency  is  fairly  satisfactory,  except  in  Drawing  in 
which  the  necessary  tests  are  seldom  executed  with  such  exactness  as  to 
merit  a pass.  . . ... 

The  Convent  school  conducted  by  the  Sisters  of  Mercy  is  in  a high 
state  of  efficiency,  and  the  general  training  given  to  the  pupils  is  ex- 
ceedingly good.  14.1  , ,i 

The  evening  schools  are  not  so  numerous  as  they  ought  to  be,  but  the 
few  that  do  survive  have  proved  helpful  to  young  persons  who  are  de- 
sirous of  advancing  themselves  and  of  improving  their  education.  The 
pupils  read  and  write  with  fair  ease,  but  spell  and  count  with  difficulty. 

In  conclusion  I desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  ungrudging 
manner  in  which  both  managers  and  teachers  carried  out  any  suggestions 
which  I found  it  necessary  to  make.

Gentlemen.— In  compliance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  your 
letter  of  the  3rd  January  last,  I beg  to  submit  a general  report  on  the 
state  of  education  in  the  Ballina  district,  of  which  I had  official  chaia 
until  the  31st  December,  1892.  — 

The  fact  that  I have  now  been  some  months  out  of  the  district  places 
me  at  somewhat  of  a disadvantage  irf  compiling  this  rep”*- 

Mv  last  general  report,  which  was  also  my  third  on  this  district,  was 
furnished  in  March,  1891,  and  since  then  I have  no  very  considerate 
changes  or  developments  to  chronicle.  The  superficial  extent  of 
district  has  not  been  altered  since  that  date  but  there  lias  been  a slig 
increase  in  the  number  of  schools,  due  to  the  building  of  three  vestd 
schools  in  localities  which  were  previously  unprovided  with  schoo 
commodation.  There  are  still  one  or  two  places  where  new  schools  a 
urgently  needed.  A new  school  is  required  m a mountam  village  called 
Shraghtaggle,  where  there  are  about  thirty  families,  many 
from  a public  road,  or  even  from  a boreen,  and  a o m 
miles  from  the  nearest  school.  I would  gladly  have  recommended  tie 
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Commissioners  to  give  a grant  for  building  a scboolhouse  in  tbis  village  Appendix  C. 
if  there  were  any  road  leading  into  it,  and  I believe  the  Commissioners  Rep^ts  on 
would  have  been  glad  of  an  opportunity  to  assist  so  deserving  a project.  State  of 
There  are  two  other  localities  without  any  schools.  They  are  much  less  Schools- 
in  need  of  school  accommodation  than  the  village  I have  just  mentioned,  Mr  j.a. 
but  still  applications  for  grants  to  build  schoolhouses  in  them  would  be 
worthy  of  sympathetic  consideration.  They  are  the  North  Island  of  — - 

Inniskea,  and  the  district  of  Errew,  in  the  parish  of  Crossmolina. 

The  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  school  buildings,  to  which  I School- 
have  already  alluded  more  than  once,  still  continues.  Old  and  unsuit- lloases- 
able  houses  are  being  gradually  superseded  by  new  vested  schools.  During 
the  past  two  years  ten  vested  schools  have  come  into  operation,  and 
twelve  others  are  in  various  stages  of  completion.  This  number  would 
have  been  larger  only  that  the  Commissioners,  for  a part  of  that  time, 
were  unable  from  want  of  funds,  to  give  grants  towards  building  new 
schools.  No  portion  of  the  moneys  administered  by  the  Commissioners 
is  more  usefully  employed  than  that  devoted  to  the  providing  of  suitable 
school  premises,  and  it  would  be  a pity  that  inability  to  obtain  building 
grants  should  impede  the  efforts  of  managers  to  get  up  good  schoolhouses. 

In  the  poor  districts  of  the  West  of  Ireland  it  is  hopeless  to  expect  that 
suitable  schoolrooms  can  be  provided  without  State  aid.  The  managers 
have  been  most  anxious  to  build  vested  schoolhouses,  and  I must  say 
that  neither  the  landlords  nor  the  tenants  as  a body  have  been  ungener- 
ous in  the  matter  of  giving  sites.  I have,  indeed,  known  a few  instances 
where  the  managers  were  hampered  by  the  difficulty  of  getting  sites. 

The  managers  in  those  cases  expressed  their  desire  to  see  the  machinery 
of  the  Irish  Education  Act,  1892,  at  work,  in  order  to  acquire  sites 
compulsorily.  I imagine  that  it  will  be  seldom  necessary  to  resort  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  obtain  sites  ; but,  in  order  that  the  clauses 
relative  to  the  acquisition  of  land  for  school  purposes  should  work 
satisfactorily,  the  procedure  under  them  should  be  cheap,  simple,  and 
efficacious.  There  are  few  matters  in  connection  with  primary 
education  of  more  importance  than  the  supply  of  suitable  school 
buildings,  and  there  are  none  to  which  I have  more  constantly  de- 
voted my  attention.  I have  always  felt  that  the  acquisition  of  a few 
facts,  more  or  less,  in  grammar  or  geography,  was  a matter  of  no  im- 
portance to  the  children  if  they  lost  their  health  in  the  process.  It  is 
impossible  to  estimate  the  injury  caused  to  the  health  of  teachers  and 
pupils  by  being  compelled  to  spend  so  large  a part  of  their  lives  in  over- 
crowded, ill-lighted,  and  ill-ventilated  schoolrooms.  How  the  children 
live  in  some  of  the  huts  where  the  atmosphere  is  thick  with  dust,  and 
where  the  means  of  ventilation  are  insufficient  and  unsuitable,  is  a mys- 
tery. Some  people  will  live  under  almost  any  conditions,  but  it  is  in- 
evitable that  the  weakest  must  fall,  and  that  the  unsanitary  condition  of 
some  of  our  schools  must  engender  the  seeds  of  consumption  in  many  a 
child.  It  would  be  invidious  to  mention  bad  schoolhouses  by  name  in  a 
report  of  this  kind,  but  there  are  still  in  this  district  about  sixteen 
hovels  which  are  quite  unfit  for  school  purposes.  In  some  parishes,  in- 
deed, the  condition  of  the  schoolhouses  leaves  little  further  to  be  desired, 
and,  granting  that  the  managers  are  able  to  proceed  with  the  erection 
of  new  schools  as  expeditiously  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  I should 
say  that  the  wants  of  the  district  in  this  respect  would  be  very  fairly 
supplied  in  three  or  four  years. 

An  application  has  been  recently  made  for  funds  to  build  a teacher’s 
residence  under  the  Teachers’  Residence  Act.  This  was  the  sole  appli- 
cation during  the  past  nine  years,  and  this  state  of  things  was  due,  I 
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Appendix  c.  presume,  to  the  fact  that  the  teachers  had  been  able  by  their  own  exer- 
Reports  on  tions  to  provide  fairly  decent  houses  for  themselves. 

Suto  of  In  the  classification  of  the  teachers  I am  able  to  report  a continuance 
c oo  a.  0f  the  improvement  which  has  been  observable  in  the  Ballina  district 
"Mr.J.A  f°r  many  years.  I append  a short  table,  which  exhibits  a comparative 
ocomeil,  view  of  the  classification  of  the  teachers  in  1891  and  in  1893,  and  also 
RaUma.  when  I took  charge  of  the  district  on  the  1st  April,  1884.  The  convent 
schools,  which  are  tour  in  number,  and  which  are  efficiently  conducted, 
are  excluded  from  this  table  as  on  former  occasions  for  facility  of  com- 
parison.

The  per-centage  of  principal  teachers  in  third  class,  which  was  64’2  in 
1884,  and  45  in  1891,  has  now  fallen  to  40.  This  must  be  looked  on  as 
very  satisfactory,  especially  when  it  is  considered  that  many  of  the  third 
class  teachers  are  fifty  or  sixty  years  of  age,  and  that  it  is  useless  to 
expect  such  persons  to  go  to  training  or  to  study  for  promotion.  The 
younger  principals  have,  during  my  connection  with  the  district,  evinced 
a most  laudable  desire  to  improve  their  classification.  They  work  hard 
to  bring  their  schools  up  to  a respectable  standard  of  proficiency,  and 
they  endeavour  to  obtain  second  class  at  the  annual  examinations  in 
Ballina.  When  they  succeed  in  getting  second  class  they  seek  admission 
to  the  training  colleges,  where  they  have  opportunities  of  learning  the 
additional  literary  and  scientific  subjects  for  first  class.  By  this  means 
they  have  promoted  their  own  efficiency,  and  they  have  added  very  con- 
siderably to  their  emoluments.  The  classification  of  the  assistants  shows 
very  little  change.  I have,  indeed,  within  the  past  year  or  two  noticed 
an  increasing  desire  on  their  part  to  attend  the  July  examinations  as 
candidates  for  promotion,  and  I anticipate  that  the  Act  of  last  session, 
which  gives  a bonus  to  certain  assistants  over  third  class,  will  be  pro- 
ductive of  much  literary  activity  amongst  them. 

The  instruction  of  monitors  is  well  attended  to,  and  very  few  of  them 
fail  to  pass  the  examinations  to  which  they  are  subjected.  Looked  at 
solely  as  an  element  in  the  teaching  body  the  monitor  is,  I think,  well 
worth  the  small  salary  he  receives,  especially  during  the  last  two  years 
of  his  service.  The  monitorial  staff  may  also  be  regarded  as  a recruiting 
ground  for  teachers,  and  in  that  view  the  supply  has  been  in  excess  of 
the  demand.  Many  monitors,  who  were  classed  at  the  end  of  their  fifth 
year,  failed  to  secure  appointment  as  teachers  or  to  gain  admission  to  a 
training  college.  They  had  either  to  emigrate  or  to  seek  some  other 
employment,  A limitation  of  the  number  of  monitors  and  an  increased 
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demand  for  classed  teachers,  due  to  the  extinction  of  the  old  probationer,  Appendix  0. 
lias  brought  the  supply  of  successful  ex-monitors  as  nearly  on  an  equality  EeportTon 
with  the  requirements  of  the  service  as  it  is  perhaps  possible  to  state  ot 
attain.  Schools. 

The  attendance  at  the  schools  has  not  been  so  regular  as  on  former  Mr.  J.  a. 
occasions.  This  was  largely  owing  to  severity  of  the  weather  and  to  the  °'Connell> 
spread  of  epidemics.  Scarlatina,  of  varying  degrees  of  virulence,  was  BalIina- 
very  prevalent  in  this  district  during  the  past  year,  and  several  of  the  Atteudance 
schools  had  in  consequence  to  be  closed  for  considerable  periods.  The  en 
same  causes  partially  account  for  the  slight  contraction  which  took  place 
in  the  numbers  presented  for  examination,  but,  I believe,  that  the 
influence  of  a diminishing  population  is  gradually  making  itself  felt  in 
this  direction.  For  years  the  exertions  of  managers  and  teachers  in 
promoting  regularity  of  attendance,  and  their  activity  in  seeking  out 
sources  of  supply  hitherto  untapped  apparently  withstood  this  drain. 
Voluntary  efforts  of  this  kind  seem  now,  however,  to  have  reached  their 
utmost  success,  and  it  seems  inevitable  that  the  extensive  emigration 
must  leave  a decreasing  school  population  in  the  country. 

A few  remarks  will  suffice  on  the  several  subjects  of  the  Pro- 
gramme. 

Reading  in  general  is  fluent  and  accurate,  and  failures  in  the  subject  Reading, 
are  rare.  I would  not  say,  however,  that  the  subject  is  well  taught, 
for  expression  and  intelligence  are  very  defective.  Although  explana- 
tion is  only  a sub-head,  I regard  it  as  very  important.  A boy  may,  by 
practice,  read  the  lessons  fluently  and  without  miscalling  the  words,  but 
the  exercise  cannot  be  accounted  satisfactory  when  he  does  not  under- 
stand the  meaning  of  the  words  and  phrases.  As  in  other  important  sub- 
jects, however,  I am  disposed  to  think  that  the  teachers  have  scarcely 
time  for  all  that  is  expected  from  them,  and  that  it  would  be  an  advan- 
tage to  narrow  the  curriculum,  and  to  go  in  for  more  depth  and  solidity 
and  less  surface  in  our  primary  schools.  If  the  pupils  are  sent  into  the 
world  able  to  read  an  ordinary  book  or  paper  with  intelligence  and  pro- 
fit, to  express  their  thoughts  in  legible  writing  with  a fair  knowledge  of 
practical  grammar,  to  work  sums  in  the  simple  rules  of  arithmetic  neatly 
and  intelligently,  and  to  spell  with  tolerable  accuracy,  I should  say  that 
our  schools  have  done  very  good  work.  The  teaching  of  book-keeping 
or  extra  branches  to  a few  advanced  pupils  does  not  compensate  for 
any  weakness  in  those  essential  subjects.  The  revision  of  the  reading 
books  should  have  the  effect  of  rendering  them  more  interesting  to 
the  children,  and  better  adapted  for  the  teaching  of  reading  and 
explanation. 

Recitation  is  fair.  The  required  number  of  poetic  pieces  are  accur- 
ately committed  to  memory,  but,  as  in  reading,  intelligence  and  expres- 
sion are  too  often  wanting  in  their  repetition.  I suggest  to  the  teachers 
to  make  all  the  pupils  in  a class  learn  the  same  pieces  in  order  that  the 
words  and  allusions  may  be  more  fully  explained  and  understood.  Full 
advantage  is  not  derived  from  this  exercise  unless  the  pieces  are  repeated 
with  scrupulous  accuracy,  and  with  a fair  amount  of  expression. 

A.  high  standard  of  proficiency  in  handwriting  is  reached  in  this  dis-  Siting, 
trict. . As,  on  former  occasions,  several  of  the  pupils  have  succeeded  in 
winning  prizes  awarded  for  writing  by  Mr.  V ere  Foster.  In  one  school 
the  pupils  got  £9  or  £10  last  year  in  this  way.  In  a few  schools,  how- 
ever, the  writing  is  unsatisfactory — the  copy  books  are  carelessly  kept, 
and  without  any  marks  of  intelligent  supervision — and  the  same  pupil 
will  sometimes  write  copies  from  three  or  four  different  series  in  the 
year.  The  suggestions  which  I make  in  those  cases  are  that  the  black- 
board should  be  well  ruled  once  for  all  for  the  first  class  children,  that 
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AppendixC.  they  should  use  pointed  pencils,  and  that  they  should  be  made  to  write 
Reports"  on  UP  and  down  to  the  rulings  in  their  slates.  In  the  higher  classes  I 
State  of  recommend  the  teachers  to  superintend  the  writing  carefully,  to  mark 
Schools^  defects  of  imitation  with  a coloured  pencil,  and  to  prevent  any  boy  from 
Mr.  J.  a.  writing  copies  belonging  to  different  series  during  the  year*  Where 
O'Connell,  those  few  and  simple  points  are  attended  to  a gratifying  improvement  is 
Ballina.  noticeable.  I do  not  interfere  with  the  discretion  of  Managers  and 
Teachers  as  to  the  series  of  Copy  Books  which  they  should  use,  but 
those  published  by  Yere  Foster  are  most  in  favour.  Composition  in 
the  higher  classes  dees  not  show  much  advance.  I notice  a tendency 
in  too  many  cases  to  use  participles  instead  of  finite  verbs,  and  to  write 
the  whole  exercise  in  one  unbroken  paragraph.  The  letters  presented 
by  the  children  on  examination  day  are  often  wanting  in  variety.  The 
form  of  the  letter  is  correctly  taught,  but  all  the  pupils  of  a class  will  fre- 
quently have  precisely  the  same  letters  in  their  exercise  books.  In  such 
cases  the  teacher  writes  the  letter  on  the  blackboard,  and  the  entire  class 
copy  it  into  their  books.  This  may  be  of  some  use  as  practice  in  writing, 
but  as  an  exercise  in  composition  it  is  of  little  value.  The  blackboard 
should  be  used  to  teach  the  form  of  the  letter  and  the  proper  formation 
of  sentences,  but  after  that  the  more  originality  there  is  the  better. 
Children  should  be  encouraged  to  express  their  thoughts  on  simple 
subjects  within  their  capacity,  and  they  should  be  trained  to  break  up 
their  phrases  into  short  sentences  each  beginning  with  a capital  lettter. 
I also  recommend  that  the  pupils  should  be  taught  the  proper  mode  of 
addressing  letters  to  persons  in  different  classes  of  society. 

Arithmetic  T^e  answering  in  Arithmetic  as  measured  by  the  proportion  of  passes 
’ is  good  in  the  junior,  and  very  fair  in  the  senior  division.  A better 
knowledge  of  the  tables  has  caused  counting  on  the  fingers  to  disappear,  in 
the  first  and  second  classes.  Tangible  illustrations  might,  however,  be 
more  frequently  employed.  A quarter  of  an  hour’s  lesson  in  Addition 
and  Subtraction  tables  could  be  made  interesting  to  young  children  by 
an  intelligent  application  of  the  ball  frame.  In  the  higher  classes,  too, 
there  is  room  for  improvement  in  the  teaching  of  this  subject  by  a more 
extended  use  of  the  blackboard  in  the  explanation  of  principles  and 
processes.  Mental  Arithmetic,  both  on  its  own  account  and . as 
auxiliary  to  the  better  understanding  of  slate  arithmetic,  should  receive 
more  attention. 

Spelling.  Spelling  is  on  the  whole  successfully  taught,  although  the  third 
class  is  often  found  to  be  backward  in  Dictation. 

Grammar.  Grammar  has  improved  somewhat,  though  failures  are  still  numerous 
in  the  fourth  and  first  stage  fifth  classes.  In  the  third  class  too  the 
subject  is  sometimes  taught  rather  through  the  memory  than  through 
the  understanding.  The  children  will  distinguish  the  adjective,  for 
example,  in  the  sentence  “ the  black  dog  ran  quickly  after  the  hare, 
because  it  comes  before  the  noun,  and  not  because  it  tells  something 
about  the  noun. 

Geography.  Geography  is  an  easier  subject,  and  it  is  also  more  popular  with 
teachers  and  pupils.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  much  difficulty  in  fairly 
satisfying  the  requirements  of  the  Programme  in  all  classes  except  the 
sixth.  There  is  a considerable  proportion  of  failures  in  the  sixth  class. 
Too  much  of  the  instruction  consists  of  rote  work,  committing  to  mem- 
ory long  lists  of  capes  and  bays,  and  too  little  stress  is  laid  on  the  climate 
and  productions  of  countries,  and  on  the  occupations  and  mode  of  life  of 
their  inhabitants.  An  emigrant  from  Mayo,  who  could  tell  the  height 
of  Ben  Nevis  in  feet,  may  not  know  that  Chicago  is  colder  than  Bel- 
mullet  in  winter.  Map-drawing  receives  but  little  attention,  and  blank 
maps  are  rarely  used.  In  nearly  every  instance  where  the  pupils  draw 
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an  outline  map  of  Ireland,  tlie  name  sliould  be  written  underneath  for  A ppendixC . 
facility-  of  identification.  As  I have  stated  on  a former  occasion,  I am  Reporfcs  ou 
of  opinion  that  the  use  of  a set  of  geographical  readers  would  be  of  ser-  State  of 
vice  in  the  teaching  of  reading  and  geography.  Schools^ 

Theoretical  agriculture  is  fairly  taught,  and  the  percentage  of  passes  Mr.  j.  a. 
is  increasing.  In  mixed  schools  under  male  teachers  the  girls,  as  a rule,  O'Connell, 
learn  agriculture  along  with  the  boys.  Their  answering,  which  was  BalIina- 
very  inferior  at  first,  has  improved  considerably.  Now.  that  the  farmers 
have  the  stimulus  to  improvement  which  fixity  of  tenure  gives,  it  is  to  Agricul- 
be  hoped  that  the  agricultural  instruction  in  our  schools  will  be  gradu-  ture. 
ally  translated  into  more  improved  systems  of  farming,  and  the  extraction 
of  a more  valuable  quantity  of  produce  from  the  land.  I know  that  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  a few  schools  to  which  farms  are  attached  the 
method  of  farming  has  improved  in  consequence  of  the  agricultural  teach- 
ing in  them.  In  other  places,  however,  I have  not  been  able  to  observe 
any  signs  that  the  instruction  in  the  schools  was  followed  by  any  adequate 
practical  benefits. 

Book-keeping  is  taught  in  only  four  or  five  of  the  larger  schools.  The  Book- 
required  number  of  sets  are  written  out  in  each  class,  and  the  pupils  are  keePlnS- 
able  to  answer  questions  on  the  transference  of  rhe  items  from  waste 
book  to  journal  and  from  journal  to  ledger.  When  the  senior  pupils 
are  asked  to  post  eight  or  ten  entries  of  an  original  set,  and  to  balance 
and  close  the  books  the  result  is  not  so  satisfactory.  The  book-keeping 
exercises  should  be  executed  with  scrupulous  neatness  and  regularity, 
and  the  subject  should  be  taught  from  principles  and  not  as  an  effort  of 
memory.  When  those  conditions  are  fulfilled  it  is  of  advantage  in 
securing  neatness  and  precision  of  work,  and  in  improving  the  quality 
of  the  handwritting. 

With  the  exception  of  some  six  or  eight  schools  in  which  the  execu-  Needle- 
tion  was  inferior  the  proficiency  in  needlework  has  been  satisfactory.  W01  v' 

The  necessity  of  devoting  an  hour  daily  to  this  important  subject  has 
caused  more  attention  to  be  paid  to  it,  and  there  has  been  a noticeable 
improvement  especially  in  the  cutting  out  and  making  up  of  garments. 

Coloured  thread  is  used  for  the  sewing  in  some  schools,  and  I should  like 
to  see  it  employed  more  generally.  The  alternative  (Industrial)  Scheme 
for  sixth  class  girls  has  not  been  received  with  much  favour  in  this  dis- 
trict, and  I could  only  name  one  school — the  Foxford  Convent — in  which 
it  has  been  effectively  taken  up.  The  female  teacher  in  the  country  and 
the  village  mistress  have  not  taken  kindly  to  the  new  scheme.  They 
were  not  themselves  well  qualified  to  teach  those  industrial  branches, 
and  they  said  they  found  it  difficult  to  devote  so  much  time  to  the  sixth 
class.  Some  cases,  too,  came  under  my  notice  in  which  the  parents  ob- 
jected to  the  industrial  programme.  The  girls  who  continue  at  school 
until  they  reach  the  sixth  class  are  chiefly  the  daughters  of  the  shop- 
keepers in  the  small  towns,  and  of  the  comfortable  farmers  in  the  country. 

The  parents  of  those  persons  in  this  district  preferred  the  ordinary 
literary  programme.  Of  course,  I do  not  refer  to  the  large  schools  where 
an  effort  is  made  to  utilise  the  instruction  in  the  school  as  preliminary 
to  a remunerative  sale  of  the  articles  made.  Where  special  industries 
suitable  to  the  localities  are  adopted,  and  where  a market  is  found  for 
the  finished  articles,  girls  would  come  a long  distance  to  learn  those 
branches  for  the  sake  of  the  salary.  The  girls  could  receive  skilled  in- 
struction in  the  school  from  competent  teachers,  and  the  work  might  be 
continued  in  the  evenings  in  the  homes  of  the  children.  In  the  Fox- 
ford  Convent  the  pupils  of  the  Industrial  class  make  shirts,  jerseys 
stockings,  ladies’  underclothing,  &c.,  &c.  The  articles  are  sold  locally

Schools.  jn  a congested  district  such  as  Foxford  there  is  scope  for  an  almost 
Mr.  J.  A.  unlimited  extension  of  this  system,  and  those  are  the  cases  in  which  the 
Bafflaa*8*  ^n(^ustr^  Scheme  could  be  made  productive  of  most  benefit.  In  con- 
— nection  with  the  Foxford  Convent  Schools  a woollen  factory  has  been 
Industrial  recently  erected  in  the  Convent  grounds  at  a cost  of  some  £12,000. 
raming.  The  girls  are  to  be  drafted  from  the  school  to  the  factory  as  occasion 
arises — the  industrial  training  commenced  in  the  school  being  continued 
in  the  factory—  and  thus  the  school  and  the  factory  are  virtually  sub- 
servient to  each,  other.  The  factory  has  now  been  some  months  at  work. 
First  class  materials  only  have  been  used,  and  the  articles  manufactured, 
such  as  friezes,  rugs,  blankets,  dress  fabrics  have  all  been  of  the  best 
quality.  Mrs.  Morrogh  Bernard,  Rev.  Mother  of  the  Convent,  has  been 
the  life  and  soul  of  this  movement.  The  factory  deserves  all  reasonable 
support,  and  I trust  the  Superioress  will  see  it  a financial  success,  and 
will  thus  realise  the  object  of  her  ambition  which  has  been  to  provide 
yocal  remunerative  employment  for  the  poor  people  of  Foxford. 
music.  Yocal  music  has  been  taught  in  nine  schools,  two  of  them  being  under 

male  teachers.  Singing  is  very  popular  with  the  girls,  and  the  vast  maj  ority 
of  them  have  musical  voices,  so  that  it  is  comparatively  easy  to  teach 
them  to  sing.  The  tonic  sol  fa  system  is  gradually  superseding  the 
Irish.  older  notation. 

I am  sorry  to  have  to  report  a decline  in  the  teaching  of  Irish. 
The  subject  has  been  attempted  in  only  one  school  during  the  past 
two  years,  and  the  instruction  there  was  so  ineffective  as  to  be 
worthless.  Two  old  teachers  who  obtained  certificates  of  competency 
in  my  time,  and  who  taught  successful  classes  in  Irish,  have  retired 
on  pension,  and  their  places  have  been  supplied  by  trained  and  highly 
efficient  first  class  teachers,  whose  accomplishments  do  not  include 
a knowledge  of  the  vernacular.  So  far  as  1 can  make  out  there  is 
not  any  deep  popular  feeling  in  its  favour.  On  the  contrary  J have 
met  instances  where  latter  day  utilitarianism  on  the  part  of  the  parents 
forbade  their  children  to  learn  Irish.  It  seems  a pity  that  a language 
which  was  vocal  and  well  developed  before  the  days  of  Chaucer 
should  be  doomed  to  a slow  consumptive  death,  but  with  our  present 
efforts  in  its  favour,  I am  afraid  that  neither  philology  nor  patriotism 
can  avert  the  decay  of  the  old  tongue. 

Moral  tone.  The  other  extra  subjects  on  which  pupils  were  examined  during  the 
past  year  were  geometry,  algebra,  physical  geography,  girls  reading 
book  and  domestic  economy,  sewing  machine  with  dressmaking, 
instrumental  music,  hygiene,  and  drawing.  Those  subjects  have  been 
taught  with  very  fair  success,  but  only  a few  schools  go  in  for  extra 
branches.  The  single  teacher  of  a rural  school  generally  finds  his 
energies  severely  taxed  by  the  obligatory  subjects  of  the  Programme, 
without  attempting  extra  subjects.  Drawing  is  the  only  extra,  the 
teaching  of  which  is  extending.  Some  of  the  younger  teachers  take 
up  drawing  on  their  return  from  the  Training  Colleges,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  efficient  instruction  in  this  subject  is  very  valuable. 

Extra  Of  the  conduct  of  the  pupils  under  examination,  and  of  the  moral 

branches,  training  given  in  the  schools,  I am  able  to  speak  in  terms  of  praise. 

The . children  are  docile  in  demeanour.  Their  work  is  straight-forward 
and  bona  fide , and  they  rarely  resort  to  the  dishonest  practices  of 
prompting  or  copying.  The  teachers  inculcate  a high  standard  of 
probity  in  their  schools,  and  this  must  have  a good  influence  on  the 
future  life  of  the  pupils. 
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It  is  due  to  the  teachers  that  I should  say,  before  closing  this  Appendix  C. 
report,  that  they  have  discharged  their  arduous  duties  faithfully  and  Reports  on 
■well — that  they  have  been  exemplary  in  their  conduct,  and  respect-  State  of 
able  in  their  dealings  with  the  public — and  that  their  relations  with  the  School^ 
children  have  been  characterised  by  uprightness  and  a high  sense  of  Mr.  J.  a. 
duty.  _ _ < O'Connell 

With  the  managers,  rny  relations  have  been  uniformly  harmonious,  Ballina' 
and  I think  I possessed  their  confidence  in  a considerable  degree. 

They  took  a great  and  an  intelligent  interest  in  their  schools,  and 
the  pastor  and  the  manager  were  blended  in  the  concern  which  they 
felt  for  teachers  and  pupils.  'Unfortunately,  during  the  eight  years 
and  nine  months  that  I spent  in  this  district,  three  famines  with  their 
attendant  relief  works  not  only  dislocated  the  steady  working  of  some 
of  our  schools,  but  added  much  to  the  labours  and  anxiety  of  the 
managers.  I trust  that  kindlier  times  may  bring  many  blessings 
on  the  generous  people  among  whom  my  life  was  so  long  and  so 
pleasantly  cast.

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I beg  leave  to 
submit  this  my  General  Report  for  the  year  1892,  on  the  Ballagha- 
dereen District. 

I have  been  in  charge  since  the  1st  October,  1890.  The  last  General  The 
Deport  was  furnished  by  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Chambers,  in  March,  District. 
1890.  Since  then  the  limits  of  the  district  have  undergone  no  altera- 
tion. It  is  situated  mainly  in  East  Mayo,  extending  into  portions  of 
the  adjoining  counties  of  Sligo  and  Roscommon.  The  entire  number  of 
schools  is  137.  Of  these  89  are  in  Mayo,  33  in  Sligo,  and  15  in  Ros- 
common. The  length  from  north  to  south  is  about  22  miles,  and  from  east 
to  west  about  25.  The  only  towns  of  any  note  included  in  this  area  are 
Ballaghadereen,  Swinford,  Tubbercurry,  Kiltimagh,  and  Charlestown. 

These  towns  are  small,  the  two  first-mentioned  being  the  largest,  and 
they  do  not  contain  a population  of  more  than  about  1,700  each. 

The  great  industry  is  agriculture  ; there  are  no  manufactures  of  any  Agriculture 
kind.  In  parts  of  the  Sligo  and  Roscommon  portion  of  the  district 
the  land  is  fairly  good,  the  farms  fairly  large,  and  the  people  are  able  to 
live  with  tolerable  comfort  on  them.  In  Mayo,  however,  and  also  in 
portion  of  the  Sligo  and  Roscommon  tract  of  the  district  things  are  far 
otherwise.  In  this  stretch  of  country  there  are  very  few  who  could  be 
called  farmers  at  all,  very  few  who  could  live  solely  on  the  land  which 
they  possess,  without  other  mainstay.  The  country  presents  in  general 
a level  expanse  of  semi-reclaimed  bog.  In  the  better  portions,  or 
rather  in  the  less  bad,  a stunted  vegetation  struggles  to  show  itself  in 
the  spring  and  summer  seasons,  while  in  the  other  parts  for  miles

around  nothing  is  visible  save  an  expanse  of  bare  brown  heath.  There 
IS  practically  no  shelter  for  a traveller  wending  his  way  along  the  dreary 
roads ; scarce  a hedge  or  tree  to  be  met  with.  The  people  do  not  live 
on  the  produce  of  the  land.  The  country  is  so  thickly  populated  that 
ef  householder  often  possesses  not  more  than  about  half-a-dozen  acres 
o±  very  mediecre  land.  The  great  mainstay  is  England.  Almost  every 
able-bodied  man  and  boy  turns  his  face  thither.  In  the  early  spring 
eveiy  morning  crowds  of  such  may  be  seen  in  Eallaghadereen,  come  to 
await  the  train  which  is  to  carry  them  off,  each  with  a small  bundle 
enclosed  in  a large  coloured  handkerchief,  his  only  impedimenta  on  his 
journey.  These  men  do  not  return  to  -their  homes  until  autumn,  and 
many  of  them  not  until  very  close  on  the  Christmas  season.  They 
sene  lome  money  to  their  families,  and  bring  back  some  with  them  to 
e lay  expenses  during  the  wintertime.  As  a result  of  these  condi- 
tions  tie  people  are  poor.  . Tbey  do  not  see  any  great  necessity  for 
saving  tor  the  future  ; tbey  live  from  year  to  year  relying  on  tile  return 
trom  English  labour.  The  country  is  studded  with  small  bouses,  almost 
invariably  thatched,  and  these  often  have  to  cover  the  donkey,  the  cow 
the  fowl  or  the  pig,  as  well  as  the  human  inhabitants.  This  state  of 
aflarrs,  of  course,  militates  considerahlv  against  the  interests  of  educa- 
tion. _ The  children  come  to  school  but  thinly  clad,  and  one  marvels 
how  it  is  they  escape  colds  and  other  serious  ailments  during  the 
winter  season.  Their  faces,  too,  often  thin  and  pale,  show  that  the 
nourishment  which  they  receive  at  home  is  of  but  a very  meagre  des- 
cription. Scantiness  of  food  and  clothing  does  not  render  the  circum- 
stances under  which  instruction  is  imparted  more  favourable.  Yet 
associated  with  this  poverty,  and  perhaps  springing  from  it,  there  exists 
a natural  sharpness  and  adroitness  of  intellect.  Perhaps  it  is  that 
owing  to  the  hard  daily  struggle  for  existence,  the  wits  of  the  people 
are  more  exercised.  The  great  intercourse  with  England  too,  must 
widen  the  range  of  intelligence.  As  a result  of  these  general  causes  the 
minds  of  the  children  get  naturally  sharpened.  A stranger  visiting  the 
schools  will  be  surprised  to  find  how  alert  the  pupils  are  to  catch  what 
is  sai  to  them,  how  quick  they  are  to  reply  if  they  know  the  answer, 
ancl  in  wliat  a self-possessed  voice  they  speak  as  compared  with  the  bash- 
lul  manner  to  be  met  with  elsewhere.  The  teachers,  too,  are  an  active, 
energetic  body,  anxious  to  maintain  the  reputation  of  their  schools.  It 
is  at  first  rather  surprising  to  find  that  in  spite  of  the  poverty  of  the 
people,  the  schools  will,  owing  to  the  aptness  of  the  pupils,  and  the 
activity  of  the  teachers,  be  found  to  compare  very  favourably  as 
regards  efficiency  with  others  in  more  happily-situated  parts  of  the  island.

The  school-houses  in  this  district  are  now  pretty  satisfactory  as  com-  School- 
pared  with  those  in  most  districts.  The  great  majority  of  them  are  good  houses 
new  houses,  vested  in  trustees,  built  in  recent  years.  The  rule  by  which  Sen®rall>’ 
two-thirds  of  the  total  cost  is  granted  by  the  Board  from  public  funds  g°°  ’ 
has  proved  the  greatest  boon.  The  managers,  with  a very  few  excep- 
tions, appreciate  it  thoroughly,  and  on  their  part  spare  no  pains  in  secur- 
ing sites  where  new  houses  are  required,  and  in  seeing  to  the  due  carry- 
ing out  of  the  erection  of  the  building.  Since  March,  1890,  eight  new 
vested  schools  have  come  into  operation,  the  six  mentioned  above,  and 
in  addition  St  John’s  Monastery  and  Kilmactigue  Female.  The  latter 
has  replaced  an  old  school  of  the  same  name.  The  former  has  replaced 
Ballaghadereen  Male,  lay  teachers  being  also  replaced  by  the  Brothers 
of  the  Christian  Schools.  There  now  exist  only  six  really  bad  school 
buildings.  A grant  in  aid  has  recently  been  made  by  the  Board  in  one 
of  these  cases.  In  three  cases  the  managers  inform  me  that  they  cannot 
procure  suitable  sites  on  reasonable  terms,  and  in  two  cases  the  manager 
states  that  he  cannot  obtain  the  landlord’s  consent,  though  he  is  able  to 
arrange  for  suitable  sites  with  the  tenants.  In  general  then  the  houses 
are  commodious,  with  slated  roofs  and  timber  floors,  well  furnished  and 
ventilated.  It  must  be  the  greatest  comfort  for  the  children  of  this 
poor  locality  to  be  supplied  with  such  houses  in  which  to  receive  their 
education,  the  conditions  under  which  they  live  at  home  being  so 
different.  In  addition  to  the  actual  comfort  too  it  musty  slowly  and 
insensibly,  raise  the  standard  of  living.  Children  who  have  been  taught 
in  clean  commodious  schools  will  be  likely  when  they  grow  up  to  in- 
troduce into  their  own  homes  to  a certain  extent  the  comforts  of  clean- 
liness, ventilation,  and  commodiousness  to  which  they  have  been 
.accustomed  in  school. 

There  is  one  circumstance,  which,  I fear,  in  the  course  of  time  will 
have  a serious  effect  on  these  tine  schools  vested  in  trustees.  There  are  ® of 
no  satisfactory  arrangements  for  keeping  them  in  repair.  The  trustees  houses" 
leave  the  burden  on  the  local  manager.  Here  he  is  usually  the  Parish 
Priest,  and  may  have  under  him  a number  of  schools.  As  a matter  of 
fact  96  schools  are  under  the  management  of  8 Parish  Priests,  thus  each 
of  these  has  12  schools  on  an  average.  To  keep  this  number  of  schools 
in  really  thorough  repair  would  require  an  expenditure  of  a considerable 
amount  of  money  in  the  year.  The  manager  has  no  local  fund  to  fall 
back  on.  Owing  to  the  poverty  of  the  people  he  considers  it  not  prudent 
and  useless  to  call  upon  them  for  subscriptions  to  create  a fund  for  school 
repairs.  Consequently  repairs  are  not  done  punctually.  A slate  gets 
blown  off,  and  the  rain  is  left  to  trickle  down  and  injure  the  ceiling 
and  timber  work  ; the  rough  casting  is  not  replaced,  and  the  house  gets 
damp  ; a coping-stone  of  a boundary  wall  topples  down,  and  the  adjoining 
part  of  the  wall  begins  to  fritter  away.  When  these  defects  become 
glaring  they  are  remedied  indeed,  but  only  in  an  incomplete  manner,  and 
not  until  after  some  permanent  damage  has  been  done.  The  damage 
done  to  the  houses  in  this  way  is  so  far  not  very  considerable,  but  it  is 
one  which  will  increase  and  multiply  according  as  the  years  roll  by.

Thus  the  numbers  for  both  divisions  of  first  class  have  very  sensibly 
increased.  There  exists  a very  laudable  desire  on  the  part  of  the  staff 
to  obtain  an  improvement  in  classification,  either  by  seeking  admission 
to  a Training  College,  or  to  the  July  Examinations  for  promotion.  I 
have  this  year  had  thirty-nine  applications  from  teachers  to  be  admitted 
to  next  J ulv  Examinations.  It  is  no  easy  task  in  several  of  these  cases 
to  come  to  a conclusion  whether  the  teacher,  from  the  discharge  of  his 
ordinary  duties,  is  deserving  of  being  recommended  for  admission  or 
not.  Of  the  thirty-nine  applications,  twenty-seven  were  from  those 
seeking  promotion  to  second  class.  Two  additional  incentives  have 
come  into  force  within  the  past  few  years,  which  tend  to  urge  teachers 
to  rise  at  least  above  third  class.  One  is  that  a monitor  will  not  be 
continued  beyond  his  third  year  of  service  under  a third  class  teacher. 
The  other  is  the  increase  in  class  salary  by  twenty  per  cent,  granted  by 
the  Education  Act  of  1892,  and  the  giving  of  a bonus  of  nine  pounds  to 
each  male,  and  seven  pounds  ten  shillings  to  each  female  assistant 
teacher  of  five  years’  standing,  who  is  classed  higher  than  the  third  class. 
The  fact  that  the  bonus  is  made  dependent  on  the  circumstance  of  the 
class  being  higher  than  third  has  had  a great  effect  in  urging  on 
assistants.  Formerly,  even  though  an  assistant  improved  his  class,  still 
his  pay  did  not  increase  so  long  as  he  remained  merely  an  assistant. 
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Of  the  220  teachers,  I find  that  sixty-six  have  undergone  a course  of  AmenHn  C. 
training,  fifty-four  of  these  being  principals,  and  twelve  assistants.  

In  addition  to  the  principals  and  assistants,  there  are  three  work-  stS  of  °a 
mistresses  and  ten  temporary  assistants.  Of  the  latter  two  are  only  Schools, 
provisionally  classed,  and  the  remainder  are  in  third  class.  The  utility  — T 

of  the  temporary  assistants  seems  to  me  very  doubtful.  When  they  O'XtoL 
teach  only  during  some  months  of  the  year  there  is  little  direct  induce-  „ ' 

ment  to  urge  them  to  exert  themselves  strenuously.  Neither  their  pay  talef  “' 
nor  their  standing  depends  on  the  success  of  their  teaching.  Provided  t • ■' 
the  average  attendances  for  the  months  are  sufficient  they  get  their  pay. 

No  share  of  the  results  fees  is  theirs,  consequently  they  lose  nothing  by  TemPorary 
inefficient  teaching,  and  neither  the  honour  of  the  success  of  the  school  “s'sta"ts- 
nor  the  disgrace  of  its  failure,  can  be  put  to  their  account.  In  some 
cases,  the  temporary  assistant  keeps  on  teaching  throughout  the  entire 
year,  and  is  held  responsible  for  certain  classes.  Here  there  is  an 
opportunity  for  testing  the  work  done  by  him,  yet  there  is  no  m-eat 
incentive  to  him  to  work  earnestly  ; he1  gets  no  part  of  tile  resiilts°fees 
and  is  ineligible  for  any  promotion  in  class. 

There  are  at  present  85  monitors  in  the  district,  23  in  their  first  year,  Monitors 
21  m second,  19m  third,  13  in  fourth,  and  9 in  fifth.  The  result  of 
their  training  shows  that  the  teachers  bestow  upon  them  a due  amount 
of  attention.  At  the  last  July  examinations  there  were  14  monitors 
examined  in  the  third  year’s  course,  of  whom  only  one  failed  to  obtain 
the  required  percentage.  There  were  11  examined  in  the  fifth  year’s 
course,  of  whom  8 succeeded  in  obtaining  classification.  I sometimes 
find  indeed,  when  C call  to  a school  in  the  morning  before  ten  o’clock 
when  the  teacher  ought  to  be  engaged  in  the  instruction  of  the  monitor* 
that  either  the  former  or  the  latter  is  absent,  showing  a want  of 
punctuality,  but  I must  say  that  such  a case  is  the  exception.  I find 
the  position  of  monitor  very  much  sought  after  when  an  appointment  is 
likely  to  be  made.  In  such  a case  a number  of  the  senior  pupils 
continue  to  attend  school  prompted  solely  by  the  prospect  of  haviny  a 
chance  of  being  appointed.  The  dearth  of  other  remunerative  employ- 
ment, and  the  very  much  improved  pay  of  the  teachers  contribute  to 
make  the  appointment  to  monitorship  of  considerable  importance 
especially  now  when  this  is  almost  the  only  road  open  by  which  to 
obtain  classification,  and  thus  qualify  for  appointment  as  teacher.  It 
often  requires  a very  careful  and  minute  examination  to  decide  between 
tile  claims  of  the  various  candidates.  The  appointment  is  almost 
invariably  made-according  to  merit.  It  is  very  rarely  that  a manager 
deems  it  necessary,  owing  to  special  circumstances,  to  object  to  the 
recommendation  of  the  pupil  who  has  proved  himself  or  herself  best  in 
competitive  examination. 

On  reckoning  up  the  statistics  for  the  year  1892,  I find  the  numbers  Irregular 
as  regards  the  average  on  rolls,  the  average  in  attendance,  and  those 
examined  for  results  to  be —

. Thus 1 there  is  a slight  and  pretty  uniform  increase  in  the  three  items 
since  1889.  It  also  appears  that  the  attendance  has  not  improved  at 
all.  In  fact  the  same  number  54  represents  now,  as  it  did  in  1889, 
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Appendix  C.  the  percentage  which  the  average  daily  attendance  is  of  the  entire 
Reports  on  number  on  rolls.  There  are  some  legitimate  causes  for  this  irregularity 
state  of  in  attendance  which  have  more  force  here  than  elsewhere.  The  people 
c 00  s~  are  poor,  and  through  lack  of  proper  food  or  clothing  they  sometimes 
Mr.  cannot  be  expected  to  send  their  children  to  school,  especially  if  the 
O'Riordan.  weather  is  unusually  inclement.  Then  many  of  the  men  are  away 
Ballagha-  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and  the  home  work  has  to  be  done 
dereen.  to  a large  extent  by  the  women  and  children.  Thus  the  children  are 
kept  at  home  at  the  time  of  the  planting  of  the  potatoes,  of  the  saving 
of  the  turf,  and  of  the  gathering  of  the  harvest.  A very  general 
employment  too  for  the  young  lads  is  the  bringing  of  turf  into  the  towns 
for  sale.  Any  morning  in  Ballaghadereen,  Swinford,  Tubbercurry, 
Kiltimagh,  and  Charlestown,  one  will  see  coming  in  to  the  town  strings 
of  donkeys,  each  donkey  bearing  two  small  baskets  of  turf,  carefully 
balanced  across  his  back,  and  each  in  charge  of  a young  lad.  These  lads 
are  often  able  to  get  home  in  time,  for  school,  but  often  they  are  not,  and 
sometimes  they  have  to  make  more  than  one  journey  with  their  curious 
loads.  Another  circumstance  which  interferes  with  the  attendance  here 
is  the  prevalence  of  epidemics,  measles,  fever,  scarlatina,  &c.,  in  more 
or  less  violent  forms  are  constantly  breaking  out,  caused  I presume  by 
the  want  of  proper  food,  clothing,  cleanliness,  and  housing,  also  perhaps 
by  the  heaviness  and  dampness  of  the  atmosphere  over  the  moist  boggy 
soil.  However,  it  seems  certain  that  the  children  are  often  kept  from 
school  for  only  a very  small  cause,  or  for  none  at  all.  Judging  from 
my  own  experience,  and  from  the  opinions  of  Managers  and  Teachers, 
I would  be  of  opinion  that  some  form  of  compulsory  attendance  is 
necessary,  and  would  be  of  great  utility. 

Proficiency  regarc*s  tlie  proficiency  displayed  by  the  pupils  at  Results 

of  pupils.  y Examinations,  1 have  to  speak  in  very  favourable  terms..  Though  the 
conditions  under  which  the  people  live  are  not  the  most  comfortable, 
yet  the  children  are  clever,  and  the  Teachers  are  energetic.  There 
exists  a general  admiration  and  love  for  education,  and  the  Managers 
and  all  concerned  take  a deep  interest  in  the  educational  advancement 
of  the  people.  There  are  of  course  some  schools  where  matters  are  quite 
unsatisfactory ; the  answering  is  poor,  the  pupils  are  badly  disciplined, 
nothing  even  the  simplest  detail  is  carried  out  as  it  ought  to  be.  If  I 
ask  the  teacher  for  an  explanation  of  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs, 
numberless  excuses  will  be  forthcoming,  the  attendance  is  irregular ; 
there  were  epidemics  prevalent,  &c.  Yet  in  an  adjoining  school  and  in 
neighbouring  ones  matters  will  be  found  to  be  satisfactory.  These  were 
under  practically  the  same  conditions  as  the  first  named  school,  yet 
their  teachers  were  able  to  produce  satisfactory  results.  In  such  a case 
the  fault  lies  with  the  teacher  himself. 

Reading.  Reading  in  this  district  can  not  be  called  good,  but  at  the  same 

time  it  cannot  be  called  bad.  The  failures  are  not  numerous,  yet  the 
number  one  passes  are  fewer  than  they  might  be,  the  number  two  passes 
holding  sway.  The  pupils  read  in  a sufficiently  loud  voice.  The  great 
fault  is  excessive  quickness.  Often  the  words  are  not  properly  grouped 
together,  little  attention  is  paid  to  the  sense  or  to  the  pauses,  the  great 
object  being  to  repeat  one  word  after  another  as  rapidly  as  possible.  I 
have  advised  the  teachers  to  read  often  for  imitation,  and  to  practice 
simultaneous  reading  occasionally.  I fear  that  in  too  many  cases  the 
main  object  aimed  at  is  to  teach  the  children  to  pronounce  each 
individual  word,  and  that,  when  this  end  is  gained,  the  children  are 
allowed  to  read  away  at  their  own  will.  I regret  to  have  to  say  that 
the  explanation  of  the  meaning  of  words  and  phrases  is,  in  too  m ny  cases, 
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very  imperfectly  tauglit,  and  in  some  cases  completely  neglected.  The 
children  are  able  to  perform  the  mechanical  process  of  reading,  but  they 
“r  ?°  ldea  of  tlle  meaning  of  what  they  are  reading.  This 
skill  will  be  of  use  to  them,  and  can  be  applied  in  after  life,  but  it  is 
a pity  it  while  at  school  they  are  not  trained  to  understand  the  meaning 
of  the  words  and  expressions,  and  to  take  in  the  subject  matter  treated 
ot.  j-riie  indeed,,  the  lessons  occurring  in  the  Reading  Books  are  often 
rather  above  the  intellects  of  rude  country  children  ; yet  the  teachers 
could,  li  they  made  a determined  effort,  succeed  in  teaching  explanation 
better,  Ihe  poems  are  usually  committed  accurately  to  memory  but 
they  are  often  recited  without  much  regard  to  the  sense,  and  the  pupils 
are  very  seldom  trained  to  understand  the  meaning  or  force  of  what 
they  recite. 

The  writing  in  second,  third,,  and  fourth  classes  usually  shows  a fair  Writhe, 
attempt,  at  imitation  of  head-line.  Letter  writing  in  fifth  and  sixth 
classes  is  gradually  improving,  but  is  not  yet,  what  it  mi»ht  be  I 
look  upon  this  as  a most  important  subject.  When  examinum  on 'it  I 
make  it  clearly  understood  by  both  teachers  and  pupils,  that  in°order  to 
obtain  a pass  it  is  not  sufficient  to  have  the  penmanship  careful,  that  this 
is  an  essential,  but  that  in  addition  the  letter  must  be  in  proper  form  as 
regards  postal  address,  date,  beginning  and  ending,  that  bad  grammar 
must  be  avoided,  and  that  what  is  written  must  make  sense,  and  must' 
bear  on  the  subject  given.  X inculcate  the  necessity  of  continuing  the 
writing  of  copies  in  the  senior  class.  If  this  is  not  done  the  penmanship 
is  very  apt  to  deteriorate  into  a scribble. 

The  subject  of  arithmetic  is  a favourite  one  with  both  teachers  and  Arithmetic 
pupils,  and  is  generally  well  taught. 

The  proficiency  in  spellings  fairly  satisfactory.  In  the  schools  where  Spelling, 
it  is  defective  I find,  on  looking  over  the  exercise  books,  that  the  errors 
m dictation  are  often  left  unmarked,  and  that  when  marked  the  misspelled 
words  are  not  written  out  correctly  a sufficient  number  of  times. 

Grammar  in  third  class  is  usually  good ; in  fourth  very  fair.  . In  fifth  Grammar, 
and  sixth  classes  it  ought  to  be  better.  One  important  cause  of  this 
deficiency,  I imagine,  is  that  in  these  classes  sufficient  parsing  is  not 
done  on  paper  during  the  year. 

Geography  is  generally  well  taught  in  third,  fourth,  and  first  sta^e,  fifth  Geography, 
class.  In  second  stage  fifth,  I sometimes  find  that  the  teachers  htive  not 
grasped  the  fact  that  acquaintance  with  the  geography  of  Ireland  is 
essential.  Instead  of  training  the  pupils  minutely  in  all  they  can  learn 
from  the  text-book,  and  from  the  map  about  Ireland,  they  rely  on  the 
map  with  little  reference  to  the  text-book,  and  combine  with  the 
map  of  Ireland  the  maps  of  the  Continents.  The  proficiency  of  sixth 
class  m geography  is  often  defective. 

The  answering  on  the  text-book  in  agriculture  is  generally  as  good  as  Agriculture, 
might  be  expected.  Still,  even  when  the  boys  answer  correctly  the  question 
asked,  I fear  they  often  do  so,  without  appreciating  the  meaning  of  the 
answer,  but  simply  because  it  has  been  pounded  into  their  heads  There 
are  various  reasons  for  this  superficial  knowledge.  In  the  first  place 
the  text-book  is,  I think,  rather  long,  is  not  couched  in  sufficiently  simple 
words  and  enters  rather  too  much  into  detail  to  be  properly  compre- 
hended by  the  limited  intelligence  of  ordinary  country  children.  Then 
m this  district,  the  great  majority  of  the  people  possess  only  small 
holdings  of  semi-reclaimed  bog,  and  depend  mostly  on  the  proceeds  of 
labour  m England.  They  have  no  practical  knowledge  of  a proper 
rotation  of  crops,  or  of  cottage  gardening.  I think  I might  safely 
venture  to  say  that  fully  one-half  the  pupils  in  my  schools  never  even  saw 
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Appendix  c.  a gooseberry  bush  or  an  apple  tree;  A plough,  or  a roller,  or  in  fact  any 
Reports  on  farm  implement  drawn  by  a horse,  is  a rare  sight.  The  work  is  almost 
State  of  all  done  by  hand,  and  the  tillage  usually  consists  of  a patch  of  potatoes  and 
Schools.  0f  oats.  How  to  put  agriculture  on  a proper  footing  in  this  congested 
Mr.  J.  district  is  a very  difficult  and  wide  problem.  Without  a complete  trans- 
O'Riordan.  formation  in  the  social  conditions  such  a feat  is,  I fear,  impossible. 
Balla^ha-  However,  by  adopting  so  much  of  the  principles  laid  down  in  the 
dereen.  Agricultural  Class  Book  as  are  applicable  to  the  local  circumstances,  a 
considerable  improvement  may  be  effected,  and  no  doubt,  when  the  boys 
have  learnt  these  principles  at  school,  they  will,  when  they  grow  up, 
appreciate  the  advantages  of  them,  and  strive  to  put  them  in  practice  at 
least  to  a certain  extent. 

Needlework  h°u1'  rule  for  needlework  is  now  universally  practised.  Skill  in 

plain  needlework  and  in  knitting,  is  in  general  good.  I am  endeavour- 
ing to  make  the  teachers  bestow  more  attention  on  cutting  out  in  fifth 
and  sixth  classes.  Every  girl  in  the  fourth  and  higher  classes  now  has 
for  inspection  at  results  examination  a pinafore,  overall,  shirt,  or  article 
of  underclothing  made  by  herself  during  the  year.  It  is  coming  to  be 
understood  that  the  senior  girls  are  expected  to  spend  the  needlework 
hour  mostly  in  the  making  of  articles  of  wearing  apparel,  and  not  solely 
in  working  button-holes,  &c.,  on  small  pieces  of  calico,  as  was  wont  to 
be  the  custom  in  former, years. 

Alternative  The  alternative  scheme  for  sixth  class  girls  did  not  make  much  head- 
scheme.  way  at  its  first  introduction  here.  Teachers  were  at  a loss  as  to  what 
reading  books  should  be  used,  and  they  looked  with  alarm  on  the 
amount  of  industrial  work  put  before  them.  They  complained  that  the 
scheme  was  too  advanced,  that  the  parents  objected  to  the  idea  of  their 
children  being  withdrawn  from  such  subjects  as  arithmetic  and  grammar, 
that  the  children  were  too  poor  to  supply  materials,  and  that  such  pro- 
ficiency could  not  be  attained  as  would  secure  sale  for  the  finished 
articles.  The  poverty  of  the  people  is  indeed  a great  obstacle  to  the 
hopes  of  considerable  success  in  this  locality.  However,  within  the 
past  year  or  two  the  scheme  has  been  adopted  in  a large  number  of 
schools.  The  sixth  book,  girls’  reading  book,  and  domestic  economy, 
are  being  studied ; very  special  attention  is  being  given  to  letter- writing, 
and  the  acquaintance  with  arithmetic,  grammar,  and  geography  acquired 
in  second  stage  fifth  class,  is  being  strengthened.  Then,  plain  needle- 
work, including  shirtmaking,  is  being  taught,  and  the  other  industrial 
subjects  usually  adopted  are  dressmaking,  making  of  underclothing, 
and  knitting  and  crocheting.  The  popularity  of  the  school  is  main- 
tained by  the  retention,  in  a modified  w'ay,  of  the  literary  subjects,  and 
when  the  articles  of  clothing  are  finished,  they  are  taken  away  and  worn. 
"When  people  come  to  see  the  practical  utility  of  the  scheme  they  will 
take  to  it  more  kindly.  I find  that  where  the  teacher  is  energetic  and 
earnest  the  scheme  is  proving  a success,  and  has  become  popular  with 
the  people. 

St.  Francis  J^-n  important  industrial  department  has  been  established  in  connection 
Xavier’s  with  St.  Francis  Xavier’s  Convent  National  School,  Ballaghadereen. 

Industrial  "^s  department  is  divided  into  two  sections.  One  section,  established 
department  1889,  is  devoted  to  the  making  of  shirts,  underclothing,  dresses, 
and  embroidery.  The  material  is  supplied  by  private  customers, 
by  shops,  and  from  the  funds  of  the  community,  the  finished  work  is 
sold  to  private  customers  and  to  shops.  The  other  section  was  estab- 
lished in  January,  1892.  This  has  to  do  with  the  manufacture  of 
hosiery.  Stockings,  cardigans,  gloves,  and  jerseys  are  turned  out  for 
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sale.  During  the  past  year,  machinery  has  been  erected  at  a dost  of  Appendix  c. 

nearly  £1,000,  the  industry  has  been  placed  under  the  Factory  Act,  and  „ 

experienced  teachers  have  been  employed.  The  industrial  department  StTof 
at  the  convent  really  now  presents  a most  busy  sight.  There  are  in  it  Schools, 
over  a hundred  girls,  all  working  diligently,  some  sewing  with  hand  or  NT, 
with  machines,  and  working  embroidery,  but  the  greater  number  em-  0'Riord.m. 

ployed  at  some  process  of  the  hosiery  manufacture.  There  are  seventy-  

threeknittmgmachines.workedbythehand,  on  which  the  hosiery  is  made  ?allil8lm_ 
Then,  by  means  of  elaborate  machinery,  worked  by  steam,  the  roimh 
article  is  finished  by  a process  which  washes,  brushes,  and  presses  the 
weak.  The  industry  is  a great  boon  in  this  poor  locality,  as  the  oirls 
arehereable  to  earna  salary,  varying  with  their  skill,  which  forms  a great 
addition  to  the  family  resources.  Three  smaller  branch  factories  have 
been  opened  m poor  parts  of  the  surrounding  country,  the  work  beino- 
sent  to  the  convent  for  finishing.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  course  of 
some  time  it  may  be  possible  to  give  a considerable  amount  of  employ- 
ment to  the  people  in  their  own  homes,  the  knitting  to  be  done  by 
hand-machines,  and  finished  off  in  the  convent.  The  Sisters  of  Charity 
deserve  great  credit  for  the  efforts  they  have  made  and  are  making  in 
face  ot  many  difficulties.  ° 

In  the  schools  of  this  district  extra  and  optional  subjects  are  only  Fxtraaml 
sparingly  attempted.  They  are  scarcely  ever  taken  up  in  any  but  good  Opt  nu?' 
schools,  and  as  a consequence  are  well  taught.  Drawing,  vocal  music  s“b.iecll!- 
book-keeping,  and  algebra  are  the  most  common.  Kindergarten  is 
taught  with  success  in  two  convent  and  in  one  ordinary  school. 

On  the  day  of  Results  Examination  I find  the  school  accounts  well  . 
kept  by  most  teachers.  Of  course  there  are  a number  of  more  or  less  A°  Sl 
careless  members  in  the  staff  who  do  not  go  to  the  trouble  of  tottino- 
the  attendances  correctly,  of  checking  the  various  entries  carefully,  and 
of  filling  in  all  necessary  details.  At  my  incidental  visits  I generally 
find  the  accounts  correctly  kept.  I have  met  only  one  case  of  what  I 
considered  deliberate  falsification  during  the  year  1892.  Of  course  I 
have  met  several  cases  of  more  or  less  serious  irregularity.  With 
nearly  11,000  children  for  Results  Examinations,  and  all  the  other 
various  duties  connected  with  an  Inspector’s  office,  it  is  not  possible  to 
make  as  frequent  and  as  prolonged  incidental  visits  as  would  be  desir- 
able for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  daily  entries  in  the  accounts,  and 
also  of  seeing  to  the  every-day  work  and  discipline  of  the  schools. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  deep  interest 
taken  by  the  managers  m all  that  concerns  the  educational  interests  of 
the  district  and  my  admiration  for  the  very  successful  work  generally 
performed  by  the  teachers,  J

Appendices  to  Fifty-ninth  Report  of  Commissioners  [1882, 


Mr.  A.  S.  Cowley,  A.B.,  District  Inspector. 

Boyle,  County  Roscommon, 

1st  March,  1893. 

Gentlemen, — The  last  general  report  you  called  upon  me  to  make 
was  that  of  the  year  1889  for  my  present  district.  I now  forward  the 
one  you  have  just  directed  me  to  furnish. 

The  boundaries  of  the  Boyle  District  remain  the  same  as  at 
the  time  of  my  last  report,  and  the  number  of  schools  in  opeiation 
also  is  the  same  ; one  having  been  added,  and  one  struck  off  the  roll. 

The  one  struck  off  is  Iveash,  long  the  leading  school  of  that  part  of 
the  country.  The  school  added  is  the  Female  Department  at  Culfadda, 
in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  Keash. 

To  Culfadda  Female  FT.  S.,  I alluded  in  my  report  of  1889,  as  one 
not  required,  and  unlikely  to  prosper.  It  seemed  only  too  certain  that 
my  anticipations  would  be  verified,  as  the  attendance  began  to  fall  away 
when  the  great  pressure  brought  to  bear  upon  the  people  was  relaxed. 
This  from  the  very  intensity  of  that  pressure  was  bound  sooner  or  later 
to  happen.  Many  pupils  returned  to  their  former  schools  ; and  others, 
finding  their  hopes  of  a monitorship  illusive,  returned  to  their  former 
avocations.  This  lowered  the  attendance  till  the  assistantship  was  on 
the  point  of  being  lost,  when  suddenly,  owing  to  an  unforeseen  and  not 
to  be  expected  chain  of  circumstances,  the  Keash  School  became  in- 
operative. The  landlord  wished  to  have  one  person  to  succeed  the 
teacher  just  retiring  on  pension;  the  manager  insisted  upon  another; 
and  it  ended  by  the  landlord  taking  possession  of  the  school,  which 
was  on  his  property,  and  had  been  built  and  furnished  by  his  father  at 
his  own  private  expense. 

Later  on  the  Commissioners  struck  the  school  of  the  roll,  to  the  great 
advantage  of  the  parish  under  its  present  circumstances.  The  situation 
of  this  Keash  School  was  peculiar.  It  was  fronted  by  a semicircular 
amphitheatre  of  five  schools,  only  three  of  which  were  needed.  These 
schools  are  from  left  to  right : — 

Carrowcrory  Male,  non-vested,  three’statute  miles  distant. 

Carrowcrory  Female,  non-vested,  two  and  a half  statute  miles  distant, 

Culfadda  Male  and  Female,  vested,  two  and  a half  miles  distant. 

Drumnagranchy,  vested,  not  two  miles  distant. 

Keash  has  for  its  immediate  background  the  precipitous  and  un- 
inhabited mountain  of  „the  same  name,  so  that  all  the  attendance  was 
drawn  from  the  space  between  it  and  the  five  schools  referred  to. 
Drumnagranchy,  under  an  excellent  teacher,  could  not  maintain  a 
continuous  average  of  thirty  ; while  Culfadda  had  only  a real  average 
for  one  good  school.  Row,  however,  the  average  at  Drumnagranchy 
is  over  60,  and  at  each  of  the  Culfaddas  between  50  and  60 ; while 
there  is  no  hardship  on  any  pupil,  none  of  them  having  more  than  two 
miles  to  walk,  supposing  they  attend  the  school  nearest  their  homes. 

In  other  parts  of  the  District  there  are  several  cases  in  which  it  , 
would  be  advantageous  to  amalgamate  small  neighbouring  schools. 
For  example,  Crosna,  Kilfaughna,  and  Cartron  (2),  could  be  well  re- 
placed by  a double  school  at  the  intervening  cross-roads.  In  general, 
however,  the  distribution  of  the  schools  fairly  meets  the  requirements  of 
each  locality,  and  I do  not  know  of  any  part  of  the  District  in  which  a 
new  school  is  needed. 
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The  hchoolhouses.  There  is  now  a good  number  of  vested  houses,  Appendix  c. 

five  having  been  added  since  my  last  report,  and  sites  have  been  pro-  „ 

cured  for  several  more.  1 StT/S™ 

The  playgrounds  also  of  four  schools  have  been  enclosed,  and  five  SchooR 
have  been  provided  with  out-offices.  . Mr.A.S. 

But  there  are  still  between  twenty-five  and  thirty  houses  more  or  boviT 
less  objectionable,  either  from  size,  or  from  being  unslated  and  unboarded  — 

In  most  of  these  cases,  efforts  are  being  made  to  procure  sites  and  satis-  ?chooI_ 
factory  leases  for  new  vested  schools  : and  it  is  to'  be  hoped  that  the 
thatched  cabins,  with  their  straitened  space  and  mud  floors,  will  soon 
become  a thing  of  the  past. 

Management. — Of  course  here  as  elsewhere  there  is  a sprinkling  0f  Manage, 
luke warm  Managers,  who  take  only  a nominal  interest  in  the  welfare  me"t' 
of  their  schools,  but  the  great  majority  recognise  that  they  have 
duties  to  fulfil,  as  well  as  rights  to  exercise.  It  is  by  their  efforts  that 
the  past  improvement  in  the  school  buildings  has  been  effected  and  it 
is  at  their  hands  those  still  requisite  can  only  be  expected.  ’ 

Teachers. — Most  of  the  teachers  have  suitable  houses,  and  many  have  Teachers, 
land. 

There  are  now  two  residences  provided  by  the  State  in  addition  to  the 
one  existing  in  1889.  With  regard  to  these  residences,  I may  state 
that  the  Teachers  would  hot  find  it  difficult  to  procure  houses  as  com- 
fortable, if  not  so  ornamental,  for  a lower  rent ; and  I think  the  time 
for  the  repayment  of  the  loan  should  be  extended.  A teacher  who  has 
for  many  years  paid  a couple  of  pounds  more  for  his  residence  than  he 
would  have  to  pay  for  a private  house,  can  feel  only  moderate  gratifica- 
tion from  the  reflection  that  some  unknown  successor  will  live  entirely 
rent  free.

. ^esides  these  160  Teachers  there  are  seven  workmistresses  and  one 
junior  Literary  Assistant. 


Monitors.  There  are  at  present  only  thirty-three  Monitors  and  thirty  Monitors, 
one  Monitresses  in  the  district.  As  a rule  they  are  attentive  to  their 
duties,  and  take  due  advantage  of  the  instruction  given  by  their 
Teachers.  In  July,  1889,  forty  were  examined,  of  whom  three  only 
tailed  ; m 1890,  thirty-one  were  examined,  all  of  whom  pased  : in  1891 
forty  were  examined,  eight  failed  ; in  1892  twenty-two  were  examined 
one  failed.  Thus  m the  four  years  only  twelve  failed  out  of  one. 
hundred  and  thirty-three  presentations,  which  speaks  volumes  for  both 
ieacbers  and  Monitors.

The  results  examinations  of  Mullaghroe  Male  and  Female  Schools 
were  lately  changed  from  January  last  to  the  present  month,  so  that 
only  126  of  the  total  128  schools  were  examined  during  the  above  period. 

The  average  attendance  in  those  126  schools  was  3182-6  Boys,  3142-6 
Girls.  Total  6325-2. 

The  numbers  examined  were  4021  Boys,  4059  Girls,  Total  8080,  or 
rather  more  than  one  fourth  in  excess  of  the  attendance. 

Reading  continues  to  be  well  taught  so  far  as  regards  fluency  and 
correctness,  but  there  is  seldom  much  expression. 

Explanation  is  considerably  below  what  could  be  wished. 

In  the  repetition  of  poetry  there  is  seldom  any  symptom  of  taste.  So 
far,  as  regards  explanation,  the  only  cure  lies  in  giving  a special  results 
fee  for  a satisfactory  pass;  and  as  for  reading  and  poetry,  in  the 
programme  for  second  and  first  class  teachers,  I think  very  marked 
stress  should  be  laid  on  their  examination  in  that  subject.  Many  a bad 
writer  can  teach  good  writing  with  complete  success,  but  no  bad  reader 
can  teach  reading.  Whatever  improvement  I find  in  teachers  on  their 
return  from  training  I have  never  observed  much  improvement  in 
their  reading.  Not  entering  into  their  examination  marks,  I suppose 
it  receives  little  attention  ; and  yet  training  affords  the  only  opportunity 
of  their  improvement  in  the  Art. 

Writing. — In  this  subject  the  proficiency  is  high,  there  being  very 
few  schools  in  which  it  is  not  legible,  and  regular,  and  free. 

Arithmetic. — Mental  Arithmetic  is  seldom  well  taught,  and  a greater 
knowledge  of  theory  is  desirable.  The  number  of  pass  marks  however 
is  satisfactory. 

Spelling  is  well  taught  so  far  as  our  instructions  regarding  the  inter- 
pretation of  the  programme  are  concerned,  but  I still  think  the  number 
of  mistakes  allowed  in  a given  number  of  words  should  decrease  with 
each  class.  If  a fourth  class  child  may  make  nine  mistakes  in  100 
words  without  our  being  authorized  to  give  him  a nought,  I think  a 
sixth  class  boy  should  not  be  allowed  more  than  three,  or  at  most  four. 

Grammar. — This  subject  is  very  far  from  being  well  taught  except  in 
a few  schools. 


Geography. — The  general  proficiency  ranges  from  fair  to  very  fair, 
except  in  Mathematical  Geography  and  Map  Drawing. 

Agriculture  is  now  very  fairly  taught  in  most  schools. 

Needleviork. — The  plain  sewing  and  knitting  are  almost  always  good, 
and  the  cutting  out  poor.  The  alternative  scheme  has  been  adopted  in 
thirteen  schools  with  a fair  amount  of  success. 


It  is,  however,  unsuitable  to,  and  unpopular  in,  most  parts  of  the 
district.  Even  if  there  were  a sale  for  the  work  (which  is  not  the  case) 
the  labour  of  the  grown  girls  on  their  parents’  holdings  is  much  more 
valuable  than  any  work  their  toil-stiffened  hands  would  be  able  to  produce. 
Extra  and  Algebra. — In  twenty-five  schools  144  were  examined,  the  result  being 
optional  generally  very  fair. 

ianc  es.  Geometry  and  Mensuration . — These  subjects  were  fairly  taught  to 
ninety-three  pupils  in  twenty-seven  schools. 

Physical  Geography. — In  five  schools  thirty- three  were  examined. 
Proficiency  generally  weak. 

French  is  well  taught  in  one  school,  but  this  year  onlyr  one  pupil  was 
presented  for  examination. 

Latin  is  taught  in  one  school.  Of  four  boys  presented,  two  obtained 
first,  and  two  second  class  passes.

Gentlemen,— In  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  your  Chamhe'rs- 
letter  of  the  3rd  J anuary,  I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  first  General  ®alIma‘ 
Fepoit  on  the  Ballinamore  district,  of  which  I took  charge  on  the  1st  -- — 

October,  1890. 

The  district,  of  which  Ballinamore  is  very  nearly  the  geographical  district, 
as  well  as  the  official  centre,  includes  the  whole  of  the  county  Leitrim, 
east  of  Lough  Allen  and  the  river  Shannon,  except  a small  portion  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Mohill,  the  greater  part  of  the  north  of  county 
Cavan,  and  a small  portion  of  Fermanagh  ; it  extends  from  Carrick-on- 
Shannon  to  Bally connell,  and  from  Oarrigallen  to  Dowra,  a small  village 
near  the  source  of  the  Shannon.  It  covers  an  area  of  between  500  and 
600  square  miles,  and  contains  the  towns  of  Carrick-on-Shannon,  Ballina- 
more, Swanlinbar,  Drumshambo,  and  Ballyconnell,  and  the  villages  of 
Oarrigallen,  Cloone,  Hewtowngore,  Keshcarrigan,  and  Leitrim. 

On  the  north-west  of  the  district  are  the  Leitrim  and  Cavan  moun 
tarns,  m which  coal  and  iron  are  said  to  exist  in  great  abundance,  and 

e highest  peak  of  the  Leitrim  range,  Slieve  Anierin,  derives  its  name 
from  the  presence  of  iron  in  it.  There  is  no  doubt  that  furnaces  for 
the  smelting  of  iron  existed  along  the  shores  of  Lough  Allen  at  a very 
early  period,  but  as  this  industry  has  long  since  died  out,  the  inhabi- 
tants now  obtain  a livelihood  from  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  alone. 

.e  remainder  of  the  district  is  moderately  level,  but  the  soil,  except 
m rare  spots,  is  of  poor  quality,  overgrown  with  rushes,  and  generally 
1 f°r  cultivation.  The  lakes  are  extremely  numerous,  so  much 

so  that  when  the  country  is  viewed  from  an  eminence,  nearly  half  of  it 
appears  covered  with  water.  The  people,  generally,  are  poor,  especially 
those  living  in  the  mountainous  parts,  and  a great  part  of  the  district 
has  been  scheduled  under  the  Congested  Districts  Act.  As  there  are 
no  manufactories  in  the  district,  the  people  are  dependent  for  a liveli- 
ood  on  the  cultivation  of  the  soil,  and  the  implements  of  husbandry 
ru(^es^  kind,  but,  on  the  estates  recently  purchased  under  the 
Ashbourne  Act,  the  mode  of  cultivation  is  rapidly  improving.

A few  years  ago,  the  Cavan,  Leitrim  and  Roscommon  Light  Railway, 
which  has  its  head-quarters  in  Ballinamore,  was  opened  for  traffic,  and 
has  greatly  benefited  the  farmers  and  traders  of  the  districts  through 
which  it  passes,  owing  to  the  increased  facilities  it  affords  for  the  transit 
of  goods  and  farm  produce;  it  also  gives  permanent  employment 
especially  in  Ballinamore,  to  a large  number  of  workmen. 

When  I took  charge  of  the  district  there  were  132  schools  in  opera- 
tion  in  it.  Since  that  time  two  new  schools  have  been  built  in  places 
where  no  schools  previously  existed ; one  school  which  was  temporarily 
closed  has  been  re-opened,  under  a young  teacher,  and  one  which  was 
formerly  in  connection  with  the  Church  Education  Society  has  been 
placed  under  the  National  Board,  so  that  there  are  now  136  schools  in 
operation  in  the  district,  viz  : — 

132  Ordinary  schools. 

2 Convent  schools. 

2 Poor  Law  Union  schools. 

136 

Of  the  132  ordinary  schools,  forty  are  vested  in  trustees,  four  in  the 
Commissioners  of  National  Education,  and  eighty-eight  are  non-vested. 
Both  Convent  schools  are  vested  in  trustees. 

The  schools  are  so  placed  that  no  child  wishing  to  attend  school  lias 
an  unreasonable  distance  to  travel ; indeed,  in  some  localities,  the 
schools  are  too  numerous,  and,  in  consequence,  the  minimum  average 
attendance  required  to  keep  them  in  connection  with  the  National 
Board  can  with  difficulty  be  maintained. 

This  district  was  formerly  remarkable  for  the  number  of  unsuitable 
school  buildings  it  contained,  but  praiseworthy  efforts  have  been  made 
of  late  to  remove  that  stigma.  Within  recent  years  thirty-four  new 
vested  schools,  well  adapted  in  every  way  for  the  educational  wants  of 
the  people  have  been  erected,  of  which  eleven  have  been  opened  since  I 
took  charge  of  the  district.  During  the  past  two  years  two  new  schools 
have  been  built  and  furnished  entirely  from  private  funds.  Grants  have 
been  made  towards  the  erection  of  six  other  vested  schools,  which  I 
expect  to  see  completed  and  ready  for  the  reception  of  pupils  in  a few 
months.  I regret  to  have  to  state  that,  even  after  the  erection  of  these 
schools,  there  will  still  remain  seventeen  unsuitable  school-houses  in  the 
district,  but,  in  many  cases,  efforts  are  being  made  at  present  by  the 
managers  to  have  these  also  replaced  by  new  vested  buildings.  The 
difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  sites  has  hitherto  been  the  chief  barrier 
to  the  complete  effacement  of  the  unsightly  school  buildings. 

The  teaching  staff  engaged  in  the  schools  under  my  inspection, 
exclusive  of  the  Convent  schools,  consists  of  eighty  male  teachers,  eighty 
female  teachers,  one  male  temporary  assistant,  six  junior  literary  assis- 
tants, and  seventeen  workmistresses. 

The  160  principal  and  assistant  teachers  employed  in  this  district  are 
classed  as  follows  : —

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From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  exactly  half  the  teachers  of  the  AppendhsO 
district  are  in  the  lowest  class,  a state  of  affairs  which  cannot  be  con-  Rep^Jon 
sidered  satisfactory.  T regret  to  have  to  state  that  the  majority  of  the  State  of 
teachers  show  no  desire  to  improve  their  classification,  and  the  number  0f  Schools, 
those  who  apply  to  be  admitted  to  the  Annual  Examinations  is  very  small.  Mr.  J. 

In  1891,  the  first  year  after  I took  charge  of  the  district,  only  two  Chambers. 
teachers  presented  themselves  for  promotion,  one  for  first  class,  who  Ballina- 
passed,  and  the  other  for  second,  who  failed.  In  1892,  five  candidates  more' 
were  examined,  three  for  first  class,  all  of  whom  were  successful,  and  two 
for  second  class,  both  of  whom  failed.  Although  I have  very  little  hope 
that  any  serious  effort  will  be  made  by  the  older  teachers  to  improve 
their  classification,  I have  observed  with  pleasure  a desire  springing  up 
•recently  among  the  younger  teachers  to  improve  their  classification, °ancl 
to  rank  among  those  of  the  highest  grade.

A comparison  between  this  table  and  the  one  above  shows  that 
only  forty  per  cent,  of  the  teachers  engaged  in  the  district  have 
been  trained,  the  untrained  teachers  being  for  the  most  part  in 
third  class.  As  many  of  the  untrained  teachers  have  never  had 
an  opportunity  of  seeing  a school  efficiently  conducted,  it  is  not 
surprising  that  their  schools  are  of  a very  mediocre  character.  More- 
over, the  majority  of  these  teachers  have  been  so  long  in  the  Board’s 
service,  and  have  worked  so  long  in  their  own  peculiar  way,  that  it  is 
well  nigh  hopeless  to  expect  any  marked  improvement  in  their  schools 
while  they  remain  in  charge  of  them.  It  is,  however,  rare  to  find  a 
really  idle  teacher,  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  their  schools  being  more 
due  to  want  of  method  than  to  want  of  energy  in  conducting  them. 
However,  teachers  of  this  class  are  gradually  retiring  from  the  Board’s 
service,  and  I am  glad  to  find  that  the  majority  of  managers  are 
exercising  great  care  in  appointing  properly  qualified  successors. 

Very  little  advantage  has  been  taken  in  this  district  of  the  several  Te“hers 
Acts  of  Parliament  passed  with  a view  to  provide  suitable  residences  residences 
for  the  teachers  of  National  schools,  as  only  three  such  residences  have 
been  built.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  sites  is  in  many  cases 
the  cause  of  this  apparent  indifference  on  the  part  of  the  managers,  but 
in  many  cases  the  teachers  do  not  wish  such  residence,  as  they  are  the 
possessors  of  small  farms  on  which  they  reside.  In  addition  to  the 
residences  above  referred  to,  there  are  free  residences  attached  to 
fourteen  schools.  Most  of  these  are  schools  that  have  formerly  been  in 
connection  with  the  Church  Education  Society. 

As  two  of  the  schools  were  less  than  twelve  months  in  operation  on  Attendance 
the  31st  December,  1892,  they  were  not  examined  for  results  during  °f  pupils’ 
the  year,  but  in  the  134  schools  examined  there  were  at  the  end  of  the 
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Appendix C results  period  10,816  pupils  on  the  rolls,  of  whom  8,038  were  presented 
Re  "^tTon  ^0r  examination.  The  average  attendance,  however,  was  only  6,171, 
State  of  i.e .,  a little  over  56  per  cent,  of  the  number  on  the  rolls.  This  state  of 

Schools.  affairs-  is  far  from  satisfactory,  but  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that, 

j'ifrf.j . since  the  introduction  of  free  education  in  October  last,  I have  observed 
Chambers.  in  many  schools  a material  increase  in  the  attendance,  and  1 hope  that 
Ballina-  as  the  benefits  of  free  education  become  better  understood  the  attend- 
more-  ance  at  the  schools  generally  will  still  further  improve. 

Reading.  In  a few  schools  the  pupils  read  with  fluency  and  intelligence,  but  in 
the  majority  of  schools  reading  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word  is  not 
well  taught ; it  is  generally  too  mechanical,  and  I have  frequently  to 
complain  of  inattention  to  punctuation,  especially  in  the  junior  classes. 
Teachers  too  frequently  imagine  that  they  have  done  all  that  should  be 
expected  from  them  when  they  have  taught  their  pupils  to  read  with 
mere  verbal  accuracy. 

I regret  to  have  observed  that  in  some  schools  “ quick  ” reading  is  still 
considered  a mark  of  excellence,  and  in  these  schools  the  pupils  aim  at 
getting  over  the  lesson  regardless  of  all  other  considerations. 

Poetry  is  generally  repeated  in  a sing-song  monotonous  tone,  without 
any  attention  to  the  meaning  of  the  piece. 

Except  in  a few  schools,  explanation  receives  very  little  attention, 
and  it  is  rare  to  find  pupils  having  an  intelligent  idea  of  the  subject 
matter  of  the  lesson  read. 

Writing.  "Writing  in  the  junior  classes,  especially  in  the  new  schools  where 
there  is  better  opportunity  for  teaching  this  subject,  isimproving  rapidly, 
the  teachers  devote  a great  deal  of  time  to  the  subject,  and  on  the  whole 
it  is  well  taught.  It  is  with  the  letter  writing  I have  had  occasion 
to  find  most  fault,  for  though  it  is  undoubtedly  a difficult  matter  to  train 
children  to  express  their  ideas  fully  and  accurately,  yet  even  the  form 
of  the  letter  is  frequently  faulty,  which  is  entirely  due  to  defective 
teaching. 

Arithmetic.  Arithmetic  is  very  carefully  taught  in  the  junior  classes,  and  it  is  rare 
to  find  any  large  number  of  failures  in  this  subject  in  these  classes.  In 
the  senior  classes,  however,  and  especially  in  fourth,  failures  frequently 
occur.  These  failures  are  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  sufficient  use  is 
not  made  of  the  blackboard  in  explaining  the  rules  and  the  mode  of 
working  questions.  Besides,  the  pupils  should  get  more  practice  in  work- 
ing exercises  on  paper  during  the  year  as  failures  in  the  fourth  class  are 
often  the  result  of  the  pupils’  inexperience  in  working  on  paper. 

Spelling.  Spelling  is  usually  good  in  the  first  and  second  classes,  bad  in  third 
and  fourth,  fair  in  fifth,  and  good  in  sixth.  The  careless  way  in  which 
the  difficult  words  at  the  head  of  the  lessons  are  learnt  is  one  of  the  causes 
of  the  numerous  failures  in  spelling  in  third  and  fourth  classes,  but  the 
chief  cause  is  that  these  classes  do  not  get  sufficient  practice  in  dictation. 
Grammar.  Although  grammar  is  usually  considered  a difficult  subject  to  teach, 
it  appears  to  be  a great  favourite  with  the  teachers,  consequently  there 
are  fewer  failures  in  it  than  in  most  other  subjects.  The  teachers, 
however,  depend  too  much  on  oral  teaching,  and  many  of  the  failures 
at  the  results  examinations  are  due  to  the  fact  that  the  pupils  have  not 
had  sufficient  practice  in  parsing  on  paper. 

Geography.  Although  geography  is  in  my  opinion  one  of  the  easiest  subjects  in 
the  results  programme  on  which  to  prepare  pupils  for  the  examination, 
it  is  the  one  in  which  failures  most  frequently  occur  in  this  district. 
I believe  this  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  teachers  imagine  that 
the  pupils  can  learn  this  subject  for  themselves,  consequently  they  pay 
little  attention  to  it. 
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The  text-book  on  agriculture  is  usually  well  known,  but  it  is  rare  to  Appendix  c. 
find  a school  in  which  the  children  have  acquired  such  a knowledge  of  Reports  on 
the  subject  that  they  could  turn  it  to  practical  account  in  the  manage-  State  of 
ment  of  a farm.  As  there  are  neither  school-farms  nor  school -gardens  Schools, 
in  this  district,  there  is  no  opportunity  at  present  for  giving  practical  Mr.  J. 
instruction  in  this  important  subject,  and,  as  mere  theoretical  instruction 
is  of  little  value,  it  is  hopeless  to  expect  any  great  improvement  in  the  more!^ 
agricultural  system  of  the  country  until  something  has  been  done  to  : — 

render  the  instruction  in  the  schools  more  practical.  Agriculture 

There  is  no  subject  in  which  I have  observed  such  a marked  improve-  Needle- 
ment  during  the  past  two  years  as  needlework,  and  plain  sewing  and  -work 
knitting  are  now  very  carefully  taught.  This  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact 
that  an  hour  must  be  devoted  daily  to  this  subject. 

The  managers  also  are  most  anxious  to  afford  the  girls  attending  their 
schools  an  opportunity  of  receiving  a good  training  in  this  subject,  and, 
in  mixed  schools  conducted  by  male  teachers,  workmistresses  are 
invariably  appointed  where  the  conditions  permit  of  such  appointments. 

The  industrial  programme  has  not,  however,  found  much  favour  with 
either  the  managers  of  the  schools  or  the  parents  of  the  pupils  attend- 
ing them.  They  state  that  they  cannot  see  any  practical  advantage 
the  girls  would  derive  from  pursuing  such  a course,  consequently  they 
are  anxious  for  them  to  continue  their  literary  studies.  In  some  schools 
where  the  managers  wished  the  industrial  programme  to  be  adopted,  the 
parents  threatened  to  withdraw  their  children  entirely  from  the  schools. 

There  are  15  male  and  23  female  monitors  at  present  engaged  in  the  Monitors, 
schools  under  my  inspection,  a number  sufficient  to  fill  the  vacancies 
that  arise  in  the  teaching  staff.  As  an  indication  of  the  instruction  they 
receive,  I may  state  that,  of  the  12  examined  at  the  Annual  Examina- 
tions in  July  last,  only  one  failed  to  pass,  and  the  answering  generally 
was  very  satisfactory,  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  average  per- 
centage obtained  by  the  males  was  62-7,  and  that  by  the  females  61-6. 

As  the  training  of  the  monitors  is  of  such  importance  to  the  future  of 
the  teaching  profession,  I have  always  given  special  attention  to  this 
matter. 

The  school  accounts  are  generally  very  neatly  kept,  and,  although  School 
trifling  mistakes  are  frequently  met  with,  it  is  rare  to  find  a case  of  accounts, 
deliberate  falsification. 

Algebra,  Geometry,  and  Mensuration  are  the  extra  subjects  most  Extra 
usually  taught  in  the  schools.  I find,  however,  that  Drawing  is  subjects, 
becoming  a favourite  subject,  and  has  already  been  introduced  into 
several  schools. 

Book-keeping,  Domestic  Economy,  and  Physical  Geography  are  also 
taught  in  a few  schools,  but  not  to  any  great  extent. 

In  conclusion,  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  since  I took  charge 
of  this  district,  I have  always  found  the  managers  of  all  religious 
denominations  most  anxious  to  do  everything  in  their  power  to  render 
the  schools  under  their  control  as  useful  as  possible  to  the  community  at 
large,  and  I believe  education  is  making  steady  progress  in  this  part  of 
the  country.

Gentlemen, — In  compliance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  official 
letter  of  9th  January,  1893,  I beg  to  furnish  the  following  General 
Report  on  the  state  of  National  Education  in  Tuam  District. 

_ This  is  the  third  report  of  its  kind  that  I have  furnished  on  this 
district,  and  there  is  not  much  that  is  new  which  I can  add  to  my 
reports  of  1888  and  1890. 

The  dimensions  of  the  district  are  the  same  as  when  I furnished  my 
last  report. 

It  contains  131  schools,  being  an  increase  of  one  on  the  number  in 
operation  in  1890. 

Of  these  4 are  Convent  Schools,  2 are  Monastery  Schools,  3 are 
Poor  Law  Union  Schools,  and  122  are  ordinary  National  Schools. 
Grants  have  been  made  for  the  building  of  10  additional  schools,  8 of 
which  are  intended  to  supersede  unsuitable  existing  houses.  Some 
of  these  building  cases  will  shortly  be  completed.  One  school,  Cloghans, 
has  been  enlarged,  and  application  has  been  made  for  aid  to  build  new 
schools  at  Gortjordan  in  the  Kilmaine  parish. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  steady  progress  is  being  made 
in  the  way  of  providing  improved  school  accommodation. 

There  are  still  4 bad  and  1 0 inferior  schoolhouses,  but  now  that  it  is 
possible  to  acquire  building  sites  compulsorily,  these  bad  and  inferior 
houses  will  soon  disappear. 

The  number  of  teachers’  residences  built  by  means  of  State  loans  has 
materially  increased  during  the  past  two  years.  In  1890  there  were 
10  such  residences,  there  are  now  13  in  which  20  teachers  reside; 
three  additional  residences,  which  will. accommodate  4 teachers,  are  in 
process  of  construction.  A large  number  of  teachers,  probably  a 
majority,  do  not,  for  various  causes,  care  to  have  these  loan  built 
residences ; some  own  holdings  on  which  there  are  suitable  residences 
already,  others  live  with  their  parents,  while  some  prefer  to  occupy 
lodgings.  There  is,  however,  a number  of  teachers  who  desire  free 
residences,  but  who  have  not  hitherto  succeeded  in  obtaining  them, 
owing  chiefly  to  the  difficulty  of  acquiring  suitable  sites. 

There  are  219  teachers  employed  in  the  district;  207  of  these  are 
principals  or  assistants,  3 are  junior  literary  assistants,  3 are  work- 
mistresses,  and  6 are  temporary  assistants. 

The  following  table  shows  the  manner  in  which  these  teachers  are 
classified : —

Sixty-six  of  the  principal  and  assistant  teachers  have  been  trained — 
many  of  them  during  the  last  few  years.  All  teachers  who  go  to 
training  return  as  a rule  with  advanced  classification.  This  is  creditable, 
though  at  the  same  time  I believe  that  the  teacher  who  succeeds  in 
obtaining  promotion  at  the  district  examination  deserves  (others  things 
being  equal)  still  more  credit.  In  the  one  case,  the  teacher  conducts 
his  school  and  prosecutes  his  studies  unaided  and  possibly  with  sur- 
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roundings  unfavourable  to  study,  while  in  the  other,  the  students  are  to  Appendix  C. 
a large  extent  relieved  from  school  cares  and  responsibilities,  they  have  the  Reports  on 
advantages  of  association  in  their  studies,  and  of  receiving  lectures  from  State  of 
special  professors.  S“ 

I hope  that  if  ever  a relaxation  is  made  in  the  percentage  required  Mr.  D. 
from  teachers  seeking  admission  to  first  class  that  it  will  be  in  favour  LeJiane> 
of  those  examined  at  the  district  centres.  .

There  are  98  monitors  employed  in  the  district.  All  these  receive  Monitors, 
the  necessary  minimum  of  instruction  within  and  outside  school 
hours. 

Whenever  a vacancy  occurs  there  is  an  abundance  of  candidates  seeking 
the  position. 

Many,  however,  especially  of  the  females,  who  have  completed  their 
five  years’  course  as  monitors,  find  it  impossible  to  obtain  appointments. 

The  supply  is  excessive.  Their  training  for  the  position  of  teacher 
renders  them  unfit  for  rough  work,  and  it  frequently  happens  that  after 
remaining  comparatively  idle  for  two  or  three  years,  awaiting  an  ap- 
pointment which  never  turns  up,  they  ultimately  emigrate. 

Monitors  who  succeed  in  passing  the  fifth  year’s  examination  are  as 
useful  in  schools  as  assistants.  If  these  were  continued  for  one  or  two 
additional  years,  at  maximum  salary  for  monitors,  with  permission  to 
accept  appointments  in  the  meantime,  either  as  principals  or  assistants, 
should  vacancies  occur,  the  over  supply  of  candidate  teachers  would  be 
checked,  a valuable  addition  made  to  the  teaching  staff  of  the  schools, 
and  a reasonable  prospect  of  obtaining  permanent  employment  afforded 
to  the  young  persons  themselves. 

During  the  year  ended  28th  February,  1893,  I examined  11,316  Number 
pupils  for  Results.  The  number  of  pupils  on  rolls  for  the  same  period  examined 
was  16,558.  There  are,  therefore,  5,242  school-going  children  in  the  for  Resulfcs‘ 
district,  or  nearly  one-third  of  the  whole,  who  failed  to  qualify  by 
attendance  for  examination  during  the  results  year  just  terminated. 

Owing  principally  to  emigration  and  to  the  prevalence  of  epidemics, 
the  attendance  during  the  year  fell  below  the  minimum  average  of 
seventy  in  a few  schools  in  which  assistants  have  hitherto  been  em- 
ployed. 

1 visited  a large  number  of  the  schools  of  the  district  incidentally  Incidental 
during  the  year.  At  these  visits  I usually  check  accounts,  examine  V13lt3, 
some  of  children’s  exercises,  observe  the  method  of  organization,  &c. 

The  accounts  are,  as  a rule,  correctly  kept.  During  the  past  two  years 
I met  with  five  distinct  cases  of  falsification.  The  number  is  not  large 
when  the  length  of  time,  number  of  schools,  and  number  of  persons 
concerned,  is  considered.  The  occurrence  of  a single  case  of  the  kind 
is,  however,  a matter  for  regret. 

With  reference  to  the  subjects  in  the  school  course,  the  remarks  I 
made  relative  to  their  condition  in  my  last  two  reports,  with  slight 
modifications,  still  apply.  Reading  is  fair.  I am  convinced  that  time  Reading, 
in  proportion  to  its  great  importance  is  not  devoted  to  this  subject’  ' 
in  the  School  Time  Tables.  Taking  the  two  subjects,  reading  and 
arithmetic,  the  former  of  which  I consider  the  more  important,  I find 
that  two  and  sometimes  three  half  hours  a day  are  devoted  to  arithmetic, 
while  occasionally  only  a solitary  half-hour  is  set  apart  for  reading. 

Poetry  is  correctly  and,  in  other  respects,  well  repeated  in  a few  schools. 

In  a large  number,  however,  repetition  of  poetry  is  characterised  by 
the  usual  faults,  viz.,  inaccuracy,  want  of  expression,  disregard  of 
pauses,  and  excessive  rapidity.

Explanation  of  subject-matter  is  perhaps  the  portion  of  the  school 
programme  in  ‘which  children  are  most  backward. 

Many  teachers  defer  formal  teaching  of  this  subject  until  the  children 
reach  fifth  class  ; where  an  attempt  is  made  to  teach  it  in  the  junior 
classes,  such  teaching  is  confined  to  causing  pupils  to  learn  the  mean- 
ings of  isolated  words.  This  is  in  some  degree  owing,  I believe,  to  an 
impression  that  children  obtain  a good  deal  of  “ information  ” from 
Fifth  and  Sixth  Books,  while  the  amount  of  “information”  to  be  de- 
rived from  First  and  Second  Books  is  trifling  in  comparison.  But 
while  it  is  desirable  that  reading  books  should  contain  as  much  general 
information,  and  be  as  attractive  as  possible,  it  should  be  remembered 
that  school  children  are  caused  to  study  them,  not  so  much  because  of 
the  intrinsic  value  of  the  information  contained  in  them,  as  to  enable 
them  to  acquire  the  power  of  reading  and  of  understanding  what  they 
read  after  their  school  career  has  terminated. 

A given  amount  of  exertion  devoted  to  developing  this  power  in  the 
junior  classes  would,  I am  satisfied,  produce  abetter  result  than  a much 
larger  amount  applied  later  on. 

More  numerous  illustrations  in  our  reading  books  would  aid  ex- 
planation, and  would  otherwise  be  educationally  advantageous. 

Writing  is  fair  in  the  junior  classes.  I find  it  a difficult  matter, 
however,  to  obtain  good  letters  in  fifth  and  sixth  classes.  Fifth  class 
children,  especially,  frequently  commit  gross  grammatical  errors.  “ I 
seen,”  “ I done,”  “ I were,”  are  of  common  occurrence.  Mistakes  are 
also  occasionally  made  in  the  final  portion  of  letters ; mistakes  arise  from 
the  fact  that  teachers  cause  the  children  to  write  letters  to  two  or  three 
persons  only,  usually  to  the  teacher  himself,  a comrade,  or  the  inspector. 

I have  impressed  on  teachers  the  desirability  of  instructing  the 
children  as  to  how  they  should  commence  and  end  letters  addressed  to 
different  classes  of  persons — to  a shopkeeper,  clergyman,  comrade, 
relative,  &c. 

The  proficiency  in  arithmetic  is,  on  the  whole,  fair.  More  time  is 
devoted  to  instruction  in  it  than  to  instruction  in  any  of  the  ordinary 
school  subjects ; though  it  is  an  important  subject,  I believe  that  the 
amount  of  time  set  apart  for  the  teaching  of  it  is  excessive. 

Fourth  class  children  work  the  arithmetic  cards  issued  in  November, 
1891,  better  than  they  did  work  those  previously  in  use. 

Tables  are,  as  a rule,  correctly  repeated.  Notation  and  mental 
arithmetic  are  the  portions  of  the  course  that  appear  to  receive  least 
attention. 

There  are  few  failures  in  spelling  in  fifth  and  sixth  classes.  First 
class  pupils  also  answer  well  in  the  spellings  of  the  words  at  the 
head  of  the  reading  lessons  in  their  book  ; they  do  not  spell  phrases  so 
well.  Failures  in  this  subject  are  most  frequent  in  third  and  fourth 


Geography.  Third  and  fourth  classes,  as  a rule,  answer  well  in  geography.  The 
largest  proportion  of  failures  occurs  in  fifth  class.  Geography  of  Scotland 
is  the  portion  of  the  sixth  class  programme  in  which  I find  the  pupils 
most  backward. 

It  is  rare  to  find  fifth  class  children  who  understand  thoroughly  what 
is  required  in  their  programme  about  latitude,  longitude,  zones,  &c. 

Agriculture.  There  is  an  improvement  in  the  answering  in  agriculture.  The 
remarks  in  my  report  of,1888  regarding  rote  answering  in  this  subject 
still  apply  in  the  case  of  many  schools.

I asked  the  boys  would  they  not  like  to  know  how  they  would  be  State  of

All  professed  the  greatest  anxiety  to  know  and  to  learn.  I then  named 
the  leading  farm  crops,  which  number  about  a dozen  in  all,  and  said  I 
would  require  them  to  know  when  each  of  these  should  be  sown,  the 
quantity  of  seed  required  to  sow  an  acre  of  each,  the  mode  of  cultivating 
them  while  growing,  and  the  manner  of  harvesting  them.  Though  this 
is  practically  the  whole  course  laid  down  for  fourth  class,  yet  some 
of  the  more  demonstrative  of  the  children  appeared  to  be  beside  them- 
selves with  delight  at  the  prospect  of  being  examined  so  easily.  At 
the  same  time  I explained  to  the  teachers  that  I expected  they  would 
attend  to  the  details  of  the  course  roughly  outlined  by  me.  _ _ 

Needlework  continues  to  improve.  The  regulation  requiring  the  Needls- 
girls  of  the  senior  classes  to  exhibit  at  the  Results  Examination  certain  work., 
articles  of  dress  made  in  the  school  during  the  year  is  working  in  a very 
satisfactory  manner.  In  good  schools  the  girls  vie  with  each  other  m 
reoard  to  the  number  and  neatness  of  the  articles  they  exhibit. 

The  alternative  industrial  scheme  for  sixth  class,  though  it  has  been  indastrial 
taken  up  in  several  schools,  is  not  generally  looked  upon  with  favour,  work. 

Applications  have  recently  been  made  for  exemption  from  the  scheme 
by  the  teachers  of  some  schools,  where  at  first,  believing  that  instruction 
in  it  was  absolutely  compulsory,  it  was  adopted.  "Unless  a premium  be 
placed  on  the  teaching  of  it  it  will  not  be  heartily  taken  up  m this  district 
so  long  as  its  adoption  is  left  practically  optional.

Extra  Subjects  are  not  extensively  taught.  One  or  more  of  the  Extra 
following  have  been  taken  up  in  a few  schools— Geometry  and  sutjeits. 
mensuration,  algebra,  physical  geography,  book-keeping,  vocal  music, 
instrumental  music,  girls’  reading  book,  and  domestic  economy,  sewing 
machine  and  dress-making,  drawing,  cookery,  French  and  Irish.

Vocal  music  is  invariably  taught  according  to  Hullahs  method.  I Music, 
frequently ]find  that  fifth  class  children  break  down  m the  singing  of

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  drawing  is  not  more  extensively  taught ; it  Drawing, 
is  an  important  subject  and  far-reaching  in  its  effects.  Perhaps  the 
increased  fee  now  paid  for  instruction  in  it,  may  stimulate  the  teaching 

Some  teachers  "who  hold  certificates  in  freehand  drawing  have  not  a 
clear  idea  of  how  drawing  should  be  taught.  I was  particularly  surpris  . 
to  observe  this]  defect  in  the  case  of  a teacher  who  recently  obtamed 
drawing  certificate  on  the  termination  of  a course  of  training. 

Cookery  is  now  taught  in  two  Convent  schools,  and  two  other  scho  ■ Cookery, 
are  about  to  undertake  the  teaching  of  it.  It  is  an  extremely  use. 
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Appendix,  c.  subject  for  girls  and  instruction  in  it  should  be  encouraged.  As, 
Reports  on  however,  the  arrangements  and  apparatus  necessary  for  carrying  out

wish. 

I am  glad  to  have  an  opportunity  once  again  of  acknowledging  the 
cordial  co-operation  I have  invariably  received  from  managers  and 
teachers  while  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  the  various  duties  of  inspection.

Comparing  these  returns  with  those  in  my  report  on  the  same  schools 
for  1888,  I find  a decrease  in  the  average  attendance  of  56,  and  in  the 
numbers  examined  for  results  of  279.  This  I attribute  partly  to  the 
decrease  of  the  population  through  emigration,  and  to  a greater  extent 
to  the  general  prevalence  of  epidemics — influenza,  measles,  and  whoop- 
ing-cough—during  the  past  year.  Two  new  vested  schoolhouses— Arklow 
Convent  and  Ferrybank — have  been  completed,  and  are  very  nice,  com- 
modious buildings,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  each  having  a well 
enclosed  and  spacious  playground.  These  houses  will  afford  ample  ac- 
commodation for  over  500  pupils. 
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I reported  during  the  year  on  applications  for  grants  to  two  schools — Appendix  C. 
one  at  Coolroe,  the  property  of  Earl  Fitz william— the  other  the  old  Reports  on 
parochial  school  in  connexion  with  the  (late  Established)  Church,  State  of 
Wicklow.  These  schools  are  attended  almost  exclusively  by  Protestant  c 00  s’ 
pupils.  They  are  held  in  excellent  houses,  with  good  playgrounds,  Mr.  J. 
offices,  &c.,  and  each  has  a good  residence,  garden,  and  field  for  Teachers’  Browne. 
use  attached.  The  attendances,  &c.,  of  these  schools  are  not  included  Dublin 
in  the  foregoing  table.  

Of  the  105  ordinary  National  Schools  in  the  district,  73  are  held  Teachers, 
in  good,  commodious,  well-lighted  schoolhouses,  with  pleasant,  healthful  Houses, 
surroundings,  suitably  furnished,  and,  for  the  most  part,  provided  with 
all  necessary  appliances.  In  19  cases  the  bouses,  &c.,  are  fair,  in 
10  tolerable,  and  in  3 cases  bad.  These  last  are  Redcross,  Asknagap, 
and  Clara  Yale.  Of  the  127  schools  in  district,  I found  during  the  year 
65  clean,  tidy,  and  comfortable  on  the  day  of  inspection,  44  fairly  so, 
and  18  unsatisfactory. 

Excluding  convent,  evening,  and  industrial  schools,  there  are  114 
Principal  Teachers,  classed  as  follows  : —

The  unclassed  are,  Mr.  Peter  Furlong,  for  the  past  twelve  years 
teacher  of  tbe  Shillelagh  Poor  Law  Union  (Boys’)  National  School,  and 
Mrs.  Hughes,  recently  appointed  to  the  Ballyfad  National  School. 

These  are  both  hardworking  useful  teachers. 

Of  these  114  teachers,  52  have  been  trained,  and  62  are  untrained. 

The  former— as  ought  to  be  expected— are  on  the  whole  the  more  skil- 
ful and  successful  in  the  handling  and  organization  of  their  schools  j but 
as  regards  zeal,  energy,  and  honesty  in  the  discharge  of  their  important 
and  onerous  duties,  there  is  really  no  difference.  As  a.  body,  they  are 
doing  good,  useful  work,  and  in  their  respective  localities,  they  are 
with  a few  exceptions — much  respected  as  upright,  hardworking  men 
and  women.  Year  by  year  they  are  improving  as  school  keepers,  and 
as  promotion  to  higher  status  and  better  salaries  are  within  the  reach 
of  all,  they  are  for  the  most  part  very  studious  : hence  the  large  pro- 
portion of  them — as  compared  with  former  years — now  in  the  1st  and 
2nd  classes.  At  the  last  July  examinations,  .4  men  and  4 women 
presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  promotion,  and  3 of  each — 6 
— were  successful. 

There  are  in  the  lay  schools  of  the  district,  17  male  and  11  Assistants, 
female  assistants — a very  deserving,  and,  until  recently,  an  ill-paid  class 
of  public  servants.  All  have  benefited  more  or  less  from  recent  legisla- 
tion, and  I believe  they  are  now  more  contented  and  hopeful  than 
formerly. 

In  addition  to  these,  there  are  27  classed  lay  assistants  employed  Lay 
and  paid  by  the  managers  of  the  Convent  Schools  of  the  district,  and  I Assistants 
am  glad  to  be  able  to  report,  that  in  several,  cases  I have  ascertained 
that  increased  capitation  to  these  schools  has  been  followed  by  increased 
remuneration  to  the  lay  assistants.  This  is  as  it  ought  to  be,  for  in 
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many  cases  the  salaries  paid  to  these  young  people  were  far  from 
adequate. 

There  are  now  in  this  district  31  male  and  71  female  monitors. 
These  were  selected,  as  per  regulations,  from  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  class 
pupils  of  their  respective  schools  as  the  most  likely  to  be  useful  in  school 
work  and  to  become  intelligent  and  skilful  teachers.  Hence,  when  pro- 
perly instructed,  they  rarely  fail,  in  the  earlier  years  of  their  course,  to 
pass  their  annual  examinations  satisfactorily.  In  many  cases,  however 
they  weary  of  their  work,  set  their  hearts  on  other  occupations  ; or,  as 
in  the  case  of  many  of  the  girls,  they  see  no  prospect  o£  employment  as 
teachers,  grow  careless  of  work  and  study,  and  thus  fail  at  their  July 
examinations.  In  July  last  2 males  and  6 females  were  examined 
in  C papers  for  classification,  and  one  of  each  sex  failed ; and  8 
males,  and  18  females  were  examined  in  D papers,  and  4 males 
and  6 females  failed.  Of  the  boys  who  failed,  3 are  sons  of  National 
Teachers.  The  failures  for  the  most  part  occur  in  Methods,  Lesson 
Books,  and  Geography — branches  the  knowledge  of  which  is  not  essential 
to  youths  entering  mercantile  life,  yet  absolutely  necessary  to  the 
teacher. 

The  two  most  important  documents  in  every  schoolroom  are  the 
Programme  and  the  Time  Table.  In  every  well-conducted  school  these 
are  within  easy  reach  of  both  teacher  and  pupil ; and  the  first  duty  of 
the  latter,  on  passing  from  a lower  to  a higher  class,  is  to  carefully 
study  the  requirements  of  the  new  class.  Yet,  in  a badly-taught  school, 
I generally  find  this  tablet  hung  out  of  reading  distance,  and  not  only 
the  pupils,  but  not  unfrequently  the  teacher,  unable  to  say  what  the 
requirement  for  the  “ pass  ” in  any  subject  of  a class  programme  is. 

Reading  is  generally  good  at  sight  in  the  junior  classes,  but  in  many 
schools,  in  spite  of  frequent  remonstrance,  it  is  quite  too  hurried, 
monotonous,  and  without  regard  to  the  stops.  Not  only  in  the  junior, 
but  in  the  upper  classes,  the  style  of  reading  is  capable  of  much 
improvement.  The  fact  is,  reading,  as  such,  and  recitation,  in  the  best 
sense  of  these  words,  are  not  taught  as  from  their  supreme  importance 
they  should  be.  Excellence  is  rarely  aimed  at,  even  in  good  schools ; 
the  one  object  is  to  get  the  “ pass  ” and  secure  the  results  fee.  In  some 
schools  pupils  are  allowed  to  stand  with  heads  down,  chin  and  book  on 
breast,  and  to  mumble  their  sentences  so  as  to  be  almost  unintelligible. 
In  such  cases,  a reading  lesson,  before  or  after  school  hours,  in  which 
the  pupil  stands  at  one  end  of  the  room,  the  teacher  at  the  other,  and 
the  pupil  is  made  fco  hold  his  head  and  book  well  up,  and  to  read  in  a 
clear  tone  of  voice,  will  soon  be  effective  in  securing  distinct  and  intelli- 
gible reading.  A teacher  need  not  necessarily  be  an  accomplished 
elocutionist,  but  he  can,  if  he  will,  teach  his  pupils  to  read  with  a clear 
deliberate  utterance,  and  to  understand  what  they  read.  Time  should 
not  be  wasted  in  over  explanation,  but  even  this  is  better  than  to  neglect 
the  matter  altogether.  In  the  junior  classes  the  pupils  usually  know 
the  meanings  of  the  column  words  given  at  the  heads  of  their  reading 
lessons  very  well,  and  answer  readily  and  accurately  on  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  lesson.  In  the  senior  classes  the  explanation  is  generally 
fair  as  regards  the  meaning  or.  drift  of  a passage ; but  it  is  often  ridi- 
culous or  absurd  as  regards  individual  words.  The  remedy  for  this  is 
to  have  these  words  explained  at  the  head  of  each  lesson,  and  not,  as 
they  have  been  hitherto,  relegated  to  a vocabulary  at  the  end ' of  the 
book.  In  some  schools  the  pronunciation  is  very  little  attended  to. 
The  prevailing  error  is  the  th  sound  in  words  beginning  or  ending 
with  those  letters. 
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Writing  is,  on  tlie  whole,  well  and  carefully  taught  in  most  schools  Appendix  c. 
of  the  district ; the  styles  are  various,  but  they  are  generally  neat  and  ep0rts  on 
legible.  In  the  good  schools  the  slate  writing  of  first  class  pupils  is  State  of 
nearly  always  excellent.  Where  little  children  are  provided  with  clean  Scho°l3- 
well-ruled  slates,  long,  well-pointed  pencils,  good  large  copy  lines,  and  Mr,  J. 
a teacher  or  monitor  who  enforces  a careful  formation  of  the  letters, 
they  very  soon  become  good  writers.  The  most  indifferent  writing  is  g^t  ™ 

generally  found  in  the  dictation  exercises  of  Fourth  class,  which  is  a 

transition  style  from  the  neat  stiff  copy  line  to  the  free  running  hand. 

In  Class  V2.  this  has  assumed  the  more  finished  business  style,  and  is 
mostly  very  good.  Bad  writing  is  found  only  in  the  schools  of  indolent 
teachers,  or  in  those  of  low  intelligence.  It  is  not  every  parent  who 
can  judge  correctly  as  to  his  child’s  progress  in  arithmetic,  grammar,  &c., 
but  everyone  knows  good  writing  at  a glance,  and  from  this  the  teacher’s 
value  is  generally  estimated. 

Arithmetic , which  is  by  many  teachers  erroneously  considered  the 
most  important  branch  of  the  school  course,  engrosses  a larger  portion 
of  teachers’  and  pupils’  time  than  any  other.  The  “ Home  Exercises  ” 
so  frequently  given  to  pupils  of  Fourth  and  higher  classes  every  evening 
to  be  brought  worked  on  paper  next  day,  compel  the  pupils  either  to 
study  the  rules  in  their  text  books  or  to  get  directions  and  help  from 
others.  Hence  the  failures  in  this  branch  are  by  no  means  numerous. 

In  many  schools  the  card  questions  are  worked  off  with  rapidity,  neat- 
ness and  accuracy.  This  is  the  case  in  every  school  in  which  there  is 
systematic  and  judicious  teaching  at  the  blackboard.  Here,  when  a 
class  enters  on  a new  rule,  the  teacher  works  out — explaining  every 
step  of  the  work — several  examples  for  the  instruction  of  his  pupils, 
showing  them  both  the  methods  to  be  adopted  and  the  errors  to  be 
avoided.  On  examining  the  home  exercises  I frequently  find  answers 
marked  as  satisfactory  when  the  methods  used  in  finding  them  are 
circuitous  and  injudicious.  Thus,  if  the  third  term  of  a proportion 
consist  of  £ s.  d.,  a.  r.  p.,  &c.,  I find  this  term  reduced  to  its  lowest 
denomination,  then  multiplied  by  second  term,  and  the  product  divided  by 
the  first  term,  without  cancelling,  and  again  reduced  to  highest  denom- 
ination, when,  by  cancelling,  the  work  could  be  done  with  a few  figures 
by  the  compound  rules.  The  sub-heads,  except  mental  calculations,  are 
fairly  attended  to.  I regret  to  say  that  this  useful  branch  of  the  subject 
is  too  much  neglected. 

Spelling  is  generally  good  in  First  and  Second  classes ; and  Third 
class  children  mostly  spell  with  readiness  and  accuracy  the  column 
words  at  the  heads  of  their  reading  lessons,  but  they  frequently  fail  from 
inattention  in  their  dictation  exercises.  The  rules  for  the  use  of  capital 
letters  are  too  frequently  neglected  in  this  class,  as  it  is  by  no  means 
unusual  to  find  pupils  of  Third  and  higher  classes  begin  their  sentences 
and  proper  nouns  with  small  letters. 

Grammar  is  in  many  schools  either  badly  taught,  or  more  or  less 
neglected  ■ and  yet,  in  such  cases,  the  Time  Table  shows  as  much  time 
allotted  to  Home  Lessons  and  to  “Grammar  and  Geography  alternately’ 
as  is  given  to  Beading.  Except  in  the  case  of  Senior  Fifth,  and  Sixth 
classes,  pupils,  when  leaving  school,  know  very  little  Grammar,  not 
enough  to  be  of  much  use  to  them  in  after  life.  I would  be  inclined  to 
give  a “pass  ” in  this  subject  to  every  boy  or  girl  who  writes  a good 
letter.  To  know  when  a sentence  ends  and  when  another  begins  ; to  be 
able  to  avoid  vulgarisms  and  tautology,  and  to  use  such  simple  words  as 
give  clearness  of  expression  in  giving  their  thoughts  on  paper,  are  of 
more  importance  to  young  people,  when  finally  leaving  school,  than  even  a 
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Appendix  c.  minute  knowledge  of  the  technical  terms  used  in  Grammar.  Derivation 

Reports  on  is  in  some  schools  almost  entirely  neglected. 

lchoeol0sf  Ge°9raPhy  is  too  seldom  well  taught.  While  pupils  of  Third  class 
— ' generally  know  the  Map  of  the  World  fairly,  they  frequently  fail  in  giving 

Mr.  J.  the  relative  positions  of  the  places,  &c.,  pointed  out.  Fourth  classes 

Dublin”**  answer  well  in  the  chief  towns  of  the  several  counties  of  Ireland,  hut 

South.  when  examined  on  a blank  map  of  same,  fail  in  pointing  out  the  moun- 
tains,  lakes,  &c.  Failures  are  rare  in  Junior  stage  of  Fifth  class,  but  in 
V2,  both  pupils  and  teachers  frequently  confound  sub-head  b of  this 
branch  with  requirements  for  “ pass ,”  and  confound  acquaintance  with 
the  map  of  Ireland  -with  that  of  its  geography,  hence  the  failures  in  this 
class.  In  this  case,  too,  while  the  definitions  of  latitude,  longitude,  &c., 
are  well  known,  pupils  frequently  fail  in  tracing  either  a meridian  or  a 
parallel  of  latitude  on  the  map.  Sixth  classes  for  the  most  part  answer 
fairly  in  the  chief  towns  of  the  several  shires  of  Great  Britain — not  so 
well  in  its  geography ; while  their  knowledge  of  mathematical  geography 
is,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  very  limited. 

. Agriculture  receives  a good  deal  of  attention,  and  the  Fourth  and 
higher  classes  answer  well  on  the  requirements  for  a pass,  but,  if 
examined.  on  anything  not  mentioned  in  their  text  books,  they  fre- 
quently give  most  ridiculous  answers— such  as  that  the  parallel  drains 
should  be  a foot  wide  at  the  bottom.  The  fact  is,  even  pupils  living 
in  the  country  seldom  see  thorough  draining,  and  more  rarely  a case 
of  sub-soiling. 

Needlework,  is  taught  in  83  schools  of  the  district — in  15  of 
these  by  certificated  workmistresses.  The  proficiency  of  the  several 
classes  is  in  general  well  up  to  the  requirements  of  their  respective 
programmes.  In  many  cases  the  work  is  really  good — stitching, 
top  sewing,  and  button  holes  being . worked  in  my  presence  with 
neatness  and  facility..  The  Industrial  scheme  for  Sixth  class  gilds 
has  been  adopted  in  28  schools.  In  25  of  these,  A3,  wool 
work,  is  one  of  the  branches  learned,  and,  judging  from  the  beauty 
and  variety  of  the  samples  presented  for  examination,  learned  well. 
Shawls,  scarfs,  caps,  gloves,  petticoats,  jerseys,  muffs,  &c.,  are  made  in 
these  schools,  and  pupils  quite  readily  unravel  a piece  of  any  one  of 
these  and  rework  it  as  evidence  of  their  skill  and  dexterity.  I examined 
during  the  past  Results  period  143  girls  in  this  scheme.  The  work  of 
121  of  these  was  very  good— of  11  fair,  and  of  11  indifferent. 

There  are  at  present  in  this  district  5 Infant  schools  and  11  Infant 
departments.  The  progress  of  the  children  in  each  of  these,  in  the 
several  subjects  of  their  ordinary  school  course — as  tested  by  Results 
examination — is  excellent.  All  are  taught  to  sing  (by  ear)  a variety  of 
school  songs,  and  to  practise  calisthenic  exercises,  so  as  to  “blend 
amusement  with  instruction,”  and  thus  secure  the  attention  and  interest 
of  the  pupils.  The  founders  or  originators  of  this  class  of  schools, 
whether  Pestalozzi,  Wilderspin,  or  Owen,  all  saw  that  amusement  and 
healthful  exercise  for  the  pupils  are  necessary  to  their  success.  Hence, 
for  such  establishments  we  should  have  teachers  specially  trained,  as 
well  as  naturally  fitted,  for  the  work.  Women,  fond  of  little  children, 
earnest  for  the  welfare  of  their  pupils,  studious  of  how  they  may  daily 
add  something  interesting  and  instructive  to  their  lessons,  are  the  best 
teachers  for  Infant  schools. 

Kindergarten  is  taught  in  14  of  these  schools;  and  there  is  no 
work  more  heartily  enjoyed  by  the  pupils  than  this  is.  It  affords 
such  a variety  of  object  lessons — so  many  amusing  employments — 
as  to  enable  the  teacher  to  secure  the  earnest  attention  of  every 
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child  in  her  class.  Outside  this  branch,  however,  object  lessons, 
as  such,  do  not  receive  the  attention  they  deserve.  These,  when 
made,  as  they  so  easily  can  be,  really  interesting  to  little  children,  con- 
stitute what  Pestalozzi  called  the  intuitive  method  of  instruction — 
that  by  which  pupils  come  to  know  things  and  their  qualities  rather  than 
words.  Such  knowledge  is  all  the  more  valuable  to  the  pupil  that  it 
is  acquired  by  the  evidence  of  his  own  senses,  and  not  from  the  “ mere 
dictum  ” of  his  teacher.  In  every  Infant  school  in  this  district  there 
are  some  object  lessons  (outside  Kindergarten)  given ; but  these  are,  I 
fear,  rather  for  display  at  the  Results  examination,  than  as  samples  of 
every  day  work. 

About  the  usual  proportion  of  pupils  learn  extra  branches.  Singing 
is  taught  well  in  26  schools — in  7 others  fairly ; Draiving  is  carefully 
taught  in  12  schools — in  6 others  with  indifferent  results;  Domestic 
Economy , etc.,  is  carefully  taught  in  22  schools — in  12  others  with 
tolerable  success.  Cookery  is  well  taught  to  the  advanced  classes  in 
the  Bray  and  in  St.  Anne’s  Convent  National  Schools ; and  in  the 
former  of  these  schools,  Dairying  and  Management  of  Poultry  are 
also  taught  with  very  good  results. 

In  conclusion,  I am  glad  to  say  that  the  School  Managers  of  this 
district  are  most  attentive  to  the  welfare  of  their  schools,  visiting  them 
often,  seeing  that  the  houses  are  kept  in  good  repair,  and  provided  with 
suitable  furniture  and  appliances.  In  many  cases,  too,  they  provide 
for  each  of  their  schools,  at  the  beginning  of  winter,  a supply  of  fuel,  so 
as  to  make  the  school-rooms  comfortable  and  attractive  during  the 
severe  weather  that  succeeds.

Gentlemen, — I beg  to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Com- 
missioners a Report  on  the  state  of  education  in  the  schools  of  the 
district  which  has  Portarlington  for  its  official  centre,  with  observations 
and  criticism  suggested  by  the  work  of  inspection  during  the  last  two 
years  and  a half,  the  period  for  which  I have  been  in  charge.  The 
extent  of  the  district  is  rather  more  than  nine  hundred  square  miles, 
and  includes  about  four-fifths  of  the  Queen’s  County,  all  but  the  south- 
eastern and  south-western  baronies,  the  eastern  half  of  the  King’s 
County,  and  parishes  in  Meath,  Westmeath,  and  Kildare.  Within  this 
area  there  are  133  schools  to  which  the  Commissioners  make  grants, 
and  four  workhouse  schools  to  which  the  advantage  of  inspection  is 
given. 

Besides  these  schools  there  are  within  the  same  area  four  conducted 
by  the  Christian  Brothers,  and  a few  exclusively  attended  by  Protestant 
children.  The  accommodation  thus  provided  is  almost  sufficient.  There 
are,  perhaps,  a couple  of  places  where  an  additional  school-house  might 
be  erected  with  advantage.  Four  applications  for  grants  to  build 
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school-houses  in  place  of  existing  ones  are  now  under  consideration. 
In  two  localities,  Monasterevan  and  Edenderry,  Infant  schools  are 
much  required.  In  the  former  town  the  house  in  which  the  infants 
are  taught  is  too  small ; and  in  the  latter  important  boys’  and  girls’ 
schools  are  seriously  hindered  in  their  work  by  the  presence  of  iarge 
numbers  of  little  children  for  whom  there  is  not  adequate  accommodation, 
nor  the  special  arrangement  of  furniture  needed  for  their  suitable  in- 
struction. 

The  condition  of  the  school- houses  is  in  a good  many  cases  not 
satisfactory.  Serious  defects  are,  of  course,  sooner  or  later  remedied, 
but  there  is  a want  of  taste  and  of  attention  to  small  defects  that  gives 
the  appearance  of  carelessness.  If  the  local  manager,  on  whom  falls 
the  cost  of  keeping  the  school-house  in  a proper  condition,  would  spend  a 
small  sum  every  year  on  repairs  and  painting,  both  trouble  and  expense 
would  ultimately  be  saved. 

The  state  of  the  schoolrooms  has  specially  engaged  my  attention. 
In  many  cases  the  furniture  was  extremely  bad,  old  and  unsuitable. 
Work-tables  in  girls’  schools  were  either  useless  or  wanting ; proper 
desks  for  the  teacher,  or  presses  for  the  books  were  not  common. 
Something  has  been  done  to  remedy  these  defects,  but  a good  deal  still 
remains. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  importance  of  making  the  schoolroom 
attractive,  of  using  it  for  an  object  lesson  in  habits  of  cleanliness,  order, 
and  neatness,  is  so  little  appreciated.  Very  few  of  the  rooms  are  kept 
so  well  as  to  deserve  more  than  the  description  that  borders  on  censure. 
The  sweeping  of  the  floor,  dusting  of  walls  or  tablets,  removal  of  torn 
and  unsightly  maps  that  have  borne  the  pointer’s  attack  for  so  many 
years  that  scarcely  a town  remains  to  be  effaced — these  things  which  have 
so  powerful  an  influence  on  the  children — are  not  so  carefully  attended 
to  as  they  ought  to  be.  The  schoolroom  is  not  considered  as  an  instru- 
ment of  education  to  be  carefully  kept  and  adorned,  but  apparently  as  a 
contrivance  which  climatic  conditions  chiefly  impose  on  teacher  and 
pupil.  Nor  is  there  much  taste  displayed  in  the  school  premises,  which, 
by  the  planting  of  a few  shrubs  or  the  sowing  of  a few  flowers,  might 
serve  to  create  taste  and  the  love  of  beautiful  surroundings.  In  this 
connection  it  may  be  suggested  that  the  Training  Colleges  would  confer 
great  benefit  if  they  could  afford  students  in  training  increased  oppor- 
tunity of  learning  something  of  gardening. 

There  is  a great  deal  of  honest  work  done  in  our  schools,  but  too 
little  attention  has  been  given  to  the  school  environment  of  the  children 
who,  for  ten  years  of  their  lives,  and  those  the  most  impressionable, 
scarcely  see  anything  more  orderly  or  more  tasteful  than  their  own 
homes. 

The  teachers  are  often  so  busy  instructing  the  classes  for  examina- 
tion that  they  forget  there  is  such  a thing  as  inspection — so  full  of  the 
Results  Programme  as  to  overlook  the  fact  that  education  is  not  to  be 
confined  to  the  limits  of  a code  of  literary  and  industrial  instruction, 
but  concerns  itself  with  the  formation  of  habits.  Hence,  that  in- 
difference to  appearances  and  neglect  of  training  that  are  so  common. 

In  a great  many  of  the  schools  discipline  has  been  very  poor  ; in  some, 
absolutely  wanting.  Class  movements  were  not  attempted  in  the  past ; 
deportment  was  not  regarded.  The  pupils  went  from  desk  to  floor  and 
from  floor  to  desk  just  as  they  pleased,  and  if  they  stood  at  ease  in  class 
the  easiness  of  the  posture  was  the  only  resemblance  their  mode  of 
standing  bore  to  the  familiar  attitude  of  the  drill  ground. 

I have  dwelt  at  some  length  on  the  question  of  discipline  and  the 
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state  of  the  schoolrooms,  because  it  is  shortcomings  under  these  heads  AppmdtxO. 
that  have  more  impressed  themselyes  on  my  mind  than  defects  m the  Reports  on 
teaching  'of  literary  subjects  ; and  to  their  correction  more  attention  has  ScJ0eol0^ 

been  given  than  to  suggestions  for  the  better  instruction  of  the  pupils  in  ^ 

those  branches  which  a marking  paper  records.  A' 

It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  state  that  improvement  m both  these  porlarling_ 
matters  has  been  effected.  . , ton. 

The  ventilation  of  the  rooms  is  often  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  Ven“tion 
especially  in  winter.  An  impression  that  the  excellent  practical  rule 
of  the  Commissioners  on  the  subject  was  not  being  carried  out  generally 
was  proved  on  inquiry  to  be  correct.  The  rule  referred  to  requires  that 
the  schoolroom  shall  be  ventilated  “ immediately  after  entering  the 
room  in  the  morning,  at  the  time  of  roll  call  (eleven  o’clock) ) and 
about  an  hour  before  school  breaks  up.” 

In  the  hurry  of  teaching  this  rule  is  forgotten,  and  to  prevent  this 
the  teachers  have  been  asked  to  make  one  of  the  most  regular  attendants 
among  the  senior  pupils  responsible  for  carrying  it  out.  In  this  way  a 
habit  is  formed  and  the  teacher  freed  from  whatever  distraction  the 
daily  giving  of  orders  might  imply. 

The  experience  of  live  years  in  a southern  district,  whose  physical  Charactens- 
characteristics  are  not  more  different  from  those  of  my  present  inspec-  dic8stricfc> 
tion  area  than  are  the  types  of  children  to  be  met  with  in  each,  affords 
an  interesting  comparison  to  one  engaged  in  educational  work,  instruc- 
tive too  as  supplying  a standard  of  examination  easily  reached  under 
favourable  conditions  in  the  one  case,  but  difficult  of  attainment  under 
the  inferior  conditions  of  the  other.  The  liveliness  and  quickness  of 
perception  of  southern  children  combined  with  the  agricultural  circum- 
stances of  a district  largely  pastoral  and  hilly  are  in  marked  contrast 
with  the  sobriety  and  slowness  of  the  children  in  a district  forming 
parttof  the  central  plain  in  which  monotonous  bog  prevails  and  tillage 
claims  the  services  of  the  smallest  child  who  can  drive  a cart  or  plant  a 
potato  set. 

The  conditions  that  affect  school  attendance  in  Ireland  generally  are  Attendance, 
in  King’s  County  and  part  of  Queen’s  County  accompanied  by  the  pre- 
valence of  bog,  whose  neighbourhood  has  as  injurious  an  effect  on 
regularity  of  attendance  as  any  other  circumstance.  The  cutting  of 
turf  and  the  carting  of  it  for  home  use  and  for  sale  take  place  in  summer 
and  early  autumn,  a season  in  which  children  are  not  much  required  at 
home  in  many  districts. 

The  attendance  of  the  pupils  here  is  accordingly  not  good. 

Many  of  those  examined  have  been  under  instruction  for  little  more 
than  half  the  days  the  schools  were  open,  and  a considerable  proportion 
of  the  senior  pupils  fail  to  qualify  by  attendance  for  examination. 

The  schools  in  this  District,  excluding  two  of  the  three  Monastery 
schools  and  the  twelve  in  charge  of  nuns  are  small  so  that  there  are 
only  sixteen  in  which  assistants  are  employed,  and  in  three  of  these  the 
average  attendance  is  under  seventy,  the  minimum  for  which  a grant 
for  an  assistant  is  given. 

Monitors  are  not  numerous,  the  Convent  schools  contributing  a large  Monitors, 
proportion  of  the  total  number.  I cannot  speak  very  favourably  of  the 
monitorial  staff  nor  of  the  training  they  receive.  In  the  past  the  teachers 
have  apparently  been  satisfied  if  their  monitors  escaped  dismissal,  efforts 
to  prepare  them  for  their  examinations  so  well  as  to  bring  credit  to  the 
school  being  as  uncommon  as  a spirit  of  ambition  among  the  monitors 
themselves.  Frequent  examination  and  inquiries  as  to  progress  have 
done  Something  to  raise  the  standard,  and  the  more  regular  and  closer 
work  that  has  resulted  will  tell  before  long.

0f  fie  I2*  Principal  Teachers  of  ordinary  and  Monastery  schools 
fitty-five,  or  nearly  half,  have  been  trained ; eighteen  are  in  either  the 
first  or  second  division  of  First  class,  and  sixty-two  are  in  Second  class. 
The  work  done  in  the  schools  is,  speaking  generally,  neither  very  good 
nor  very  bad.  So  far  as  my  experience  enables  me  to  judge  the  137 
schools  to  which  this  report  refers  do  not  more  than  reach  average 
merit.  There  is  certainly  a large  number  of  them  that  cannot  be 
classed  as  good— too  many  have  to  be  described  by  that  word  of  faint 
praise,  fair,  which,  though  it  does  not  condemn  them,  indicates  that 
they  have  not  definitely  crossed  the  borderland  of  mediocrity.  There 
is  no  overpressure  here.  Nearly  every  time  table  shows  that  school- 
work  begins  at  ten  o’clock  and  ends  at  three — half  an  hour  of  the  five 
i rS  n®  glven  to  religious  instruction,  and  a second  half-hour  to 
play.  Four  hours’  secular  instruction  on  five  days  of  the  week  is  the 
time  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  the  pupils  in  the  obligatory  subjects 
of  the  Results  Programme.  Neither  extra  nor  optional  branches  are 
much  taken  up,  and,  having  regard  to  the  total  circumstances  of  the 
schools,  I do  not  think  that  within  the  hours  indicated  additional 
subjects  could  be  taught  with  success. 

metij  "d  “f  In  a g0°d  many  sshools  a tendency  to  allow  the  pupils  to  learn  rather 
teaching.0  ™an  to  teach  them  directly  and  actively  has  been  noticed,  and  is  what 
was  meant  by  an  expression  of  mine  in  a report  on  another  district, 
namely,  that  m the  schools  the  pupils  do  too  much  and  the  teachers  too 
little.  This  may  be  exemplified  by  the  usual  method  of  giving  a lesson 
in  theoretical  agriculture.  The  pupils  read  a few  pages  of  the  text- 
book aloud  in  class  and  are  asked  a few  questions  on  the  subject  treated 
of.  This  is  the  very  minimum  of  teaching,  if  it  is  not  rather  its 
negation.  Here  the  pupils  read  and  are  supposed  to  mark  and  learn, 
but  the  process  of  mental  digestion,  if  there  is  any,  is  not  due  to  effort 
of  the  teachers.  The  defect  is  fundamental.  Such  teaching  is  cold  and 
lacks  the  power  that  direct  communication  by  a teacher  full  of  his 
subject  has  on  the  pupil.  Want  of  systematic  preparation  by  the 
teacher  for  each  day’s  work  is  one  of  the  most  serious  defects  to  be  met 
with  m inferior  schools,  and  until  it  is  remedied  great  progress  cannot 
be  expected.  The  loss  of  time  caused  by  this  defect,  the  teacher’s  un- 
certainty  accurately  measured  by  the  pupil  and  seriously  affecting 
his  influence,  and  consequent  feeling  of  dissatisfaction,  are  important 
factors  in  the  result  of  each  day’s  work,  and  account  for  much  of  the 
lifeless  teaching  that  is  to  be  seen. 

The  text-book  on  methods  of  teaching  is  seldom  referred  to  by  the 
teachers.  The  addition  to  the  list  of  books  sanctioned  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  one  or  two  treatises  on  the  principles  and  practice  of  edu- 
cation might  stimulate  them  to  make  themselves  better  acquainted  with 
the  literature  of  their  profession,  their  knowledge  of  which  is  now  con- 
fined to  one  book. 

There  are  now.  in  this  district  a good  many  young  teachers  trained 
within  the  last  eight  years.  To  measure  definitely  the  good  they  have 
gained  from  training  or  to  say  what  in  them  was  their  own,  and  what 
is  the  result  of  one  or  two  years’  seeing  and  doing  in  a Training  Oollege

ceived  are  obvious,  and  consist  not  so  much  in  their  having  been  Reports  on 
moulded  into  fixed  and  definite  types,  fully  equipped  teaching  machines,  State  of 
as  in  the  removal  of  hindrances  to  intellectual  and  professional  progress  ScIlools- 
by  the  correction  of  prejudices  and  wholesome  checking  of  undue  self-  Mr.  w.A.

for  improvement.  The  positive  good  implied  in  this  estimate  is  not  Portarling- 
the  actual  acquisition  by  the  trained  person  of  rules  and  methods  of  ' — 
teaching,  good  enough  in  themselves,  but  his  becoming  more  intelligent, 
better  able  to  appreciate  a suggestion.  An  untrained  teacher  often 
does  not  know*  and  can  scarcely  be  made  to  know,  from  his  want  of 
experience  and  narrow  views.  The  trained  teacher  has  at  least  been 
put  in  the  way  of  knowing.  Sometimes,  no  doubt,  the  conceit  of  a 
completed  apprenticeship  is  seen  among  trained  teachers,  but  more 
often  the  teachableness  and  modesty  of  those  who  have  “awakened 
their  senses  that  they  may  the  better  judge.” 

In  a previous  report  I expressed  my  disagreement  with  the  view 
that  special  facilities  should  be  given  for  very  short  periods  of  training 
in  the  case  of  teachers  long  in  the  Board’s  service,  the  avowed  object 
of  the  proposal  being  to  enable  these  teachers  to  call  themselves  trained, 
even  though  the  advantages  of  training  were  not  and  could  not  be 
gained  by  them.  There  is,  however,  a disability  deserving  of  notice. 

At  present  there  are  numbers  of  young  teachers  in  third  or  lowest 
class  desirous  of  entering  a Training  College,  but  whom  the  Colleges  do 
not  care  to  take,  preferring  outsiders  who  have  never  been  teachers.  It 
is  but  natural  that  those  who  are  actually  serving  and  who  are  excellent 
material  for  training,  should  feel  aggrieved  that  they  are  pa’ssed  over 
from  year  to  year,  while  untried  aspirants  for  the  profession  are 
accepted  instead. 

I will  now  briefly  refer  to  the  results  produced  in  the  subjects  taught 
in  the  schools. 

The  pupils’  reading  can  be  “passed,”  not  praised.  It  is  good  enough  Reading, 
to  earn  Results  fees,  not  to  please  a critical  judge.  With  a few 
striking  exceptions,  the  teachers  do  not  aim  at  much  more  than  making 
the  pupils  read  so  as  to  be  understood. 

To  teach  the  subject  really  well,  and  to  train  the  pupil  to  understand 
and  express  the  meaning  of  what  he  reads,  is  hard.  It  is  seldom  done. 

The  repetition  of  poetical  pieces  is  better  than  it  was,  as  the  pupils 
now  write  them  out. 

Penmanship  is  but  tolerable.  The  junior  classes  have  not  been  penman- 
carefully  watched,  so  that  close  imitation  of  the  head-line  was  not  often  ship, 
found. 

Arithmetic  is  generally  pretty  well  known.  Mental  calculations  are  Arithmetic, 
now  much  more  quickly  done  than  formerly,  as  they  are  given  to  almost 
every  class  at  the  annual  examination. 

Spelling  is  fairly  good — improved  in  the  junior  classes,  as  an  Spelling, 
inspector’s  oral  examination  of  the  younger  children  can  effect  more 
improvement  than  the  written  test  in  the  senior  division  of  the  school. 

The  debateable  subject  of  Grammar  is  being  taught  with  more  Grammar> 
success  than  in  past  years — simplification  of  the  instruction  in  the  class 
in  which  it  is  commenced,  and  strict  adherence  to  the  terms  of  the 
Results  Programme  in  the  next  higher  class,  having  done  much  to  help 
the  children  to  overcome  the  difficulties  that  underlie  even  the  most 
rational  treatment  of  the  subject. 

Composition  is  taught  to  the  pupils  of  the  National  Schools  in  the  Composi- 
form  of  letter-writing,  which  is  obligatory  in  the  two  stages  of  Fifth  tlon’ 
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class  and  the  two  divisions  of  Sixth  class,  so  that  if  a boy  remains  his 
full  time  at  school,  he  has  received  instruction  in  Composition  for,  the 
last  four  years. 

I have  given  a good  deal  of  attention  to  this  branch,  and,  on  the 
whole,  am  pleased  with  the  results.  The  improvement  that  has  been 
effected  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  half-an-hour  in  the  week  has,  in 
most  of  the  schools,  been  assigned  to  letter-writing,  the  subject  being 
indicated  on  the  time-table.  The  substance  of  the  letter  is  always 
given  to  the  pupils  of  the  most  junior  class  obliged  to  take  up  Com- 
position. 

Geography  is  not  at  all  so  successfully  taught  as  it  is  in  many  dis- 
tricts. The  introduction  of  a blank  Map  of  Ireland  into  most  of  the 
schools,  and  the  gradual  replacing  of  old  maps  by  new  ones  indicate 
increased  attention  to  the  subject. 

Theoretical  Agriculture  has  not  been  popular  in  the  schools,  but  the 
results  fees  gained  in  it  have  considerably  increased. 

The  value  of  merely  theoretical  instruction  in  this  branch  appears  to 
me  to  be  unduly  depreciated.  The  National  schools  are  schools,  not 
agricultural  institutions.  They  have  the  machinery  for  educating,  for 
teaching  children  principles,  not  for  turning  out  full-grown  farmers.  It 
may  be  desirable  to  improve  the  agriculture  of  the  country,  but  when 
casting  about  for  the  means  of  doing  this  a too  destructive  criticism 
should  remember  the  function  of  a Primary  School. 

Singing  is  taught  in  most  of  the  Convent  Schools  and  in  a few  others. 
It  is  often  harsh  and  commonplace — in  very  few  instances  really  pleasing: 
[but,  such  as  it  is,  it  deserves  encouragement.  It  is  disappointing  that  a 
•good  many  teachers  who  hold  certificates  in  this  branch  have  not  intro- 
duced it  into  their  schools. 

Drawing  is  taken  up  in  very  few  schools.  It  is  really  good  in  one. 

Cookery  and  Dairying  are  being  taught  in  Clara  Convent  School,  the 
zealous  efforts  of  the  manager,  seconded  by  an  efficient  teaching  staff, 
producing  very  satisfactory  results. 

Since  an  hour  daily  has  been  given  to  needlework  in  girls’  schools  and 
mixed  schools,  in  which  workmistresses  are  employed,  there  has  been 
progress  in  this  branch,  and  the  increase  of  time  has  justified  strictness 
in  applying  the  standard  of  examination.  I believe  that  increased 
effort  is  being  made  to  produce  still  better  results,  but,  speaking 
generally,  this  district  does  not  rank  high  for  the  excellence  of  its 
needlework.  Absolute  failure  of  the  pupils  is,  of  course,  not  common, 
but  in  many  cases  the  skill  displayed  is  rather  the  minimum  that 
satisfies  than  that  which  makes  the  task  of  judging  easy,  and  leads  the 
well  taught  pupil  to  expect  the  pleasant  word  of  praise.  The  influence 
of  the  teacher  is  seen  in  nothing  more  than  in  the  amount  of  clothing 
made  from  year  to  year  in  the  schoolroom.  The  complaint  that  the 
children  cannot  be  induced  to  bring  materials  for  the  making  oi  gar- 
ments is  not  to  be  met  with  where  the  mistress  unites  skill  in  needlework 
with  force  of  character,  just  as  the  complaint  that  a large  proportion  of 
the  pupils  have  neither  ear  nor  voice  is  not  to  be  met  with  where  the 
teacher  of  singing  is  herself  well  endowed  with  both,  and  has  a liberal 
share  of  the  teaching  faculty.  If  the  encouragement  which  is  given  to 
the  teaching  of  needlework  by  ladies  of  high  social  position  in  a few 
localities  of  the  district  were  widespread  the  real  difficulties  to  be  over- 
come in  practical  instruction  in  this  industrial  branch  would  cease  to 
exist,  and  the  imaginary  ones  would  be  ashamed  to  survive. 

The  Alternative  Industrial  Scheme  is  in  operation  in  most  of  the 
schools  attended  by  girls. 
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The  success  of  the  scheme  depends  a good  deal  on  the  teacher’s  tastes  Appendix  c.

']i  are  employed.  In  schools  of  each  of  these  classes  excellent  work  is  ton?^  ing" 
being  done,  the  branches  taken  up  in  addition  to  plain  needlework  and  — 
shirt-making  being  knitting  and  crocheting,  dressmaking,  and  the  Needle- 
making  of  underclothing  and  baby  clothes.  The  difficulty  of  maintain-  work' 
ing  a large  Sixth  class,  whose  attention  is  chiefly  given  to  Industrial 
work,  is  assigned  in  a good  many  town  schools  as  a ground  of  exemp- 
tion from  the  scheme,  the  parents  of  the  pupils  wishing  them  to  get  the 
maximum  of  literary  instruction  and  being  satisfied  with  the  hour’s  daily 
instruction  in  needlework. 

The  state  of  the  schools  lias  now  been  reviewed.  Defects  have  pro- 
bably received  quite  as  much  comment  as  they  deserve,  and  possibly 
merit  has  sparingly  received  the  reward  of  praise.  But  even  though 
unfavourable  criticism  has  not  exceeded  just  limits,  what  seems  to  be 
progress  in  the  district  is  to  be  noted,  a real  progress  I hope,  and  not 
an  imaginary  one,  the  result  merely  of  the  [teachers  falling  judiciously 
in  with  the  views  of  the  Inspector  or  of  the  latter’s  becoming  uncon- 
sciously accustomed  to  the  status  in  quo.

Tipperary,  8th  March,  1893. 

Gentlemen, — In  compliance  with  your  instructions,  I beg  to  submit,  Mr.  Isaac 
for  the  information  of  the  Commissioners,  my  Second  General  Report  on  Craig. 
the  district  of  which  Tipperary  is  the  official  centre.  Tipperary. 

My  previous  report  was  furnished  in  March,  1891,  and  since  that  The 
time  the  district  has  undergone  no  change  in  either  area  or  extent.  The  District, 
greater  portion  of  the  land  included  within  its  limits  is  given  up  to 
pasture,  and,  being  pre-eminently  a dairying  country,  there  is  com- 
paratively little  continuous  employment  in  which  children  can  be  made 
to  take  part.  Consequently,  when  they  reach  an  age,  at  which  one 
might  reasonably  expect  to  see  them  at  least  beginning  to  earn  a liveli- 
hood for  themselves,  the  difficulty  here  is  the  scarcity  of  suitable  work, 
in  the  interim,  they  continue  attending  school,  so  that  the  higher  classes 
are  generally  very  largely  represented. 

The  number  of  schools  at  present  in  operation  is  122,  a decrease  of  Schools, 
one  in  the  course  of  two  years,  which  arises  from  the  amalgamation  of 
the  two  formerly  existing  at  Derk.  In  the  aggregate,  they  afford  accom- 
modation for  12,000  children,  and  the  number  on  rolls  is  12,177.  On 
the  whole,  they  are  well  distributed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
school-going  population  of  the  district,  if  I except  one  locality,  where, 
in  my  judgement,  an  infant  school  is  urgently  required.  I refer  to  the 
village  of  Lattin,  the  nearest  school  to  which  is  Shronell,  at  a distance 
of  two  miles,  and  which,  at  its  best,  is  already  very  much  overcrowded. 

There  are  twelve  others,  in  which  the  space  accommodation  is  altogether 
insufficient, 
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Since  my  last  Report,  a very  noticeable  improvement  in  sehoolhouses 
has  been  effected.  Seven  new  buildings,  vested  in  trustees,  have  been 
erected,  and  what  augurs  well  for  the  future  is  the  fact  that  grants  are 
applied  for  at  the  present  time,  in  the  cases  of  Doon  Convent,  Nicker 
M.  and  F.,  Ballylanders  M.  and  F.,  and  Cordang&n  schools,  while  a loan 
has  been  sought  to  improve,  refit,  and  enlarge  the  Hospital  male  non- 
vested  school.  Seventy-five  of  the  sehoolhouses  are  non- vested,  41 
vested  in  trustees,  and  6 in  the  Commissioners.  The  last  named  are 
kept  in  proper  repair,  but  of  those  vested  in  trustees,  my  experience  of 
them  is  that  the  trustees  never  expend  a farthing  upon  them.  When 
defects  arise  caliing  for  remedy,  the  duty  devolves  either  upon  the 
managers  or  the  teachers.  Most  of  the  non-vested  schools  are  substan- 
tially built,  and  maintained  in  moderately  good  condition  by  the 
managers,  but  five  of  them  are  mere  cabins,*  evidently  not  built  to 
supply  the  purpose  of  sehoolhouses,  and  in  which  all  ideas  of  comfort  or 
convenience  are  completely  out  of  the  question.  The  great  obstacle  in 
the  way  of  having  necessary  repairs  effected,  is  the  absence  of  any  fund 
for  the  purpose ; now,  however,  that  school  fees  are  in  a great  measure 
abolished,  it  should  be  no  difficult  matter  to  organize  such  a fund  amongst 
the  parents  of  those  who  most  benefit  by  every  material  improvement  in 
the  comfort  of  the  houses,  in  which  the  greater  portion  of  their  day  is 
spent. 

The  vested  buildings  have  suitable  out-offices  and  playgrounds 
attached,  but  forty-four  of  the  non-vested  houses  are  wanting  in  the 
first  respect,  and  in  forty-one  of  them  the  public  road  is  the  only  place 
for  recreation. 

A large  proportion  of  the  schoolrooms  are  everything  that  could  be 
desired,  as  far  as  regards  cleanliness,  ventilation,  and  warmth,  but  there 
are  still  many  cases  where  room  for  vast  improvement  exists.  In  these 
the  floors  are  hurriedly  swept  at  the  close  of  the  day,  and  the  times  for 
opening  windows  too  often  pass  without  heed  being  given  to  this  im- 
portant point.  Then,  too,  I often  notice  that  the  dusting  down  of  walls, 
tablets,  &c.,  does  not  appear  to  be  regarded  in  the  light  of  a necessary 
duty,  the  advantage  of  which  ought  to  recommend  itself  to  every  teacher. 
It  is  self-evident  that  a cheerful,  bright,  well-warmed  and  orderly  room 
must  be  a great  incentive  to  good  attendance,  and  when  we  consider  the 
homes  from  which  most  of  those  children  attending  country  National 
Schools  go  forth,  it  is  a marvel  that  teachers  themselves  will  not  do 
their  utmost  to  make  their  schoolrooms  more  attractive. 

I venture  to  say  there  is  not  a single  time  table  in  the  district  which 
is  not  headed — “9.55  to  10.0,  inspection  as  to  cleanliness.”  I have 
often  called  in  schools  at  this  particular  hour  but  have  never  yet  seen 
any  attention  paid  to  the  arrangement.  [ do  not  say  that  the  neglect 
of  it  is  universal,  but  the  rural  school  in  which  it  is  a regular  observance 
is  the  exception.  In  by  far  the  majority,  the  children,  notably  the  boys, 
attend  school  day  after  day  presenting  generally  a slovenly  appearance. 
The  fact,  though  reprehensible,  does  not  even  excite  remark  from  the 
teachers,  as  far  as  I can  observe.  This  should  not  be.  If  they  would 
persistently  find  fault  with  those  who  come  in  an  untidy  condition  the 
evil  would  soon  remedy  itself.  I have  often  called  the  attention  of 
the  teachers  to  this  point,  and  received  as  reply  the  invariable  excuse 
that  a teacher  feared  to  find  fault  with  such  matters,  lest  he  should  give 
offence  to  parents.  How  does  it  come,  then,  that  in  Convent  Schools, 
even  in  the  mere  villages,  things  are  so  different  ?

In  a great  many  schools  discipline  and  order  are  most  satisfactory,  SchooIs- 
but  there  are,  I regret  to  say,  not  a few  in  which  the  teachers  seem  to  Mr.  Jeaac 
think  their  duty  ended  in  having  attended  to  the  literary  proficiency  Craig. 
of  the  classes.  Tipperary. 

One  and  all,  it  may  be  said  that  the  clerical  managers  take  a deep  Discipline 
interest  in  the  success  of  their  schools.  They  visit  them  sufiicientlv  and  order, 
and  use  their  best  endeavours  to  keep  up  the  attendance.  Some  of Managers' 
them  are  slow  in  having  repairs  effected,  and  in  replacing  unsuitable 
buildings. 

In  my  intercourse  with  them,  I find  them  impressed  with  a sense  of 
the  duty  which  their  relations  as  managers  render  incumbent,  and  most 
anxious,  when  a vacancy  occurs  in  the  teaching  staff,  to  secure  the 
services  of  that  candidate  whose  qualifications  seem  best  calculated 
to  raise,  in  every  respect,  the  tone  of  education  in  the  neighbourhood. 

The  time  is  past  when  the  claims  of  the  local  candidate  weigh  down 
the  balance  in  his  favour.  Managers  will  no  longer  acquiesce  in  the 
substitution  of  interest  for  merit,  and  this  is  as  it  should  be,  if  we  wish 
to  see  education  advance  effectually  around  us  and  amongst  us. 

There  are  now  30  residences  attached  to  the  schools,  16  of  which  Teachers’ 
have  been  provided  by  means  of  the  State  Grant,  and  another  year  residences- 
will,  in  all  probability,  see  this  number  increased  by  5.  Thus  the 
teachers  of  35  schools  are  provided  for,  as  in  5 cases,  the  principal  of  a 
male  is  married  to  a teacher  of  a neighbouring  female  school.  It  is  a 
matter  of  regret,  notwithstanding,  that  only  11  of  the  houses  are  rent 
free  to  the  occupiers. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  classification  of  the  teaching  staff,  Teachers, 
engaged,  at  the  end  of  February  last,  in  the  116  ordinary  schools 
of  the  district : —

In  addition  to  the  number  thus  accounted  for,  there  are  2 tem- 
porary assistants  and  two  workmistresses  employed.  The  ‘Workhouse 
National  Schools  give  employment  to  six  classed  teachers.  Two  of 
the  Convent  Schools,  to  one  of  which  an  industrial  school  (under 
the  Act)  is  attached,  are  in  charge  of  the  Sisters  of  Mercy,  and  the 
third,  Hospital  Convent,  is  conducted  by  Presentation  Nuns.  A 
comparison  of  above  Table  with  a similar  one  in  my  Report  of  ’91 
will  show  a gradual  improvement  in  the  classification. 

The  demand  for  trained  teachers  increases  as  time  goes  on,  and  even  Training, 
when,  as  has  repeatedly  been  the  case  of  late,  assistants  have  been  chosen 
from  the  ranks  of  qualified  ex-monitors,  it  has  been  made  a stipulation 
on  appointment,  that  the  youngteacher  shall  go  forward  for  training  with 
the  least  possible  delay.  The  proportion  of  untrained  teachers  is  still

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AmcrMx  c.  considerable,  though  steadily  decreasing.  Out  of  the  total  number 
Reports  on  employed  in  the  district  two  years  ago,  54  had  been  trained,  the 
state  of  corresponding  number  is  now  60. 

Schools.  xhe  accounts  are,  on  the  whole,  neatly  and  correctly  kept,  the  most 
Mr.  Isaac  prevalent  fault  being  that  of  not  keeping  the  summaries  in  the  Report 
Cray.  Book  fully  posted  up  to  date.  A few  cases  in  the  past  two  years  have 
Tipperary,  come  under  my  notice  where  the  rolls  had  not  been  marked  before  1 1 
Accounts.  0’C^0C^-  Leave  of  Absence  Book  is  now  to  be  found  in  every  school 
and  I believe  that  its  use  is  both  understood  and  observed.  In  many 
of  the  village  and  town  schools,  it  had,  until  recently,  been  the  practice 
to  allow  the  children  home  for  dinner  during  recreation  hour,  and  it 
commonly  happened  that  some  of  them  did  not  return.  This  occasionally 
led  to  trouble,  for  in  a few  cases  I found  that  the  attendances  of  such 
pupils  had  not  been  marked  as  incomplete.  It  is  now  generally  under- 
stood that  the  pupils  are  not  to  be  permitted  to  leave  the  premises 
until  the  conclusion  of  the  school  business  as  specified  on  the  Time 
Table,  and  for  some  time  past  I have  met  with  no  irregularity  in  this 
respect. 

Monitors.  Of  the  103  monitors  engaged  in  this  district,  23  are  in  the  first  year 
of  their  service,  24  in  the  second,  28  in  the  third,  16  in  the  fourth  and 
12  in  the  fifth.  I find  that,  on  the  whole,  the  teachers  attend 
conscientiously  to  their  extra  instruction,  as  only  one  or  two  instances 
of  neglect  in  this  respect  have  come  under  my  observation  durinv  the 
past  two  years.  Theoretical  knowledge  of  their  course  in  Methods  of 
Teaching  is  generally  good  enough,  but  by  far  the  greater  number  never 
attempt  to  put  this  knowledge  into  practice,  which  shows  that  the 
weakest  element  of  their  training  is  the  practical  work  of  teaching.  At 
the  end  of  the  third  year,  the  answering  of  the  monitors  is,  as  a ride 
good,  still  many  of  them  fail  to  get  classed  at  the  expiration  of  their 
term  of  office. 

Attendance.  During  the  past  year  there  were  12,177  on  rolls  ; only  9,107  of  these 
qualified  by  attendance  for  examination,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  utmost 
efforts  of  both  managers  and  teachers  to  the  contrary.  Influenza  was 
prevalent  in  the  early  part  of  '92,  and  the  extremely  wet  summer  pro- 
longed the  hay  harvest  almost  until  the  commencement  of  the  period 
for  digging  out  the  potato  crop.  These  combined  causes  produced  bad 
attendance,  and  retarded  progress  very  considerably.  I am  of  opinion 
that  nearly  every  child  of  school-going  age  has  his  name  oil  the  rolls  of 
some  school,  but  when  the  compulsory  clauses  of  the  recently  passed 
Education  Act  come  into  force,  the  number  of  those  who  qualify  for  the 
annual  examination  must  necessarily  be  considerably  increased. 
Proficiency.  The  following  figures  show  the  per  centage  of  passes  in  the  obligatory 
subjects  obtained  during  the  past  year  in  the  122  schools  of  the  dis- 
trict : —

There  are  infant  departments  in  connection  with  the  three  Convent 
schools,  and  two  infant  schools,  one  at  Kilfinane  and  the  other  at  Emly. 
In  all  of  these  except  the  last  kindergarten  has  been  introduced,  and 
the  children  receive,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  programme,  an  early 
training  in  the  development  of  their  senses  and  faculties.  In  the  other 
schools  very  little  effort  is  made  to  interest  the  very  young  children, 
and  no  doubt  it  must  be  a difficult  matter  to  fill  up  an  entire  school 
day  for  them.  The  time  table  makes  provision  for  such  exercises  as 
spelling  and  reading  from  tablets,  counting,  making  figures,  etc.,  and 
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these  lessons,  at  least  in  the  early  part  of  the  day,  are  carried  on  by  a 4 ppendixC . 
monitor  or  senior  pupil.  If,  however,  I visit  a school  towards  the  close  Reports  on 
of  the  day,  I invariably  find  them  idling,  or  endeavouring  to  while  away  State  of 
the  time  as  best  they  can,  nobody  heeding  them  in  the  slightest  degree.  Schools. 
About  two  hours  a day  are  quite  sufficient  to  enable  the  infants  to  Mr.  Isaac 
master  their  literary  course,  and  their  time  at  school  would  pass  more  Craig. 
pleasantly,  if  provision  were  made  for  the  introduction,  even  to  a limited  Tipperary, 
extent,  of  some  of  Froebel’s  methods.  I am  aware  that  this  would  be  infants! 
difficult  in  most  rural  schools,  but  a good  use  might  be  made  of,  for 
example,  the  pictures  of  animals,  etc.,  which  are  to  be  found  on  the 
walls  of  most  of  our  schools,  and  which  adapt  themselves  easily  as  sub- 
jects for  object  lessons. 

Reading  is  correct  in  the  first  class,  but  generally  monotonous.  In  Reading, 
the  second  and  third  it  is,  as  a rule,  verbally  accurate,  having  due  at- 
tention paid  to  punctuation.  The  reading  of  the  other  classes  is  usually 
fluent  and  ready,  and  I find,  for  the  most  part,  that  the  drift  of  the 
lesson  is  understood.  The  poetical  pieces  are  almost  without  exception 
committed  to  memory,  but  seldom  properly  recited. 

Writing  in  the  fourth  and  lower  classes  is,  on  the  whole,  good,  Writing. 
There  is  no  reason  why  this  should  not  be  the  case.  The  head-line  copy 
books  sanctioned  by  the  Commissioners  are  excellent,  and  proper  super- 
vision on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  with  prompt  and  early  correction  of 
mistakes,  are  really  all  that  are  necessary  to  secure  satisfactory  results. 

Letter  writing  in  the  other  classes  has  not  as  yet  risen  above  mediocrity. 

The  pupils  have  mastered  the  form  of  beginning  and  ending  a letter,  but 
it  is  usually  written  in  one  continuous  sentence  from  the  start  to  the 
close,  and  ordinary  vulgarisms  and  mistakes  peculiar  to  this  part  of  the 
country  are,  in  nearly  every  instance,  reproduced.  The  correct  number 
of  written  school  exercises  is  generally  forthcoming  on  the  day  of  ex- 
amination, but  sufficient  importance  does  not  seem  to  be  attached  to 
this  part  of  the  course. 

Arithmetic,  as  an  art,  is  carefully  attended  to,  and  the  per-centage  of  Arithmetic, 
passes  in  this  subject  is  very  high.  Its  scientific  aspect  is  not,  however, 
always  kept  in  view.  The  blackboard  is  too  sparingly  used,  and  the 
reasons  for  the  different  steps  taken  to  arrive  at  the  answer  are  fre- 
quently not  made  intelligible  to  the  pupils.  Numeration,  notation  and 
tables  are  well  taught,  but  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  mental  arithmetic 
in  the  senior  classes. 

Oral  spelling  is  uniformly  good,  and  mistakes  in  dictation  are  few,  Spelling, 
but  strange  to  say  this  does  not  lead  up  to  correct  spelling  when  the 
pupil  has  to  write  a letter  on  the  simplest  subject. 

The  full  programme  in  grammar  is  taught  in  the  schools  here  with  Grammar, 
very  fair  success,  but  if  we  are  to  judge  from  the  letters  of  pupils, 
they  certainly  have  not  learned  from  it  “ to  write  the  English  language 
with  propriety.” 

The  answering  in  geography  is  usually  satisfactory.  It  is  not  Geography, 
uncommon,  however,  to  find  the  Fifth  Class  pupils  ignorant  of  longitude,  * 
latitude,  zones,  (fee.,  and  those  of  the  sixth  class  with  a very  meagre 
knowledge  of  mathematical  geography.  A poor  attempt  is  made  in  the 
latter  class  at  drawing  an  outline  map  of  Ireland. 

I have  again  the  pleasure  of  stating,  that  the  teachers  of  this  district,  A icul. 
seem  to  take  a delight  in  teaching  the  prescribed  text-book  on  this  ture. 
subject  well.  Nothing  practical,  however,  is  attempted.  In  February, 

’92,  the  Commissioners  issued  a circular,  stating  that  they  were  prepared 
to  allow  the  principal  dairy  instructors  of  the  Glasnevin  and  Munster 
dairy  schools  to  proceed  to  districts  where  lessons  in  dairy  work  would 
be  useful,  provided  that  either  the  manager  of  a national  school  or  the 
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secretary  of  an  agricultural  society,  would  form  a committee  for  the 
promotion  of  such  instruction.  The  committee,  thus  formed,  were  to 
defray  the  cost  of  travelling,  and  provide  milk  and  cream,  while  the 
Commissioners  on  their  part,  promised  to  lend  from  their  dairy  schools, 
such  appliances  as  would  render  the  work  effective.  Now  this  district 
is,  as  I have  already  remarked,  almost  exclusively  devoted  to  butter- 
making, but  although  I sent  out  about  one  hundred  notices  of  the  offer 
in  not  a single  iD  stance  was  a move  made  to  profit  by  the  proposal.  The 
chief  defect  in  agriculture  here  is,  I repeat,  the  absence  of  winter 
dairying.  Farmers  like  ail  others,  are  slow  to  adopt  new  plans,  and 
until  they  are  actually  compelled,  by  the  continued  low  prices  of  young 
stock,  to  keep  the  butter  factories  at  work  during  the  winter  months,  I 
do  not  think  that  they  will  ever  be  led  to  do  so. 

There  are  altogether  73  schools  in  which  needlework  is  taught.  In 
28,  the  proficiency  at  last  results  examination  was  excellent,  good  in 
25,  middling  in  11,  and  bad  in  9.  At  each  examination,  there  is  quite 
a display  of  pinafores,  boys’  and  men’s  shirts,  overalls,  socks,  stockings, 
etc.,  and  the  pupils  manifest  the  most  sincere  gratification  in  having 
their  work  praised  or  admired. 

During  the  past  year  twenty-seven  schools  had  their  sixth-class 
pupils  presented  on  the  alternative  programme,  and  the  number  of 
girls  examined  was  245.  The  industrial  subjects  were — Class  A,  dress- 
making, etc.,  and  Class  A3,  knitting  and  crocheting  of  caps,  wraps,  etc., 
etc.,  in  addition  to  plain  needlework.  Where  an  ornamental  or  fancy 
work  was  chosen,  I found  preference  usually  given  to  Mountmellick 
work,  which  in  some  instances  was  very  creditable.  Altogether,  a 
large  quantity  of  work  was  executed  by  the  girls,  either  for  themselves 
or  for  members  of  their  families.  I regret,  notwithstanding,  that  the 
scheme  is  not  likely  to  be  a success  in  this  district.  Since  I began  to 
write-  this  report.  I have  received  notice  that  as  many  as  five  schools 
have  applied  for  exemption  on  different  grounds.  The  chief  obstacle 
seems  to  lie  with  the  parents,  who  imagine  that  their  children  are  wast- 
ing their  time  at  school,  if  they  are  not  employed  at  purely  literary 
work.  The  cost  of  materials  is  another  hindrance.  With  about  two 
exceptions,  the  female  teachers  are  well  qualified  to  give  instruction  in 
the  new  scheme,  but  some  of  the  very  best  of  them,  having  tried  it  for 
the  past  two  years,  have  been  compelled  to  return  to  the  old  programme 
on  account  of  the  opposition  which  the  new  one  met  with. 

. Owing  to  the  bad  attendance  throughout  the  whole  of  last  year 
the  number  presented  in  optional  and  extra  subjects  showed  a great 
falling  off  from  that  of  previous  years.  The  experienced  teacher  recog- 
nised the  fact  that  it  was  useless  to  attempt  making  the  pupils  up  in 
extras,  so  he  devoted  his  hours  out  of  school  to  the  ordinary  subjects. 
The  young  and  inexperienced  teacher  struggled  on  with  his  extras  to 
the  end,  with  the  result  that  they  were  a failure,  and  the  proficiency 
in  the  ordinary  branches  very  much  lower  in  consequence. 

Book-keeping  was  taught  in  thirty  schools,  and  647  pupils  were 
presented  for  examination.  In  only  fourteen  schools,  however,  was  the 
instruction  sound. 

There  were  806  children  examined  in  drawing  during  the  past  year, 
Fifteen  schools  presented  pupils  in  this  subject,  but  in  three  of  these 
the  instruction  was  simply  worthless. 

Vocal  music  is  taught  in  the  three  Convent  and  in  thirteen  ordinary 
schools.  Except  in  two  instances,  Hullah’s  system  is  the  one  adopted. 
The  number  of  children  examined  was  871,  and  in  only  two  schools  was 
the  instruction  unsatisfactory. 
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In  twenty  five  schools,  248  boys  were  examined  in  algebra,  and  the  Appendix c. 
general  proficiency  was  good.  Rep^tTcn 

In  twenty- two  schools  geometry  and  mensuration  had  been  taken  up,  State  of 
180  pupils  were  examined  with  satisfactory  results.  Schools. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  255  were  examined  in  dressmaking  and  Mr.  Isaac 
sewing  machine,  165  in  physical  geography,  108  in  girls’  reading  book  Craig. 
and  domestic  economy,  fifty-four  in  'French,  thirty-six  in  Irish,  twenty-  Tipperary, 
eight  in  instrumental  music,  with  very  varying  success.  . . T“ 

I must  not  omit  to  add  that  the  managers,  without  exception,  pay 
the  greatest  attention  to  the  various  recommendations  which  I am,  etc.0™6  ^ 
from  time  to  time,  obliged  to  make  in  connection  with  their  schools,  Dress_ 
and  in  nothing  more  than  in  the  building  of  new  schoolhouses,  which  making, 
frequently  gives  them  a great  deal  of  trouble,  not  to  say  annoyance.  efcc*>  etc* 
The  teachers  are  everywhere  courteous  and  obliging.  They  evince  the 
greatest  interest  in  the  examination  of  their  schools,  remaining  near  the 
examiner,  and  noting  attentively  every  detail.  They  thus  see  where 
the  answering  is  weak,  or  in  what  direction  their  teaching  has  been 
wanting,  aDd  without  directing  special  attention  to  these  points,  I usually 
find  them  remedied  at  the  next  examination.  They  are,  on  the  whole, 
a hard  worked  body  of  public  servants,  and  thoroughly  deserving  of  the 
late  improvements  that  have  been  effected  in  their  favour  by  State 
legislation.

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  your 
letter  of  the  3rd  J anuary,  I beg  to  submit  this  General  Report  upon 
the  condition  of  schools  in  the  district  during  the  year  1892. 

Before  entering  upon  details  of  various  descriptions  connected  with 
the  different  kinds  of  work  performed  in  the  schools,  their  literary  and  District, 
industrial  progress,  their  discipline,  structural  conditions,  management 
and  influence  upon  the  surrounding  localities  in  which  they  are  placed, 
it  may  be  well  briefly  to  state  that  these  schools  are  spread  over  an 
area  comprising  portions  of  the  east  of  the  County  Cork,  and  the  west 
of  the  County  Waterford,  with  the  sea  as  the  southern,  and  the  Knock- 
mealdown  Mountains  as  the  extreme  northern  boundary. 

They  are  130  in  number,  of  which  106  are  under  the  management  Number  of 
of  the  Catholic  clergy,  12  under  the  Protestant  clergy,  9 under  laymen,  Schools, 
and  the  3 Workhouse  schools  under  the  Clerks  of  the  Poor  Law 
Unions. 

Two  schools  are  conducted  by  Brothers  of  the  Presentation  Order 
at  Queenstown,  8 are  Convent  schools  under  Nuns  at  Queenstown, 
Rushbrooke,  Carrigtwohill,  Midleton,  Youghal,  Tallow,  Lismore,  and 
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Appendix  c.  Cappoquin.  The  remainder,  with  the  exception  of  the  three  Work- 
Reports  on  house  schools,  are  ordinary  National  schools  scattered  through  the  district, 
State  of  with  an  average  attendance  in  each  under  60  in  the  majority  of 
Schools.  instances,  but  also  varying  from  60  to  100  and  over,  in  a large  number. 
Mr.  W.  In  the  towns  of  Midleton,  Youghal,  and  Lismore,  the  bulk  of  the 
Connelly,  boys  attend  Christian  Brothers’  Institutions.  Otherwise,  with  one 
Youghal.  unimportant  exception,  there  are  no  primary  schools  other  than 
NunrtTrof  National. 

Schools.  The  course  of  instruction  comprises  the  usual  subjects  of  Beading, 
Course  of  Spelling,  Penmanship,  Composition,  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  and 
Instruction.  Geography,  with  Agriculture  for  boys,  and  Needlework  for  girls. 

Singing  and  Drawing  often  form  part  of  the  programme  in  Convent 
schools.  Other  subjects,  the  teaching  of  which  is  optional,  such  as 
Bookkeeping,  Physical  Geography,  Algebra,  and  Geometry,  are  taught 
to  no  considerable  extent,  and  not  as  much  as  formerly.  In  view  of 
an  examination  of  sufficiently  searching  character,  these  subjects  when 
taught  are  taught  well.  Boys  are  not  put  forward  on  the  chance  of  a 
pass,  and  mere  playing  with  the  subject  is  regarded  as  waste  of  time, 
from  the  point  of  view  of  Results  payments  ; which,  moreover,  do  not 
present  the  same  inducement  in  presence  of  the  financial  improvements 
in  the  position  of  a teacher  in  recent  years. 

The  omission  of  these  subjects  I do  not  regard  with  disfavour.  The 
future  career  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  district  will  be  mainly  agri- 
cultural, for  which  a knowledge  of  language  and  facility  in  calculation, 
with  some  geographical  information,  and  an  acquaintance  with  the 
operations  that  take  place  in  the  treatment  of  land,  form  a suitable 
preparation,  as  well  as  a fair  exercise  of  the  mental  powers.  These 
branches  are  steadily  taught,  the  average  proficiency  is  good,  the 
teachers  are  regular  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  the  schools 
fulfil,  in  a proper  and  satisfactory  manner,  the  object  for  which  they 
were  established. 

Reading.  To  go  into  some  detail  as  to  the  progress  made  in  each  subject,  some 
observations  may  first  be  made  in  regard  of  reading.  • This  is  a branch 
of  which,  1 believe,  there  is  very  general  complainc.  The  proficiency 
is  not  considered  good  in  many  parts  of  the  country,  and  of  course 
many  reasons,  everyone  entitled  to  weight  may  be  assigned.  But  it  is  a 
source  of  gratification  to  be  able  to  say  that  in  this  district  it  is 
appreciably  improving.  It  is  seldom,  no  doubt,  really  bright,  intelli- 
gent, and  entertaining,  but  any  rate,  it  is  fairly  accurate,  loud  in  tone, 
and  intelligible.  The  advance  made,  I think,  is  due  simply  to  the  fact 
that  more  time  per  day  is  assigned  to  its  practice,  and  more  attention  is 
given  by  the  teachers  in  view  of  their  having  found  that  a pass  mark 
cannot  be  obtained  without  care  and  preparation.  I cannot  but  think 
that  this  subject,  than  which  to  say  the  least  no  other  is  more  important, 
was  at  one  time  regarded  as  a branch  to  pass  in  which  a pupil  might 
be  more  or  less  left  to  his  own  devices,  the  impression  being  that  he 
would  probably  struggle  through  by  some  means  or  other.  Such  an 
attitude  on  the  part  of  teachers  who  regarded  mainly  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  passes  which  could  be  secured  upon  an  examination  was  not 
surprising ; so  that  the  amount  of  facility  acquired  in  reading  really 
depends  very  largely  upon  the  standard  which  an  Inspector  proposes 
should  be  attained  as  the  result  of  the  interpretation  he  gives  to  the 
terms  of  the  programme. 

I do  not  think  teachers  read  aloud  for  their  pupils  to  any  sufficient 
extent,  and  I have  seldom  or  never  been  struck,  whenever  I have  had  an 
opportuntity  of  hearing  them  read,  by  any  finished  style,  or  approach 
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to  elocutionary  powers.  Cultured  reading  cannot  be  looked  for  if  a AppendiaG. 
boy  has  no  model  on  which  to  form  himself,  and  has  only  been  taught  Report]  on 
to  properly  pronounce  individual  words.  Moreover,  high-class  reading  State  of 
has  not  been  acquired  on  account  of  the  tendency  just  referred  to,  to  Schools, 
gravitate  towards  the  minimum  necessary  for  the  pass.  Such  a condi-  M~W. 
tion  of  tilings  presumably  must  be  expected  under  the  system  of  pay-  Connelly. 
ment  by  Results,  which  does  not  encourage  one  subject  at  the  expense  Y°usM- 
of  another,  nor  the  cultivation  of  the  most  promising,  to  the  neglect  of  Reading 
the  backward  boys,  since  the  passes  of  the  latter  are  equally  valuable 
from  a pecuniary  standpoint.  The  system  secures  a fair  average  stan- 
dard in  all  subjects  by  all  pupils,  quick  and  slow. 

As  regards  the  matter  of  the  lessons  which  are  read,  a better  acquain- 
tance is  shown  than  formerly,  especially  in  the  second  class,  where,  for 
the  first  time,  the  attention  of  the  pupils  is  drawn  to  what  they  read. 

Very  generally  these  second  class  pupils  can  tell  what  they  read  about, 
and  understand  the  subject  with  fair  facility.  The  lessons  are  so  arranged 

that  simple  ideas  are  expressed  which  strike  the  imagination ideas”  of 

animals,  fruit,  the  seasons,  simple  stories,  and  easy  Bible  history.  No 
tension  of  the  mind  is  exacted,  there  is  little  suspension  of  the  sense, 
and  they  grasp  the  propositions  without  difficulty.  The  same  remarks 
may  be  made  of  the  next  higher,  and  even  oi  the  Fourth  Book,  and  it  is 
not  until  they  come  to  read  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Books,  especially 
the  latter,  so  far  removed  from  their-  intellectual  habits,  that  the  strain 
is  put  upon  their  attention  and  reasoning  powers. 

Pieces  of  Poetry  are  also  well  learnt  so  that  they  not  only  repeat  poet 
stanza  after  stanza  but  are  able  to  take  up  a poem  at  any  part  selected. 

Penmanship  is  very  fair  but  not  excellent.  The  copy  of  the  head-  penmaB. 
line  is  deficient  not  in  the  form  of  the  letter  but  in  the  thin  and  fragile  ship, 
characters  of  the  stroke.  A very  general  practice  is  to  hold  the  pen 
close  to  the  point  to  write  with  the  edge  and  make  no  distinction  be- 
tween the  up  and  the  down  parts  of  a letter. 

Composition  is  generally  of  a passable  character.  In  spite,  however,  Composi- 
of  any  knowledge  of  Grammar  which  they  may  possess,  singular  nomina-  da- 
tives with  plural  verbs  and  v ice  versa  are  invariably  encountered.  In 
fact  they  write  as  they  talk  and  as  their  people  talk  at  home,  so  that 
the  ideas  are  often  grouped  together  fairly  enough  but  at  the  expense  of 
grammatical  accuracy . I may  here  add  that  the  composition  exercises 
of  Convent  schools  are,  as  might  be  expected  from  the  influences  at  work, 
clearly  above  those  of  ordinary  schools.  As  correct  speaking  is  acquired 
by  association  even  though  it  be  unaided  by  a knowledge  of  grammar, 
so  also  a knowledge  of  grammar  will  not  adequately  counteract  habitu- 
ally incorrect  conversation.  However,  grammar  does  something.  But 
the  chief  agent  for  improving  composition  is  practice,  and  just  as  the 
earlier  introduction  to  composition  in  the  fifth  class  of  late  years  has 
improved  that  of  the  sixth  class,  so  likewise  if  composition  were  set 
down  for  the  fourth  class,  the  members  of  which  I do  not  think  too 
young,  it  would  appreciably  improve  the  productions  of  the  fifth.  The 
power  of  accurate  expression  of  ideas  however  simple  is  of  such  im- 
portance, especially  as  under  the  recent  Education  Act  a child  may  be 
withdrawn  from  school  after  passing  the  fourth  class  requirements  that  it 
is  to  be  wished  children  should  practise  it  at  the  earliest  age.  Such  a 
training,  not  only  inducing  them  to  observe  carefully  but  bringing  out 
from  them  from  within  by  a more  or  less  spontaneous  effort  of  their  own, 
that  which  is  their  own  possession,  the  expression  of  their  ideas  and  their 
connection,  agreement  or  disagreement  one  with  another,  seems  to  more 
closely  correspond  to  the  true  meaning  of  the  word  Education  than  almost

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any  oth  erbranch  of  study . A chi]  d of  nine  or  ten  years,  it  is  not  too  much  to 
expect,  could  be  successfully  encouraged  for  instance  to  tell  how  the  cows 
came  home  every  evening  to  be  milked  in  its  father’s  farm,  how  it  was 
especially  fond  of  a particular  dog  to  whom  it  had  given  a pet  name, 
how  in  winter  the  days  are  so  short  that  it  could  not  play  in  the  open  with 
its  friends,  and  how  as  they  came  home  from  school  one  afternoon  they 
saw  a man  with  a donkey  cart  taking  his  wares  to  the  fair  to  be  held  on 
the  morrow.  This  exercise  is  little  more  than  a play  by  the  imagina- 
tion with  the  important  addition  that  the  imagination  is  held  in  check 
and  kept  under  momentary  control  while  they  retain  before  the  mind 
the  picture  they  wish  to  put  upon  the  paper — a disciplinary  measure  of 
high  value.  The  ideas  are  simple  enough  and  easily  captured  by  the 
young,  and  it  is  their  accurate  formation  and  arrangement  in  co-relation 
with  each  other  accompanied  by  the  apprehension  of  what  is  similar  and 
what  dissimilar  between  them  which  is  the  first  step  in  the  development 
of  the  reason. 

Spelling  in  the  lower  classes  and  dictation  in  the  higher  is  fairly 
satisfactory,  the  least  proficient  class  being  the  fourth.  It  may  be  that 
previous  to  the  recent  change  in  the  fourth  class  reading  book  from  which 
the  dictation  exercises  are  taken  the  gradation  upwards  from  the  third 
was  too  sudden.  Many  teachers  I believe  complained  of  its  sudden 
difficulty. 

As  regards  grammar,  the  accidence  up  to  the  verb  is  adequately  known 
by  the  younger  children,  but  at  the  conjugation  of  the  present  and  past 
tense  they  show  a lamentable  deficiency.  As  I have  remarked  in  regard 
to  composition,  the  agreement  between  the  verb  and  its  three  persons  is 
at  such  variance  with  their  spoken  language  as  almost  to  present  the 
difficulty  of  a foreign  tongue.  The  syntactical  parsing  is  good  nearly 
always  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  classes,  whether  the  sentences  be  prose 
or  poetry.  In  this  subject  I have  endeavoured,  by  the  selection  of  pas- 
sages requiring  the  exercise  of  thought  and  knowledge  of  the  sense,  to 
bring  out  the  reasoning  power,  and  the  result  has  been  good. 

The  arithmetic  of  the  first  three  classes,  the  normal  age  for  which  is 
seven,  eight,  and  nine  years,  is  accurate.  They  calculate  well  where 
they  have  only  to  work  sums  in  the  simple  rules  and  addition  of  money. 
It  is  in  the  higher  division,  where  the  sums  require  reflection  as  to  the 
application  of  rules,  that  they  are  not  so  good,  though  passable  enough. 

Geography  is  prepared  in  no  routine  manner.  It  is  well  known,  and 
not  so  much  the  result  of  memory  as  of  imagination,  or  of  ideal  memory. 
The  pupils  appear  from  their  answering  to  have  the  subject  mapped 
out  in  their  minds,  and  not  to  depend  upon  a jingle  of  words,  or  mere 
catalogues  of  places. 

Agriculture  is  a subject  which  seldom,  exhibits  any  appreciable  num- 
ber of  failures.  Since  the  result  fee  has  been  so  materially  raised,  I 
fancy  a very  marked  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  answering.  I 
cannot  say  that  I have  ever  had  much  reason  to  think  that  the  subject 
comes  home  in  any  practical  way,  or  that  their  knowledge  is  utilised; 
still  it  familiarises  them  to  some  extent  with  ideas  that  must  play  a 
large  part  in  their  immediate  future,  and  once  acquired,  although  they 
may  lie  dormant,  they  must  imperceptibly  influence  their  conduct. 

The  children,  whether  boys  or  girls,  are  invariably  of  a quiet  and 
tractable  nature ; a turbulent  or  fiery  disposition  never  discloses  itself, 
and,  in  consequence,  fair  discipline  is  easily  maintained.  Except  in 
Convent  Schools  there  is,  however,  seldom  any  evidence  of  drill,  whether 
collective  or  individual.  There  is  little  personal  smartness  or  address, 
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or  organised  celerity  of  movement;,  and  by  no  means  enough  individuality.  Appendix c. 
They  are  afraid  to  act  on  their  own  initiative  as  occasion  may  offer,  and  Reports  on 
would  abhor  to  find  themselves  in  any  way  isolated.  They  look  to  each  State  of 
other,  they  look  down  rather  than  up,  and  would  more  willingly  whisper,  ScbooIs' 
even  when  speaking  to  their  master,  than  let  their  voices  be  distinctly  Mr.  IV. 
heard.  At  the  same  time  some  improvement  has  been  made.  Their  Connellv- 
manner  of  answering  at  inspections  is  a little  louder,  and  they  do  not  YougIia1' 
place  themselves  quite  in  such  undue  proximity  to  each  other.  All  Discipline, 
efforts  in  the  direction  of  improving  this  aspect  of  school  life  are  needed, 
not  to  restrain  or  subdue,  but  to  rouse  their  spirits,  and  form  in  them 
an  attitude  of  manliness,  independence,  and  self-reliance. 

Calisthenic  exercises  are  taught  in  only  two  Convent  schools,  but  in 
these  cases  with  great  success.  They  could  not  be  much  better.  They 
not  only  train  the  eye  and  the  hand,  but  appeal  to  the  ear,  and 
encourage  precision  of  movement,  accuracy  of  time,  and  decorum  and 
ease  of  manner,  as  well  as  promote  bodily  health  and  physical  develop- 
ment. It  were  much  to  be  wished  that  at  least  in  the  larger  boys’ 
schools  some  such  drill  were  practised,  and  that  wherever  a drill  sergeant 
were  available  his  services  might  be  employed.  But  avocations  like 
these,  to  which  there  is  no  specific  results  payment  attached,  cannot, 

I am  afraid,  be  contemplated.  The  question  would  at  once  arise  as  to 
who  was  to  bear  the  expense  of  such  instruction';  and  inasmuch  as  I have 
seldom  met  with  any  disposition  towards  expenditure  which  is  not 
barely  necessary,  such  a departure  must  be  looked  for  in  vain.  There 
is  a lack  of  enthusiasm  and  enterprise  outside  the  common  routine 
of  daily  school  life.  Managers  are  content  to  let  things  be  as  they 
are,  and  hence  there  is  little  to  relieve  the,  to  some  extent,  monotonous 
character  of  the  schools  of  the  district. 

The  attendance  at  school  has  shown  a slight  but  general  decrease.  Attendance. 
As  compared  with  previous  years,  I believe  it  is  due  partly  to  the  effects 
of  the  influenza,  partly  to  a decrease  in  the  population,  and  partly  to 
the  rise  in  the  price  of  labour  consequent  upon  emigration,  which  causes 
the  children  to  be  kept  at  home  for  work. 

There  are  many  causes  to  influence  the  attendance  under  normal  School 
conditions — amongst  them  a well-built  house,  a good  master,  and  an  buildings, 
energetic  manager.  But  the  pupils  will  stay  away  though  they  are  well 
taught  in  a comfortable  building  unless  the  manager  exercises  his 
supervision.  His  influence  is  the  greatest,  and  according  as  he  does  or 
does  not  exercise  it,  the  attendance  goes  up  or  down.  Sometimes, 
the  managers  interfere  constantly  to  maintain  it,  often,  I think,  they 
refrain  from  active  intervention,  and  these  are  the  majority ; others 
begin  to  discontinue  their  efforts  when  they  find  them  to  meet  with 
inadequate  response. 

As  a rule,  of  a hundred  names  on  the  books,  not  more  than  two-thirds 
at  the  very  most  come  to  school  every  day.  This  proportion  is  not 
satisfactory,  yet  it  may  be  said  in  the  main  that  there  is  no  aversion 
from  coming,  and  that  the  absentees  remain  so  partly  through 
listlessness  and  the  indifference  of  parents. 

As  regards  the  school  buildings,  somewhat  more  than  a third  have 
been  built  by  aid  from  the  State,  and  are  in  consequence  substantial 
structures,  though  not  always  maintained  in  adequate  condition.  As 
for  the  rest,  they  are  for  the  greater  part  fairly  well  built  and  fairly 
comfortable.  In  fact,  of  .the  130  schools  about  80  are  good  and  7 are 
bad. 
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AppendixC.  The  accommodation  is  nearly  always  sufficient,  and  the  supply  of 
Reports  on  books,  copy-books,  &c.,  is,  as  a rule,  adequate. 

fchoolf  . The  attitude  of  managers  towards  their  schools,  so  far  as  secular 

instruction  and  order  are  concerned,  appears  to  be  in  the  majority  of 

Connelly  cases  a negative  character.  They  sometimes  pay  a passing  visit  on 
Youghal  ^ie  occasi°n  of  the  inspection,  but  seldom  remain  any  length  of  time  to 
. . a ‘ watch  the  actual  exhibition  of  proficiency  ; nor  do  they,  I think,  inquire 
Managers,  during  the  year  into  the  progress  of  the  school  work  either  by  examining 
pupils  for  themselves,  or  by  consultation  with  the  teacher,  or  by  offering 
him  hints  and  suggestions  ; nor  in  regard  of  repairs  or  slight  improve- 
ments in  the  buildings,  entailing,  to  be  sure,  a slight  expense,  do  they 
evince  any  apparent  solicitude.  They  do  not  set  before  themselves  any 
very  high  standard  of  excellence  as  to  proficiency,  discipline,  comfort, 
and  general  well-being — content  if  things  are  passably  good.  Between  a 
school  fairly  well  ordered  which  may  be  allowed  to  pass  without  adverse 
comment,  and  a school  really  good  under  all  its  manifold  aspects,  there 
are  many  grades.  But  efforts  to  promote  Ihe  general  condition  beyond 
a passable  standard  are  not  frequent. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  vast  majority  of 
schools  are  well  handled  by  the  teachers,  who  do  their  work  in  a regular 
and  proper  way. 

Teachers.  Referring  to  the  qualifications  of  the  teachers  it  may  be  mentioned  in 
the  first  place,  in  respect  of  the  nuns,  that  in  six  out  of  the  eight 
convents  they  are  not  classed,  and  come  under  capitation  grants. 
The  circumstance  of  being  a religious  of  course  neither  connotes 
fitness  to  teach  nor  unfitness.  In  point  of  fact  the  work  they 
perform  is  of  a very  fair  character  or  even  more.  At  the  same  time 
considerably  more  sisters  are  engaged  than  would  be  considered  necessary 
if  they  held  certificates.  There  is  a disposition  towards  want  of  celerity 
and  rather  much  perfunctoriness  ; greater  despatch  and  more  animation 
would  certainly  improve  the  instruction. 

The  lay  teachers  are  many  of  them  in  the  first  class,  but  a far  too 
large  proportion  are  content  to  remain  in  the  third.  Those  who  come 
up  for  promotion  are  mainly  candidates  for  the  first  class.  Seldom  do 
teachers  desire  an  advance  from  the  third  to  the  second,  and  yet  of  the 
great  number  who  are  thus  content  to  remain  in  the  lowest  grade,  there 
are  very  many  who  are  not  prevented  by  advancing  years  or  other 
circumstances  from  coming  forward. 

They  carry  out  their  daily  duties  with  regularity  in  a methodical 
manner.  Time  tables  are  properly  drawn  out ; and  they  require  manu- 
script exercises  to  be  written  daily,  often  to  a substantia]  amount— a 
plan  which  must  impress  upon  pupils  the  work  they  have  in  hand,  must 
promote  accuracy  of  thought,  and  afford  some  guarantee  to  their  in- 
structors of  the  amount  of  knowledge  they  possess.  As  regards  the 
personal  standing,  general  bearing  in  respect  of  their  charge,  and  their 
attitude  in  their  different  relations  of  life,  they  are  a body  marked 
by  propriety  of  conduct  and  decorum  of  manners,  though  not  always, 
perhaps,  possessed  of  that  proper  independence  and  manliness  which 
should  accompany  the  position  they  occupy. 

Accounts.  Accounts  are  almost  invariably  well  kept,  not  only  as  to 
accuracy,  but  with,  neatness  and  care,  and  they  are,  as  a rule,  very 
willing  to  make  them  as  complete  as  lies  in  their  power. 

Ages  of  An  element  of  uncertainty  used  to  exist  as  to  the  ages  of 
Pupi  s.  children  which,  however,  has  been  partially  removed  by  the  practice 
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that  has  prevailed  for  the  last  fourteen  months  of  entering  Appendix  c. 
on  the  marking  paper  at  results  inspections  the  date  of  birth  ofRep]^7ou 
every  infant.-  Accuracy  in  this  respect  seemed  to  me  desirable,  because  State  of 
the  requirements  of  the  programme  were  to  be  arranged  in  measure  Schools, 
by  their  ages,  and  because  money  payments  followed  upon  their  Mr  w 
answering.  Connelly. 

It  would  seem  to  be  doubly  important  now,  in  view  of  the  grants  Youghal. 

which  are  made  in  respecl  of  pupils  over  3 and  under  15  years.  

The  ages  of  children  older  than  infants  are,  I am  afraid,  still  set  down 
in  the  books,  through  no  direct  fault  of  the  teacher,  in  an  unsatis- 
factory fashion.  I should  think  it  desirable,  in  view  of  these  pay- 
ments from  public  funds,  that  the  birthday  of  every  boy  and  o-irl 
should  be  set  down  once  and  for  all  in  the  school  register  or  roll 
book. 

An  infant  child  often  comes  to  school  for  the  first  time  attended 
only  by  an  elder  brother  or  sister.  The  father  or  mother,  on  such  an 
occasion,  would  be  expected  to  accompany  his  child,  and  then  and 
there  be  able  to  inform  the  teacher  of  its  exact  age.  But  still 
there  is  nothing  to  prevent  him,  especially  with  the  aid  of  the  manager, 
from  obtaining  within  a reasonable  period  of  the  child’s  admission,  a 
memorandum  in  writing  from  the  father  or  mother  of  the  date  of  its 
birth,  which  information  would  likewise  enable  the  teacher  to  gauge 
more  accurately  the  child’s  capabilities  at  any  future  stage  of  his  school 
career. 

There  are  13  Teachers’  Residences  built  by  aid  from  the  State,  Teachers’ 
with  another  to  be  built  at  once.  These  are  sometimes  occupied  by  residences, 
the  Master  of  the  Boys’  School  and  his  wife,  who  is  Mistress  of  the 
Gii'ls’  School  adjoining,  the  one  residence  serving  for  two  schools. 

Many  schools  also  have  houses  attached  to  them  built  by  private  effort, 
and  I believe  in  general,  there  is  no  great  want  of  suitable  residences 
for  Teachers. 

The  progress  of  Industrial  Instruction  is  gratifying.  Under  this  head  industrial 
I include  not  only  plain  needlework,  but  the  various  branches  for  sixth  class  Instruction, 
girls,  such  as  dressmaking,  crochet,  knitting,  underclothing,  ornamental 
embroidery,  weaving,  and  lace-making. 

Plain  needlework  and  knitting  is  always  done  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

The  girls  not  only  are  proficient  with  their  needle,  but  exhibit  quite  a 
multitude  of  articles  of  attire,  such  as  pinafores,  shirts,  and  under- 
garments. Any  schoolgirl  in  the  district,  taken  at  random,  in  the  fifth 
or  sixth  class,  will  be  almost  sure  to  be  ready  to  make  a considerable 
portion  of  her  own  clothing,  and  a shirt  for  her  father  or  brother. 

When  this  change  in  the  programme  took  place  in  favour  of  such 
industrial  work,  there  was,  and  is  still  to  be  found  in  some  instances, 
considerable  opposition,  objections  of  parents  were  alleged,  the  probable 
falling-off  in  the  attendance,  the  difficulty  of  providing  materials,  and 
other  reasons.  But  I am  disposed  to  think  the  real  hostility  has  always 
been  on  the  part  of  the  mistresses  who  were  unwilling  to  make  a new 
departure,  and  take  upon  themselves  the  trouble  of  supervising  and 
teaching  a new  branch  of  school  work.  Wherever  the  industrial  sixth 
class  is  in  vogue,  for  very  many  have  obtained  exemption  from  its 
operation,  it  is  carried  out  satisfactorily,  and  no  reluctance  or  distaste 
for . it,  on  the  part  of  the  girls  themselves,  has  ever  come  under  my 
notice.  They  can  make  an  ordinary  dress — sometimes  not  merely  a 
plain  dress — but  one  of  a more  elaborate  character,  without  difficulty  ; 
and  it  is  pleasant  to  see  the  number  of  warm,  comfortable  garments 
which  they  make  with  the  crochet  or  knitting  needle.  There  can 
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jpptndixC.  hardly  be  a second  opinion  as  to  the  usefulness  of  the  work  ; and  as 
Ee  "orta  on  practicability,' whatever  objections  may  be  raised,  I am  unaware, 

State  of  in  the  vast  majority  of  instances,  of  any  that  are  valid. 

Schools.  jn  this  connection  must  nob  be  forgotten  the  concomitant  reading 
Mr.  W.  lessons  in  Domestic  Economy.  The  subject-matter  must  strike  home 
Connelly,  to  their  minds. 

Youghal.  The  books  do  not  present  the  difficulty  of  understanding  them- which 
Industrial  ordinary  Sixth  Book  presents  ; and  they  must  take  them  up  with 
Instruction,  greater  pleasure  than  lessons  on  Geology,  Commerce,  Finance,  Physical 
and  Social  Science,  entirely  removed  from  their  habits  of  thought.  I 
regret  not  to  be  able  to  speak  from  much  experience  of  the  practical 
effects  of  these  industrial  lessons,  but  I remember  to  have  heard  from  a 
clergyman  in  one  of  the  parishes  of  how  he  bad  found  that  the  girls  at 
home  were  now  able  to  prepare  a poultice  or  a plaster;  and,  I presume, 
by  the  proper  treatment  of  simple,  common  ailments,  either  to  render 
unnecessary,  or  to  anticipate  the  visit  of  the  doctor. 

This  industrial  work  nearly  always  forms  the  chief  feature  of  Convent 
schools,  by  reason  of  the  number  who  attend,  and  the  special  facilities 
for  its  being  carried  out,  and  the  excellence  of  the  work  produced.  In 
some  of  these  Convents,  special  courses  of  lectures  have  been  given  by 
experts.  It  would  be  invidious  to  single  out  any  particular  Convent 
where  all  are  so  good.  Certainly,  in  six  of  the  seven  Convents  under 
this  programme,  the  work  goes  on  apace. 

There  are  also  two  special  industries  in  these  Convents  which  may 
be  noticed.  I speak  of  the  point  lace  which  is  made  in  the  Youghal 
Convent,  and  the  hand  loom  weaving  which  is  carried  out  at  Queenstown. 
Of  the  former,  which  is  well-known,  and  of  which  I have  written  before, 
no  praise  is  too  great  for  the  excellence  of  the  specimens  which,  in  point 
of  execution  and  design,  has  been  such  as  to  bring  about  an  improved 
market.  Some  work  recently  made  for  the  Chicago  Exhibition  has 
already  been  sent  off.  The  industry  has  before  it  now  greater  prospects 
than  it  has  enjoyed  for  some  years.  At  present  sixty-four  workers  of 
all  ages  are  engaged,  the  school  forming  the  recruiting  ground. 

The  hand  loom  weaving  at  Queenstown,  of  which  I have  also  spoken 
in  a previous  report,  is  also  in  a satisfactory  condition.  The  nuns 
entertain  no  misgivings  as  to  its  future,  and  the  material  and  social 
benefits  likely  to  arise  in  a few  years  may  be  looked  forward  to  with 
confidence. 

Tonic  Sol-  The  tonic  sol-fa  system  of  teaching  singing  has  been  introduced  into 
Fa-  three  Convents — in  one  with  marvellous  success.  After  some  fifteen 

months’  teaching  forty  or  fifty  of  the  elder  girls  appeared  within  limits 
to  be  perfect  masters  of  their  voices.  At  the  occasion  of  my  last 
inspection,  I asked  that  a song  they  had  never  heard  might  be  written 
out  upon  the  blackboard  in  the  notation  of  the  system,  away  from  their 
view.  It  was  then  presented  to  them,  and  without  delay  they  rendered 
the  air  as  though  they  sang  it  every  day.  Subsequently  a public  singing 
competition  was  held  at  the  School  of  Music  in  Cork,  in  a hall  crowded 
by  spectators,  between  school  choirs  numbering  forty  to  fifty  girls.  The 
test  comprised  singing  a prepared  song,  singing  from  sight  in  unison  and 
harmony,  writing  down  notes  sung  by  the  examiner.  To  this  school 
was  awarded  the  prize. 

The  system,  judging  by  its  results,  seems  better  adapted  to  schools 
than  that  known  as  Hullah’s.  It  appeals  to  the  ear  and  the  under- 
standing. It  will  improve  a deficient  ear,  and  give  a grasp  of  the  subject 
not  obtained  by  the  other  method.  Whether  or  not  it  be  adapted  to 
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tlie  higher  flights  of  music,  it  certainly,  if  well  carried  out,  offers  itself 
to  the  youthful  mind  under  engaging  auspices. 

One  small  but  interesting  venture  which,  though  of  small  beginnings, 
may  develope  into  large  proportions,  has  been  made  at  the  Lismore 
Convent  within  the  last  few  months.  I speak  of  the  establishment  of  a 
school  savings  bank.  It  owes  its  inception  to  the  influence,  I believe,  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  One  of  the  sisters  applied  to  the  Comptroller  of 
the  General  Post  Office  in  London,  for  particulars,  which  were  readily 
furnished.  On  her  behalf  a form  of  indemnity  was  then  signed  by  two 
Leaseholders,  and  sent  to  the  Comptroller,  who  thereupon  forwarded  a 
permit  to  draw  a credit  stock  of  stamps.  Each  child  depositor  is  sup- 
plied with  a depositor’s  book  containing  squares  for  the  reception  of 
these  stamps,  which  she  obtains  from  the  sister  who  acts  as  Treasurer  in 
exchange  for  the  sum  she  presents.  The  books  are  kept  by  the  sister 
and  distributed  periodically.  When  the  child  has  been  able  to  attach 
stamps  in  twelve  squares  of  her  book,  which  contains  a maximum  of 
forty-eight  squares,  she  can  present  her  book  at  the  Post  office  in  the 
town,  whereupon  her  name  is  entered  in  the  books  of  tlie  Post  office,  and 
credited  with  the  amount. 

The  movement  was  begun  in  the  middle  of  December,  one  month 
after  it  was  first  taken  in  hand,  and  at  present  there  are  thirty-three 
depositors.  Hitherto  the  class  for  whom  this  savings  bank  was 
originally  intended,  the  farmers  and  rural  labourers,  have  exhibited  the 
greatest  indifference.  The  depositors  are  chiefly  the  children  of  shop- 
keepers and  railway  employes.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  operations  of 
the  bank  may  grow,  and  that  at  least  in  the  other  towns  of  the  district 
similar  institutions  may  be  established.  It  is  unnecessary  to  speak  of 
its  manifest  advantages  here ; but  as  regards  the  rural  population,  if 
managers  and  teachers  were  willing  to  establish  these  banks  in  suitable 
localities,  and  were  careful  to  spread  the  fullest  possible  information,  and 
disabuse  the  rural  mind  of  any  idea  that  the  movement  was  intended  for 
the  benefit  of  anyone  other  than  the  children,  one  difficulty  at  least  would 
be  removed.  & 

To  sum  up,  the  general  aspect  of  education  in  this  district  is  favour- 
able. Though  few  schools  stand  out  prominently  for  their  excellence, 
it  is  because  there  are  so  many  that  are  quite  above  the  average. 
Scarcely  one  school  is  bad,  and  though  if  there  were  greater  enthusiasm 
on  the  part  of  managers  and  teachers  more  might  still  be  attained, 
it  is  gratifying  to  think  that  they  fairly  supply  the  wants  of  the  people, 
and  train  the  boys  and  girls  to  become  useful  men  and  women.

Gentlemen,  I have  the  honour  to  furnish  for  the  information  of  the 
Commissioners  the  following  General  Report  upon  the  schools  of  this 
district : — 

Since  I took  over  the  supervision  of  the  schools  here,  seven  years 
ago,  I have  written  two  General  Reports.  In  the  first  of  these  I gave 
a description  of  the  physical  features  of  the  district,  and  called  attention 
to  any  peculiarities  in  the  employment  of  the  people  tending  to  affect 
the  attendance  of  their  children  at  the  schools,  and  in  my  last  Report — 
written  only  two  years  ago — I referred  to  the  points  in  which  it  appeared 
to  me  that  progress  was  being  made,  and  to  others  in  which,  owing  to 
certain  causes,  we  seemed  to  be  making  no  way. 

This  district  is  composed  of  portions  of  four  counties,  the  city  of 
Waterford,  with  its  numerous  large  schools,  being  the  centre.  There 
are  four  schools  in  Carlow,  eighteen  in  Wexford  along  the  margin  of  the 
Barrow  and  Waterford  Harbour,  forty-eight  in  county  Kilkenny,  and 
sixty-six  in  county  Waterford.  This  is  136  in  all,  or  one  more  than  in 
1891,  the  date  of  my  last  Report.  During  these  two  years  two  schools 
have  been  struck  off  the  rolls  and  three  new  ones  have  received  grants. 
Killesk  was  struck  off  owing  to  the  schoolhouse  being  the  property  of 
the  teacher,  and  Ramsgrange  Boys  was  also  removed  from  the  rolls,  as 
the  Irish  Christian  Brothers  who  have  been  appointed  teachers  declined 
to  conform  to  the  Board’s  rules.  The  three  new  schools  opened  and  re- 
ceived into  connection  were  Abbeyside  Boys  and  Abbeyside  Girls — both 
new  vested  schools  built  in  a suburb  of  Dungarvan — and  Kilmeaden,  a 
small  school  in  the  parish  of  the  same  name,  and  about  seven  miles  from 
Waterford.  Two  new  vested  schoolhouses  have  been  built  at  Glenmore 
and  Kilmacow  to  supersede  buildings  that  were  too  small  and  in  other 
respects  unsuitable.  On  the  same  ground  as  the  latter  two  handsome 
residences  for  the  teachers  of  the  boys  and  girls  schools  have  been  built. 
Extensive  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made  at  Newtown  St. 
Mullins,  Rosbercon  Boys  and  Girls/  Brownstown  Boys  and  Girls,  and 
in  St.  Patrick’s  in  the  city  of  Waterford.  In  the  latter  a new  class 
room  has  been  added,  and  a second  assistant  appointed  owing  to  the  in- 
creasing attendance.  Three  new  vested  buildings  are  about  to  be 
erected — two  at  Butlerstown  in  county  Waterford,  and  one  at  Ferry- 
bank,  the  suburb  of  the  city  of  Waterford,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Suir. 
A teacher’s  residence  will  be  built  at  the  same  time  and  on  the  same 
plot  of  ground  as  the  latter.  I understand,  too,  that  theDe  LaSalleOrder 
of  Christian  Brothers  have  acquired  a site  for  another  National  school 
in  the  city  to  be  used  as  a practising  school  for  the  Queen’s  scholars  in 
training  in  their  Normal  College. 

Though  it  may  be  said  that  the  improvements  thus  made  in  school 
buildings  are  few  and  hardly  worth  recording,  yet  they,  at  least,  show 
that  many  of  the  Managers  take  a very  real  interest  in  education.  I 
regret  that  I cannot  say  all.  In  one  parish  on  the  shore  of  Waterford 
Harbour  there  are  at  least  four  bad  schoolhouses — two  with  thatched 
roofs,  the  only  two  schoolhouses  thus  roofed  in  the  district.  These 
houses  are  not  even  kept  in  repair  on  the  plea  that,  as  new  vested 
houses  are  to  be  built,  no  expenditure  should  be  incurred  upon  houses 
shortly  to  be  abandoned.  Next,  the  delay  in  procuring  a site  is  said  to 
arise  from  the  owners  of  the  soil  refusing  to  grant  a lease  unless  an 
exorbitant  price  is  given  for  the  plot  of  ground.  And  so  from  year  to 
year  the  same  stereotyped  official  condemnation  of  the  present 
houses  is  made,  and  in  answer,  the  same  stereotyped  excuses  are  put 
forward.  Meanwhile,  the  bad  repair  of  these  houses  and  the  uncomfor- 
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table  hours  spent  in  them  do  not  seem  to  affect  the  attendance  of  the  Appendix  c 
children  to  any  appreciable  extent.  They  come,  they  shiver,  they  cough,  Reports  on 
and  they  learn,  and  the  teachers  and  I cough,  shiver,  and  learn,  too.  Such  State  of 
houses  are  mere  cabins,  inferior  in  comfort  to  almost  all  the  houses  from  Spools, 
which  the  children  attending  come.  In  a large  village  where  there  are  Mr.  s.  E. 
two  bad  schoolhouses,  a Parish  Priest — a visitor  from  another  diocese — Strange, 
animadverts  sharply  in  the  daily  report  book  upon  the  neglect  of  the  Waterford, 
manager  to  provide  suitable  houses — a fact  which  shows  that  this  clergy- 
man  was  not  in  the  habit  of  seeing  such  houses  in  his  own  diocese. 

Another  class  of  houses  somewhat  superior  to  the  last  is  the  slated, 
boarded,  single-roomed  house,  sometimes  with  a playground,  and 
sometimes  without,  and  usually  having  out-offices.  There  are  many  of 
this  class,  and  they  furnish  the  simple  minimum  of  the  materials  that 
serve  to  make  a house  to  bear  the  inscription  “ National  School”.  Such 
houses  are  generally  kept  in  fair  repair,  and  occasionally  an  energetic 
manager  supersedes  one  of  them  by  a good  vested  house,  and  thus 
as  I have  frequently  told  the  managers  they  provide  for  their  people 
a KTrjfjLO.  ec  a ei. 

The  next  class  of  houses  is  the  vested — all,  as  a rule,  comfortable, 
well  furnished,  wainscoted  houses,  with  play-grounds,  those  of  the 
older  style  having  a single  room  only,  but  the  more  recently  built  have 
a class  room  as  well.  The  Convent  • School  buildings,  fifteen  of  which 
are  excellent  houses,  are  even  superior  to  these.  Class  rooms  are  more 
numerous,  and  the  furniture  has  all  the  latest  improvements,  and  there 
is  a school  library  attached  to  many  of  them.  Notwithstanding  the 
warmth  and  comfort  of  these  last  two  classes  of  schools,  the  attendance 
is  not  more  regular  than  in  the  ordinary  schools.  Though  these  houses 
are  in  almost  all  cases  more  comfortable  than  the  children  have  at  home, 
yet  many  of  them  seem  to  prefer  the  broken  windows  and  muddy 
doorways  of  their  own  homes.  In  the  towns,  attendance  is  more  Regularity 
regular,  but  even  here  it  requires  the  continual  vigilance  of  the  clergy  of  atten- 
to  secure  five  present  marks  per  week — the  favourite  day  for  remaining  dance* 
absent  being  Friday,  the  last  schoolday  of  the  week.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Act  of  ’92,  which  comes  into  force  next  year,  will  be  effective 
in  improving  the  regularity  of  attendance.'  One  fact  will  show  better 
than  many  words  what  this  irregularity  of  attendance  has  been.  The  Most 
Rev.  Dr.  Sheehan,  the  Bishop  of  Waterford  and  Lismore,  who  takes  a 
deep  interest  in  the  progress  of  education,  took  steps  to  have  two  evening 
schools  opened,  one  in  connection  with  St.  Stephen’s  Monastery  School 
and  the  other  under  the  direction  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity.

The  numbers  here  in  the  lower  classes  show  how  many  have  failed  to  Evening 
make  a sufficient  use  of  the  day  schools  at  the  proper  time  of  their  lives,  Schools, 
viz.,  between  five  and  twelve  years  of  age.  My  experience  of  evening 
schools — and  this  experience  is  confirmed  by  the  opinions  of  the 
teachers  of  evening  schools — does  not  lead  me  to  believe  that  they  can 
repair  to  any  appreciable  extent  neglect  of  attendance  at  the  day  schools.

Appendices  to  Fifty-ninth  Report  of  Commissioners  [1802. 

Perhaps,  one  pupil  in  ten  of  all  those  attending  an  evening  school, 
acquires  such  a knowledge  of  reading  and  writing  as  to  enable  him  to 
read  a newspaper,  or  scrawl  a letter.  And  this  is  not  the  fault  of  the 
teachers.  If  the  precious  years  between  five  and  twelve  have  been 
allowed  to  run  to  waste,  it  will  require  three  times  the  effort  afterwards, 
both  on  the  part  of  pupil  and  teacher,  to  effect  that  which  is  com- 
paratively easily  done  while  the  opening  mind  is  plastic,  and  before  idle 
habits  have  been  formed.  Indeed,  the  'existence  of  evening  schools  for 
the  purpose  of  imparting  elementary  instruction  in  the  three  P’s,  is 
a clear  demonstration  of  the  failure  of  the  day  schools  either  in  efficiency 
or  in  their  want  of  success  in  securing  the  attendance  of  children  of 
school-going  age. 

Of  the  136  schools  in  the  district,  one  only  is  an  Infant  school  under 
a Poll  Number  of  its  own,  but  all  the  Convent  schools,  except  one,  have 
separate  departments  for  the  instruction  and  training  of  infants.  There 
are  fourteen  infant  departments  in  all.  At  the  annual  examinations, 
the  failures  in  these  schools  are  very  few.  The  same  statement  might 
however,  be  made  with  reference  to  the  first  three  classes  in  an  ordinary 
school.  The  programme  of  these  classes  is  so  limited,  and  therefore,  so 
much  more  definite,  that  anything  like  a general  failure  in  one  subject 
or  in  all  indicates  gross  neglect  of  duty.  While  thus,  as  to  the  mere 
amount  of  literary  instruction  given,  special  infant  schools  and  the 
ordinary  schools  for  all  ages  stand  upon  an  equality,  the  Infant  school 
attains  its  object  with  more  pleasure  and  ease  to  its  pupils.  There  are 
several  playtimes,  there  are  calisthenic  exercises  and  Kindergarten 
games  and  occupations,  singing  and  marching,  simultaneous  gallery  and 
object  lessons,  and  the  alternation  of  these  with  the  subjects  of  literary 
instruction  tends  to  relieve  and  lighten  the  tedium  and  monotony  of  a 
long  day.  It  is,  indeed,  an  endeavour  to  pave  a royal  road  to  learning — 
the  existence  of  which  was  always  denied  before  the  days  of  good  methods 
and  trained  teachers.  One  teacher  to  one  pupil  (or  to  a very  few)  is 
hard  work  for  both,  just  as  one  horse  is  more  fagged  after  making  a long 
journey  than  if  he  had  formed  one  of  a pair  in  passing  over  the  same 
distance.  All  the  Infant  departments  have  introduced  the  Kindergarten 
Bystem,  and  one  lesson,  at  least,  per  day  is  given  to  every  class  in  the 
Gifts.  This  change  of  occupation,  as  I have  said,  is  serviceable  in  relieving 
the  strain  upon  the  minds  of  young  children  who,  by  alternate  courses 
of  reading,  spelling  and  arithmetic,  would  become  weary  before  the  close 
of  the  day,  and,  therefore,  incapable  of  receiving  and  retaining  further 
instruction  of  the  same  kind.  But  I do  not  think  that  much  more 
benefit  than  this  is  derived  from  all  our  teaching  of  the  subject,  and  the 
permanent  gains  resulting  from  all  the  hours  spent  upon  it  must  be 
even  less,  for,  when  these  Kindergarten  children  pass  at  eight  years  of 
age  into  the  Senior  schools,  Kindergarten  and  all  exercises  in  it  are 
dropped,  and  grammar,  geography  and  needlework  take  its  place. 
Instruction  in  some  of  the  gifts  might  be  supposed  to  be  a sort  of 
initiation  into  the  mysteries  of  needlework  and  drawing,  but  the  work  in 
these  subjects  executed  at  the  Results  examinations  of  the  third  and 
fourth  classes  of  the  higher  schools,  would  not  in  most  cases  bear 
out  this  supposition. 

There  are  sixteen  Convent  schools  and  one  Monastery  school  in  this 
district.  More  than  half  of  all  the  girls  of  school-going  age  attend  Convent 
schools.  The  senior  classes  are,  as  a rule,  large  in  these  schools. 
Many  girls  who  have  received  their  education  up  to  fourth  and  fifth 
classes  in  the  ordinary  rural  schools  walk  long  distances  for  the  purpose 
of  completing  their  school  course  by  attending  ayear  at  a Convent  school. 
This  is  what  is  termed  by  their  parents  “ getting  a finish,”  and  certainly 
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the  children  of  a Convent  school  have  better  form  than  those  of  the  Appendix C. 
ordinary  schools,  for  these  schools  still  adhere  to  the  tradition  that  form  Rep0rf.s  on 
and  matter  ought  not  to  be  dissevered.  They  have,  indeed,  many  State  of 
advantages  to  start  with.  Though  many  of  the  Nuns  have  not  had  SclloolSi 
that  special  preparation  in  the  subjects  of  instruction  which  all  classed  MrTlf  E. 
teachers  now  receive  ; they  have  a long  novitiate  in  the  Convent,  which,  Stronge , 
on  the  secular  side,  corresponds  to  the  training  of  a teacher,  and,  in  Waterford, 
most  of  the  convents,  if  a Nun  has  no  vocation  for  schoolwork,  she 
does  not  find  it  necessary  to  continue  as  an  inefficient  teacher  for  the 
rest  of  her  life,  but  other  work,  such  as  nursing  and  visiting  the  sick, 
can  be  found  for  her.  Thus,  one  will  seldom  find  a religieuse  who,  as 
teacher,  has  not  her  heart  in  her  work.  Of  course,  failures  occur  in 
these  schools  as  in  others,  but  the  cause  of  any  general  failure  in  a class, 
or  in  a subject,  can  often  be  traced  to  the  raw  work  of  a beginner,  or  to 
an  error  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  Superior  in  appointing  the 
teacher  to  the  classes  and  drafts.  A vigilant  superintendent  will, 
however,  detect  such  defects  during  the  year  and  have  them  remedied 
before  the  examination ; and  here  again  these  schools  have  another 
advantage  over  the  ordinary  schools.  They  have  a much  larger  staff 
than  is  required  by  the  rules  in  an  ordinary  school,  and  when  a given 
class  appears  to  have  fallen  behind,  or  the  teaching  of  a given  subject  to 
be  wanting  in  soundness,  they  can  transfer  the  services  of  their  best 
teachers  to  repair  the  defects,  or  call  in  from  the  Convent  additional 
help.  Again,  the  large  attendance  at  these  schools  enables  a certain 
amount  of  specialising  in  the  work,  and  in  the  staff,  so  that  they  may 
be  said  to  have  a professor  of  each  subject.  A Convent  school,  therefore, 
very  rarely  breaks  down  .at  an  examination,  and  seldom  fails  to  earn 
the  highest  merit  grant. 

In  addition  to  the  Convent  schools,  there  are  113  ordinary  schools, 
four  Poor  Law  Union,  and  two  Model  schools.  No  changes  have  occurred 
in  these  worthy  of  record  since  the  date  of  my  last  report.  In  the 
ordinary  schools,  and,  indeed,  in  all  the  schools,  the  examinations  have 
not  been  so  good,  as  a rule,  during  the  past  two  years.  Epidemics  have 
been  numerous,  and  irregularity  of  attendance  has  been  greater. 

These  are  obstacles  to  progress  which  a teacher,  however  zealous  and 
energetic,  cannot  hope  to  overcome.  Though  the  general  result  may 
be  almost  as  many  passes  as  in  former  years,  yet  in  many  other  points 
the  examiner  can  discern  the  falling  off.  The  answering  in  explanation  Expla- 
of  the  lessons  read,  in  Mental  Arithmetic,  Agriculture,  and  Book-keeping,  nation, 
brings  to  light  the  fact  that  there  has  been  much  haste  and  little  speed — 
much  haste  to  get  through  the  whole  course,  and  little  speed  in  laying 
a permanent  foundation  of  sound  work.  Not  one  boy  in  a hundred 
can  stand  cross-examination  on  the  meaning  of  what  he  reads,  or  in 
the  topical  allusions.  The  boy  can  read  fluently  the  book  prescribed,  and 
this  result  seems  to  be  regarded  by  the  teacher  as  complying  fully  with 
the  programme.  There  are,  it  is  true,  many  words  and  names  of  objects 
in  the  books  which  a boy  hears  of  for  the  first  time,  and  after  the 
merely  mechanical  labour  of  learning  to  read  has  been  conquered,  it  is 
most  important,  as  widening  his  knowledge,  that  he  Bhould  be  made  to 
comprehend  and  express  in  his  own  words  the  sense  of  the  passage. 

This  is  what  a teacher  who  understands  the  nature  of  his  office  will  lead 
his  boys  to  do,  and  this  is,  unfortunately,  what  few  teachers  do.  Id 
such  sentences  and  phrases  as  the  following  : — ‘ Our  company  went  to 
the  Tower,’  ‘ Which  connects  it  with  the  Metropolis,’  ‘ Zoological 
Gardens,’  ‘ European  palates,’  * Ireland’s  sweetest  lyrist,’  ‘ Low 
Countries,’  ‘Bonaparte,’  ‘That  right  reverend  and  this  most  learned 
bench,’  ‘ He  sat  the  Jupiter  of  a little  circle,’  if  a simple  description  of 
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Appendix  c.  the  Tower  and  its  uses  were  given,  and  if  an  explanation  of  how  a city 
Reports  on  came  to  called  the  mother-city  with  many  examples  of  its  application, 
State  of  were  put  before  a class,  all  the  children  could  not  forget  it.  A few 
Schools.  days  ago,  in  the  school  of  a trained  teacher,  I was  told  by  a girl  that 
MrTs.  E.  a metropolis  was  a £ cart.’  It  is  not  the  office  of  the  teacher  to  cram 
Stronge,  and  to  drive,  his  office  is  to  see  that  his  childien  are  busy,  to  help  them

Mental"  As  to  mental  arithmetic,  too  little  practice  is  given  to  it.  In  the 
Arithmetic,  senior  classes  short  methods  of  arriving  at  a result  are  not  taught. 

The  examiner  inquires  how  a boy  has  obtained  the  answer  that  £7  IQs, 
is  the  interest  of  £150  for  a year  at  5 per  cent.,  and  he  finds  that  the 
boy  multiplied  150  by  5 and  cut  off  his  figures  just  as  if  he  had  been 
using  an  arithmetic  and  a slate. 

Agriculture.  To  agriculture  on  account  of  the  high  fee,  a good  deal  of  attention  is 
given  and  passes  will  be  numerous  so  long  as  leading  questions  from  the 
book  are  given,  but  ask  what  are  the  proper  farming  operations  for  the 
present  month  and  about  one  boy  in  ten  will  answer,  and  he  will  answer 
not  because  he  has  been  taught  but  because  he  has  greater  natural 
powers  of  observation  than  bis  fellows  and  has  used  them.  This  brings 
me  to  a point  noticed  in  former  reports,  viz.,  the  general  neglect  of  the 
teachers  to  show  and  explain  to  their  pupils  the  relationship  between 
the  statements  and  descriptions  in  the  school  books  and  the  facts  of  life 
and  physical  phenomena  before  their  eyes  every  day. 

Book-  As  regards  bookkeeping,  an  instance  of  how  I saw  a lesson  given  to 

keeping.  a beginner’s  class  in  a first  class  teacher’s  school  will  suffice.  The 
teacher  with  book  in  hand  asked  “ what  is  a stock  account  ” gave 
the  answer  himself  and  then  made  the  boys  repeat  the  answer  and  so  on 
through  “ what  is  a cash  account  ” and  “ what  is  a personal  account,”  etc. 
It  never  seemed  to  have  occurred  to  the  teacher  that  a boy  can  learn 
ten  times  faster  through  the  eye  than  the  ear,  and  that  by  drawing  out 
a sample  of  each  of  these  accounts  upon  a blackboard  he  could  have  taught 
more  bookkeeping  in  five  minutes  than  he  was  doing  in  the  half  hour. 
Needle-  According  to  the  regulations  now  in  force,  in  every  school  in  which 
Industrial  ^ere  i-s  a female  teacher  or  workmistress  an  hour  per  day  must  be 
programme,  devoted  to  needlework  by  every  girl  of  higher  rank  than  first  class,  and 
in  girls’  and  mixed  schools  where  special  exemption  has  not  been  ob- 
tained from  the  Commissioners  the  sixth  class  spend  at  least  two  hours 
and  a half  daily  at  various  kinds  of  industrial  work.  If  a girl  now 
makes  100  attendances  in  the  year,  she  spends  100  hours  of  these  hun- 
dred days  at  plain  needlework  and  knitting.  Before  the  issue  of  the 
regulation  the  usual  amount  of  time  given  to  needlework  was  H hours 
per  week,  or  30  hours  in  an  annual  attendance  of  100  days.  The  time 
now  given  is  more  than  three  times  as  much.  The  change  has  improved 
the  plain  needlework  in  a very  marked  degree.  The  needlework  now 
done  by  second  class  is  as  good  as  that  formerly  clone  by  third  and  the 
same  comparative  improvement  is  observable  in  all  the  classes  up  to  sixth. 

As  the  needlework  programme  is  now  much  more  extensive  and 
better  defined,  a greater  variety  of  work  is  done  and  more  care  and 
labour  spent  upon  its  execution.  Every  girl  in  the  senior  classes  is 
required  to  exhibit  an  article  of  dress  made  by  herself.  Immediately 
after  the  introduction  of  the  new  programme  and  during  its  first  year’s 
operation  there  was  much  diversity  in  the  cutting  out  and  making  up  of  such 
articles  of  clothing  as  shirts,  bodices  and  skirts.  But  continued  and  inces- 
sant practice  from  day  to  day  has  had  the  usual  effect.  I should  add,  too, 
that  Miss  "Walsh  of  Liverpool  gave  many  teachers  of  the  district  and 
the  Convent  schools  very  valuable  instruction  in  the  scientific  system 
of  cutting  out.  And  now  in  almost  every  school  the  pupils  can  cut  out 
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a shirt  and  bodice  that  -will  both  fit  and  set  properly.  The  button- 
holes, running  and  felling,  the  herringbone,  patching,  and  darning,  are 
with  some  exceptions  creditable.  Indeed  the  initial  difficulty  to  be 
overcome  both  in  the  introduction  of  the  revised  programme  of  plain 
needlework  and  of  the  new  industrial  programme  was  the  deficiency 
in  knowledge  and  technical  skill  of  the  teachers  themselves. 

Needlework  is  taught  in  87  schools  in  the  district  and  of  these  61  or 
more  than  two-thirds  have  adopted  the  new  industrial  programme.  All 
the  schools  in  the  dioceses  of  Ossory  and  Ferns  took  it  up  immediately 
on  its  promulgation,  while  about  half  the  girls  schools  in  county  Waterford 
applied  for  and  obtained  exemption.  N o pressure  or,  influence  of  any  kind 
was  brought  to  bear.  The  managers  and  teachers  consulted  as  to  what 
would  best  suit  the  circumstances  of  their  schools,  and  I may  add  my 
own  opinion  that  the  majority  of  the  managers  and  teachers  in  this 
question,  as  in  others  affecting  schools,  showed  their  uniform  good  sense 
and  judgment.  Two  industrial  subjects  must  be  taken  up  by  every 
girl  in  sixth  class.  Crocheting  of  caps,  wraps,  and  jerseys,  is  not 
only  first  favourite,  but  is  almost  invariably  one  of  the  two.  The 
second  favourite  is  dress  and  underskirt  making.  Mountmellick 
work  is  nearly  always  presented  by  schools  whose  teachers  have  been 
recently  trained  at  the  Normal  College  of  Our  Lady  of  Mercy.  Two 
of  the  Convents  present  fine  underclothing  and  baby  clothes,  and  lace  is 
presented  by  one — the  Mount  Carmel  School  in  New  Ross,  a Convent 
famous  for  lace  and  lace  designs.  Some  curious  mistakes  were  made  at 
first.  One  school  presented  a coarse  Irish  crochet  as  lace,  and  another 
knitted  gloves  as  qualifying  under  the  head  of  glove  making.  In  the 
industrial  subjects  the  sixth  class  girls  have  made  great  progress  during 
the  past  two  years.  While  I am  examining  the  junior  classes,  two  girls 
of  the  sixth  will  measure  another  girl,  cut  out  the  material,  tack  it,  and 
fit  on  the  dress  quickly  and  readily.  They  begin  the  crocheting  of  caps, 
slippers,  and  wraps  without  hesitation,  and  have  always  a large  supply 
of  completed  articles  to  show.  There  was  some  difficulty  as  to  supplying 
the  material  at  first — the  teacher  herself  being  often  at  considerable  expense 
in  providing  it — for  an  hour’s  work  per  day  at  sewing  and  another 
hour  and  a half  at  one  of  the  industrial  subjects  used  up  a good  deal  of 
material.  The  children  now  provide  the  material  themselves,  and,  as 
the  schools  are  now  free,  this  provision  of  print,  wool,  and  thread  and  the 
purchase  of  school  books  are  the  only  contributions  their  parents  make 
towards  the  cost  of  their  education.

Wexford,  8th  March,  1893. 

Gentlemen, — In  compliance  with  your  instructions  I beg  to  furnish 
the  following  General  Report  on  the  National  Schools  in  this  district. 

During  the  two  years  which  have  elapsed  since  I last  had  the  privilege 
of  presenting  a similar  report,  very  little  change  has  taken  place  in  the 


schools  here. 

School-  The  principal  improvements  are  the  erection  of  vested  houses  at 
houses.  Boolavogue  and  Raheen,  and  of  a substantial,  suitable,  and  well- 
finished  house,  on  a site  of  necessity  too  small,  at  Kilmore,  provided  by 
manager  without  aid  ; and  a porch  was  also  added  to  Bannow  School. 
Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  building  of  a new  vested 
house  on  a fine  plot  in  a good  position,  granted  by  Major  H.  A.  H. 
Boyse,  Bannow,  to  supersede  Danescastle  non-vested  house,  which 
was  unfavourably  circumstanced  and  inadequate  to  the  accommodation 
of  the  greatly  increased  attendance.  Some  of  the  most  unsuitable 
houses,  however,  remain  in  use,  not  in  all  cases  because  their  managers 
are  satisfied  with  them  or  indifferent  to  the  educational  wants  of  the 
localities  depending  on  them.  The  difficulty  of  procuring  sites  at  all, 
or  of  sufficient  dimensions,  has  delayed  the  making  of  grants  in  three  or 
four  cases.  In  two  cases  the  obstacles  have  been  overcome,  and  building 
operations  will  begin  forthwith.  These  will  take  the  place  of  badly 
situated  small  thatched  houses.  There  will  then  remain  only,  three 
thatched  houses,  all  too  small  and  badly  circumstanced,  in  the  district. 
The  chief  objection  to  a thatched  roof  is  its  tendency  to  get  out  of 
repair  and  look  untidy  ; and  a schoolhouse  can  have  other  more  serious 
defects,  which  could  be  exemplified  in  the  case  of  slated  houses  here. 
There  are,  e.g-,  clay,  concrete,  and  tile  floors,  all  specially  objectionable  in 
Wexford,  where  fuel  is  costly.  The  other  chief  defects  are  the  want  of 
out-offices,  their  unwelcome  proximity,  and  the  want  of  space  about  the 
school. 

About  twenty-five  houses  are  bad  or  very  bad  ; nearly  half  these  will 
I hope  disappear  during  the  next  two  years. 

I have  had  to  remonstrate  with  those  concerned  about  not  keeping 
schools  comfortably  heated,  and  especially  for  not  getting  the  fires 
lighted  in  proper  time  in  the  morning  to  have  the  rooms  warm  by 
ten  o’clock,  and  thus  encourage  a punctual  attendance.  Fewer  cases 
of  this  kind  have  been  observed  lately.  Whether  suitable  or  unsuit- 
able, the  schoolhouses,  as  a rule,  are  neat  and  well  kept.  It.  is 
noteworthy  that  the  habit  of  hacking  desks  with  pocket  knives 
appears  to  have  passed  away,  and  so  desks  in  which  boys  have  sat 
for  several  years  remain  as  smooth  as  a dining  table. 

Teachers’  During  the  past  two  years  five  additional  residences  have  been  built 
residences,  public  loan,  making  a total  of  thirteen  such  in  the  district. 

Besides  these,  there  are  twenty-four  other  free  residences.  The 
building  of  twenty  more,  of  which  twelve  are  badly  wanted,  would, 
under  existing  circumstances,  provide  for  all  the  teachers  who  desire 
a house.  Six  of  the  principal  teachers  have  farms,  and  six  others  are 
married  to  farmers,  and  are  thus  provided  with  houses. 

Number  of  The  number  of  schools  is  the  same  as  in  1890,  two  small  capitation 
attendance*  sc^00^s  t^en  into  connexion  in  1891  having  been  counterbalanced  by 
the  amalgamation  of  two  boys’  schools  with  the  girls’  departments 
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adjoining.  The  schools  are  well  distributed  throughout  the  district,  Appendix  G. 
and  there  are  few  families  not  within  easy  reach  of  one  of  them.  Reports  on 

The  population  of  the  district  is  at  present  about  93,000.  In  1891  School, 
it  contained  21,807  persons  over  twelve  and  under  20  years  of  age,  of  ■ — 
whom  1,928  could  neither  read  nor  write.  These  are  for  the  most  part 
fairly  evenly  distributed,  but  two  parishes  along  the  base  of  the  Black-  Wexfor(i' 

stairs,  that  containing  the  east  side  of  the  town  of  Bnniscorthy,  and  ' 

Kilmore  on  the  south  coast,  have  considerably  more  than  their  share  of 
illiteracy.

For  teaching  the  large  number  of  infants  there  are  special  arrange-  Teaching  of 
ments  in  the  Convent  Schools  only.  The  true  spirit  of  the  Kindergarten  infants, 
system  is  often  not  understood  by  those  engaged  in  carrying  it  out,  but 
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even  a formal  use  o f its  appliances  gives  pleasure  and  confers  lasting 
advantages.  And  while  the  system  in  its  integrity  is  for  the  present 
beyond  the  reach  of  the  ordinary  rural  school,  some  modification  of  its 
simpler  parts  might  be  introduced  wherever  there  is  an  earnest  teacher 
possessed  of  some  ingenuity  and  inspired  with  that  love  for  children 
which  is  by  far  the  first  qualification  for  his  important  office.  I have 
recently  learned  that  Mr.  Seymour,  when  Head  Inspector,  gave  some 
hints  on  this  subject,  which  I have  no  doubt  teachers  would  study  with 
advantage.  The  un  natural  restraint  of  the  schoolroom  is  extremely 
irksome  to  the  very  young,  and  we  should  not  make  it  intolerable  by 
imposing  quiet  inaction  only  varied  by  the  very  oppressive  task  of 
acquiring  in  the  ordinary  way  the  knowledge  of  the  letters  and  how  to 
use  them  in  reading.  This  task  itself,  by  using  the  proper 
appliances,  could  be  made  comparatively  light,  pleasant,  and  profitable. 
And  by  providing  the  child  with  suita  ole  and  varied  employment  for 
his  eyes,  his  voice,  and  his  fingers,  he.  would  not  only  be  happier  at  the 
time,  but  the  training  of  his  faculties  would  greatly  facilitate  his  after 
progress. 

In  a previous  report  I expressed  my  regret  that  so  many  of  the 
mixed  schools  are  under  mistresses.  I am  sorry  I can  record  no 
improvement  in  this  particular.  On  the  contrary,  a mixed  school 
having  an  average  attendance  of  more  than  forty  boys,  has  during  the 
past  year  been  transferred  from  a master  to  a mistress.  There  are  at 
least  twelve  mixed  schools  in  which  I should  be  glad  to  see  a change  of 
the  opposite  kind.  In  saying  this  I imply  no  reflection  on  the 
mistresses  who  have  charge  of  these  schools  ; on  the  contrary,  they  are 
all  worthy  women,  and  most  of  them  efficient  teachers.  Tor  the 
preference  here  expressed  I have  before  given  some  of  my  main 
reasons. 

Just  about  one-half  the  male  teachers  and  one-third  the  females  are 
trained.  Taking  them  altogether  I consider  the  trained  men  superior 
to  the  untrained.  In  the  case  of  the  other  sex  I could  not  so  easily 
decide.  The  teachers  show  little  ambition  to  obtain  promotion.  During 
the  past  six  years  four  masters  and  eleven  mistresses  have  proceeded  to 
higher  classes,  while  five  and  one  respectively  received  permission  to 
attend  the  J uly  Examinations  but  did  not  do  so.  Of  those  eligible  for 
class  promotion  there  are  over  forty  whom  I am  ready  to  recommend 
as  worthy  of  a higher  class  ; and  I have  told  several  of  them  this.  Of 
course  this  is  entirely  a matter  for  themselves.  If  they  are  making 
careful  preparation  for  their  daily  work,  keeping  their  minds  fresh  and 
plastic,  and  preserving  the  spirit  and  sympathies  of  the  student  by 
systematic  and  thorough,  but  not  laborious  study,  they  are  as  useful 
ir.  their  present  class  as  they  would  be  in  a higher. 

Two  male  and  one  very  good  female  teacher,  all  comparatively  young, 
died  during  the  past  two  years,  and  two  masters  and  five  mistresses 
accepted  pensions.  The  service  did  not  receive  nearly  so  much  benefit 
from  the  way  the  vacancies  thus  caused  were  filled  up  as  it  might 
have  done.  Ho  teacher  left  the  service  to  follow  any  other  pursuit. 

The  teachers,  as  a body,  conduct  themselves  in  a manner  worthy 
of  the  important  and  responsible  office  they  hold,  and  are  respected 
by  all  sections  of  the  public.  The  number  to  whom  this  would  not 
apply  is  so  very  small  as  scarcely  to  deserve  to  be  mentioned  as 
exceptions. 

Reading. — I regret  I cannot  report  much  improvement  in  the  teaching 
of  reading,  the  branch  of  such  pre-eminent  importance  that,  rightly  acquired, 
would  in  itself  constitute  a valuable  education.  With  little  beyond  the 
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power  of  reading  one  may  learn  nearly  all  that  is  known  of  any  branch  of  -Appendix C. 
human  knowlege.  The  early  date  in  the  school  life  at  which  reading  is  Reports  ou 
begun,  the  length  of  time  devoted  to  it  throughout  the  school  course,  State  of 
the  great  variety  of  its  subject  matter,  and  the  countless  opportunities  Schools, 
it  presents  of  appealing  to  past  experience,  raise  it,  as  an  instrument  of  Mr.  Mac- 
training,  far  above  all  other  branches.  But  only  a small  minority  of  Millan. 
teachers  so  handle  the  subject  as  to  make  it  in  any  adequate  degree  Wexford, 
interesting,  instructive,  and  disciplinary. 

It  is  in  the  early  stages  the  difficulties  are  met  with,  and  the  learner 
should  be  trained  in  overcoming  them  in  a way  that  will  make  clear 
to  him  at  once,  the  force  and  function  of  each  new  word  he  encounters. 

So  taught  he  will  soon  discover  that  the  sense  is  the  most  reliable  aid  ; 
and  as  his  strength  grows  from  use  the  pleasure  of  overcoming  the 
diminishing  obstacles  will  continually  increase.  To  attain  this  lie  must 
be  questioned  into  the  sense  and  out  of  the  difficulty  at  the  same  time. 

This,  in  the  first  place,  arrests  the  attention  on  what  is  unknown 
till  it  has  had  time  to  make  an  impression;  and  the  learner,  judiciously 
assisted  in  unravelling  the  puzzle,  and  arriving  at  the  meaning,  derives 
from  the  natural  exercise  of  his  faculties  an  amount  of  pleasure,  and 
from  a consciousness  of  growing  power  a sustaining  hope,  which  an 
effort  to  remember  a mere  sound  or  a new  and  unmeaning  form  would 
fail  to  call  forth.  It  is  only  by  appealing  to  the  understanding  and 
connecting  the  new  with  the  old  that  interest  can  be  excited,  and 
without  interest  there  is  no  learning.  To  first  teach  one  to  read  (as 
it  is  called)  a lesson,  and  afterwards  to  help  him  to  find  out  (or  worse 
still  to  merely  tell  him)  the  meanings  of  the  words,  is  a mischievous 
example  of  putting  the  cart  before  the  horse.  The  intellectual 
method  of  training  the  learner  from  the  outset  to  trust  mainly  to 
the  sense  for  aid,  is  not  only  the  pleasantest  and  quickest  method, 
but  it  is  the  only  one  calculated  to  impart  the  desire  and  capacity 
to  derive  from  books  in  after  life,  ever-increasing  profit  and  enjoyment. 

What  neither  gives  nor  promises  gratification,  will  not  be  voluntarily 
practised.  Hence  the  mistaught  reader  takes  leave  without  regret  of 
his  school  master  and  his  books  on  the  same  day.  His  induced 
mental  feebleness,  his  inability  to  discriminate,  to  judge,  to  infer, 
to  understand  in  a word  the  import  and  use  of  language,  renders 
him  unable  to  follow  the  argument  and  benefit  by  the  lessons  in  any 
useful  book. 

In  the  mechanical  methods  of  teaching  reading  is  also  to  be  sought 
the  explanation,  of  the  difficulty  experienced  in  teaching  agriculture 
(from  books),  grammar,  &c.  Here  also  is  the  source  of  the  helpless 
attempts  at  composition.  The  pupils  have  not  learnt  the  import  of 
words,  their  relations  and  connections;  and  even  where  they  have  been 
made  the  signs  of  clear  and  well-defined  conceptions,  they  have  not  been 
constantly  practised  in  using  them  in  reproducing  these  ideas,  and 
arranging  them  in  their  proper  order.  The  child  to  whom  words  are 
the  representatives  of  clear  ideas  acquired  by  the  examination  of  things, 
by  representation,  illustration,  and  comparison  will  not  fail  to  describe 
a thing  within  his  knowledge  either  from  lack  of  words  or  from  con- 
founding their  applications.  The  defects  in  the  methods  of  teaching 
reading,  however  they  are  to  be  remedied,  are  by  far  the  most  serious 
existing  in  the  schools  here. 

Writing. — I have  observed  little  change  in  the  writing  of  head  lines.  Writing, 
fn  the  exercise  books  I find  very  few  examples  of  good  exercises.  Even 
ln  Monitors’  copy  books  one  often  meets  with  a catechism  on  grammar, 
geography,  or  method  in  which  the  questions  are  dictated  and  sometimes 
written  by  the  teacher,  the  answer  of  course  always  written  by  the  pupil,

Schools.  indifferent  or  he  is  working  for  the  failure  of  the  monitor.  Only  seldom 

Mr.  Mac - are  exercises,  quite  so  worthless,  but  they  are  not  unfrequently  only  a 
Millan.  shade  better.  Thirty  years  ago  exercise  books  were  not  required,  nor  was 
Wexford,  the  giving  of  written  exercises  even  enjoined.  Nevertheless  in  all  good 
schools  they  were  regularly  given,  because  teachers  found  them  useful. 
They  were  then,  however,  worked,  where  I think  they  still  should  be,  at 
home  ; and  they  were  real  exercises,  i.e.,  they  could  not  he  copied  in  the 
form  required  from  any  book,  and  in  most  cases  they  had  reference  to 
some  lesson  just  given. 

Arithmetic.  Arithmetic. — The  results  in  arithmetic  were  not  satisfactory.  The 

senior  classes  examined  on  printed  cards  obtained  only  39-4  per  cent,  of 
full,  and  27 ‘2  per  cent,  of  inferior  marks;  classes  below  fourth  made 
56*5  and  26-5  respectively.  Few  indications  of  intelligent  knowledge 
or  judicious  teaching  are  noticeable.  In  too  many  schools  the  pupils 
pass  into  the  senior  classes  very  unfit.  The  first  fundamental  mistake 
made  is  the  neglect  of  counting — adding,  subtracting,  grouping,  and 
arranging  in  different  ways — of  real  objects.  The  ball  frame  would  be 
very  useful  here,  but  for  some  of  the  exercises  free  pebbles,  &c.,  would 
serve  better.  And  besides,  varying  the  objects  helps  the  processes  of 
generalization  and  abstraction.  Children  under  six  should  have  much 
practice,  graduated  and  varied,  at  this  before  beginning  with  figures.  I 
recently  met  with  a class  regularly  taught  in  this  way  by  one  acting  under 
instruction,  and  neither  talented  nor  enthusiastic,  and  I was  well  pleased 
with  the  result.  Usually  this  is  neglected  and  the  child  is  at  once  set 
to  work  with  the  names  of  numbers,  taking  it  for  granted  apparently 
that  he  comes  to  school  already  provided  with  the  clear 
fundamental  ideas  on  which  only  knowledge  of  numerical  operations 
can  be  based.  And  at  the  very  outset  he  starts  with  three  lines  of  two 
figures ; and  such  would  seem  to  be  the  charm  and  utility  of  this 
pattern  that  as  there  was  nothing  before  it  so  there  is  to  be  nothing 
beyond  it  for  a whole  year,  or  it  may  be  two.  Only  pitiable  bewilder- 
ment and  the  hopeless  dulness  and  stupidity  almost  every  where  to  be 
met  with,  could  be  the  outcome  of  such  a course. 

The  use  of  abstract  numbers  should  be  discountenanced  in  the 
beginning.  I regret  to  find  that  the  multiplication  table  is  very  seldom 
taught  but  is  got  off,  frequently  very  imperfectly,  after  the  expenditure 
of  much  unnecessary  time  and  labour,  without  any  aid  from  the  under- 
standing. The  pupil  should  make  out  this  table  step  by  step  for 
himself,  first  by  the  aid  of  the  ball  frame,  and  afterwards  by  adding 
figures ; then  he  should  commit  thoroughly  before  proceeding  further 
the  part  thus  constructed. 

In  many  schools  the  children  are  set  the  heavy  and  unprofitable  task 
of  learning,  before  leaving  the  multiplication  table,  the  shillings  and 
pence  in  each  product  taken  as  pence.  As  might  be  expected  this  is 
seldom  done  to  much  purpose.  After  twelve  times  has  been  learnt  the 
pence  table  can  be  more  thoroughly  and  usefully  taught  in  four  half 
hour  lessons  than  it  is  learnt  in  senseless  connection  with  the  multipli- 
cation in  twice  as  many  weeks.  In  the  higher  classes  sums  are  too 
often  worked  by  long  and  laborious  processes  in  which  errors  are  apt 
to  occur,  and  proportion  is  abused  by  applying  it  to  cases  which  would  be 
more  clearly  understood  and  more  speedily  worked  by  multiplication  or 
division. 

Spelling.  Spelling. — As  a rule  the  marks  in  spelling  bear  a close  relation  to 

those  in  reading  especially  in  second,  third,  and  fourth  classes.  If  the 
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reading  is  intelligent,  enunciation  firm  and  distinct,  the  spelling  and  dicta- 
tion will  be  found  to  be  fair.  The  spelling  of  a word  should  be  taught  when 
it  is  first  met  with,  if  it  is  one  whose  spelling  should  be  taught  at  all ; if 
children  are  allowed  to  become  familiar  with  a large  number  of  words  in 
their  general  outline  and  appearance  without  having  scanned  each  closely 
and  noted  its  exact  construction  and  peculiarity,  it  becomes  every  day 
more  difficult  to  impress  on  the  memory,  a clear  and  exact  picture  of 
each  of  these  words. 

In  connexion  with  dictation  and  the  phrase  spelling  of  first  and 
second  classes  multiplied  examples  should  be  given  of,  ‘ their  horse,’ 
‘their  house,’  &c.,  1 there  is  John,’  die.,  till  almost  as  much  from  the 
result  of  mere  repetition  as  by  the  help  of  the  understanding  the  correct 
spelling  would  be  secured.  One  frequently  meets  with  infant  classes  in 
only  moderately  well  taught  schools  who  can  spell  every  word  in  the 
second  section  of  the  first  book.  ISTow  to  teach  afterwards  the  words 
as  encountered  and  keep  in  mind  the  past  acquirements  would 
be  a much  lighter  task  than  it  was  to  accomplish  this.  There 
are  some  minor  points  about  dictation  which  should  receive  more 
attention  than  they  do.  For  instance,  why  should  not  a third  class  boy 
be  told  at  the  very  outset,  that  he  is  to  begin  with  a capital  letter  1 
Why,  indeed,  should  not  the  attention  of  second  class  children  be 
again  and  again  called  in  connexion  with  transcription,  to  the  fact 
that  every  lesson  and  every  sentence  begins  with  a capital  letter 
Instead  of  this,  third  class  children  are  often  allowed  to  go  on  for  a 
whole  year  practising  how  not  to  do  it,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a 
large  class  of  twelve  or  more  frequently  present  dictation,  not  one 
specimen  of  which  begins  with  a capital  letter. 

Grammar  is  taught  with  less  success  than  any  other  subject  of  the 
course.  This  is  partly  owing  to  the  way  in  which  the  subject  is  handled, 
but  mainly  to  the  defective  methods  of  teaching  reading.  To  give  to  a child 
suffering  from  the  confusion  consequent  on  long  trafficking  in  words  to 
which  no  clear  and  well-defined  ideas  were  attached — that  is  to  a child 
who  has  not  been  so  trained  that  he  can  be  made  to  apprehend  without 
difficulty,  the  office  each  important  word  in  a sentence  has  in  bringing 
out  the  sense — clear  conceptions  on  Grammar  is  a task  of  extreme 
difficulty,  since  such  conceptions  must  rest  entirely  on  the  power  of  dis- 
criminating regarding  the  application  and  use  of  words.  Language 
being  the  concrete  from  the  examination  of  which  grammatical  laws  are 
deduced,  explained,  and  exemplified,  to  apply  an  effectual  remedy  to 
the  teaching  of  Grammar  we  must  not  confine  our  attention  to  the 
consideration  of  the  methods  peculiarly  applicable  to  the  subject  itself 
but  go  to  the  root  of  the  matter  in  the  teaching  of  reading. 

The  children  are  seldom  helped  to  a notion  of  the  several  parts  of 
speech  (and  subsequently  to  those  denoted  by  other  terms),  by  the  ex- 
amination of  a large  number  of  words  of  the  character  under  considera- 
tion, the  term  being  withheld  till  it  is  required  to  express  the  newly 
acquired  conception.  In  some  schools  I find  all  the  definitions  are 
committed  to  memory  before  any  one  of  them  is  applied.  The  results 
attained  in  these  are  never  good.  But  even  where  the  definitions  are 
introduced,  and  to  some  extent  exemplified,  one  by  one  the  whole  are 
generally  too  rapidly  passed  over,  and  before  a clear  conception  of  a 
single  class  has  been  acquired,  one  finds  the  words  of  a reading  lesson 
taken  seriatim  through  sentence  after  sentence,  the  guess  of  the  pupil 
and  the  correction  of  the  teacher  almost  regularly  alternating.  That  a 
practice  so  manifestly  opposed  to  mental  laws,  and  proved  by  wide  ex- 
perience so  very  barren  in  results,  should  be  so  widely  followed  is  one 
of  those  things  which  pass  comprehension. 
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Appendix  C.  Geography. — The  proficiency  in  this  branch  is  perceptibly  improving, 

Reports  on  and  can  still  proceed  in  that  direction  a long  way.  The  prevailing  mis-

Wexford.  to  ^ncl  Third  Ciass  children  at  the  end  of  their  year  who  can  point  out 
— a number  of  places,  but  who  have  no  idea  where  land  and  water  are  re- 
Geography.  presen-fced  as  meeting.  For  instance,  in  tracing  the  east  coast  of  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  the  pointer  takes  a free  sweep  from  about  the  Land’s 
End  to  Cape  Verde.  You  intimate  that  the  Atlantic  goes  farther  south, 
and  encourage  the  pupil  to  go  on.  If  you  succeed  in  getting  an  attempt 
to  follow  the  coast  farther,  the  pointer  will  be  drawn  along  the  east 
end  of  the  letters  of  the  name  in  (Smith’s  map)  about  mid-ocean.  Fourth 
and  higher  classes  depend  too  much  on  names,  but  the  use  of  blank  maps 
is  extending.  An  unmarked  globe  (a  nice  turnip  serves  admirably),  is 
seldom  used  in  illustrating  the  astronomical  lines. 

Agricul-  Agriculture. — Except  in  a few  schools  the  agricultural  text  book  is 

ture*  read  to  very  little  purpose.  This  will  not  surprise  anyone  who  considers 
how  long  the  ordinary  lesson  books  are  read  over  by  children  who  still 
remain  ignorant  of  their  contents.  But  were  the  methods  of  teaching 
reading  and  agriculture,  both  much  improved,  I apprehend  the  answering 
on  “ Practical  Farming  ” would  still  be  unsatisfactory.  The  book  treats 
of  very  familiar  matters  in  a style  neither  striking  nor  attractive.  There 
is  consequently  nothing  to  awaken  interest  and  secure  attention ; a 
condition  as  essential  to  the  growth  of  knowledge  as  is  the  heat  of  the 
sun  to  the  growth  of  plants.  Fortunately  the  farmers  here  know  then- 
business  well,  and  many  of  the  farms  are  managed  with  admirable  skill 
and  judgment.  Tillage  is  more  extensively  practised  in  "Wexford  than 
in  any  other  county  in  Ireland.  For  the  whole  country  there  is  just  over 
one  acre  of  tillage  for  each  head  in  the  population,  in  Wexford  there  are 
nearly  two.  With  2*7  per  cent,  of  the  area,  and  2-4  of  the  population, 
it  grows  6-5  per  cent,  of  the  total  acreage  of  turnips,  5-8  of  all  the  grain; 
it  has  5 per  cent,  of  all  the  horses,  5-1  per  cent,  of  all  the  pigs,  and  over  4 per 
cent,  of  all  the  fowl.  The  horned  cattle,  horses,  and  fowl  are  of  superior 
quality.  The  country  grows  just  its  proportion  (2*8  per  cent.)  of 
potatoes,  and  has  horned  stock  in  just  the  same  proportion.  This  taken 
with  the  great  acreage  of  turnips  shows  stall  feeding  to  be  extensively 
carried  on.  This  stall  feeding,  the  care  of  the  pigs  and  fowl,  with  the 
extensive  tillage,  gives  employment  to  both  men  and  women,  except  in 
Enniscorthy  and  Wexford.  The  rural  population  are  thoughtful  and 
provident,  and  seldom  marry  young.  In  an  industrial  point  of  view 
the  Wexford  people  stand  very  high. 

Needle-  Needlework. — I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  an  improvement  in 

work*  sewing,  and  especially  in  cutting  out.  Most  of  the  girls  knit  their  own 
stockings,  and  many  are  dressed  in  that  most  comfortable  and  useful 
article — the  overall  pinafore,  with  yoke  and  sleeves. 

As  might  be  inferred  from  what  has  been  said  about  tillage,  the  alter- 
native scheme  for  sixth  class  has  not  been  taken  up  here.  This  is 
pre-eminently  a tillage  county,  and  farm  work  is  more  remunerative, 
more  healthy,  and  every  way  preferable  to  any  kind  of  needlework.

Rathkeale,  March,  1893,  Scllools- 

Gentlemen, — In  compliance  with  your  instructions,  I beg  to  submit  Dickft. 
the  following  General  Report  on  this  district,  of  which  I have  been  in 
charge  since  October,  1889.  Rathkeale. 

The  district  is  a rather  extensive  one,  its  greatest  lenght  being,  I think,  The  district, 
thirty-five  miles,  and  its  maximum  breadth  about  twenty-three.  It  com- 
prises the  whole  heart  and  southern  portion  of  County  Limerick  and  a 
part  of  N orth  W est  Cork.  With  the  exception  of  the  country  lying  around 
Rockchapel,  a bleak  and  barren  stretch  of  mountain  land,  this  tract 
affords  good  pasture  and  the  condition  of  its  inhabitants  is  fairly 
comfortable.  Tillage  there  is  practically  none,  and  no  industry  exists 
but  that  of  butter-producing.  During  the  past  few  years  a large  number 
of  creameries  have  been  erected,  for  the  most  part  co-operative,  and  a 
very  sensible  increase  in  prosperity  is  the  result.  There  are  in  the 
district  only  three  towns  of  any  importance,  Rathkeale,  Newcastle 
W est,.  and  Charleville,  and  in  none  of  these  do  the  conditions  of  life 
materially  differ  from  those  in  a country  village. 

In  this  large  extent  of  country,  so  far  as  I know,  only  four  schools 
non-national  exist,  and  of  these  the  only  one  of  any  importance  is  that 
conducted  by  the  Christian  Brothers  at  Charleville.  It  is,  therefore  to 
the  schools  connected  with  the  Board  that  almost  the  whole  population 
look  for  education. 


These  latter  number  117,  including  six  Convent  schools,  two  of  them 
Infant,  and  one  evening  school,  Newcastle  West,  opened  about  a year 
ago,  and  which  is  doing  good  work.  Twelve  schools  only  are  attended 
by  both  male  and  female  pupils. 

As  regards  the  accommodation  afforded  by  the  buildings,  I can  report  School 
very  favourably.  There  is  probably  no  pa,rt  of  Ireland  where  so  buildinSs- 
large  a proportion  of  vested  schools  have  been  erected.  These  houses 
were  intended  to  supply  a much  larger  population  than  the  present  one, 
and  the  space  afforded  is  as  a rule  ample.  I have  noticed,  indeed,  one 
or  two  instances  of  overcrowding,  but  steps  will  shortly  be  taken,  I hope, 
to  remove  all  cause  of  complaint.  1 

The  condition  of  many  of  the  buildings  is,  however,  by  no  means  so 
satisfactory.  The  majority  of  the  vested  houses  are  in  the  charge  of 
local  trustees,  and  these  gentlemen  in  many  cases  seem  to  hold  very 
ightly  .the  responsibility  attaching  to  them  for  repairs.  It  is  true  that 
no  serious  dilapidation  is  allowed  to  occur,  and,  though  the  boundary 
wa  I may  occasionally  be  ruinous,  the  houses  themselves  are  intact, 
ut  the  painting  of  the  wood  work,  the  renewing  of  the  sashes,  etc.,  and 
ie  plastering  of  the  walls  are  only  carried  out  after  repeated  representa- 
tions,. and  structures  erected  at  considerable  outlay  of  public  money  are 
Rept  in  a state  of  semi-repair  which  must  eventually  endanger  their 
stability.  ° 

Within  the  past  year  an  old  and  long  condemned  edifice,  Castletown 
Mixed  School,  has  been  struck  off  the  list,  and  its  place  supplied  by  two 
new  yested  schools,  erected  by  the  efforts  of  the  manager,  Rev.  R. 

-D 11  b^,  p-p-  These  rooms  presumably  represent  the  latest  plans  of  the 
oard  of  Works,  and,  for  simplicity,  spaciousness,  and  attention  to 
f etails  are  models  of  what  elementary  schools  should  be. 

Another  mixed  school,  Mount  Pleasant,  9887,  is  about  to  be  super- 
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seded  by  male  and  female  schools,  built  by  public  grant  and  private 
funds,  and  I have  lately  learnt  that  steps  are  at  last  being  taken  by 
local  parties  at  Ardagh  to  utilize  the  sum  placed  at  their  disposal  by 
the  Board  more  than  two  years  ago  for  the  erection  of  new  schools.  On 
the  completion  of  these  buildings  the  district  will  be  fully  furnished 
with  schools,  and,  except  in  one  or  two  cases,  I do  not  anticipate  that 
application  for  similar  grants  will  be  made  for  a long  time  to  come. 
Teachers’  residences  built  by  public  loan  are  not  numerous.  It  is  rather 
surprising  that  managers  do  not  more  generally  avail  themselves  of  the 
generous  terms  offered  by  the  Commissioners,  but  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  a site  is  often  an  obstacle.  Two  have  been  finished  in  the 
past  year,  one  at  Castletown  in  connection  with  the  new  schools  there 
and  one  at  Milleen.  Previous  to  the  erection  of  the  latter  the  teachers 
were  obliged  to  walk  a distance  of  nearly  three  miles  to  their  duties. 
I confess  I cannot  recall  to  mind  any  complaints  on  the  part  of  teachers 
as  to  the  want  of  a residence,  and,  though  there  are  cases  in  which 
teachers  have  to  travel  three  and  even  four  miles  to  their  daily  work,  I 
do  not  believe  that  any  serious  inconvenience  or  one  not  voluntarily 
borne  exists. 

The  classification  of  the  teachers  is  reasonably  high.  Many  are  in 
the  first  division  of  first  class.  Some  too  of  those  classed  only  third  are 
doing  excellent  work.  I would  like  to  see  more  weight  given  to  success- 
ful school-keeping  in  deciding  class  promotions.  In  the  higher  branches 
of  learning  it  is  undoubtedly  true  that,  given  the  faculty  of  teaching, 
the  more  knowledge  the  teacher  acquires,  the  greater  the  margin  between 
his  attainments  and  those  of  his  pupils,  so  much  the  more  effective  does 
his  instruction  become;  but,  in  the  case  of  the  ordinary  subjects  of  an 
elementary  school,  the  same  principle  does  not  so  fully  apply.  These 
branches  are  limited  in  scope,  they  may  be  exhaustively  learned  by  any 
teacher  of  fair  ability,  and  beyond  a certain  point,  further  labour  does 
not  perceptibly  increase  the  return.  It  is  not  so  much  by  study,.  I 
submit,  as  by  consideration  of  new  methods,  and  actual  experience  in 
the  work  of  imparting  knowledge  that  an  advance  in  efficiency  is 
gained. 

The  question  of  Training  engages  much  attention  just  at  present. 
It  has  been  frequently  remarked  by  Inspectors  that  the  large  number 
of  teachers  who  annually  seek  admission  to  the  colleges,  are  actuated 
more  by  a desire  to  raise  their  classification,  than  by  any  wish  to 
perfect  themselves  in  the  art  of  teaching.  This  simply  amounts  to 
saying  that  teachers  are  human  and  actuated  by  average  human 
motives.  I hold  strongly  to  the  view  that  a teacher  is  born,  not 
made,  but  at  the  same  time  it  is  beyond  doubt  that,  while  no  length 
of  training  will  make  a bad  teacher  a good  one,  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  a sojourn  of  even  one  year  in  these  establishments  amply 
repay  the  State  for  the  subsidy  to  them.  The  opinion,  however,  is 
commonly  held  by  both  teachers  and  Inspectors  that  more  prominence 
should  be  given  in  Training  Colleges  to  actual  practice  and  instruc- 
tion in  teaching,  and  with  this  opinion,  my  experience,  so  far  as  it 
goes,  coincides.  The  proportion  of  trained  teachers  in  this  district  is 
increasing  yearly,  and  managers  in  case  of  vacancies  often  apply  for 
candidates  to  the  principals  of  the  colleges. 

The  number  of  monitors  at  present  serving  is  seventy-seven.  During 
my  tenure  the  staff  has  been  very  largely  reduced,  but,  were  the  chief 
consideration  in  the  appointment  of  these  young  persons  the  prospect 
of  their  ultimately  serving  the  State  as  teachers,  a further  reduction 
would  have  to  be  made.  The  position  of  a National  teacher  is  so  much 
respected,  the  duties  seem  so  light,  and  the  emoluments  so  secure,  that 
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numerous  candidates  come  forward  on  the  mere  hope  of  a monitorial  Appendix  o. 
appointment.  No  portion  of  an  Inspector’s  duty  entails  more  trouble,  Repute  on 
or  causes  more  heartburnings,  than  the  selection  of  these  recruits  for  State  of 
the  educational  army.  The  yearly  examinations  in  special  course  are  :jcllools‘ 
usually  satisfactory,  but  the  importance  of  written  exercises  is  often  Mr.  J. 
overlooked,  and  I rarely  find  notes  on  lessons  properly  drawn  out.  I -Dickie. 
shall  now  treat  of  the  various  subjects  of  the  programme.  Rathkeale. 

Reading  is  generally  taught  up  to  the  standard  which  secures  a pass,  Reading, 
rarely  beyond  that  point.  No  branch  of  our  school-work  is  so  un- 
favourably commented  on,  and  none,  I fear,  with  better  grounds.  The 
manuals  are  generally  read  so  as  to  convey  perfectly  the  sense  of  the 
printed  matter,  but  the  expressive  modulation,  the  note  of  culture  is 
absent.  Exceptions  to  this  rule  are  invariably  found  to  be  pupils  from 
other  than  National  schools.  Reading  is  the  subject  of  which  every 
visitor  feels  himself  competent  to  judge  ; and  the  subject  too  which  each 
generally  chooses  as  his  criterion  of  the  school.  It  is  hard  to  see  how 
the  teacher  is  to  blame.  He  is  often  obliged  to  leave  a class  reading 
alone,  or  almost  automatically,  while  he  superintends  the  other  work  of  the 
school,  and,  finding  that  correct  reading  secures  him  a pass,  he  rests  satisfied. 

A possible  remedy  might  be  found  in  insisting  on  the  repetition  of  the 
poetry  lessons  with  taste.  This  is  an  exercise  too  often  neglected.  No 
one  who  watches  the  faces  of  the  pupils  in  our  schools,  as  they  recite 
these  pieces,  can  doubt  their  capacity  for  appreciating  the  music  of 
the  lines ; yet  how  often  are  they  slurred  or  drawled  in  the  most  mono- 
tonous tone,  till  their  value  in  the  cultivation  of  taste  is  about  equal  to 
that  of  the  driest  rule  of  grammar  ! 

I cannot  speak  favourably  of  the  knowledge  of  subject  matter  shown 
by  the  pupils.  Many  teachers  are  fully  awake  to  the  importance  of 
explanation,  and  endeavour  with  success  to  teach  the  import  of  what 
is  read,  but  many  are  content  if  their  pupils  learn  the  meanings  of  the 
words  as  listed  in  the  texts.  Considerable  care  is  required  on  the  part 
of  an  Inspector  in  forming  a judgment  on  this  point.  Children  will 
often,  especially  in  those  schools  which  are  rarely  visited  by  strangers, 
appear  too  shy  or  unready  to  answer  the  simplest  questions,  though 
carefully  instructed  during  the  year. 

Penmanship  is  generally  very  fair.  The  pupils  of  first-class  write  Writing, 
round-hand  between  lines  very  well,  the  junior  classes  too  produce 
very  good  work,  but  the  course  of  improvement  does  not  proceed  so 
regularly  among  the  senior  pupils.  Possibly  the  attention  devoted  to 
composition  is  one  of  the  causes  of  this.  As  I found  that  the  use  of  the 
ordinary  series  of  Vere  Foster’s  copybooks  produced  frequently,  towards 
the  end  of  the  school  course,  somewhat  straggling  results,  I recom- 
mended everywhere  the  bold  or  civil  service  series  of  the  same 
educationist.  This  latter  set  of  headlines  is  now  almost  universally  used 
m the  district,  and  the  change  has,  I believe,  been  productive  of  im- 
provement. 

A very  striking  advance  has  been  made  in  the  past  year  or  two  as 
regards  facility  of  letter  writing.  Teachers  now  more  readily  recognise 
tne  importance  of  the  exercise  and  are  giving  more  thorough  instruction 
ni  it.  Simple  subjects  I find  treated  with  success  even  in  the  first  stage 
of  Fifth  Class,  and  Sixth  Class  pupils  often  present  me  with  composi- 
tions which,  as  regards  style  and  correctness,  leave  little  to  be  desired. 

Scarcely  any  portion  of  school  work  is  of  more  obvious  and  practical 
utility.  The  selection  of  subjects  presents  some  difficulty.  I would 
suggest  that  in  each  school  there  might  be  drawn  up  as  representative 
a list  as  possible,  over  which  the  pupils  might  be  put  in  the  course  of 
the  year.  This  is  the  plan  in  use  in  one  of  the  best  organized  schools 
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in  my  district,  the  teacher  of  which  is  quick  to  adopt  any  new  aid  to 
instruction. 

This  is  the  place  to  call  attention  to  the  very  general  want  of  neat- 
ness in  the  written  exercises  clone  by  pupils  throughout  the  year.  I 
am  constantly  pointing  out  the  hindrance  to  progress  thus  constituted, 
but  my  representations  are  by  no  means  so  successful  as  I could  wish. 
"Very  few  teachers  use  copy-protectors  or  encourage  their  pupils  to  use 
rulers.  Ornamental  lettering  is  practically  confined  to  Convent 
Schools. 

Arithmetic  is  generally  good.  The  subject  which  involves  the  hardest 
work  and  earns  one  of  the  largest  fees,  it  receives  at  least  its  clue  pro- 
portion of  the  teachers’  labour.  In  most  schools  the  use  of  examination 
cards,  following  as  closely  as  possible  the  official  tests,  is  common.  I 
am  afraid  that  often  a great  deal  of  what  is  called  “ cram  is  imported 
into  the  work.  Sufficient  attention  is  not  paid  to  blackboard  explanar 
tion,  and  this  useful  apparatus  is  often  apparently  unused  for  weeks. 
Evidence  of  mechanical  execution  of  work  is  found  in  the  gross  blunders 
which  the  examination  papers  not  unfrequently  contain.  When  a pupil 
brings  out  the  price  of,  say  a pound  of  sugar  as  just  112  times  that  of 
the  price  of  a cwt.,  what  is  to  be  thought  of  the  reasoning  process 
which  produces  such  an  extraordinary  result  1 Yet  such  mistakes  are 
far  from  uncommon,  and  they  are  even  to  be  found  sometimes  in  the 
work  of  pupils  who  obtain  a satisfactory  pass.  Instances  of  the  substi- 
tution of  reduction  ascending  for  the  descending  process,  and  vice  versa , 
are  cases  also  in  point.  Carelessness  will  account  for  only  a percentage 
of  these  mistakes,  and,  in  my  opinion,  they  point  to  a real  blot,  the  fact 
that  theory  of  arithmetic  is  often  quite  neglected,  and  the  pupils  taught 
to  work  on  principles  which  in  two  cases  produce  correct  results,  and  in 
the  third  an  answer  so  ludicrously  wrong  as  to  show  almost  a divorce 
between  calculation  and  thought.  In  this  connexion  I may  note  how 
frequently  I have  to  complain  of  the  scanty  attention  devoted  to  mental 
arithmetic.  By  “ mental  arithmetic  ” I do  not  mean  the  “ short 
rules  ” which  are  to  be  found  in  some  text  books,  but  mental  calculation 
pure  and  simple,  the  process  by  which  the  correct  relations  of  numbers 
and  quantities  to  each  other  are  discerned  without  the  help  of  written 
signs.  More  frequent  practice  at  this  exercise  would  counteract  the 
the  tendency  adverted  to  above. 

Spelling  is  well  taught  as  a rule,  and  dictation  executed  with 
accuracy.  The  subject  does  not  present  much  difficulty.  Some  remarks 
seem  necessary  as  to  the  manner  of  reading  a passage  for  dictation. 
Teachers  will  often,  even  those  who  have  just  left  a training  college, 
read  the  hard  words  individually.  The  lesson  thus  conducted  is,  it  is 
needless  to  say,  not  dictation  at  all,  but  something  very  different,  I be 
latter  exercise  is  merely  spelling,  whereas  dictation  contains  additional 
elements.  It  would,  I think,  be  an  improvement  if  the  conditions  ot  a 
pass  in  this  subject  were  rendered  somewhat  more  stringent  in  the  Sixt 
Class. 

Grammar  is  the  subject  most  difficult  to  teach  in  an  elementary 
school,  and,  let  me  add,  the  subject  most  difficult  to  examine  in.  It  is 
usually  by  the  proficiency  in  this  branch  that  a good  school  b 

differentiated  from  a bad  one  ; for,  where  this  subject  is  taught  with 
success,  both  industry  and  skill  must  exist,  qualities  which  will  ensure 
similar  results  in  the  other  branches.  Grammar  is  not 

well  taught  in  this  district.  In  one-third  of  the  schools 
the  proficiency  may  be  classed  as  good,  in  one-third  bat, 
and  in  the  remaining  third  middling.  The  cause  of  the  deficiency  is 
simply  the  fact  that  many  teachers  are  ill  qualified  to  teach  the  subject, 
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and  more  do  not  find  the  time  or  energy  to  devote  to  it,  bearing  as  it  Appendix  c. 
does  a comparatively  small  fee.  In  this  subject  the  main  point  is  to  Reports  on 
induce  the  pupils  to  think.

junior  teacher.  En  such  cases  the  reasons  for  the  distinction  of  the  Dickie. 
various  words  into  noun,  verb,  etc.,  are  seldom  clearly  or  effectively  Rathkeale. 
explained,  and  the  pupil,  though  he  may  correctly  distinguish  those  “ 
words  with  which  he  is  thoroughly  acquainted,  fails  utterly  when  the 
word  to  be  parsed  is  an  unusual  one  or  used  in  an  unusual  connexion. 

The  course  of  instruction  thus  wrongly  commenced  proceeds  through 
etymological  and  syntactical  parsing,  but  the  pupil  rarely  recovers  the 
lost  ground.  Unless  when  much  pressed  for  time  I invariably  examine 
the  pupils  of  all  classes  in  parsing  orally.  This  method  involves  a 
large  amount  of  additional  trouble,  but  I consider  it  preferable  to  the 
written  test.  The  examiner  can  then  detect  whether  a gross  blunder  is 
a mere  oversight  or  the  result  of  thought,  he  is  certain  that  the  pupil 
obtains  no  extraneous  help,  he  gives  to  the  teacher  by  the  line  of  his 
examination  hints  for  future  instruction,  and,  where  defects  either  of 
knowledge  or  of  method  exist,  he  is  enabled  to  point  them  out  on  the 
spot.  The  technical  terms,  with  which  some  teachers  weary  their 
pupils  in  this  exercise,  obscure  the  most  important  end,  the  discovery 
of  the  inter-relation  of  the  several  words  of  a sentence.  I do  not  find 
that  proficiency  in  grammar  is  always  or  even  often  accompanied  by 
correctness  in  speaking.  This,  in  addition  to  its  difficulty,  is  the  prin- 
cipal reason  why  some  educationists  are  ready  to  exclude  the  subject 
from  our  elementary  schools.  When  properly  taught  grammar  affords 
a most  valuable  mental  training,  but  I have  no  hesitation  in  stating  my 
opinion  that,  in  at  least  half  of  the  schools  under  my  care,  the  time 
devoted  to  the  subject  might  be  more  profitably  expended  on  some 
other  branch.  Considerable  improvement  is,  however,  I believe,  being 
effected  from  year  to  year  in  the  proficiency. 

The  instruction  given  in  Geography  is  fair  as  a rule.  Constant  Geography, 
practice  in  pointing  out  places,  and  proper  varying  of  questions  will 
ensure  good  results.  The  children  thoroughly  enjoy  this  subject,  bald 
and  dry  as  the  instruction  in  it  frequently  is,  and  I am  often  amused  to 
notice  how,  when  I begin  map  examination,  the  pupils  engaged  at  desk 
work  promptly  lay  down  their  pens,  and  gaze  with  lively  interest. 

Blank  or  test  maps  are  very  little  used  in  this  district,  but  I am 
endeavouring  to  get  them  more  largely  introduced. 

Great  attention  is  devoted  to  the  teaching  of  Agriculture  throughout  Agricul- 
the  district.  Even  those  teachers  who  make  scarcely  any  effort  to  have  ture. 
their  pupils  properly  prepared  in  grammar  and  geography,  put  forward 
their  best  endeavours  to  secure  passes  in  this  subject.  The  reason  of 
this  is,  it  may  be  presumed,  the  large  fee  attached  to  the  subject.  On 
the  whole,  the  proficiency  can  only  be  described  as  moderate.  I keep 
two  objects  always  in  view  when  examining  in  this  subject : first  to  see 
whether  the  facts  in  the  book  are  thoroughly  committed  to  memory ; 
and  secondly,  to  find  out  whether  the  principles  of  the  science  are  so  well 
understood  as  to  enable  the  pupil  to  detect  an  improper  succession  or  a 
wrong  treatment  of  crops.  The  former  class  of  questions  generally  meet 
with  prompt  and  correct  answers,  but  the  confusion  and  embarrassment 
which  the  latter  method  of  examination  causes,  leads  me  often  to  doubt 
the  value  of  the  instruction  imparted.  Many  of  the  teachers  have 
only  a theoretical  acquaintance  with  the  subject,  and  in  this  almost  purely 
grazing  county  little  opportunity  is  afforded  to  either  pupils  or  teachers 
of  seeing  its  principles  in  operation.  I fear,  therefore,  that  the  instruc- 
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jppendixC.  tion  in  this  subject  given  in  our  schools  has  often  as  little  relation  to  the 
Reports  on  Pupils  and  as  little  effect  on  their  farming  as  the  learning  of 

State  of  the  rules  of  grammar  has  on  their  speech,  and  the  reason  for  both 

Schools.  failures  I opine  to  be  the  very  scanty  appreciation  which  these  acquire- 

Mr  j ments  meet  with  in  homes  where  books  are  never  read  and  the  country 
Dickie,  newspaper  but  seldom  perused.  In  more  favourably  situated  localities, 
Rathkeale.  and  especially  where  the  children  of  an  educated  middle  class  mix  with 
their  poorer  neighbours  in  the  school,  better  results  may  be  anticipated ; 
and,  when  the  large  number  of  passes,  which  are  yearly  given  in  our 
schools,  is  considered,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  principles  of  the 
science  are  slowly  filtering  down  among  the  small  farmers  of  the  country, 
and  that  the  knowledge  which  is  now  to  a great  extent  stored  up  and 
useless,  will  gradually  show  itself  in  a more  general  willingness  to 
improve  old  methods  and  adopt  new  ones.  There  is  one  school 
farm  in  the  district,  the  management  of  which  has,  I believe, 
been  favourably  commented  on  by  the  agricultural  superintendent. 
The  pupils  of  this  school  answer  in  agriculture  with  a confi- 
dence which  ^contrasts  strangely  with  the  confusion  which 
the  average  schoolboy  exhibits  when  involved  in  rotations  and  manures. 
One  school  garden  there  is  also,  but  I cannot  speak  so  favourably  on  the 
manner  in  which  it  is  conducted.  Certainly  my  experience  does  not 
lead  me  to  agree  with  those  theorists  who  would  attach  such  a garden 
to  every  school,  and,  by  a stroke  of  the  pen  as  it  were,  transform  liter- 
ary teachers  into  practical  agriculturists.  Agriculture  is  very  seldom 
taught  to  girls  and  still  more  seldom  with  success.  No  female  teacher 
gives  instruction  in  the  subject. 

Book-  Little  is  to  be  said  about  Book-keeping.  The  branch  is  taught  in  about 

keeping.  fifteen  schools,  and  I generally  find  the  fifth  classes  well  prepared  and  the 
sets  neatly  written  out,  while  sixth  class  pupils  attempt  the  exercises 
given  to  them  with  but  moderate  success. 

Industrial  A-  large  amount  of  Needlework  is  now  donb  in  the  schools  of  this  dis- 
■work.  trict,  and  great  care  is,  as  a rule,  bestowed  on  the  subject  by  the  teachers. 

Very  rarely  do  I hear  complaints  of  any  curtailment  of  the  literary 
work  entailed  by  the  daily  space  of  one  hour  for  some  years  required. 
The  additional  time  was  usually  found  by  prolonging  the  school  day.  As 
to  the  wisdom  of  the  change  there  can  be  no  two  opinions.  One  hour 
daily -gives  ample  time  for  thorough  instruction  in  the  various  operations 
detailed  in  the  programme  as  well  as  for  the  manufacture  of  many 
articles  of  household  wear.  I think,  however,  that  a slight  relaxation  of 
the  rule  would  be  desirable  in  the  case  of  infant  schools,  or  at  least  those 
in  which  Kindergarten  is  taught.  This  exercise,  by  the  training  which 
it  gives  the  hand  and  eye,  increases  the  aptitude  of  the  pupils  for  any 
manual  work,  and  may,  therefore,  be  regarded  as  of  an  industrial 
character.  Besides,  it  is  found  difficult  in  such  schools  so  to  arrange  the 
work  as  to  give  the  required  time  to  sewing  as  well  as  to  Kindergarten 
without  unduly  prolonging  the  hours  of  detention. 

As  to  the  character  of  the  work  done  very  favourable  terms  may  be 
used.  Neatness  of  sewing  is  the  almost  universal  rule,  though,  of  course, 
there  are  a few  schools  where  the  subject  has  never  been  well  taught. 

As  regards  knitting,  the  requirements  of  the  programme  are  gener- 
ally  more  than  fulfilled,  while  cutting-out — a branch  practically  new  to 
the  teachers  of  this  district — is  now  fully  and  regularly  taught.  I never 
assign  marks  to  fifth  or  six  class  pupils  without  testing  this  last  branch, 
and  the  instances  in  which  I find  it  neglected  are  becoming  very  rare. 
In  addition  to  this,  in  many  schools  numerous  articles  of  clothing,  prin- 
cipally  underwear,  but  including  also  dresses,  etc.,  are  made  during  the 
year  and  exhibited  on  the  day  of  examination. 
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The  extension  of  the  programme  has  added  considerably  to  the  labour 
of  inspection,  and  in  the  senior  classes  it  is  difficult  to  test  the  work  in 
shorter  time  than  three  hours. 

The  industrial  scheme  for  sixth  class  pupils  is  at  present  in  operation 
in  eighteen  schools  in  this  district.  A year  ago  the  number  was  some- 
what larger ; but  for  various  reasons  it  was  found  disadvantageous  or 
impracticable  in  some  localities.  In  fully  half  of  these  schools  the 
various  descriptions  of  work  are  very  well  done. 

Dressmaking  is  one  of  the  subjects  most  commonly  selected,  also 
knitting  of  various  articles,  the  latter  not  requiring  much  teaching. 
Very  frequently  a large  quantity  of  work  is  shown,  especially  under 
the  head  of  knitting,  and  in  some  parts  of  the  country  the  parents  of 
the  pupils  seem  fully  alive  to  the  practical  advantages  of  the  scheme. 
Mountmellick  work  has  been  very  well  done  in  several  schools.  Only 
one  teacher  selected  point  lace,  and  fair  results  were  achieved.  Obvious 
difficulties  are  involved  in  the  working  of  any  such  programme,  but 
the  two  which  have  most  effect  in  this  district  are,  first,  the  disinclination 
of  parents  for  any  manual  employment  for  their  children  when  at  school; 
and,  second,  the  absence  of  means  for  profitable  disposal  of  the  work 
done.  Besides,  many  of  the  teachers  are,  I fear,  quite  incapable  of 
working  the  scheme  effectually,  and  a still  larger  number  view  with 
natural  timidity  the  change  from  the  old  paths.  In  the  whole  of  my 
district  there  is  only  one  school  in  which  the  articles  made  in  this  way 
are  sold,  and  that  only  to  a very  limited  extent.  It  is  the  requirements 
of  each  pupil’s  home  that  the  finished  work  must  supply,  and  thus,  with- 
out the  active  co-operation  of  the  parents,  the  scheme  can  only  meet 
with  partial  success.  The  nuns  of  Rathkeale  Convent  were  among  the 
first  to  adopt  the  industrial  work,  and,  after  carrying  it  on  for  two 
years  with  marked  efficiency,  they  found  themselves  so  hampered  by  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  materials,  and  the  opposition  of  many  of  the 
parents,  that  they  were  obliged  to  seek  exemption.  On  the  other  hand 
the  conductors  of  Charleville  Convent  school  continue  to  teach  the  scheme 
successfully,  and  a rural  school  in  that  same  progressive  locality  affords 
the  best  example  I have  yet  met  of  the  programme  in  operation.  In 
this  case  the  change  to  industrial  work,  far  from  diminishing  the 
attendance,  seems  actually  to  have  increased  it; 

The  want  of  some  uniform  text  book  for  the  teaching  of  reading  in 
schools  of  this  kind  is  much  felt.  A number  of  teachers  have  adopted 
Lady  Brassey’s  “Voyage  in  the  Sunbeam,”  a book  which  has  been 
officially  sanctioned,  and  which  1 generally  recommend.  But  the  matter 
is  much  too  condensed,  the  ground  travelled  over  too  extensive, 
and  the  language  often  too  hard  for  the  pupils.  The  Girls’  Beading 
Book  is  very  often  used  as  a subsidiary  reader,  but  it  does  not  contain 
more  than  a single  lesson  on  Dairy  Management,  a matter  just  now 
of  great  importance,  especially  in  the  South  of  Ireland,  and  for  this 
and  other  reasons  it  cannot  be  regarded  as  quite  suitable. 

Extra  subjects  are  not  very  largely  taken  up  in  the  schools  under  my 
charge.  Vocal  Music  is  taught  in  six  schools,  all,  with  one  exception, : 
connected  with  convents.  The  proficiency  is  generally  very  good,  though 
the  mastering  of  the  theory,  especially  in  the  senior  classes,  gives  trouble. 
Tonic  Solfa  is  the  system  followed  in  Rathkeale  Convent,  and  the  results 
obtained  are  exceedingly  good.  This  method  is  also  being  gradually 
introduced  into  Charleville  Convent  school.  Wherever  practicable,  I 
suggest  that  the  pupils  should  be  made  to  sing  during  the  change  of 
classes,  but  only  in  two  cases,  in  addition  to  those  in  which  the  subject 
finds  a place  on  the  Results  programme,  has  the  idea  been  carried  out. 

The  number  of  schools  in  which  Drawing  is  taught  is  slowly  increasing^ 
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the  teachers  fresh  from  training  frequently  taking  up  the  subject.  Still 
the  proficiency  is  not  high,  the  old  methods,  in  which  the  eraser  played 
a more  prominent  part  than  the  pencil,  still  holding  their  ground.  The 
increase  in  the  fee  paid  for  this  subject  will,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  cause  its 
more  general  introduction,  for  it  may  be  regarded  as  the  only  branch  of 
technical  education  suitable  for  general  instruction  in  National  schools. 

A decreasing  number  of  pupils  are  each  year  presented  for  examination 
in  Geometry  and  Algebra.  The  taste  for  these  subjects  among  at  least 
the  rural  schools,  would  seem  to  be  on  the  decline. 

Instrumental  Music  I have  once  examined  in  during  the  past  year, 
once  also  in  French , and  perhaps  ten  or  twelve  times  in  Physical 
Geography.  The  latter  subject  is  generally  fair,  though  the  lack  of  a 
compact  manual  is  still  a drawback.  I have  had  during  the  same  period 
no  instance  of  Advanced  Dressmaking,  though  a large  proportion  of  the 
female  teachers  possess  sewing  machines,  and  many  of  the  senior  pupils 
can  efficiently  use  them. 

Practical  Cookery  is  taught  with  much  success  in  Rathkeale  Convent 
school.  It  is  matter  for  surprise  that  this  most  useful  subject  is  not  more 
generally  taken  up.  The  ignorance  of  this  humble  but  indispensable 
art  which  the  poorer  classes  show  is  a distinct  obstacle  to  social  progress. 

Only  in  three  out  of  the  seven  infant  departments  in  the  district  is 
Kindergarten  practised.  I much  regret  that  the  system  is  not  adopted 
in  all  of  them.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  effect  of  the  various 
gifts  and  exercises  in  brightening  the  school  life  of  the  children,  and 
fitting  them  for  easier  progress  in  subsequent  study.  The  subject  is 
unusually  well  taught  in  the  Convent  Infant  school  at  Charleville.  The 
sister  in  charge  is  always  eager  to  add  some  novelty  to  her  repertoire,  and 
the  children  are  so  well  drilled  in  their  exercises,  and  so  happy  in  the 
performance  of  them,  that  it  is  a pleasure  to  enter  the  school. 

The  two  great  difficulties  with  which  the  teachers  of  this  district, 
in  common  with  most  others,  have  to  contend,  are  irregularity  of 
attendance,  and  neglect  of  home  lessons.  With  the  first  of  these  the 
law  will  shortly  have  to  deal,  and  so  far  as  my  observation  goes  the 
change  will  be  cordially  welcomed  by  both  managers  and  teachers.  As 
regards  the  second,  it  may  be  said  that  a teacher  of  influence  and 
energy  will  make  his  pupils  work  under  any  circumstances.  Still  I 
believe  that  the  general  complaints  that  are  made  are  not  unfounded. 
No  very  direct  or  immediate  advantage  accrues  here  to  the  industrious 
pupil,  he  sees  too  often  the  boy,  who  has  worked  hard  at  school  vainly- 
seeking  employment  as  a teacher,  the  tendency  of  the  age  is  against 
hard  work,  and  he  follows  the  example  of  his  seniors.  A matter  which 
does  not  always  obtain  proper  attention  is  the  apparatus  of  the  school, 
and  the  arrangement  of  the  furniture.  In  many  vested  schools  I have 
found  the  desks  most  inconveniently  arranged ; and  often  the  requisite 
number  of  blackboards  is  not  in  use.  One  board  at  least  I always 
recommend  should  be  permanently  fastened  to  the  wall  in  a suitable 
position.  The  heavy  scaffold-like  easel  which  was  supplied  generally 
some  years  ago  I entirely  disapprove  of.  Draft  circles  are  now  drawn 
out  everywhere  throughout  the  district,  and  teachers,  who  previously 
were  quite  indifferent  to  their  use,  now  bear  witness  to  their  utility.  I 
attach  much  importance  also  to  the  neatness  and  brightness  of  the  school- 
room, and  in  most  schools  the  wall  tablets  have,  in  accordance  with  my 
suggestions,  been  neatly  bound.  Many  schools  are  still,  I regret  to  say, 
Unprovided  with  clocks.  Heating  is  often  quite  inadequate,  even  in 
places  where  fuel  is  abundant. 

Discipline  is  good,  and,  I believe,  improving.  Precision,  however, 
often,  and  still  oftener  style,  are  wanting  from  the  class  movements. 
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This  may  arise  from  three  causes,  a defective  time-table,  a habit  of  care-  Appendix  c. 
lessness,  or — rarest  case  of  all — complete  inability  on  the  teacher’s  part  Repwt7on 
to  command  order.  The  efforts  of  Inspectors  to  raise  the  standard  in  State  of 
this  respect  will  be  to  a great  extent  ineffective,  so  long  as  no  money  SohooIs- 
value  is  attached  to  this  aspect  of  school  work.  A graduated  grant,  Mr.  j. 
based  on  the  disciplinary  efficiency  of  the  school,  would  be  a distinct  Dickie. 
gain.  Rathkeale, 

Of  the  117  schools  in  my  district  all  but  four  are  under  olerical  M 
management.  (I  exclude,  of  course,  workhouse  schools).  The  clergy-  ment.Se~ 
men  are  most  attentive  to  the  welfare  of  teachers  and  pupils,  and  I do 
not  often  have  to  make  suggestions  for  the  better  direction  of  the  schools 
in  vain.  Two  schools  are  under  the  patronage  of  Lord  Monteagle,  and 
both  he  and  Lady  Monteagle  visit  them  often,  and  evinoe  at  all  times 
the  liveliest  interest  in  their  progress. 

To  the  Convent  schools  in  the  district,  six  in  number,  a somewhat  Convent 
detailed  reference  is  desirable.  Of  Charleville  infant  school  I have  schools, 
spoken  elsewhere  in  this  report.  The  girls’  school  conducted  by  the 
same  Order  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  whole  district.  High  and  uniform 
proficiency,  excellent  tone  and  discipline,  without  a traoe  of  severity, 
characterize  it.  With  the  exception  of  one  lady,  a classed  and  trained 
teacher,  and  the  staff  of  monitors,  the  whole  work  is  done  by  nuns. 

The  Ballingarry  Convent  school  is  at  present  conducted  in  unsuitable 
buildings,  and  its  efficiency  is  thereby  much  affected.  With  reference 
to  the  three  remaining  schools,  one  an  infant  one,  at  Newcastle  West 
and  Rathkeale,  I find  in  each  almost  the  same  faults.  Reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic  are  very  well  taught,  and  the  needlework  of 
the  pupils  is  exceedingly  good.  Extra  subjects,  too,  are  taught  with 
much  success.  But  the  proficiency  in  grammar  and  geography  is 
always  poor,  and  sometimes  bad,  and  thus,  year  after  year,  I have 
practically  the  same  report  to  offer.  I attribute  this  failure  chiefly  to 
the  extent  to  which  these  subjects  are  taught,  especially  in  the  third 
and  fourth  classes,  by  monitors  of  little  experience,  or  junior  lay 
assistants.  These  latter  are  sometimes  paid  monitors  from  whom, 
owing  to  failure  at  examination,  official  salary  has  been  withdrawn.  I 
trust  that  these  communities  will  see  that  the  more  general  employment 
of  classed,  and,  if  possible,  trained  teachers,  would  prove  a more 
effective,  and  in  the  long  run,  more  economical  measure.  Accounts  Accounta. 
are  very  well  kept  as  a rule.  Despite  the  utmost  care,  mistakes  will 
from  time  to  time  occur,  but  I have  pleasure  in  stating  that  during  the 
past  year  only  one  case  of  deliberate  falsification  came  under  my  notice. 

The  teachers  of  this  district  are,  with  few  exceptions,  an  honourable 
and  much  respected  body.  The  children  are  usually  gentle  and 
impressionable.  Regarded  broadly,  the  work  done  in  the  schools  is 
very  satisfactory.  During  the  past  year  I have  had  unusual  oppor- 
tunities for  inspection,  as  distinct  from  examination,  and  I have 
consequently  visited  incidentally  almost  every  school  in  the  district, 
and  some  as  many  as  three  or  four  times.  At  these  visits,  I have 
generally  found  work  proceeding  with  smoothness  and  efficiency,  and 
the  irregularities  which  I have  reported  to  you  have  seldom  been 
serious.

hdustrUa  Gentlemen, — I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  general 

Education.  report  on  the  state  of  Industrial  Education  during  the  past  year. 

Mi,,  It  seems  to  me,  in  looking  back,  that,  so  far  as  the  special  subject 
Prender-  which  interests  me  is  concerned,  those  twelve  months  have  been  unevent- 
gost.  ones_  They  have  seen  no  changes — produced  no  developments  ; but 

growth  is  silent,  and,  in  noiseless  and  unobtrusive  fashion,  industrial 
education  has  continued  to  progress  during  the  year  just  ended— not 
universally,  it  must  be  admitted,  at  all  times  and  in  all  places,  for  that 
would  be  asking  too  much  of  human  nature. 

I find,  of  course,  at  times,  a very  unfortunate  want  of  interest  in  her 
occupation  displayed  by  the  teacher  who  is  instructing  a class  in  needle- 
work ; but  I am  happy  to  state  that  such  apathy  is  becoming  steadily 
rarer.  It  may  sound  like  the  utterance  of  a paradox  to  say  that  the 
better  work  is  done,  the  less  difficulty  there  is  in  doing  it — and  yet, 
there  is  truth  in  the  saying.  To  see  a good  result  of  one’s,  personal 
exertions  so  cheers  and  invigorates  a worker  that  obstacles  vanish  before 
the  energy  and  good  will  with  which  they  are  attacked.  “Where 
there’s  a will,  there’s  a way.”  The  way  of  teaching  needlework  in 
old  times  was — if  one  may  take  to  paradoxes  again — to  neglect  it.

for  teaching  ^ nee(j  parcpy  say.  Wherever  it  is  cherished.,  mistakes  in 

method  abound,  and  the  pupils  jog  along  contentedly,  doing  half  their 
work  the  wrong  way.  This  is  specially  noticeable  as  regards  button- 
holes. There  is  nothing  more  conducive  to  the  production  of  good 
buttonholes  than  the  knowledge  of  a correct  method  of  working  them ; 
yet  many  teachers,  themselves  understanding  the  best  way  of  making 
the  stitch,  are  content  to  see  their  pupils  working  on  a bad  plan, 
hampered  by  which  they  will  never  produce  a really  satisfactory 
specimen.  I have  had,  on  a good  many  occasions,  to  call  attention  to 
this  point ; also,  in  some  cases,  to  object  to  an  excessive  use  of  the 
sewing  machine  in  the  senior  classes.  A knowledge  of  the  mode  of 
working  the  machine  is,  no  doubt,  useful — and  it  is  an  “extra,” 
which,  combined  with  dress-making,  carries  a fee — but  I do  not  at  all 
approve  of  its  being  substituted  for  the  pupil’s  own  ten  fingers,  the 
Use  of  most  natural  and  useful  of  all  machines,  during  the  hour  in  which 
Bewihn.g  . these  latter  are  bound  to  receive  their  training.  This  is  a mistake 
neTdlTwo'rk  which  is  generally  made  in  a school  where  a considerable  amount  of 
of  pro-  work  is  done,  and  many  garments  are  completed  by  senior  classes 
gramme.  flaring  the  year ; but  I have  found  it  also  producing  the  worst  effects, 
in  a school  where  too  much  indulgence,  on  the  part  of  a teacher,  allowed 
full  scope  to  natural  indolence  in  the  character  of  the  girls.  . Here,  a 
rooted  distaste  for  personal  exertion  was  at  the  bottom  of  devotion  to  the 
sewing-machine;  but  it  is  most  often  called  into  requisition  to  hasten  the 
progress  of  shirts,  overalls,  and  other  articles  which  are  needed,  and  for 
which  material  has  not  been  supplied  at  a sufficiently  early  date. 

In  many  schools  this  material  has  to  be  provided  by  the  teachers, 
parents  of  pupils  being  most  reluctant  to  furnish  it.  This  is  no  matter 
for  wonder  when  parents  are  very  poor  ; but  it  does  puzzle  one  a little 
to  find  that  pupils  belonging  to  really  well-to-do  families  are  as  badly 
provided  in  this  way  as  the  most  indigent.  The  girls  attending  model 
schools — almost  invariably  of  a superior  class — are  striking  cases  in 
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point.  The  conductors  of  convent  schools,  who  give  away  large  Appendix  o. 
quantities  of  clothing  to  the  poorer  children  attending,  have,  in  this  Reports  on 
way,  a constant  supply  of  material  in  hand  without  requiring  pupils  to  State  of 
bring  it ; but  1 regret,  where  I see  it  happen,  that  girls  sufficiently  well-  Schools- 
oft’  to  do  so  should  make  no  attempt  at  supplying  the  necessary  work  Mist 
for  themselves.  They  lose  thus  the  pleasure  of  feeling  that  some  of  the  P render- 
clothing  they  wear  is  the  product  of  their  own  industry  and  skill — gast' 
which  assists  to  form  the  spirit  of  industry  and  economy.  It  is,  of  The  pro- 
course, sometimes  difficult  for  teachers  to  combat  this  propensity  to  vidinS. of 
devolve  the  task  of  providing  material  upon  them  ; but,  when  it  can  be  materia  8< 
done,  it  is  best  for  the  children  that  it  should  be.  Whatever  helps  to 
cultivate  in  them  a spirit  of  self-reliance,  a habit  of  independence,  a 
reluctance  to  lean  upon  or  burden  others,  should  be  practised  and 
encouraged  as  an  effectual  part  of  their  training  for  the  battle  of  life. 

In  some  schools  the  teacher  purchases  material,  and  the  made-up  articles 
are  disposed  of  by  sale,  most  generally  to  parents  and  relatives  of 
pupils  ; this  plan  has  been  found  to  answer  well  where  care  is  taken  to 
have  the  garments  properly  shaped  and  neatly  worked. 

The  mention  of  shape  leads  me  to  remark  that  cutting  out  does  not 
receive  sufficient  attention  at  present.  Teachers  seem  to  think' that  the 
roughest  and  most  unseemly  shape  of  shirt , in  particular,  will  do  to 
make  a model  for  their  pupils — and  tell  me,  when  I object  to  its  sack- 
like outline,  that  fathers  and  brothers  like  that  cut,  and  would  object  to  Cutting  out. 
wear  a better-formed  garment ! The  fathers  and  brothers  alluded  to 
are  not  present  to  deny  the  assertion  ; and  I can  only  advise  that  the 
experiment  of  presenting  them  with  a well-shaped  shirt  be  tried , at 
least.  Sufficient  use  is  not  made  of  the  black-board  in  teaching  cutting 
out ; it  is  a most  valuable  aid,  which  I often  find  entirely  overlooked. 

In  sewing  I observe  a general  and  steady  improvement — the  standard  Sewing  and 
rising  in  so  many  schools  that  those  which  still  retain  a low  idea  of  the  darning, 
amount  of  skill  desirable,  look  remarkably  backward,  and  make  a very 
poor  figure  when  compared  with  their  more  energetic  neighbours. 

Darning  is  also  more  regularly  and  carefully  taught.  These  statements, 
however,  are  intended  to  apply  to  class  pupils  only  ; I have  still,  I 
regret  to  say,  to  complain  of  ignorance  and  carelessness  on  the  part  of 
monitresses.  Much  of  the  sewing  which  I examine,  executed  by  them  w 
at  July  Examinations,  is  inferior  to  the  work  of  a child  in  First  Stage  moStreLs. 
of  Fifth  Class  in  a well-taught  school.  Some  of  it  is  very  bad,  indeed. 

Darning  sometimes  shows  absolute  and  entire  ignorance— often  a very 
small  amount  of  knowledge  or  practice  ; Cut  Ling-out  and  Dressmaking 
still  abound  much  more  in  faults  than  in  perfections,  though  some 
improvement  is  visible  in  these  latter  branches.  One  wonders  what  kind 
of  industrial  training  could  be  given  in  a school  to  which  a monitress 
thus  ill- qualified  in  a most  essential  branch  might  be  appointed  as  a teacher. 

But  it  is  immensely  difficult  to  get  those  responsible  for  the  monitresses* 
training  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  preparing  them  to  hold  the 
position  of  teacher  suitably,  so  far  as  this  subject  is  concerned.  It 
seems  to  fall  behind  every  other  — to  drop  out  of  the  ranks  altogether 
sometimes  and  be  forgotten  by  the  wayside.  In  two  large  and  important 
schools  which  I visited  lately,  on  asking  to  see  the  work  of  monitresses, 

I found  none  forthcoming ; on  inquiring  as  to  the  time  devoted  to 
teaching  them  needlework,  I was  informed  that  there  was  no  particular 
time — they  got  a lesson  whenever  it  was  convenient ! Judging  by  the 
absence  of  any  fruit  of  their  labour  in  this  way,  it  was  not  found  con- 
venient often.  I was  no  longer  surprised  when  I remembered  what 
sort  of  specimens  of  sewing,  darning,  etc.,  I had  examined  from  moni- 
tresses of  these  schools ; nothing  good  could  come  of  such  arrangements, 
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AppendixC.  As  a general  rule/  it  is  not  the  little  schools  that  are  the  sinners  in  this 
Reports  on  respect ; the  great  bulk  of  the  bad  work  which  I examine  in  this  way 
State  of  comes  from  large  schools,  having  quite  a staff  of  monitresses.  Cities, 
Schools^  such  as  Dublin  and  Cork,  and  the  districts  close  about  them,  produce  a 
Miss  great  deal  of  unsatisfactory  work  ; I find,  for  instance,  very  disparaging 
F render-  remarks  in  my  notes  on  work  of  District  30  for  1892  Exam.,  some  girls 
gasL  being  unable,  even,  to  turn  the  heel  of  a stocking  ! I have  received 
instructions  to  prepare  a programme  of  needlework  for  monitresses,  to 
be  inserted  at  close  of  their  literary  programme.  This  arrangement,  it 
is  believed,  will  prevent  the  neglect  at  present  very  often  accorded  to 
this  most  necessary  branch  of  their  instruction. 

Alternative  With  regard  to  the  work  of  Alternative  Scheme  I must  say  that  here 
Scheme.  again,  so  far  as  I have  been  able  to  observe,  there  has  been  little  move- 
ment during  the  past  year ; what  there  has  been,  has  gone  in  the 
direction  of  progress — not  so  much  as  regards  the  number  of  schools 
adopting  the  scheme,  as  in  the  quality  of  work  done  in  those  places 
which  had  previously  taken  it  up.  In  many  country  towns  and  districts 
it  is  popular  and  successful,  and  the  work  produced  grows  better  and 
more  finished  as  teachers  become  more  experienced  ; in  cities,  there  are 
obstacles  in  its  way — not  insuperable,  but  demanding  unusual  energy 
and  perseverance  in  the  teacher  who  surmounts  them.  Here,  children 
who  are  destined  to  manual  occupation  often  leave  school  without  enter- 
ing sixth  class  at  all  ; those  who  remain  to  go  through  it  belong  to  better 
homes,  and  cherish  higher  ambitions. 

The  young  generation  to  which  I refer — and,  it  may  be  added,  its 
parents  for  it — desires,  as  a rule,  to  get  through  life  without  using  its 
hands — trusting  to  Providence  to  provide  such  children  of  Gibeon, 
hewers  of  wood  and  drawers  of  water,  as  may  suffice  to  make  and 
mend  its  clothes,  cook  its  dinner,  and  scrub  its  floors.  This  plan 
of  cultivating  the  head  only  answers  well  enough  for  those  who 
really  succeed  in  becoming  governesses,  clerks,  telegraphists,  and  so- 
■ forth — so  long  as  they  continue  at  that  occupation;  but  situations  of 
the  kind  are  not  forthcoming  for  half  the  number  of  girls  aspiring  to 
them.  This  state  of  affairs,  however,  does  not  deter  the  candidates ; 
each  feels  that  she  is  destined  to  be  one  of  the  successful  few,  and  desires 
to  spend  her  school-life  in  preparing  herself  for  her  vocation.  Un- 
fortunately, when  she  fails  to  obtain  the  position  which  she  has  been  trying 
to  qualify  for,  it  is  too  late  to  alter  the  fact  that  she  is  ill  prepared  for 
any  other.  Most  often  she  falls  back  upon  obvious  destiny,  and  marries 
a working  man — the  comfort  of  whose  home  her  years  of  barren 
aspiration  have  not  formed  her  to  secure. 

This  tendency  to  despise  manual  occupations,  and  soar  above  domestic 
industries,  puts  difficulties  in  the  way  of  teachers  whose  schools  are 
attended  by  children  of  the  better-off  class.  They  are  reluctant  to 
oppose  the  expressed  wishes  of  parents  and  pupils,  even  when  they 
believe  that  the  wishes  are  short-sighted  and  unwise — and  still  more  so, 
of  course,  when  they  feel  that  their  own  capacities  are  not  calculated  to 
produce  so  brilliant  a success  with  the  new  departure  as  would  place  it 
above  the  reach  of  criticism.  Model  Schools  have  special  difficulties  to 
contend  with  in  this  way  ; but  the  possibility  of  overcoming  them  is 
very  clearly  shown  in  Cork  Model  National  School  and  Sligo  Model 
National  School.  In  the  former  much  opposition  was  offered  at  first  by 
parents,  and  the  pupils  manifested  great  distaste  for  the  scheme ; but 
when  I last  visited,  difficulties  had  been  got  over,  friction  had  ceased, 
work  had  been  raised  to  a very  creditable  standard,  and  the  pupils  had 
begun  to  exhibit  a liking  for,  and  an  interest  in  the  occupations  which 
they  at  first  disdained.  The  exertions  of  the  teachers,  especially  of  the 
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Principal,  Miss  M’Grath,  directed  by  Head  Inspector,  Mr.  Newell,  had  Appendix c. 
worked  this  most  satisfactory  change.  In  Sligo  Model  National  School,  Reports  on 
which  I visited  lately,  the  work  of  Alternative  Scheme  was  being  carried  State  of 
on  in  a most  creditable  manner.  Here,  also,  parents  expressed  dis-  Scho<>ls‘ 
approval,  and  threatened  to  withdraw  their  children  on  the  adoption  of  Miss 
scheme  ; but  they  have  not  done  so,  and  the  girls  take  an  interest  in  the  Prender- 
production  of  fine,  nicely-finished  garments*  and  well-worked  articles  in 
fancy  knitting  and  crochet,  which  are  nearly  all  bought  by  their 
relatives  and  friends,  material  being  furnished  by  the  Principal. 

To  be  a skilful  needle-woman  cannot  help  but  advantage  a girl, 
no  matter  what  position  in  life  she  is  called  upon  to  fill ; .if  it  be  not 
work  of  necessity,  it  can  be  of  choice  ; it  is  always  a graceful  feminine 
accomplishment,  an  occupation,  a resource.  The  highest  lady  in  the 
land  takes  pleasure  in  using  her  needle,  and  pride  in  using  it  well. 

Her  daughters  and  grand-daughters  follow  in  her  footsteps.  To  be 
well-fitted  for  every  duty  of  home-life — that  is  a girl’s  natural  education. 

One  important  part  of  it  the  Commissioners  are  endeavouring  to  secure 
by  offering  an  extended  course  of  industrial  instruction.  The  tendency 
of  which  I have  spoken  above  interferes  with  the  more  general  adoption 
of  this  : so  does  hazy  and  imperfect  knowledge  on  the  part  of  teachers, 
gut — as  I have  seen  in  a number  of  instances — energy  and  perseverance 
can  overcome  both  these  obstacles. 

In  writing  on  this  point  in  reports  of  1891,  several  Inspectors  refer  Teaching  of 
to  a difficulty  experienced  by  teachers  in  giving  instruction  in  dress-  Dress- 
making.  A system  of  cutting-out  minimises  difficulties  by  ensuring  makm8- 
a correct  shape  and  accurate  fit.  Many  teachers  have  learned  the 
method  expounded  in  the  Board’s  “ Manual,”  but  are  unable  to  use  it 
now  because  the  form  of  bodice  produced  by  following  the  instructions 
has  become — if  I may  use  the  term  in  such  a sense — obsolete.  But 
the  same  system — one  simple  enough  to  be  learned  from  the  instruc- 
tions alone — is  applied  to  the  drafting  out  of  a dress-bodice  of  modern 
shape  in  a little  book — “ Easy  Lessons  on  Scientific  Drafting  ” — by  the 
Sisters  of  George’s  Hill  Convent  National  School,  and  to  be  had  from 
them  at  a small  cost.  Having  cut  out  by  its  aid,  the  teacher  should 
not  find  the  task  of  putting  the  dress  together  beyond  her  ; for  details  of 
finish,  lining,  boning,  &c.,  she  can  examine  and  copy  her  own  gown. 

In  this  matter,  as  in  so  many  others,  it  remains  true  that  “ Where  there’s 
a will,  there’s  a way.” 

Dressmaking  is  now  an  obligatory  subject  of  examination  for  work-  Work- 
mistresses  in  mixed  schools,  and  I often  receive  very  good  specimens  of  mistresses- 
it  from  them.  When  I first  began  to  examine  the  work  of  these  teachers, 

I found  many  presenting  themselves  who  were  very  poorly  qualified  for 
the  task  of  instruction  which  they  desired  to  undertake.  Now,  the 
number  of  really  incompetent  persons  examined  has  become  very  small ; 
which  shows  that  the  standard  of  attainment  for  these  candidates  has 
gradually  risen  to  what  I may  designate  as  a respectable  height. 

Demand  creates  supply,  as  everybody  knows.  During  the  past  year 
I have  examined  and  reported  on  the  specimens  of  170  candidate 
workmistresses.  Twelve  of  these  examinations  were  for  a second  time, 
first  specimens  having  been  defective.  Many  of  these  teachers  exhibited 
very  good  proficiency,  the  great  bulk  of  them  passed,  and  they  are  now, 

I hope,  doing  satisfactory  work  in  their  special  line. 

With  regard  to  Industrial  Departments,  the  year  has  brought  some  Condition  of 
changes  for  the  worse,  as  well  as  some  for  the  better.  Grants  have  1,ndus^rial , 
been  withdrawn  in  several  cases  where  the  Commissioners  found  it 
impossible  to  continue  them — the  Special  Class,  for  whose  benefit  the 
Teacher  was  appointed,  having  so  diminished  as  to  be  no  longer,  worth 
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Appendix  c.  considering.  In  one  case,  the  McKinlay  tariff  was  the  cause  of  this 
Reports  on  falling  off  in  attendance,  and  the  destruction  of  a promising  department. 
State  of  This  was  in  Ballyjamesduff  Convent  National  Schools,  where  the  principal 

Schools.  industry-  carried  on  was  sprigging — or,  as  it  is  called  in  northern 

Mjts  districts,  flowering — on  handkerchiefs,  for  Belfast  firms,  by  which  girls 
Prender-  living  in  their  parents’  homes  could  earn  sufficient  for  their  own  support 
sast‘.  and  in  which,  accordingly,  pupils  were  anxious  to  become  skilled.  The 
great  market  for  this  work  was  America;  and  the  prohibitive  duty  on 
imported  goods  imposed  by  the  new  tariff  so  diminished  the  manufacturers’ 
profits  on  these  articles  that  the  pay  offered  to  the  embroiderers  became 
too  small  to  be  worth  working  for.  The  Special  Class  emigrated — almost 
in  a body.  Emigration  has  also  been  the  cause  of  withdrawal  of  grant 
in  other  cases,  where  senior  girls,  such  as  naturally  form  a special  in- 
dustrial class,  have  left,  at  a very  early  age,  for  America. 

Some  of  the  Industrial  Departments  have  made  noticeable . progress 
during  the  past  year  in  amount  and  quality  of  work  produced.  1 may 
mention — Kinsale  Convent  National  School , where  fine  Limerick 
tambour  lace  is  made  in  considerable  quantities  ; cut-linen  and  drawn- 
thread  work,  of  very  good  quality,  is  done  for  the  Belfast  market ; also 
machine- knitting,  shirt-making,  and  linen  embroidery,  for  more  local 
sale  (specimens  of  the  work  of  this  department  have  been  ordered  for 
Chicago  Exhibition) ; Killa/rney  Convent  National  School , where  flat 
needlepoint  lace  had  improved,  both  in  design  and  execution  : and  the 
work  of  juniors  in  the  Department,  dressmaking,  shirtmaking,  fancy 
knitting  and  crochet,  also  showed  advance ; Carlow  Convent  National 
School , where  steady  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  quality  of 
work  done ; Oughterard  Convent  National  School , where,  also,  the 
standard  has  risen,  year  by  year,  till  it  has  attained  a very  creditable 
height ; Kilkenny  Presentation  Convent  National  School , where  the 
general  work  is  very  satisfactory ; IStraclbally  Convent  National 
School  (Co.  Waterford),  where  several  new  branches  have  been  under- 
taken with  success  during  the  past  twelve  months  ; and  Cashel  Convent 
National  School \ where  decided  general  improvement  is  visible. 

The  number  of  new  Departments  recognised  is  small.  They  are — 
Kilkee  Convent  National  School , where  pupils  are  taught  dressmaking, 
shirtmaking,  making  of  underclothing,  fancy  knitting,  crochet,  Mount- 
mellick  and  other  kinds  of  embroidery  ; and  Mitchelstown  Convent 
National  School ',  where  pupils  learn  dressmaking,  shirtmaking,  making 
of  underclothing,  knitting  and  crochet,  crewel  embroidery. 

Both  these  Departments  promise  to  be  useful  and  beneficial  to  the 
girls  of  their  neighbourhoods. 

In  nearly  all  Industrial  Departments  to  which  grants  of  salary  are 
now  made,  much  useful  work  is  done.  On  the  whole,  I am  satisfied 
that  industrial  work  is  steadily  progressing,  and  I look  forward  to  a 
striking  improvement  in  thrift  and  tidiness  among  Irish  women,  when 
the  present  school-going  generation,  trained  to  make  and  mend  their 
own  and  their  relatives’  clothing,  shall  have  grown  to  maturity,  and 
taken  up  the  responsibilities  of  life.

(5).  Repoets  by  District  Inspectors  on  School  Departments 
coming  within  the  provisions  of  Rule  52,  viz. : — 

( a .)  In  National  Schools  whose  Managers  desire  that  special  provision  j;n^ustr;al 
be  made  for  the  instruction  and  training  of  Externs  as  well  as  female  instruction, 
pupils  who  have  passed  through  the  Sixth  Class,  in  Embroidery  and 
other  advanced  kinds  of  needlework  or  other  approved  branches  of 
industrial  instruction  for  females,  a salary  dependent  upon  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  may  be  awarded  to  a Special  Industrial  Teacher 
thoroughly  qualified  to  organize  and  conduct  such  instruction. 

(5.)  Such  Teacher  will  be  charged  with  the  general  supervision  of 
the  entire  Industrial  Education  in  the  School,  including  the  plain 
needlework,  &c.,  prescribed  in  the  programmes  of  the  several  classes, 
and  will  be  personally  responsible  for  the  efficient  instruction  and  train- 
ing of  a Special  Industrial  Class  composed  of  Extern  young  women  and 
such  pupils  as  may  have  passed  through  the  ordinary  literary  course  of 
the  School. 

( c ,)  Each  member  of  the  Special  Industrial  Class  must  be  engaged  in 
receiving  Industrial  Instruction  daily,  for  such  time  as  in  consideration 
of  the  nature  of  the  industry  pursued  may  be  deemed  adequate. 

( d .)  The  recognition  of  a Special  Industrial  Teacher  will  not  relieve 
the  ordinary  female  teachers  of  the  School  from  the  obligation  of 
giving  efficient  practical  instruction  under  the  supervision  of  the  Special 
Industrial  Teacher,  in  plain  needlework,  &c.,  fco  the  pupils  of  the  School 
Classes  as  prescribed  in  the  programmes,  and  particularly  to  the  girls 
of  the  Sixth  Class,  under  the  Alternative  Scheme  approved  for  that 
class. 

(e.)  To  warrant  the  recognition  of  a Special  Industrial  Teacher,  there 
must  be  a separate  work-room  suitably  furnished  and  used  for  the 
instruction  of  the  Special  Industrial ' Class.  The  instruction,  however, 
of  the  several  classes  in  needlework,  &c.,  and  of  the  Sixth  Class  in  the 
Alternative  Scheme,  may  be  carried  on  wholly  or  partly  by  the  teachers 
in  this  work-room. 

(f.)  The  remuneration  of  the  Special  Industrial  Teacher  from  the 
Commissioners  is  limited  to  the  personal  salary  awarded  to  her,  but  the 
Commissioners  strongly  recommend  that  such  salary  be  augmented 
from  local  sources  by  the  Patron  or  Manager  of  the  School. 

(g.)  In  every  Industrial  Department  a separate  Roll  Book,  and 
separate  Daily  Report  Book,  must  be  kept  for  the  Special  Industrial 
Class.

Gentlemen, — I beg  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  Agricultural 
Department  for  the  year  1892. 

During  this  year  there  has  not  been  material  change  in  the  general 
system  of  Agricultural  education  under  the  Commissioners. 

There  has  been , however,  a further  developm  ent  of  instruction  in  dairying 
through  the  recognition  of  the  necessity  for  instruction  in  better  systems  of 
management  of  the  creameries,  which  during  late  years  have  increased  so 
rapidly. 

The  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  creameries  for  associated 
dairying  in  Ireland  has  been  remarkable,  and  the  difficulty  of  procuring 
managers  and  operatives  for  this  new  industry  was  very  considerable. 
Indeed  in  many  cases  almost  complete  failure  in  the  working  of  the 
creameries  resulted  through  this  difficulty,  and  it  must  be  taken  as  an 
omen  of  future  success,  that  notwithstanding  much  inefficient  manage- 
ment, so  much  in  the  way  of  satisfactory  results  was  produced. 

The  promoters  of  the  co-operative  movement  in  Ireland  must  get  the 
credit  of  having  been  the  means  of  securing  instruction  in  creameries 
for  Ireland ; and  through  the  influence  of  the  leaders  of  this  movement 
the  desirability  of  appointing  an  instructor  in  dairying  under  the  National 
Board  was  recognised.  The  appointment  of  this  officer  has  now  been 
made  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  duties  of  the  instructor  in  dairying  are — to  visit,  and  critically 
examine,  creameries  and  butter  factories ; to  give  instruction  as  to 
improved  methods  of  dairying,  and  to  report  to  the  Commissioners  from 
time  to  time  upon  the  condition  and  prospects  of  dairying  in  this 
country. 

A good  deal  has  been  written  and  spoken  as  to  the  improvement  that 
might  be  effected  through  the  introduction  of  the  systems  of  Danish  and 
Swedish  dairies  to  Ireland. 

It  must  be  considered  that  the  circumstances  affecting  farming  in 
Ireland,  as  compared  with  Denmark  and  Sweden,  are  different,  and  that 
what  would  be  suitable  for  these  countries  might  be  quite  out  of  place 
here. 
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There  are  districts  in  Ireland  in  which  systems  similar  to  Danish  and  Appendix  o. 
Swedish  dairying  would  ho  successful,  but  to  prescribe  for  the  whole  of  ReD^7nn 
this  country  a universal  adoption  of  the  system  of  any  other  country  State  o' 
would  be  inadvisable.  J Schools. 

Again,  the  system  of  winter  dairying,  now  so  largely  practised  in 
Denmark,  would  not  be  found  profitable  in  certain  dairying  districts  in 
Ireland  where  a different  system  is  now  successfully  practised. 

There  are  districts  in  Ireland  in  which  the  starting  of  creameries 
upon  the  Danish  system  would  result  in  failure,  whilst  the  adoption 
therein  of  the  Normandy  system  upon  suitable  bases  would  prove 
successful. 

What  is  required  for  dairying  in  Ireland  is  a good  knowledge  of  the 
principles  that  are  involved  in  the  different  systems  of  successful  dairy 
management,  that  the  people  may  be  in  a position  to  put  into  operation 
in  the  different  districts  of  Ireland  the  systems  respectively  suited  to 
those  districts. 

The  improvement  in  Irish  dairy  produce  is  very  marked,  and  I look 
forward  to  future  developments  very  hopefully. 

During  the  year  1892  the  chief  dairymaid  from  the  Glasnevin  dairy  Dairy 
attended  the  Agricultural  Shows  of  the  Sligo  Agricultural  Society,  the  Instruction 
Balimasloe  Agricultural  Society,  county  Galway,  and  the  Hollymount 
Agricultural  Society,  county  Mayo. 

On  these  occasions  large  attendances  of  the  farming  classes  appeared 
at  the  lectures  and  demonstrations,  and  I am  confident  that  a con- 
siderable amount  of  information  was  carried  away  by  those  who 
attended.  J 

. Tlle  *Jstem  of  itinerant  dairy  instruction  sanctioned  by  the  Commis- 
sioners has  not  developed  satisfactorily,  mainly  because  of  the  difficulty 
m securing  the  local  arrangements  of  committees,  <fcc.,  for  carrying  it  on 
and  for  meeting  incidental  expenses.  There  must  be  more  locaf  assis- 
anee  it  this  useful  work  is  to  be  developed.  The  machinery  that  existed 
lormerly  in  local  agricultural  societies  would  have  helped  this  movement 
it  is  a work  eminently  belonging  to  such  organizations.  These  societies 
nave  been  reduced  in  number  almost  to  the  vanishing  point,  and  un- 
ortimately  there  is  at  present  no  prospect  of  their  being  revived. 

....  dairy  schools  at  Glasnevin  and  Cork  are  in  a satisfactory  con- 
ltion,  and  the  attendance  of  pupils  at  those  schools  continues  large,

At  no  period  in  the  history  of  industrial  education  has  there  been  so 
, i,  ea™estness  displayed  as  there  is  at  present  in  the  cause  of  a«ri- 
, '1FJ  instruction  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Vast  sums  of  money  are 
X,™  “ ®reat  Britain  by  County  Councils.  The  Board  of  Agri-  General 

atm  v c0.  aibutes  liberally  in  aid  of  local  efforts,  and  agricultural  in-  Agricul- 
t ion  in  England  is  well  supported  generally  as  regards  funds.  cat?onEdu" 
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Yet  notwithstanding  the  large  sums  of  money  granted,  and  the 
earnestness  of  the  promoters,  there  appears  to  be  a growing  mistrust  of 
the  prospective  results  of  the  systems  of  agricultural  instruction  now  at 
work  in  England. 

The  system  of  agricultural  instruction  most  largely  practised  is  the 
employment  of  lecturers  who  go  from  district  to  district  for  the  purpose 
of  delivering  courses  of  lectures  upon  Agricultural  Science.  In  some 
cases  specialists,  such  as  Veterinary  surgeons,  dairy  experts,  &c.,  are 
engaged.  But  it  seems  to  be  impossible  to  devise  a course  of  instruction 
on  the  science  of  agriculture  which  will  be  of  much  value  until 
(a.)  Instruction  is  imparted  in  first  principles  ; 

(6.)  A classification  of  persons  is  made  for  the  purposes  of  teaching. 

Any  attempt  to  bring  instruction  to  a mixed  gathering  of  farmers, 
labourers,  mechanics,  and  schoolboys,  is  likely  to  end  in  failure. 

The  teaching  of  branches  of  agriculture  by  specialists  may  however  be 
looked  upon  with  favour. 

In  England  during  the  past  five  years  the  progress  of  improvement  in 
dairying  through  the  efforts  of  the  Agricultural  Societies  and  County 
Councils  has  been  very  marked.  It  has  been  found,  too,  that  lectures 
upon  Veterinary  science,  and  upon  the  connection  between  science  and 
practice  in  dealing  with  the  animals  of  the  farm,  have  been  successful. 
In  these  two  branches,  farmers  see  an  immediate  result  following  the 
acquisition  of  knowledge,  and  considerable  improvement  in  farm  practice 
will  assuredly  result  from  a continuance  of  such  instruction, 

Education  has  become  a matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  farmer. 
It' must  have  for  an  object  the  preparation  of  the  minds  of  youths  in 
rural  districts  for  the  business  of  their  future  lives.  The  farmer’s  life 
is  a life  of  thought  and  struggle,  and  each  year  brings  into  clearer  light 
the  commercial  basis  of  successful  farming. 

In  a paper  recently  contributed  to  the  Journal  of  the  Bath  and  West 
of  England  Agricultural  Society,  upon  Technical  Education  from  the 
Agriculturist’s  point  of  view,  Mr.  C.  T.  Acland  notes  : — 

“ Our  aim  then  ought  to  be,  not  to  teach  practical  farming,  but  so  to  prepare  the  mind 
of  the  young  man  who  intends  to  take  to  farming  that  he  may  derive  the  utmost  possible 
advantage  in  his  practice  from  what  scientific  men  have  ascertained  by  their  study. 

“ The  object  before  us  is  not  to  fill  his  mind  with  a collection,  or  rather  a selection,  of 
scientific  facts,  but  to  open  and  prepare  his  mind  for  the  reception  of  the  results  of  obser- 
vation— his  own  future  observation  in  his  practice,  and  the  recorded  observation  of  men 
engaged  in  scientific  investigation. 

“ Probably  one  of  the  first  and  most  fundamental  steps  is  to  enable  him  to  realise 
the  actual  character  of  a law  of  nature,  its  depth  and  width,  the  precision  and  uniformity 
of  its  action  and  its  definitions.  Then,  also,  it  will  be  essential  that  he  should  understand 
what  is  meant  by  the  scientific  terms  most  commonly  in  use,  and  the  principles  of  classi- 
fication adopted  in  such  sciences  as  Botany,  Chemist^,  Mineralogy,  and  Zoology,  but 
especially  the  elementary  principles  of  life,  and  the  functions  of  living  matter — the 
elementary  principles  of  applied  Mechanics,  and  the  usefulness  of  Geometry  and  AlgebM; 
ought  to  be  impressed  upon  his  mind.” 

To  the  absence  of  such  a training  is  attributed  the  fact  that  farmers,  oi 
all  business  men,  do  not  as  a rule  read  books  appertaining  to  their  pro- 
fession ; they  are  unable  to  understand  the  phraseology  of  scientific  books. 

And  in  addition  to  this  discouragement  there  are 

“but  few  men  really  trained  in  science,  who  have  sufficient  acquaintance  with  the  mental 
habit  of  those  who  spend  the  whole  of  their  lives  in  rural  and  agricultural  affairs,  to  be 
able  to  present  the  valuable  information  which  they  have  to  convey  in  such  form  as  to  be 
attractive  to  agricultural  readers.” 

The  gap  between  practical  and  scientific  farming  is  a wide  one,  and  it 
must  be  filled  up  by  such  educational  provisions  as  shall  render  the 
steps  between  the  two  points  of  knowledge  easy  and  secure.  The.  filling 
up  must  commence  with  the  youth. 
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In  no  occupation  is  the  faculty  of  observation  more  necessary  than  in 
the  business  of  farming,  and  yet  unfortunately  in  few  employments  is  it  so 
deplorably  deficient.  That  certain  causes  must  produce  certain  results  is 
almost  generally  taken  for  granted,  but  the  spirit  of  inquiry  into  causes 
which  have  produced  satisfactory  results  in  other  kinds  of  business  appears 
to  be  very  deficient  in  our  farmers.  Hence  they  are  made  the  victims 
of  frauds  in  trading.  The  farmer  is  in  fact  too  slow  in  taking  advantage 
of  information.  He  does  not,  as  a rule,  originate  new  practices,  or 
“ reason  out  ” the  advisability  of  adopting  or  rejecting  recommendations 
that  may  be  made  to  him. 

It  is  a matter  for  serious  consideration  how  to  systematise  education 
so  that  it  may  foster  and  not  wither  the  spirit  of  observation  which 
appears  so  natural  to  early  childhood. 

In  previous  reports  I have  endeavoured  to  urge  the  prime  im- 
portance of  instructing  our  youths  in  the  elements  of  natural  Science  ; 
I have  endeavoured  to  show  that  such  instruction  might,  in  the  course 
of  time,  contribute  materially  to  the  progress  of  our  great  national 
industry. 

I have  instances  before  my  mind  where  Irishmen,  who  have  had  train- 
ing in  the  sciences  that  relate  to  agriculture,  have  thereby  acquired 
remarkable  strength  in  thought  and  action.  It  is  not  too  much  to 
expect  that  what  has  improved  individuals  will  when  extended  improve 
a population. 

The  following  remarks  of  Cardinal  Wiseman  contain  an  admirable 
testimony  to  the  moral  and  intellectual  value  of  science  training  properly 
directed. 

In  a lecture  delivered  by  him  on  the  Teaching  of  Science,  and  its 
effect  upon  Religion,  he  says  : — 

“ In  all  physical  science  we  can  only  be  the  servants  and  disciples 
of  nature.  She  must  be  the  absolute  mistress,  and  she  will  not  yield  one 
tittle  of  her  power  to  us. 

“We  must  be  the  scholars,  she  must  be  the  mistress. 

“ Be  sure,  then,  that  the  man  of  real  science  recognizes  more  than  the 
superficial  observer  the  concord  between  physical  and  moral  laws,  be- 
tween science  and  religion.  Both  come  from  one  great  source ; and 
every  step  that  we  make  in  the  investigation  of  the  physical  laws  and 
of  their  principles  ought  to  lead  us  only  to  a nearer  and  better  acquain- 
tance with  those  of  the  moral  universe,  and  with  the  majesty  and 
grandeur  of  Him  who  has  wished  to  grant  us  growing  evidence  of 
Himself  and  of  His  attributes,  by  allowing  His  works,  perfect  from  the 
beginning,  to  be  gradually  unveiled  and  explained  to  our  researches. 
Look,  then,  on  all  science  as  represented  to  you  under  the  form  of  a 
tapering  pyramid : the  base  of  which  covers  all  creation,  and  contains 
all  that  God  has  made,  known  to  us,  and  unknown.  Its  next  step  will 
be  much  narrowed,  and  comprehend  the  comparatively  small  portion 
which  man  has  merely  investigated.  After  this,  less  extensive  still, 
will  be  what  he  has  attained  by  plausible  conjecture  and  ingenious 
theories  ; then  the  very  little  which  he  has  been  able  to  demonstrate  to 
certainty  : till  the  summit  and  point  of  all  this  science  is  lost,  and  hid- 
den in  the  dazzling  light  of  higher  wisdom,  which  is  to  know  God, 
towards  whom  all  our  knowledge  will  thus  aspire  and  tend,  from  whom 
all  blessing  will  descend  and  spread  over  all  our  pursuits. 

“It  is  not,  therefore,  by  conflicting  with  her,  but  by  learning  from  her 
With  docility,  and  simplicity,  and  admiration,  that  we  shall  fairly  over 
come  her.  And  this  may  be  done  in  two  different  ways.  One  is,  if  I 
may  use  the  expression,  by  alluring  her  to  our  assistance,  making  her 
our  friond,  and  for  that  purpose  using  her  own  laws  which  we  have 
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already  discovered.  For  by  submission  alone  to  those  laws,  which  she 
herself  has  taught  us,  can  we  overcome  her.” 

Instruction  in  the  minor  agricultural  industries  would  be  of  immense 
service  to  Ireland. 

Yery  little  has  hitherto  been  done  in  this  * direction,  and  we  are 
altogether  behind  other  countries  in  the  production  and  marketing  of 
articles  of  farm  produce,  usually  styled  minor,  but  which  for  Ireland 
might  well  be  called  important  industries. 

All  over  the  country  a large  stock  of  poultry  is  held,  and  amongst  the 
poorest  districts  we  find  that  poultry  and  eggs  are  produced  in  great 
abundance. 

It  appears  to  me  that  improvement  in  the  receipts  from  poultry  in 
the  poorer  parts  of  the  country  must  mainly  come  from  teaching  the 
people  how  to  prepare  their  products  for  the  market ; we  cannot,  by 
by  any  means  instantly  improve  the  condition  of  the  poultry  keepers. 
The  introduction  of  new  varieties  of  fowls  from  the  yards  of  fanciers 
will  not  bring  an  income  to  the  poultry  keepers  of  the  poor  districts  in 
Ireland.  This  step  might  even  be  mischievous. 

The  systems  of  poultry  keeping,  and  egg  and  poultry  marketing,  must 
be  largely  altered  • before  there  can  be  much  of  an  increase  to  the 
incomes  of  small  farmers  in  the  poorer  districts  of  the  country. 

What  is  primarily  required  is  to  show  the  farming  population  how 
they  can  immediately  increase  their  income  by  improved  management, 
and  that  this  can  be  done  by  accepting  as  a lesson  what  is  done  in 
districts  of  Ireland  where  poultry  rearing  is  successful. 

In  the  counties  of  Wexford,  Kilkenny,  and  Waterford,  there  are 
districts  where  poultry  rearing  is  highly  profitable.  This  industry  has 
grown  up  within  the  past  thirty  years.  Many  instances  have  come  to  my 
knowledge  where  an  income  of  over  £20  per  annum  from  Poultry 
management  is  made  by  small  farmers  in  districts  where  careful  manage- 
ment is  practised.  In  the  north  of  Ireland  also,  there  are  districts  in 
which  substantial  incomes  are  derived  from  poultry. 

The  success  of  poultry  rearing  as  an  industry  depends  very  largely 
upon  the  successful  marketing  of  the  produce.  I know  of  no  industry 
that  could  be  so  much  improved  in  a short  time  as  poultry-  keeping. 
And  this  can  be  done  mainly  in  relation  to  the  marketing  of  the 
poultry  and  eggs  produced,  for  which  instruction  is  required. 

The  introduction  of  “improved”  (?)  breeds  of  poultry  to  districts  in 
Ireland,  unless  the  people  are  instructed  in  the  best  methods  of  feeding 
and  managing  their  stocks,  will  result  in  failure.  The  sending  of  the 
large  Toulouse  or  Embden  geese  to  the  hills  of  Sligo  would  result  in 
disaster  so  long  as  the  people  will  not  improve  their  system  of 
management ; and  improvement  cannot  take  place  until  the  people  are 
taught  and  otherwise  helped  in  the  marketing  of  produce. 

The  subject  of  fruit-growing  in  Ireland  has  recently  attracted  con- 
siderable attention.  Here,  again,  any  attempt  to  induce  farmers  to  take  up 
fruit  growing  as  a profitable  branch  of  farm  industry  will  result  in  failure 
unless  the  people  are  instructed  in  the  proper  methods  of  fruit  culti- 
vation. _ ’ 

At  one  time  the  cultivation  of  apples  was  a profitable  industry  in  the 
county  Waterford.  Through  want  of  knowledge  of  the  cultivation  and 
management  of  apple  trees  this  industry  has  died  out.  At  the  present 
time  in  the  county  Armagh  apples  are  profitably  cultivated;  but  it  is  to 
be  feared  that  good  cultivation  is  the  exception,  and  that  the  industry 
may  after  some  time  languish.  The  old  idea  that  an  orchard  may  be 
allowed  to  take  care  of  itself  is  no  longer  tenable. 
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Normandy  apple  growers  take  considerable  care  of  the  cultivation  of  -Appendix  c 
their  orchards,  and  they  derive  good  incomes  from  them.  The  Reports  on 
fruit  growing  of  Normandy  is  so  important  that  the  government  of  the  State  of 
country  issues  special  direction  in  case  information  is  required  by  the  00  8~ 
apple  cultivators.  This  year  the  removal  of  the  mistletoe  from  the  apple  Mr. 
trees  has  been  directed  by  the  French  government  because  of  injury  to  CarroU- 
the  trees  from  the  growth  of  this  parasite.  Fruit  grow- 

From  observation  made  over  a considerable  extent  of  country,  I am  ing* 
of  opinion  that  the  growth  of  apples  and  other  fruits  might  be  profitably 
undertaken  by  Irish  farmers.  I have  seen,  in  the  county  Donegal, 
apples  that  for  colour  would  compare  favourably  with  the  best  Ameri- 
can produce,  whilst  in  flavour,  as  eating  apples  or  for  cooking  purposes, 
the  Irish  apples  are  much  before  the  American  fruit. 

From  the  nursery  at  Glasnevin  an  experiment  in  fruit  cultivation 
was  made  at  an  agricultural  school  in  the  County  Mayo,  which  may  have 
the  effect  of  encouraging  fruit  cultivation  in  that  county. 

In  the  neighbourhood  of  Swinford  the  Callow  School  has  a farm  whose 
soil  appears  to  be  well  suited  to  apple  growing.  The  Commissioners 
sanctioned  my  sending  the  surplus  apple  trees  from  the  Clasnevin 
nursery  to  this  school,  and  about  forty  trees  of  good  varieties  of  apples 
have  been  planted  in  a good  position  upon  the  Callow  agricultural 
school  farm.  This  experiment  will  be  watched  with  interest ; I am 
hopeful  of  good  results. 

The  cultivation  of  vegetables  has  been  frequently  proposed  as  an  Vegetable 
export  industry  for  Ireland,  and  in  some  favoured  localities  the  cultiva-  cultivation, 
ation  of  vegetables  for  early  marketing  would  be  profitable  for 
commerce,  but  an  extension  of  vegetable  growing  over  the  whole  of 
Ireland,  with  the  view  of  supplying  Engb'sh  or  other  markets,  is  not 
likely  as  yet  to  command  the  conditions  of  a successful  scheme,  owing  to 
the  absence  in  many  districts  of  the  facilities  for  ready  and  rapid  trans- 
port. 

In  some  favoured  parts  of  the  country  the  cultivation  of  early  potatoes 
and  the  finer  vegetables  for  early  marketing  would  be  profitable.  The 
small  Island  of  Jersey  receives  an  annual  income  of  almost  half  a 
million  sterling  from  the  growth  of  early  potatoes. 

On  the  whole,  I should  feel  encouraged  to  take  up  this  industry, 
and  believe  that  it  would  be  profitable,  provided  that  suitable  localities 
were  selected  for  the  industry,  and  that  means  were  adopted  to  educate 
the  people  in  the  best  methods  of  procedure. 

t The  cultivation  of  early  potatoes  is,  however,  an  industry  which  is  very 
liable  to  fluctuation.  The  industry  in  the  Channel  Islands  is  already 
threatened  with  injury  through  the  competition  of  other  countries. 


The  Albert  National  Agricultural  Institution. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  general  arrangements  of  this  institution 
during  the  year. 

The  attendance  at  the  different  classes  has  been  maintained,  and  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  conduct  and  attention  to  studies  on  the  part 
of  the  pupils  have  been  most  satisfactory.

— It  is  understood  that  the  teaching  at  the  Farm  shall  be  of  as  practical 
Curroll  a c^aracter  as  possible,  and  the  Queen’s  Scholars  are  expected  to  give 
u>  r°,  ‘ their  attention  mainly  to  practical  matters. 

The  Albert  . In  former  reports  I have  given  expression  to  my  desire  that  instruction 
Agncui-  jn  the  sciences  bearing  upon  agriculture — Agricultural  Chemistry  and 
Institution.  Geology,  Botany  and  Natural  History — and  some  instruction  in  Veter- 
inary science,  should  be  given  to  the  young  teachers  during  their  course 
of  training. 

My  observation  of  the  teaching  of  agriculture  in  schools  convinces  me 
that  to  be  effective  and  useful,  the  teachers  should  be  better  instructed 
than  they  are  in  the  principles  of  agriculture. 

Agriculture,  properly  taught,  might  be  made  an  attractive  study,  and 
as  a rule,  youth  is  fascinated  through  clear  explanation  and  the  tracing 
of  effect  to  cause.  I hope  the  time  may  not  be  long  delayed  when  all 
our  young  male  teachers  will  have  ample  opportunity  for  acquiring 
a useful  knowledge  of  Agricultural  Science. 

2.  Y oung  men  of  the  farming  class  who  were  admitted  for  a session 
of  eight  months. — There  were  36  pupils  in  attendance  at  this  course 
during  the  year.

This  class  has  been  entirely  satisfactory  as  regards  conduct  and 
attention  to  studies.  The  health  of  the  pupils  has  also  been  uniformly 
good. 

The  lectures  upon  Agricultural  Chemistry,  Geology,  Botany,  Natural 
History,  and  Veterinary  Science,  were  delivered  by  the  different 
Professors,  who  reported  favourably  upon  the  attention  of  the  students. 

The  work  of  the  Farm  during  the  session  has  been  cheerfully  under- 
taken ; indeed  many  of  the  pupils  are  at  this  work  quite  proficient. 

The  pupils  are  expected  to  take  part  in  all  the  operations  of  the 
farm  and  garden. 

The  labour  is  varied,  and  of  such  a character  that  the  pupils  of  the 
Glasnevin  Institution  will  acquire  a fair  knowledge  of  a great  variety  of 
farm  and  garden  practice. 

The  work  of  the  gardens  and  nursery  grounds  is  especially  educational, 
and  I place  considerable  reliance  upon  the  industrial  training  given  here 
as  being  extremely  useful  in  developing  intelligence  in  respect  to 
labour  on  the  part  of  the  students. 

In  each  week  batches  of  eight  pupils  are  alternately  employed  at  work 
in  the  gardens,  nurseries  and  fruit  houses.  Here  they  are  taught  the 
desirability  of  precise  and  exact  work,  and  they  acquire  a knowledge  of 
plant  life  and  plant  management  which  should  be  useful  to  them  in 
agriculture,  and  which  could  not  be  obtained  at  mere  field  work. 

The  carpenters’  and  blacksmiths’  workshops  are  much  appreciated  by 
the  pupils,  and  the  training  in  those  shops,  short  as  it  must  necessarily  be, 
will  be  useful  to  the  students  in  their  future  lives  at  home  or  abroad.  In 
those  workshops  there  are  no  attempts  made  to  turn  out  skilled  mechanics, 
and  each  pupil  is  expected  to  give  his  attention  to  becoming  expert  in 
the  use  of  ordinary  tools  to  such  an  extent  only  as  will  make  him  useful 
in  work  that  will  not  require  the  services  of  skilled  artizans.

The  interest  in  this  department  of  the  Albert  Agricultural  Institu- 
tion continues  unabated,  and  I hare  to  report  that  very  satisfactory  Ihc’Albsrt 
results  are  noticeable  from  the  instruction  given  at  the  Dairy  School  " 
here.  Institution. 


Several  of  the  pupils  of  the  Glasnevin  and  Munster  Dairy  Schools 
occupy  important  positions  in  the  dairy  industry  of  the  United  Kingdom 
as  teachers  or  superintendents  of  creameries  and  butter  factories.  In 
England  especially  our  former  pupils  now  engaged  in  teaching  are  much 
appreciated. 

The  courses  of  instruction  in  dairying  to  the  Queen’s  Scholars  (females) 
of  the  Marlborough-street  Training  College  have  been  continued  during 
the  year,  and  the  interest  taken  by  the  students  has  been  most 
satisfactory. 

Attendance  at  these  classes  of  dairy  instruction  is  entirely  voluntary  ; 
but  there  are  no  cases  of  abstention  from  attendance. 


The  Albert  Farm 

The  Farm  of  the  Institution  has  during  the  year  produced  good 
results  in  respect  to  farm  profits  and  successful  results  in  crop  growing 
and  stock  management. 

As  a matter  of  expediency  it  was  considered  advisable  to  change  the 
site  of  the  six-acre  spade  labour  farm,  and  also  the  twenty -five  acre 
farm. 

The  spade  labour  farm  has  had  introduced  upon  it  a small  garden  in 
order  to  illustrate  a system  of  cottage  gardening  suitable  to  the  circum- 
stances of  the  small  farmers  of  Ireland.  The  site  of  this  farm  is  also  in  a 
better  position  for  teaching  purposes.  As  it  stands  now,  it  is  a prominent 
feature  of  the  grounds. 

As  regards  the  twenty-five  acre  farm,  it  was  considered  desirable  to 
lay  down  to  pasture  for  a few  years  the  land  formerly  devoted  to  the 
intermediate  farm,  and  a portion  of  land  has  been  taken  from 
the  large  farm  in  exchange,  upon  which  will  be  followed  a system  of 
farming  suitable  for  a wide  range  of  Irish  farms. 

Experiments  upon  the  system  of  protection  against  potato  disease 
through  the  use  of  sulphate  of  copper  were  carried  out  upon  the  farm. 
Reports  thereon,  as  well  as  upon  other  experiments,  will  be  found  in 
appendices.

The  Botanical  and  Experimental  Grounds. 

These  grounds  are  at  present  in  a most  satisfactory  condition.  They 
have  high  value  as  educational  media. 

In  addition  to  a small  botanical  arrangement  through  'which  the  pupils 
become  acquainted  with  the  plants  of  a number  of  orders,  a nursery  of 
forest,  fruit,  and  ornamental  shrubs  is  cultivated.  Here  the  pupils  are 
made  familiar  with  a large  variety  of  trees  and  shrubs.  They  are 
instructed  in  the  propagation  of  such  by  the  various  methods  in  use, 
from  seeds,  by  grafting,  budding,  cuttings,  layering,  &c.,  &c.,  young 
fruit  trees  are  propagated,  and  when  fit  for  transplanting,  i.e.,  when 
they  have  served  their  educational  purpose  at  Glasnevin,  they  are  sent 
to  different  agricultural  schools  in  the  provinces. 

The  experiments  upon  the  use  of  artificial  manures  upon  permanent 
pasture  were  continued  during  the  year,  as  were  also  experiments  upon 
the  growth  of  sugar  beet,  and  upon  the  growth  of  new  varieties  of  potatoes 
Reports  of  some  of  these  experiments  will  be  found  in  appendices. 
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The  Munster  Model  Agricultural  and  Dairy 
National  School. 

The  success  -which  has  hitherto  attended  this  School  continues. 

The  attendances  at  the  Sessions  of  Dairy  Instructions  for  females 
during  the  year  1892,  were

From  this  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  farmers  of  Munster  fully 
appreciate  the  advantages  of  this  Dairy  School  which  has  during  the 
year  had  its  full  complement  of  pupils.  Many  intending  pupils  were 
unable  to  obtain  admission,  and  it  is  probable  that  increased  accommoda- 
tion may  be  necessary  in  future  years. 

The  teaching  of  dairying  at  the  School  has  been  effective  and  efforts 
are  made  to  give  as  much  attention  to  practical  work  as  is  possible.  In 
addition  to  the  milk  supplied  by  the  stock  of  cows  upon  the  farm 
(about  30),  the  cream  of  about  seventy  cows  is  brought  to  the  Dairy 
School  and  converted  to  butter ; thus  giving  the  pupils  opportunities 
for  manipulation  of  dairy  produce  necessary  for  their  training. 

Many  of  the  pupils  enter  for  a second  term  of  instruction,  thereby 
showing  their  appreciation  of  the  advantages  of  the  School. 

The  School  is  now  in  a very  efficient  condition;  plain  cooking,  laundry 
work,  and  sewing  are  taught  alternately  with  the  dairy  instruction.  The 
pupils  are  thus  fully  occupied  during  the  session,  and  I can  confidently 
assert  that  in  the  United  Kingdom  there  is  no  institution  where  more 
genuinely  useful  educational  work  is  performed  than  in  the  Munster 
Agricultural  and  Dairy  School, 

The  local  committee  have  given  full  attention  to  the  School  during  the 
year,  and  the  committee  of  ladies  have  been  indefatigable  in  their  quiet 
working  in  the  interests  of  the  pupils. 

In  the  department  for  instruction  to  male  pupils  there  was  an  increase 
over  recent  years  in  attendance,  the  number  of  pupils  being  fourteen. 
Considerable  attention  was  given  to  dairy  instruction  for  these  young 
men  during  the  session.  Mr.  C.  Farrington,  M A.,  delivered  a course  of 
lectures  upon  Agricultural  Chemistry,  giving  special  attention  to 
Chemistry  in  the  dairy.  Mr.  Sinclair,  the  lecturer  on  Veterinary 
Science,  was  also  in  attendance. 

Six  pupils  of  the  School  obtained  free  places  at  the  Albert  Agricultural 
Institution  upon  competitive  examination. 

Experiments  upon  the  farm  and  upon  stock  feeding  will  be  found 
reported  in  appendix. 


National  School  Farms,  School  Gardens,  &c.,. 

Under  Local  Management. 

( At  the  close  of  the  year  1892  there  were  45  School  Farms,  28  School 
Gardens,  5 Schools  in  which  dairying  was  taught,  and  9 Schools  in  which 
poultry  management  was  taught,  recognized  by  the  Commissioners. 

Dairying  and  poultry  management  are  extra  branches  in  National 
Schools.  They  are  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  five  shillings  for  each  satis- 
factory “ pass.” 

I purpose  in  this  report  to  give  in  detail  observations  on  the  Agricul- 
tural Schools  of  Ulster  and  Leinster  which  were  visited  during  1892, 
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Appendix  0.  There  are  in  the  Province  of  Ulster  12  School  Farms  situated  in  the

Taniokey  National  School  Farm,  County  Armagh. 

Inspected  12th  August. 

At  this  farm  we  find  a system  of  careful  cultivation  which  I am 
satisfied  exemplifies  what  should  be  the  general  management  of  land  in 
the  district  in  which  the  School  Farm  is  situated.  The  farm  buildings 
are  well  arranged  and  they  are  kept  in  much  better  condition  than  the 
general  class  of  farm  buildings  in  the  district.  There  is  a very  suitable 
garden  in  which  a variety  of  vegetables  are  cultivated.  The  teacher 
understands  the  subject  of  agriculture  thoroughly,  and  hence  I found  the 
pupils  fairly  well  instructed.  I consider  this  School  is  amongst  the  best 
on  the  list  of  Agricultural  Schools.

Drumbanagher  National  School  Farm,  County  Armagh. 

Inspected  12th  August. 

The  Drumbanagher  School  Farm  has  been  fairly  well  managed 
during  the  year.  The  farm  is  in  two  divisions,  one  being  in  front 
of  the  school.  This  division  having  been  under  tillage  for  a great  many 
years,  it  was  thought  expedient  to  lay  it  down  to  permanent  pasture, 
and  to  make  the  little  farm,  which  is  situated  at  some  short  distance 
from  the  School,  the  example  for  tillage.  On  this  farm  the  four  course 
rotation  of  cropping  has  been  followed ; the  tillage  was  clean  and 
effective,  and  the  crops  were  of  good  quality.  The  garden  was  well 
cultivated,  it  contained  a variety  of  vegetables,  and  there  was  a good 
show  of  flowers. 

The  pupils  take  a very  intelligent  interest  in  the  subject  of  agriculture. 

I can  report  satisfactory  progress  in  the  results  of  this  School.

Monragh  National  School  Farm,  County  Cavan. 

Inspected  19tli  August. 

In  my  report  upon  this  School  Farm  for  the  year  1888,  I directed 
attention  to  the  very  inhospitable  locality  in  which  the  school  is  situated, 
and  to  the  important  results  which  might  be  expected  from  an  intelligent 
system  of  practical  instruction  to  the  farmers  of  the  district.  Unfortun- 
ately the  district  is  without  proper  means  of  communication,  and  we 
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find  a large  area  cultivated  in  most  primitive  fashion,  mainly  because 
of  the  absence  of  roads,  or  of  communication  with  the  highways.  This 
want  is  very  serious,  and  the  result  is  that  a large  quantity  of  land  is 
at  the  present  time  producing  no  more  than  one-fourth  of  what  would 
be  the  condition  under  more  favourable  circumstances  as  to  roads. 

The  farm  attached  to  the  Monragh  School  might  be  made  useful  if 
the  teacher  were  in  a position  to  lay  out  money  upon  the  improvement 
of  the  farm.  He  has  done  something  in  the  improvement  of  the 
buildings;  there  is  much  need  for  improvement  in  the  reclamation 
of  the  farm,  a large  portion  of  which  might,  by  reclamation,  be  made 
productive  land. 

I cannot  report  favourably  of  the  instruction  of  the  pupils.

Barnesmore  School  Farm,  County  Donegal. 

The  farm  attached  to  this  school  is  four  acres  : it  is  reclaimed  from 
mountain  bog.  It  is  typical  of  a large  extent  of  small  farms  in  the 
county  Donegal,  as  it  is  a patch  among  rocks,  and  it  requires  constant 
attention  to  prevent  its  returning  to  a very  indifferent  condition.  The 
crops  grown  upon  this  farm  are  generally  good.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  teacher  cannot  add  to  the  size  of  the  farm,  as  an  example  of 
good  farming  of  such  poor  land  as  is  to  be  found  over  a large  extent  of 
Donegal  should  be  of  service. 

Dunlewey  National  School  Farm,  Co.  Donegal. 

The  condition  of  this  farm  has  not  materially  improved  since  I last 
reported  upon  it. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  school  farm  was  not  properly  fenced 
when  it  was  first  taken  in  hand.  It  might  be  made  of  considerable  ser- 
vice to  the  district  in  which  it  is  situated.  Here  we  find  a large  number 
of  peasants  settled  upon  small  farms  which  are  cultivated  upon  most 
primitive  methods.  The  people  are  industrious,  and,  according  to  their 
lights,  they  farm  their  holdings  very  carefully.  There  is,  however, 
need  for  much  improvement,  and  a good  example  of  intelligent  manage- 
ment in  the  matter  of  cultivation,  care  of  live  stock,  and  minor  agricul- 
tural industries,  would  do  much  to  improve  the  material  condition  of 
the  people. 

It  is  scarcely  fair  to  expect  that  a teacher  of  a school  whose  term  of 
service  is  not  always  certain,  will  expend  capital  in  the  execution 
of  expensive  works  of  permanent  improvement.  Such  expenditure 
should  be  provided  from  other  sources,  and  a judicious  expenditure  upon 
this  farm  might  bring  it  to  a condition  of  considerable  usefulness  for 
this  poor  district. 

Park  National  School  Farm,  Co.  Londonderry. 

Examined  23rd  September. 

This  school  farm  has  been  well  managed  during  the  year,  and  the 
pupils  have  passed  a satisfactory  examination.  The  teacher  of  this 
school  has  a good  knowledge  of  practical  farming  and  of  gardening, 
and  his  pupils  are  generally  well  instructed  in  these  subjects.  The 
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7-  district  in  ■which,  the  school  is  situated  has  within  it  a very  large  extent 
of  poor  land,  the  climate  is  unfavourable  for  the  cultivation  of  a number 
of  crops  suitable  to  more  favoured  districts,  and  the  systems  of  farming 
carried  on  are  rather  primitive.  Here  there  might  be  a considerable 
improvement  effected  in  the  farming  of  the  district  through  a judicious 
education  of  the  children  attendir  g schools  such  as  the  Park  Agricul- 
tural School.  A suitable  system  of  farm  management  shown  to  be  a 
profitable  system  should  have  considerable  influence  upon  the  farming 
of  the  district. 

The  farm  consists  of  about  ten  acres.  It  is  managed  upon  rotation 
principles,  and,  considering  the  quality  of  the  land,  a large  farm  stock 
is  kept  upon  the  farm.  The  Manager  of  the  School,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
McKenna,  who  has  a considerable  liking  for  improved  farming,  and  who 
understands  farming  and  appreciates  the  requirements  of  the  locality, 
gives  a good  deal  of  care  to  this  School,  and  by  every  means  encourages 
the  teacher  in  the  work  of  agricultural  instruction.

Cormeen  National  School  Farm,  County  Monaghan. 
Examined  15th  September. 


The  Cormeen  School  labours  under  the  disadvantage  of  being  close  to 
the  town  of  Monaghan,  to  which  many  boys  of  the  Cormeen  district  are 
sent  for  education.  Consequently,  in  the  higher  classes  of  the  Cormeen 
School  there  are  few  boys. 

The  teacher  of  this  school  is  a good  practical  farmer,  and  his  wife  has 
the  reputation  of  being  the  best  dairywoman  in  the  neighbourhood. 
We  thus  have  a combination  that  might  be  made  very  useful  in  pro- 
moting industrial  education  for  boys  and  girls  if  it  were  possible  to 
encourage  this  by  arrangement  with  the  teacher  of  the  Cormeen  School. 

The  farm  management  is  satisfactory.  A good  deal  of  land  reclama- 
tion has  been  accomplished;  farm  buildings  have  been  erected  by  the 
present  tenant,  and  within  the  past  few  years  much  has  been  done  to 
improve  the  general  character  of  the  place  in  points  of  tidiness,  order, 
and  careful  cultivation.  The  teacher,  however,  has  not  the  gift  of 
making  his  pupils  acquainted  with  the  principles  of  the  subject  that  he 
teaches,  and  they  consequently  do  not  attain  to  that  condition  of  agricul- 
tural knowledge  that  would  make  them  men  of  resource  in  after  life. 
The  good  management  of  the  farm  must  have  considerable  influence 
upon  the  pupils.  It  certainly  is  useful  in  the  district  in  serving  as  an 
example  of  careful,  thrifty  husbandry,  and  stock  management.

Parkanaur  .National  School  Farm,  County  Tyrone. 
Examined  16th  August. 

I have  much  pleasure  in  describing  this  as  one  of  the  best  of  the 
Agricultural  Schools  under  the  Commissioners. 

The  teacher  of  the  Parkanaur  School  has  shown  here  what  intelligent 
management  can  effect  in  the  improvement  of  land  without  extravagant 
outlay. 
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Appendix  a About  seven  years  ago.  lie  purchased  the  interest  of  the  tenant  in  this 
Reports  on  farm,  and  at  that  time  it  was  in  a very  unpromising  condition.  The 
I*®4®  ff  farm  buildings  and  dwelling  house  were  dilapidated.  The  farm  through 
e oo  s.  injudicious  cropping  and  careless  management,  was  rapidly  running  to 
Mr.  exhaustion.  The  fences  and  water  courses  were  neglected,  so  that  the 
CarroU.  purposes  served  by  them  were  to  cause  the  land  to  become  water-logged 
Ordinary  anc^  full  of  weeds.  Coltsfoot  (Tussilago),  the  pest  of  cultivation,  over- 
Agricul-  ran  the  fields. 

School*  ^ fine’  ^arm  an(*  buildings  presented  an  appearance  such  as 
required  on  the  part  of  the  man  who  would  undertake  its  management 
a mind  full  of  courage,  and  a purse  well  filled. 

The  farm  belonged  to  the  estate  of  Col.  Ynyr  Burges,  who  was  anxious 
that  an  example  farm  should  be  attached  to  the  school  of  Parlcanaur 
whose  teacher  had  previously  held  a small  portion  of  land  close  to  the 
school. 

Having  purchased  the  “ tenant  right  ” of  the  farm,  the  school  teacher 
set  about  improving  the  residence  in  order  that  he  might  be  on  the 
premises  to  superintend  the  inprovements  of  the  farm  buildings  and 
farm.  A new  cow  house,  stable,  and  barn,  were  erected  by  degrees 
and  now  the  whole  of  the  farm  steading  is  in  a most  creditable 
condition. 

On  the  farm  the  fences  were  repaired,  the  water  courses  and  ditches 
were  cleaned  out,  and  the  work  of  improvement  in  the  cultivation  was 
commenced.  A considerable  outlay  in  artificial  manures  was  made 
and  the  labour  bills  during  the  early  years  of  management  must 
have  been  high.  The  teacher  states  that  he  has  made  the  farm  pay 
during  the  seven  years  occupancy,  and  it  now  stands  out  as  one  of 
the  most  comfortable  residences  in  the  district,  and  carrying  a good 
stock  of  cattle.  The  farm  crops  are  equal  to  any  in  the  neighbourhood, 
and  the.  whole  concern  is  a useful  example  of  what  thoughtful  and 
patient  industry  can  accomplish  in  farming.  It  were  well  if  a large 
extent  of  our  country  was  farmed  upon  such  principles  as  obtain  at  the 
School  farm  of  the  Parkanaur  National  School.

Clare  National  School  Farm,  Counts-  Tyrone. 

Examined  27th  September. 

My  examination  of  this  farm  always  gives  me  satisfaction.  The 
teacher  of  the  Clare  National  School  understands  practical  agriculture 
thoroughly.  His  farm  and  farm  premises  are  in  good  condition,  and  there 
is  an  appearance  of  thoughtful  and  good  management  that  are  creditable 
to  nun 

The  land  in  the  district  is  not  of  high  class  quality,  and  unless  it  is 
carefully  cultivated  and  manured  it  soon  runs  to  a condition  of  unprofit- 
ableness. A clean  system  of  tillage,  alternating  with  a short  period  in 
pasture,  appears  to  be  the  system  best  suited  to  this  locality.  Good 
crops  of  oats  and  potatoes  may  be  grown.  The  land  appears  to  have 
tired  of  swedes,  but  Aberdeen  and  soft  turnips  may  be  grown  of  good 
quality,  and  m abundance.  It  is  probable  that  the  judicious  use  of 
lime,  and  allowing  a period  of  five  or  six  years  to  elapse  before  swedes 
are  repeated  upon  the  land,  might  be  means  wherebv  this  useful  crop 
could  be  grown  here, 
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The  teacher  of  the  Clare  School  keeps  a good  stock  of  cows.  Their  Appendix  c. 
ca-lves  are  reared,  and,  contrary  to  general  custom,  they  are  well  fed  Reports  on 
from  an  early  age,  so  that  as  yearlings  they  are  eagerly  bought  up  in  State  of 
the  markets  at  a very  satisfactory  price,  quite  equal  to  the  prices  of  Sch°°ls' 
cattle  much  older.  A very  good  breed  of  pigs  is  kept  upon  this  farm,  Air. 
and  a considerable  sum  is  realized  from  the  sale  of  young  and  fattened  CarrM • 
pigs  ; altogether  I can  report  that  both  in  respect  of  farm  management,  Ordinary 
and  of  instruction  of  pupils,  this  school  farm  is  in  a satisfactory  con-  Agricnl-

In  the  county  Tyrone  two  school  farms  were  removed  from  the  list  of 
Agricultural  Schools  since  I last  reported  upon  the  Agricultural  Schools 
of  the  county. 

In  this  county  there  is  much  need  for  encouragement  for  improved 
farming  upon  the  inferior  land,  and  with  the  dissemination  of  knowledge 
and  by  demonstration,  through  improved  systems  of  farming  based  on 
the  application  of  correct  principles,  farm  profits  certainly  would  be 
increased. 

The  Garry  hill  National  School  Farm,  Co.  Carlow. 

Examined  21st  September. 

This  School  farm  continues  its  useful  work.  The  teacher  has  by  in- 
telligent study  qualified  himself  for  the  successful  teaching  of  the 
principles  and  practice  of  agriculture.  His  management  of  the  farm 
is  satisfactory,  and  the  result  of  examination  of  pupils  shows  that  the 
teacher  has  done  his  duty. 

The  farm  is  situated  in  a district  where  farms  of  medium  size  are 
general,  the  style  of  farming  here  is  rather  above  the  average  of  similar 
districts  throughout  Ireland.  This  may  be  attributed  to  the  thoughtful 
care  that  was  given  to  improving  the  agriculture  of  this  part  of  the 
County  Carlow  by  the  late  Earl  of  Bessborough.  Not  a little  credit  is 
due  to  the  example  set  and  the  teaching  given  at  the  Garryhill  National 
School  Farm  where  the  farm  crops  of  all  kinds  were  the  best  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

A useful  object  lesson  may  be  seen  here  in  the  superior  quality  of 
the  root  crops  resulting  from  care  given  to  the  selection  of  seeds. 

The  teacher  of  this  school  has  given  me  valuable  assistance  in  some 
potato  experiments  which  are  reported  upon  in  notes  at  end  of  this 
report,  the  experiments  were  carefully  earned  out.

In  reports  which  I have  previously  written  upon  experiments  made 
for  testing  preventives  against  disease,  I have  endeavoured  to  show 
that  further  investigation,  to  ascertain  by  what  means  “ the  disease  ” 
is  propagated,  is  desirable,  and  I have  to  repeat  my  opinion  that 
until  exact  knowledge  of  the  life  history  of  the  Phytophthora  Infestans 
is  obtained,  we  shall  continue  to  be  working  in  the  dark  in  trying 
remedial  measures. 

The  “ Search  Light  ” of  Science  is  necessary  to  guide  practice  in  deal- 
ing with  prevention  in  this  case. 

With  the  view  towards  helping  on  inquiry  as  to  the  means  by  which 
the  potato  tubers  become  affected  by  disease,  the  following  experiments 
were  carried  out  at  the  Albert  Farm,  Glasnevin,  and  at  the  Garryhill 
Agricultural  National  School,  Co.  Carlow. 

The  point  upon  which  light  was  sought  was;  as  to  whether  the 
disease-producing  Mycelium  reached  the  tubers  of  the  potato  plant 
through  the  aerial  and  underground  stems,  or  by  means  of  the  disease- 
producing  spores  falling  upon  the  earth,  and  being  washed  through  it 
to  the  surface  of  the  tubers. 

For  a long  period  I have  inclined  to  the  view  held  by  those  who 
support  the  theory,  that  the  disease  reaches  the  tubers  from  without,  i.e., 
that  the  spores  reach  the  immature  tubers  through  being  carried  to 
them  through  the  earth  by  water.  I have  frequently  given  expression 
to  this  opinion. 


1. — Experiments  as  to  the  Progress  of  the  Potato  Disease. 

The  experiments  here  noted  are  submitted  with  a due  regard  to  the 
consideration  that  should  be  accorded  to  those  who  have  given  so  much 
attention  to  plant  diseases.  I do  not  offer  them  as  anything  approach- 
ing a final  solution  of  the  question  involved  ; nor  do  I claim  for  them 
any  position  but  that  of  an  attempt  at  investigation. 

The  experiment  was  carried  out  at  the  two  Stations  named  upon 
similar  lines,  and  at  each  place  the  “ Flounder,”  a variety  of  potato 
extremely  liable  to  disease,  was  chosen  for  the  experiment. 

A portion  of  ground  upon  which  these  potatoes  were  growing  was 
covered  beneath  the  potato  stems  and  leaves  with  a layer  of  cotton 
wool.  This  cotton  wool  was  carefully  placed  around  the  stems,  and 
every  means  used  to  have  the  ground  perfectly  covered  with  it,  with 
the  view  of  filtering  out  the  spores  that  might  fall  upon  the  ground. 
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The  cotton  wool  was  put  on  in  June  before  any  sign  of  disease  was 
noticeable.  Disease  appeared  in  July,  and  the  leaves  of  the  potato 
plants  were  in  each  case  badly  affected. 

Upon  raising  the  potatoes  in  October,  the  following  results  were 
noticed  : —

These  experiments,  which  were  very  carefully  carried  out,  serve  to 
indicate  that  the  disease  is  carried  to  the  tubers  of  the  potato  plant 
through  the  spores  which  cause  the  disease  being  taken  through  the 
earth  to  the  tuber,  and  not  by  means  of  the  Mycelium  finding  its  way 
to  the  tubers  through  the  stem  of  the  plant. 

These  experiments  will  be  repeated  in  1893. 


2- — The  Sulphate  of  Copper  remedy  against  Potato  Disease.

Details  of  these  experiments  are  herewith  submitted. 

On  the  whole  they  serve  to  show  that  the  judicious  use  of  a solution 
of  copper  will  very  sensibly  minimise  the  effects  of  the  disease. 

It  appears  that  the  success  of  the  application  of  this  remedy  against 
potato  disease  depends  very  materially  upon  : — 

(a.)  The  remedy  being  applied  at  the  proper  time. 

( [b •)  The  thoroughness  of  the  dressing. 

(c.)  The  atmospheric  conditions  at  the  time  of  the  application. 

. ^ regards  the  period  at  which  the  dressing  (the  composition  of  which 
is  now  generally  known)  should  be  applied,  I have  frequently  expressed 
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AppendiiC.  the  view  that  the  disease  once  set  in  cannot  be  cured,  and  that  the 
Reports  on  discovery  of  M.  Girard  must  be  relied  upon  solely  as  a preventive 
State  of  and  not  as  a curative  agent.

— .experience  of  the  use  of  these  remedies  during  the  past  few  years 
Carroll  ^as  consider  borne  out  this  view. 

Potato~ex  ^ *s  Pro^a^e  tbe  °f  copper  solution  which  covers  the  leaves 
pediments"  ari(^  s^ems  °f  fhe  potato,  causes  the  death  of  the  disease-producing 
spores  when  they  reach  the  leaves  and  stems,  and  that  if  it  were  possible  to 
thoroughly  coat  over  all  parts  of  the  potato  plants  with  a film  of  this 
mixture,  the  disease  would  be  entirely  prevented.  I do  not  think  that 
any  experiment  has  shown  that  the  copper  solution  can  reach  the 
Mycelium  within  the  plant  structure.  Indeed,  I consider  that  the  stage 
when  the  Mycelium  has  formed  within  the  tissues  of  the  plant  is  a 
period  almost  too  late  for  -remedial  measures. 

If  these  views  be  correct,  then  it  follows  that  the  preventive  dressings 
should  be  applied  some  time  previously  to  the  appearance  of  the  disease, 
and  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  thoroughly  coat  over  the 
potato  plants ; and  as  regards  the  atmospheric  conditions  it  follows, 
that  if  rain  should  interfere  with  the  dressing,  further  applications  should 
be  made  until  the  plants  retain  the  necessary  coating  of  the  dressing  of 
hydrated  oxide  of  copper. 

Machines  for  the  proper  application  of  the  dressing  have  received 
much  attention.  The  Knapsack  Sprayer  appears  to  be  the  best  suited 
at  present  for  all-sized  occupations.  These  machines  are  now  made  in 
England,  and  they  appear  to  be  well  suited  to  their  purpose. 

A horse  power  machine  would  be  desirable  for  large  occupations* 
There  has  been  recently  introduced  a modification  of  the  Strawsonizer 
for  horse  power,  for  the  purpose  of  spraying  crops  of  potatoes  in  large 
fields.  Favourable  results  have  followed  the  use  of  this  machine. 

If  further  experience  in  the  use  of  these  copper  dressings  proves  their 
effectiveness,  some  means  must  be  found  for  lessening  expense  in  their 
use. 

An  experiment,  having  for  its  object  the  testing  of  the  effect  of 
removing  the  stalks  of  potatoes  upon  the  appearance  of  disease,  with  the 
view  of  preventing  the  tubers  from  being  affected,  was  carried  out  at 
the  Ballacutranta  School  Farm,  County  Sligo. 

The  system  of  removing  the  potato  haulm  upon  the  appearance  of  the 
disease  has  frequently  been  recommended  as  a preventive. 

During  the  month  of  August  the  potato  disease  was  fairly  active  in 
the  County  Sligo,  and  in  this  month  at  the  Ballacutranta  Agricultural 
National  School  two  plots  of  ground  bearing  a crop  of  potatoes  were 
marked  out  for  experiment.  On  one  the  stalks  were  removed ; on  the 
other  they  were  allowed  to  remain. 

Early  in  November  the  potatoes  were  lifted,  and  the  weights  were 
found  to  be  as  follows : — 

Crop  where  stalks  were  removed,  . . . .58  lbs. 

Crop  where  stalks  were  not  removed,  ....  73£  lbs. 

The  amount  of  diseased  tubers  was  practically  the  same  in  both 
cases,  viz  : —

Three  sets  of  plots,  A,  B,  O,  were  dressed  (twelve  in  all),  A and  B 
merely  duplicates ; on  the  C plots  the  dressing  was  repeated  after  ten 
days.  When  the  solutions  were  sprayed  over  the  crop  on  the  19th  July 
there  were  just  perceptible  on  the  foliage  a few  small  spots  of  disease. 
It  made  little  progress  over  the  crop  until  rain  set  in  on  the  6 th  August. 
Then  it  spread  rapidly,  blackening  the  foliage,  but  not  so  quickly  on  the 
dressed  plots.  However,  the  decay  was  not  arrested  so  long  as  to  materially 
influence  the  weight  of  the  crop.  Each  plot  for  comparison  was  —$■ 
acre — an  equal  space  undressed  was  left  beside  each  plot  for  compari- 
son. As  shown  in  the  following  table  the  dressing  appears  to  have  been 
at  least  slightly  effective  in  each  case.  3STo  doubt  a dressing  before  the 
appearance  of  the  disease  would  tell  better,  or  perhaps  in  larger  plots  ; 
for  the  tubers  on  the  dressed  plots  were  quite  accessible  to  the  spores 
from  the  undressed  foliage. 

The  experiment  was  tried  on  the  Champion  variety.

The  potato  crop  on  this  farm  in  1892  was  subjected  to  dressings  of 
Sulphate  of  Copper  and  Lime.  The  results  bear  out  the  conclusions  of 
previous  years,  viz. : — that  the  application  is  ineffective  in  preventing  the 
disease  reaching  the  tubers,  and  that  as  it  keeps  the  plants  growing  for  a 
fortnight  after  the  disease  has  killed  those  undressed,  it  is  highly  bene- 
ficial in  increasing  the  weight  of  produce.  As  the  tubers  have  thus 
time  to  mature  it  is  very  probable  that  their  nutritive  qualities  are  also 
improved. 
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One  dressing  (No.  1)  consisted  of  a mixture  of  44  lbs.  Sulphate  of  AppmiixC. 
Copper,  22  lbs.  Lime,  and  220  Gallons  of  Water  ner  acre.  m 

No.  2 dressing  consisted  of  a mixture  of  20  lbs.  Sulphate  of  Copper,  State  of 
20  lbs.

Another  plot  m which  treacle  was  employed  in  the  mixture  shows 
nothing  special  m favour  of  its  use. 

By  direction  of  Mr.  Carroll  a thick  layer  of  cotton  wool  was  so  placed 
as  to  completely  cover  the  earth  under  the  potato  leaves  and  stocks, 
without  checking  the  growth  of  the  plants,  which  were  brought  throu<di 
openings  m the  cotton  wool.  * 

When  digging  out,  90  tubers  were  found  in  the  drills  so  treated— all 
sound.  A similar  length  of  drills  in  same  plot  uncovered  by  cotton  wool 
was  then  dug,  with  the  result  that  of  76  tubers  15  were  diseased.  This 
seems  to  support  the  theory  that  the  disease  is  carried  down  by  rain 
to  the  tubers,  the  spores  having  fallen  off  the  leaves,  and  not  as  generally 
believed  that  the  disease  is  brought  down  through  the  stalk.  It  points 
to  the  advantage  of  high  moulding,  a layer  of  earth  of  sufficient  thickness 
to  filter  the  rain-water  as  it  descends  through  the  earth  being  apparently 
what  is  required  to  protect  the  tubers.  1 y

-It  appears  that  all  the  above  mixtures  are  decidedly  beneficial.  In 
comparing  this  year’s  (1892)  experiment  with  that  of  last  year,  it  should 
be  noted  that  last  year’s  dressing  was  not  applied  until  four  days  after 
the  crop  had  been  attacked  by  the  blight,  while  this  year  the  crop  was 
quite  unblighted  at  the  date  of  the  dressing. 

In  1891  the  difference  in  colour  between  the  dressed  and.  undressed 
portions  of  the  crop  was  not  quite  discernible,  but  in  1892  this  difference 
was  marked  and  held  up  to  the  date  of  lifting.

With  reference  to  the  apparent  disparity  between  the  amount  of 
disease  manifested  upon  the  crops  of  potatoes  upon  the  Albert  Farm, 
Glasnevin,  and  the  crops  in  the  other  districts  where  experiments  were 
made,  it  may  be  stated  the  potato  crops  in  the  County  of  Dublin  are 
generally  more  free  from  disease  than  the  crops  in  other  parts  of  Ireland. 
This  freedom  from  disease  in  the  crops  of  potatoes  grown  in  the  County 
of  Dublin  may  be  attributed  to  the  more  careful  cultivation  of  the 
County  Dublin  farmers  in — 

1.  Early  planting  their  potato  crop, 

2.  Keeping  the  land  free  from  weeds. 

3.  The  general  system  of  changing  the  “ Seed”  from  which  the 

crop  is  grown  each  year.

The  teachers  shall  adopt  such  a system  of  marking  half-time  pupils  who  attend 
for  more  than  four  hours,  as  w ill  afford  a raeans  of  check  on  the  accuracy  of  the 
records.

Synopsis  of  Special  Reports  furnished  by  Examiners  on  the  fion  of <l" 
character  of  the  answering  of  Teachers  and  Monitors  in  the  J^cliers 
various  subjects  at  the  Annual  Examination  held  in  July,  Monitors. 
1892.  — 


The  Examiners  in  Methods  of  Teaching  report  that  the  answering  in  Methods  of 
this  subject  of  candidates  for  promotion  to  First  Class  was,  on  the  whole,  Teaching, 
very  creditable,  showing  that  the  text-book  had  been  carefully  and 
intelligently  studied. 

Candidates,  for  promotion  to  Second  Class  from  the  Training  Colleges 
answered  satisfactorily  on  this  subject ; the  answering  of  the  Male 
Teachers  examined  at  the  district  centres  was  only  middling,  while  that 
of  the  Female  Teachers  was  fair.  The  Examiners  report  a considerable 
improvement  as  to  the  neatness  with  which  the  exercises  were  worked, 
when  compared  with  those  of  preceding  years,  and  they  state  that  there 
was  also  some  improvement  as  regards  composition.  In  the  matter  of 
punctuation,  however,  they  state  that  there  is  still  much  to  be  desired. 

The  answering  in  Methods  of  the  Queen’s  Scholars  and  candidates  for 
admission  to  training,  who  had  formerly  been  monitors,  who  were 
examined  on  third  class  papers,  was,  generally  speaking,  very  good ; but 
where  the  candidates  were  merely  pupils  of  National  Schools,  competing 
for  entrance  into  one  of  the  Training  Colleges,  the  answering  was  only 
middling. 

The  Examiners  report  that  the  answering  of  the  Monitors  in  Methods  of 
Teaching  was  fairly  satisfactory.  A large  proportion  of  the  candidates 
displayed  a ready  and  thorough  knowledge  of  the  prescribed  text-book, 
and  of  the  Commissioners*  Rules — a knowledge,  the  result  of  careful 
study  and  analysis  of  the  text,  and  not  of  a mere  repetition  of  it. 

The  Examiners  in.  Arithmetic  report  that  the  Teachers  who  were  Arithmetic, 
candidates  for  promotion  to  First  Class  attained  a high  standard  of  pro- 
ficiency in  this  subject.  The  work  of  the  questions  was  orderly  and 
methodical,  and  proved  that  the  candidates  possessed  a thorough  know- 
ledge of  the.  subject.  The  exercises  were  clean  and  well  written  ; no 
candidate  failed  to  reach  the  minimum  standard,  and  a considerable 
number  secured  full  marks. 

The  answering  in  Arithmetic  of  the  Teachers  and  Queen’s  Scholars  who 
were  examined  on  Second  Class  papers  was  very  good ; the  exercises  were 
m §eneral  neatly  and  carefully  executed,  and  the  work  by  which  the 
answers  were  obtained  fully  shown. 

. ^ regards  the  candidates  who  were  examined  on  Third  Class  papers, 
the  Queen’s  Scholars  answered  satisfactorily  in  Arithmetic,  but  the 
exercises  of  the  candidates  who  were  examined  at  district  centres  were, 
generally  speaking,  inferior,  and  a large  number  scored  less  than  fifty 
per  cent,  of  the  total  marks  available. 

The  Examiners  report  that  the  Male  Monitors  of  fifth  year  on  the 
fh  f ' e answere(l  ver7  fairly  in  Arithmetic,  and  their  exercises  showed 
tiiat  they  had  received  careful  instruction  in  the  subject. 

I he  exercises  of  the  Female  Monitors  of  the  fifth  year  were  not  so 
sa  isfactory.  Inaccuracies  in  work  were  of  frequent  occurrence,  and  the 
general  character  of  the  work  done  testified  to  only  a moderate  standard 
0 proficiency.  . The  general  character  of  the  answering  of  the  third  year 
monitors  in  Arithmetic  was  very  creditable.  The  candidates,  however. 

ed  to  discuss  in  a thoughtful  manner  the  purely  theoretical  questions. 
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The  Examiners  report  that  the  answering  in  Geography  of  the  Male 
Teachers  who  were  candidates  for  promotion  to  First  Class  was  in  general 
fair,  and  map-drawing  was  more  frequently  attempted,  and  with  better 
results,  than  in  previous  years.  The  exercises  of  the  female  candidates 
for  promotion  to  First  Class  showed  that  Mathematical  Geogra/phy  is  still 
rather  imperfectly  understood  by  them ; that  Physical  Geography , as 
treated  in  the  “ Geography  Generalized,”  is  carefully  made  up  ; that  in 
Local  Geography  lists  of  divisions  of  countries,  capital  cities,  &c.,  are 
carefully  committed  to  memory ; but  that  atlases  are  seldom  used  in  the 
study  of  this  branch.  No  systematic  attention  appeared  to  be  given  to 
map-drawing. 

The  answering  in  Geography  of  the  Queen  s Scholars  wlio  were 
examined  on  Second  Class  papers  was,  with  the  exception  of  map- 
drawing, full  and  accurate.  The  answering  of  the  male  candidates 
examined  at  the  district  centres  was  fair ; but  that  of  the  female  candi- 
dates was  low.  There  was  some  deterioration  in  the  manner  in  which 
exercises  were  executed,  both  as  to  neatness  and  style  of  penmanship. 

The  Queen’s  Scholars  who  were  examined  on  Third  Class  papers 
answered  very  satisfactorily  in  Geography , and  the  proficiency  shown  by 
the  candidates  for  admission  to  training  was  fair.  In  the  case  of  the 
Female  Teachers  map-drawing  was,  however,  often  crude  and  inexact. 

The  knowledge  of  Geography  shown  by  the  Fifth  Year  Monitors  was 
on  the  whole  very  fair ; but  map-drawing  requires  more  attention. 

Third  Year  Monitors  answered  satisfactorily  all  questions  in  Political 
Geography , which  merely  required  a rote  knowledge  of  the  text-book, 
but  frequently  failed  in  such  as  required  accurate  map  knowledge.  The 
proficiency  shown  by  them  in  Mathematical  Geography  was  not  so  good, 
the  fundamental  principles  not  being,  in  most  cases,  well  understood. 

The  Examiners  in  Grammar  report  that  the  great  majority  of  the 
candidates  for  promotion  to  First  Class  showed  by  their  answering  a 
very  accurate  knowledge  of  this  subject. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  for  promotion  to  Second  Class  a fair  know- 
ledge of  the  text-books  on  Grammar  was  shown.  The  Parsing  exercise 
was  done  fairly  by  the  female  candidates  ; but  a large  number  of  the 
male  candidates  failed  in  this  part  of  the  paper.  Failure  was  nearly 
always  due  to  excessive  paraphrase  and  incomplete  etymological 
parsing.  The  exercises  on  Analysis  of  Sentences  were  fairly  done  when 
attempted.  _ _ . 

As  regards  the  candidates  examined  on  Third  Class  papers,  the  Exami- 
ners report  that,  while  excellence  was  rarely  shown,  a,  fair  acquaintance 
with  the  text-books  and  a satisfactory  proficiency  in  Parsing  were  in 
general  exhibited. 

In  the  case  of  t’ifth  Year  Monitors  the  passages  set  for  Parsing  were 
almost  invariably  well  done,  and  those  who  failed  to  obtain  marks  n 
this  branch  were  fewer  than  in  former  years  Analysis  of  sentence 
was  generally  correct  in  case  of  the  Male  Monitors,  but  the  femaie 
showed  very  little  knowledge  of  this  exercise. 

The  Third  Year  Monitors  answered  very  satisfactorily  in  Grammar. 
The  Parsing  of  the  passage  selected  was  generally  correctly  done,  and  a 
very  accurate  knowledge  was  displayed  of  the  text-books  in  use. 

The  Examiner  in  Penmanship  reports  that  the  handwriting  was 
uniformly  good,  and  it  was  remarkable  to  notice  the  similarity  of  s y e 
prevailing  in  the  exercises  of  the  candidates  from  all  parts  of  the  country- 

The  Examiners  in  Spelling  report  that  amongst  candidates  for 
tion  to  Second  Class  failures  to  pass  in  Dictation  were  very  rare,  but

satisfactory.  ° J 

In  case  of  the  Third  Year  Monitors,  the  male  candidates  showed  a 
satisfactory  acquaintance  with  the  rules  of  Spelling  and  wrote  their 
Dictation  exercises  without  many  errors.  The  marks  obtained  by  the 
Female  Candidates  were  on  an  average  about  ten  per  cent,  less  than  the 
males,  their  mistakes  in  Dictation  being  much  more  numerous. 

The  Examiners  in  Lesson  Books  report  that  the  answering  in  this  Lesson 
subject  of  the  candidates  for  promotion  to  Second  Class  showed  an  im-  Books* 
provement  on  that  of  recent  years.  The  proportion  of  candidates  who 
faded  was  small,  and  many  of  the  exercises  exhibited  a good  knowledge 
of  the  subject.  The  papers  worked  by  the  students  from  the  Training 
Colleges  were  of  a high  order  of  merit. 

The  answering  in  Lesson  Books  of  the  Queen’s  Scholars  from  all  the 
Iranimg  Colleges  was,  in  case  of  candidates  examined  on  Third  Class 
papers,  satisfactory.  The  candidates  for  admission  to  Training  Colleges, 
with  the  exception  of  those  who  had  formerly  been  monitors,  did  not 
exhibit  a satisfactory  proficiency  in  this  branch. 

The  general  answering  of  the  Fifth  Year  Monitors  in  Lesson  Books 
showed  an  improvement,  as  compared  with  that  of  previous  years.  The 
poetical  quotations  were  more  correctly  given,  there  was  greater  coherence 
m the  narration  of  hmtorical  events,  and  a more  accurate  appreciation 
ot  the  mformatmn  contained  in  the  text-books.  The  standard  of  merit 
exhibited,  however,  cannot  be  regarded  as  high,  and  the  replies  of  many 
. the  candidates  rendered  it  evident  that  they  had  not  made  a suffi- 
ciently careful  and  systematic  study  of  the  lessons  contained  in  the 
heading  Books. 

The  Male  Monitors  of  Third  Year  displayed,  as  a rule,  a very  credit- 
able knowledge  of  the  Board’s  Lesson  Books,  and  they  also  showed  a 
commendable  neatness  in  the  execution  of  tbeir  work.  In  case  of  the 
female  Monitors  of  Third  Year  the  Examiners  are  unable  to  report 
qmte  so  favourably.

The 
propositions  and  exercises  prescribed  were  generally  very  fairly  known, 
but  frequently  the  methods  were  clumsy,  and  the  reasonings  circui- 
tous. 

The  Fifth  Year  Monitors  showed  a very  fair  acquaintance  with  the  pre- 
scribed course  in  Geometry , and  their  exercises  showed  an  improvement 
in  neatness  and  style  of  answering.  Too  frequently,  however,  the 
candidates  failed  to  grasp  exactly  what  was  required  by  the  question, 
sometimes  introducing  unnecessary  matter,  and  sometimes  giving 
incomplete  answers.  Mensuration  requires  increased  attention. 

The  knowledge  of  Geometry  and  Mensuration  displayed  by  the  Third 
Year  Monitors  was  generally  satisfactory,  and  the  answers  given,  in 
nearly  every  case  were  complete.  The  neatness  of  the  exercises  and 
writing  was  fair,  but  the  drawing  of  the  geometrical  figures  was  only 
middling. 

The  Examiners  in  Algebra  report  that  the  candidates  for  promotion 
to  First  Class  exhibited  in  most  cases  a very  fair  acquaintance  with  the 
prescribed  course  in  Algebra,  and  worked  the  questions  proposed  with 
readiness  and  skill.  The  questions  on  theory,  however,  were  seldom 
attempted. 

The  answering  in  Algebra  of  the  candidates  for  promotion  to  Second 
Class  showed  on  the  whole  something  of  a falling  off,  as  compared  with 
previous  years,  and  only  one  candidate  succeeded  in  obtaining  full  marks. 
The  work,  however,  as  a rule  was  neatly  arranged,  and  the  steps  in  the 
processes  in  most  instances  clearly  indicated. 

The  candidates  who  were  examined  on  Third  Class  papers  on  the 
whole  answered  very  fairly  in  Algebra.  There  were  occasional  papers, 
however,  which  showed  an  imperfect  acquaintance — in  some  cases 
amounting  to  total  ignorance — with  the  subject. 

The  Fifth  Year  Monitors  answered  very  satisfactorily  in  Algebra.  There 
was  a considerable  number  of  excellently  worked  papers  submitted  by 
them,  while  bad  exercises  were  comparatively  few. 

The  answering  of  Third  Year  Monitors  in  Algebra  was  of  a mediocre 
description.  Much  more  attention  requires  to  be  given  to  the  mani- 
pulation of  fractions  and  of  factors. 

The  Examiners  in  Plane  Trigonometry  report  that  the  students  in 
training  acquitted  themselves  well  in  this  branch.  They  had  evidently 
studied  the  text-book  with  care,  and  they  must  have  had  extensive 
practice  in  the  working  of  exercises. 

The  general  proficiency  of  the  candidates  who  were  examined  at  the 
district  centres  was  passable.  Nearly  all  of  them  had  gone  over  the 
course,  and  they  showed  a very  fair  degree  of  acquaintance  with  the 
formula).  A considerable  amount  of  weakness,  however,  in  the  mani- 
pulation of  these  formulae  was  exhibited  in  the  working  of  the  exercises 
on  the  papers. 

The  remarks  made  with  regard  to  Plane  Trigonometry  are  equally 
applicable  to  Spherical  Trigonometry — a subject  in  which  only  a few 
candidates  presented  themselves  for  examination. 

The  Examiners  in  Mechaniccs  report  that  the  Teachers  who  were  ex- 
amined on  First  Class  papers  answered  fairly  well  in  this  subject.  Those 
examined  on  Second  Class  papers — Training  College  candidates  excepted 
— displayed  only  a superficial  acquaintance  with  the  subject.  The  methods 
of  solution  adopted  showed  that  in  many  cases  the  text-book  had  been 
read  in  a hurried  manner,  and  that  insufficient  time  had  been  given  to 
the  working  of  exercises.

The  Examiner  on  Light  and  Sound  reports  decided  improvement  in  Light  and 
the  answering  on  this  paper  as  compared  with  last  year.  Last  year  SouncL 
thirteen  candidates  failed  absolutely  out  of  ninety-six  examined,  while 
this  year  of  130  examined  the  absolute  failures  are  only  nine. 

The  Examiner  in  Heat  and  Steam  Engine  reports  that  in  the  base  Heat  and 
of  candidates  for  promotion  to  first  division  of  first  class  there  has  been  |tea.m 
marked  improvement,  as  compared  with  previous  year  in  the  answering  ngme' 
on  this  subj  ect  y but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  candidates  for  promotion  to 
second  division  of  first  class  did  not  answer  quite  so  well  on  it  as  last 
year. 

The  Examiner  in  Chemistry  reports  that  only  two  candidates  presented  Chemistry, 
themselves  for  examination  in  Inorganic  Chemistry ; both  succeeded  in 
passing,  but  their  answering  was  not  of  a high  order  of  merit.  No 
candidates  presented  themselves  for  examination  in  Organic  Chemistry. 

Forty-three  candidates  were  examined  on  Agricultural  Chemistry, 
and  the  Examiner  reports  that  their  answering  was  in  general  very 
fair. 

The  Examiner  in  Reasoning  reports  that  seventeen  candidates  were  Reasoning, 
examined  on  this  branch,  and  that  their  answering  was  creditable  y only 
two  failed  to  pass,  and  one  candidate  succeeded  in  obtaining  full 
marks. 

The  Examiners  in  Boolkeeping  report  that  a large  proportion  of  the  Book- 
candidates  for  promotion  to  Second  Class  showed  a very  fair  knowledge  keeping, 
of  the  general  principles  of  this  subject.  The  appearance  of  the  exercises, 
the  ruling,  and  the  penmanship  compared  favourably  with  that  of 
previous  years. 

The  candidates  who  were  examined  on  Third  Class  papers  showed  on 
the  whole  a fairly  exact  knowledge  of  the  prescribed  course  in  Book- 
keeping. The  work  was  neatly  and  methodically  written  out.  The 
exercises  of  the  candidates  from  the  Training  Colleges  were  especially 
satisfactory,  and  clearly  evinced  a careful  course  of  instruction. 

The  general  proficiency  of  the  Third  and  Fifth  Year  monitors  in  this 
subject  was  high,  and  not  only  did  they  exhibit,  as  a rule,  an  intelligent 
insight  into  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  subject,  but  the  exercises 
were  executed  with  considerable  neatness. 

The  Examiners  in  Agriculture  report  that  the  answering  in  this  Agriculture, 
subject  of  the  teachers  who  were  examined  on  Second  and  Third  Class 
papers  showed  a falling  off  as  compared  with  previous  years. 

ihe  answering  of  the  Third  and  Fifth  Year  monitors  was  in  general 
air  the  average  percentage  of  marks  obtained  by  the  former  being 
tty-four,  and  of  the  latter  fifty-two.  The  exercises  were,  as  a rule, 
executed  with  considerable  care  and  neatness.

The  Examiner  in  History  reports  that  the  teachers  who  were  examined 
in  this  subject  exhibited  only  a very  meagre  knowledge  thereof.  The 
answering  of  the  candidates,  as  a rule,  was  crude,  and  sometimes  incorrect. 

The  Examiner  in  English  Literature  reports  that  the  answering  in 
this  subject  was  very  good,  and  would  tend  to  show  that  it  is  a favourite 
subject,  especially  in  the  case  of  female  teachers. 

The  Examiners  in  Vocal  Music  report  that  the  exercises  of  the  candi- 
dates who  were  examined  for  certificates  of  competency  to  teach  this 
subject,  showed  in  many  cases  a very  accurate  knowledge  of  the  text- 
book. They  noticed,  however,  that  the  questions  requiring  for  their 
answer  a practical  acquaintance  with  music  were  less  frequently 
attempted  than  those  of  a character  which  demanded  merely  a knowledge 
of  the  text-book. 

The  Examiner  in  Drawing  reports  that  the  exercises  presented  in  this 
subject  were  on  the  whole  scarcely  so  good  as  those  presented  last 
year. 

Object  Drawing  and  Practical  Geometry  were  virtually  confined  to  the 
students  in  the  Training  Colleges. 

The  Examiner  in  Kindergarten  reports  that  the  answering  in  this 
subject  was  in  most  cases  only  moderate.  Of  133  candidates  examined, 
seventy-two  obtained  less  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of 
marks  available. 

The  Examiner  in  Hygiene  reports  that  fifty-two  male  teac  .ers  and 
forty-nine  female  teachers  presented  themselves  for  examination  on  this 
subject.  The  answering  all  round  was  not  quite  so  good  as  last  year, 
but  the  superiority  of  that  of  the  female  teachers  over  that  of  the  males 
is  as  marked  now  as  it  was  then. 

The  Examiner  in  Domestic  Economy  reports  that  creditable  know- 
ledge was  shown  in  general  by  the  candidates  who  were  examined  on 
this  subject,  and  there  was  no  case  of  absolute  failure. 

The  Examiner  in  Elementary  Physics  reports  that  only  nine  candidates 
presented  themselves  for  examination  in  this  subject,  and  that  their 
answering  therein  was  unsatisfactory,  six  of  them  failing  absolutely. 

The  Examiner  in  Botany  reports  that  only  four  candidates  were 
examined  in  this  subject  and  that  their  knowledge  of  it,  as  shown  by 
their  exercises,  was  slight. 

The  Examiner  in  Handicraft  reports  that  a very  fair  proficiency  was 
exhibited  by  the  candidates  who  presented  themselves  for  examination 
in  this  branch.  Of  the  45  candidates  examined,  no  less  than  38  suc- 
ceeded in  obtaining  certificates  of  competency  in  the  subject. 

The  Examiner  in  Latin  reports  that  the  translations  into  English 
were  done  without  difficulty,  while  the  exercises  in  Latin  composition 
indicated  preparation  and  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

The  Examiner  in  Greek  reports  that  three  candidates  were  examined 
in  this  subject,  and  that  the  answering  of  one  of  these  showed  a general 
ignorance  of  the  course  prescribed.  The  exercises  of  the  remaining  two 
candidates  showed  a fair  knowledge  of  the  selected  portions  of 
Xenophon  and  Homer , but  neither  candidate  took  the  piece  from 
Demosthenes. 

The  answering  on  the  questions  in  Grammar  testified  to  a fair 
acquaintance  with  the  inflections  in  some  parts  of  speech,  but  the 
attempts  to  express  in  Greek  the  English  sentences  on  the  question 
paper  were  unsatisfactory. 
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The  Examiner  in  French  reports  that  the  translation  from  French  ^mxndixL. 
into  English  was  generally  accurate,  but  the  rendering  of  English  into  4nl~f 
French  was  in  most  cases  of  little  merit.  The  irregular  verbs  Examina. 
appeared  to  have  been  more  carefully  studied  than  other  parts  ofm0“;f 
Grammar.  *'“hers 

The  papers  of  the  male  candidates  were  not  so  good  as  those  of  the  Monitors, 
female  candidates.  - — 

The  Examiner  in  Irish  reports  that  thirteen  teachers  presented  French 
themselves  foi  examination  as  candidates  for  certificates  of  competency 
to  teach  this  subject. 

Candidates  were  examined  from  the  counties  of  Donegal,  Galway 
Clare,  Kerry,  Waterford,  Kilkenny,  and  Meath. 

The  general  answering  was  very  creditable,  and  almost  all  of  the 
candidates  were  able  to  speak  Irish  fluently. 

Of  the  thirteen  teachers  who  presented  themselves  for  examination,  Irish, 
twelve  succeeded  in  obtaining  certificates  of  competency.

Reid  Bequest. 

The  Trustees  of  the  "Will  of  the  late  R.  T.  Reid,  Esq.,  ll.d.,  of 
Bombay,  who  munificently  bequeathed  £9,435  towards  the  advance- 
ment of  Education  in  the  County  Kerry  (his  native  county),  have 
authorized  the  following  Scheme  of  Prizes  to  be  awarded  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bequest,  by  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education.

Carlisle  and  Blake  Premiums. 


Extract  from  Appendix  to  Commissioners’  Rules — Edition 
of  1890. 


The  Carlisle  and  Blake  Premium  Bund: 

X.  The  Commissioners  of  National  Education  are  empowered  to 
allocate  to  the  teachers  of  ordinary  National  Schools*  the  interest  accru- 
ing from  the  Private  Bequests’  Fund  in  Premiums,  to  be  called  “ The 
Carlisle  and  Blake  Premiums.” 

2.  The  interest  from  the  accumulated  funds  available  for  premiums 
now  amounts  todrSO  a year,  and  this  sum  will  be  distributed  in  premiums 
of  £o  each — one  for  the  most  deserving  Principal  Teacher  in  each  of 
the  Districts  every  fourth  year,  upon  the  following  conditions  : — 


(a.)  That  the  average  attendance  and  the  regularity  of  the  attend- 
ance of  the  pupils  are  satisfactory. 

(6.)  That  a fair  proportion  of  the  pupils  have  passed  in  the  higher 
classes. 

(c.)  That,  if  a boys’  or  mixed  school,  taught  by  a master  in  a rural 
district,  agriculture  is  fairly  taught  to  the  boys  of  the  senior 
classes ; and,  if  a girls’  school  (rural  or  town),  needlework 
is  carefully  attended  to. 

(d.)  That  the  state  of  the  school  has  been  reported,  during  the  pre- 
vious two  years  as  satisfactory  in  respect  to  efficiency,  moral 
tone,  order,  cleanliness,  discipline,  school  accounts,  supply 
of  requisites,  and  observance  of  the  Board’s  rules. 

3.  No  teacher  will  be  eligible  for  a premium  twice  in  succession. 

4.  The  names  of  the  teachers  to  whom  premiums  are  awarded  will  be 
published  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Board. 

* Teachers  of  Model  Schools.  Convent  Schools  or  other  special  schools  are  not  eligible- 
for  this  premium.
